TUB AMERICAS CRISIS AND BRITISH OPINION. 

Friday evening. 6th, I heard a lecture on the 
above subject, in Hope Hall, by the Rev. J.& 
Jones, the incumbent of Christ Church. M . 
Charles Robertson occupied the chair. The Uev. 
lecturer indicated how the crisis came to pass, 
and then what bearing English opinion has, or 
ought to have, upon it. Beginning with the 
first cargo of slaves imported into Virginia in 
1620, he traced the gradual growth of the evil 
of slavery to the present moment, when, after an 
existence of 240 years, it resulted in the de- 
plorable and fratricidal war. The arguments 
against our sympathy with the North, he said, 
were eight or nine in number — namely, jealousy 
between the two countries : the insults and an- 
noyance to which we had been subjected ; that 
the people of the Southern States had a right to 
secede if they liked ; that the North and South 
were two incompatible domains, inhabited by 
different and incompatible races ; that the people 
in tho South were doing what they had a perfect 
right to do ; that they were asking and fighting 
for their independence ; that the conflict had 
nothing to do with slavery ; that the policy of 
president Lincoln was a one-sided one ; and that 
tho North was indifferent to the question of sla- 
very. These arguments he severally refuted and 
proved them to be fallacious. He showed that 
with tho exception of the Trent affair, all the in- 
sults to the British flag had been by the South ; 
that the works constructed and obligations en- 
tered into for the South, were done by the whole 
nation ; that tho objebt of the secessionists was 
not to gain the mere right to govern themselves 
but to govern others ; that their policy bad long 
been one of aggression ; and there were 200,000 
inhabitants of the Northern States residing in 
the South, and 600,000 of the South in the Free 
States, so that they mingled together ; that sla- 
very was the whole and sole cause of the seces-' 
sion, and therefore of the conflict ; that Presi- 
dent Lincoln had not the constitutional power! 
to abolish slavery in loyal States, and has taken 
the only alternative — offered compensation ; and 
as to the lost point, that the results of the voting 
at the three last elections indicated a growth or 
free-soil principles — the free-soil party obtained

Letter from Rev- diaries P. Dow. 

Dear Bretiiebn :— Times' movements are on- 
ward, and the golden moments of merciful op- 
portunity are hastening away, and we arc being 
borne onward to the solemn, the final judgement. 
What a time of thrilling interest do we occupy? 
aud how important that we duly realize it. We 
are living near the time when the long absent 
Saviour will return to reward his people, and 
punish his enemies. 

In some places in this vicinity and eleswhere, 
persons are being brought to Christ, and be as- 
sured dear brethren, faithful, scriptural and un- 
tiring effort will take effect and produce good re- 
sults. 

The first of Febuary, I commenced a meeting 
in Bolton, C. E. where I have preached some 
nineteen sermons to interested audiences during 
stormy weather, which produced fruit to thegloiy 
of God ; and some who went to meeting say,

world." An intelligent lady who was brought to 
Christ in tho meeting— said that she had not 
been once spoken to upon the subject of religion 
by ministers of the gospel, although they were 
frequently entertained at her house, and were 
freo to talk upon other subjects ; until she was 
not expecting it from any minister. But I have 
heard her say with tearful eyes, and a glad heart 
that she expected to praise God during an eter- 
nity of joy, for tho good she bad received in the 
meeting above referred to. Let me quote the 
following anecdote. " A few years ago, a laym* 0 
of one of the churches in New England, sat mus- 
ing on the eve of the new year, and be said with- 
in himself, " I will labor to bring as many sonls 
to Christ this year as possible. He immediately 
began by embracing every opportunity to eon 
verse personally with whomsoever he met, about 
the interests of their sonls. The first person be 
accosted, was a very gay and wealthy y 0UD 6 
lady, who indicated no seriousness at the 
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w ko was wholly irreligious, and who wid that L et ter form Elder Samuel Chapman- 
«he had never been conversed with before in re- 
lation to the salvation of her soul. She became 
serious, sought religion, obtained it, was a de. 
Touted Christian, and, before the year expired, 
she died in tho Lord. In the course of that year 
he conversed directly upon the subject of their 
souls salvation with about sixteen hundred in 
dividual*, more than half of whom said that they 
had never before been accosted upon the sub- 
ject" This is an example we ought to imitate. 
What a shame for ministers to neglect it. Since 
the Bolton meeting, I have attended a series of 
evening meetings in my own neighborhood, at 
SUnbridge Borrougn, which has resulted in con- 
iiderable apparent good. Some have been con- 
verted from the error of their ways, and old pro- 
fessors have been revived. There are indications 
of good, and new converts in other parts of the 
Prayer meetings attended by some faith- 
ful brethren from St. Armond, and some in Stan- 
bridge and elsewhere, have been the means of 
good to several. Elder Miles Grant recent dis- 
cussion in Stanbride, of the question, "Do the 
Scriptures teach the future personal coming of 
Christ, and give evidence that his Second Ad- 
tent will take place in the nineteenth century ?" 
with Mr. Chapin, Universalis! minister, was the 
means of good to many, as also his faithful and 
earnest preaching after. Many here remember 
him affectionctely for his faithful and able de- 
fence of the truth. Thus we ought to thank God 
and take courage, and be very faithful in this 
list hour of preparation for the judgment. Oh 
brethren, we should be " wanting in no good 
gift; waiting for the revelation of Jesus Christ," 
Werlcys note on this place is, " Waiting with 
earnest desire for the glorious revelation of our 
Lord ,Iesus Christ — a sure mark of a true or 
false Christian, to long for, or dread, this reve- 
lition," 1st Cor., 1: 7. How many professors; 
lot to say Methodists, would now stand by this 
text. And is it not a scriptural one? I felt sad 
M receiving the news of liro. Bliss's death, the 
Mings wore utterly unexpected ; and yet who 
ineeure ? no one. Solemn thought, think ol it 
«»e will. May his place be filled by one that 
subserve the interests of truth, and make 
ts» Advent Herald," to be a faithful » Herald " 
• the coming one. The character of a paper 
Bs not entirely depend upon its Editor, but it 
does measurably. May we all have grace fitting 
U for our several stations, and be enabled to act 
fa the fear of God. 

The events of this period are truly ominous 
•f the end, so that wo may with confidence say. 
u We have not followed cunningly devised fables, 
•hen we made known the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ." May we " gird up the loins of 
''our" mind, be sober, and hope to the end for 
•ne grace that is to be brought unto " us" at the 
tevelation of Jesus Christ." Let us take hold of 
Ike work before us with renewed faith, and la- 
bor more for immediatd results; expect to see 
•toners converted, use the means provided faith- 
fally ; and we shall make progress in the right 
direction.

Dear Bro. Litch, {Editor protem) — When 
I last wrote for the columns of the Herald (Jan' 
15th,) we were engaged in a protracted effort 
in West Woodstock Ct. (some sixty miles east 
of here) surrounded with opposing influences. 
Having no access to the churches, orliouse of 
worship there, we held our meeting in a commo- 
dious hall within a few rods of the Congrega- 
tional house. The minister who occupied that 
desk being decidedly hostile to the view we held, 
exerted his influence to prcveut his people from 
meeting and mingling with us: But wishing to 
know what we preached, quite a number of 
them, (even of entelligent minds,) ventured in, 
notwithstanding.tohearandjudgc for themselves ; 
and learning that we did not advocate certain 
doctrines or theories of which we were accused, 
but confined ourselves to the important subject 
of the " Soon coming of the Lord," " Resurrec- 
tion of the dead," " Final inheritance of the 
saints," " Everlasting punishment of the wick- 
ed " &o. And in view of these things urged re- 
pentance, or a speedy preparation of heart to 
meet the event, they were interested ; and con- 
tinued thereafter to give us a hearing, bring 
others with them, until we had our full share of 
the people in that community. Perceiving that 
many, and even those of his own ordinary con- 
gregation would Rock in to hear what he denom- 
inated " heresy," our opponents, as a last re- 
sirt, gave his people a kn*thy discourse on the 
Millienoiuiu, attempting to prove the conversion 
of the world ; and to enforce the subject on the 
minds of his people. Books were also circulated, 
which advocated the same theory, and which, if 
true, or authentic, would of course disprove our 
doctrine. Being readily informed of the fact, I 
perceived that a speedy reply was absolutely 
called for ; and announced publicly, " I will 
speak on that subject this evening." The ball 
was full, and still as the house of death. Being 
familiar with the Scriptures which are generally 
quoted in support of that theory, (having advo- 
cated the fable myself for more than twenty 
years), I had great liberty in speaking for near 
two hours; and this seemed to settle the ques- 
tion in the minds of all who heard ; and soon 
they began, one after another to confess faith in 
the doctrine we taught. This of course displeas- 
ed the minister, and he began to insinuaie that 
he should leave them ; to which none of those 
who had been interested in our meetings made 
serious objection. Thut being the state of things 
there, we continued our meeting at the hall 
some ten days alter the date of my last, (four 
weeks in all), which resulted in the happy con- 
version of a goodly number to tho Advent faith 
and tho doctrines connected therewith ; most of 
whom were 1 members of the " C, church." Hav- 
ing made public confession of their faith, and 
thus committed themselves ; they ventured to in- 
vite us to their houses for personal conversation. 
So I took " brother Perrin," as I was about to 
leave, and we went through the village, and call- 
ed on the various families, and found a

abiding peace of mind before : When your meet- 
ings commenced I was entirely ignorant on the 
subject ; and yet filled with prejudice against it ; 
but the novelty of the thing prompted me to at- 
tend your first meeting, and unexpectedly I was 
much interested. When Sunday came I wanted 
to hear you, but was ashamed to leave tho 
church and go to the hall, and besides I had 
Borne fears that [ should be called to an account 
for it, if I had done so on the Sabbath. But 
brother Chapman, that pride of heart is all gone, 
so that I care not what they say about me, nor 
what they do with my name on their church 
books, provided I am prepared to meet the Lord 
at his coming." After listening to so hearty and 
voluntary confession of facts, •' Bro. P." and 1 
were not disposed to doubt that sister K. was 
indeed "sanctified through the truth," for we re- 
membered that our Lord when praying for his 
disciples said, " Father, sanctify them through 
thy truth, thy word is truth." Several other 
cases we found in making our calls, of like inter- 
est, but having these as a specimen, we forbear 
to say more on that point. During the pust few 
weeks I have received several heart cheering 
letters from the friends there. Saying that " all 
of the Advent faith remain steadfast, and quite a 



time was not entirely lost. Went from there to 
Haydanville Mass (50 miles north of Hartford) 
Spent a week there ; met small congregations in 
'• brother Sheldon's hall," six evenings, and talked 
to them on the present signs of the times and 
soon coming of the Lord. A few were manifest- 
ly comforted; others were equally indifferent. 
Ilaydenville is a hard place, and Bro. Sheldon 
has but few there to symathize with him in his 
" blessed hope." Returned and spent a week or 
more in Hartford. Should havcmingled with the 
brethren at the Advent hall on the Sabbath, but 
the noted G. S. was there with his " non-resur- 
rection theory," and I chose to remain at home 
and write to absent iriends, rather than give 
countenance to the theory, even so much as to 
be seen in the congregation. 

I thought of leaving about that time, and tak- 
ing a western direction, but town meeting (for 
the election of Governor,*: c.) being but few weeks 
in the future, and much strife maniferted by the 
contending parties, I consented by the earnest 
solicitation of friends, to tarry till after election, 
and shall probably cast in my voto on that oc- 
casion. This is what I have not done except on 
one occasion for more than twenty years. But 
it seems suitable that loyal men (especially in 
Ct.) should now speak and act.

with the terms of salvation, and are now rejoio- 
ing in the pardoning love of Christ, others in- 
quiring " what must we do," &o. One brother 
writes (aftor speaking of the benefit he had de- 
rived from those meetings) that " Eternity alone 
can disclose the full amount of good that was ac- 
complished by that four weeks' labor; although 
preformed in the midst of cruel, unprovoked op- 
position." Ho further states thajfhe minister of 
the " C. church " has finally left, and things are 
now going on quietly. After completing my 
work in West Woodstock, I went to Ashford 
(six mihjs south,) where we held a few evening 
meetings at a district school-house. Our con- 
gregations were not large, but very attentive to 
the word, and after preaching, several spoke 
freely. Among tho number were two or three 
persons who attended our meetings there in 
September, and manifested penitence of heart, 
asked for prayers, &c. but had since found peace 
in believeing, and uniting with the Baptist 
church, (although Adventists in sentiment). An 
interesting lad of thirteen years, who met with 
us there last fall ; was then very thoughtful, and 
promised us that he would seek tho Lord, was 
now iudulging hope in Christ, and Bsked for 
baptism at our hands, which would have been 
cheerfully given ; but before the appointed time 
arrived, he^ was suddenly attacked with a disease 
which prevented. This occasioned regret ; but 
should there be no other opportunity granted to 
that young disciple, the Lord will doubtless 
accept the will for tho deed. Went next to 
Chaplin, (6 miles further south) where we spent 
the Sabbath and a few evenings with that devot- 
ed band ot disciples (of whom I Bpoko so freely 
in a former letter). Poor in worldly matters, but 
rich in faith, and manifestly heirs of the king- 
dom, I walked to, and from, and felt richly com- 
pensated by seeing them feast on the word, giv- 
ing glory to God. Returned and met my ap- 
pointment in Ashford. Then, on my return to 
Hartford, visited the isolated brethern and sis-

History or Keys. — A paper was lately read bo- 
fore the British Association of Science, on the history 
ofkeys. The author pointed out a strip of bark or a' 
thong of leather as the first means of which proper- 
ty was secured prior to tbe advanced stage of civili- 
zation, when permanent houses were constructed, 
and the door and the coder fastened with bolts, 
latches, and bar. Homer was cited as the earliest 
writer who mentioned anything like a key, and 
special reference was made to tbe primitive locks 
and keys of wood of tbe ancient and modern Egyp- 
tians. The iron keps of Egyyt were described, and 
illustrated by examples from Thebes ; and the cufi- 
our fact pointed out, tbat nearly similar specimens 
are met, with in Western Africa. After a orief no- 
tice of Greek keys, attention was directed to the Ro- 
man era, and a miuute description was given of the 
fixed and moveable locks, the dentated, piped and 
branched keys, and of the various formed bows sur- 
mounting the stems. Mention was made of the, 
small keys attached to finger-rings, and of the false 
or skeleton key of the Roman bouabrcaker. And 
Anglo-Saxon and Norman keys were then dwelt up- 
on, and the various forms and fashions of the key- 
bows, from the thirtieth century down to a later 
period, were described. 



affair. Still, there is such a concurrence of accounts 
in regard to the material points, that we oan form a 
general opinion of one ol the greatest and most sin- 
gular battles on record. We should judge the de- 
sign of tho Admiral in command was to make the 
attack either a recoonoissancc or a pitched conflict, 
the many circumstances, impossible to be fore- 
Been, Bhould decide. Sundry mishaps Occurred in 
the inanrcovering of the ve-sels ; the obstructions in 
the harbor prevented the attack front being made at 
the point designed ; and so the engagement that en- 
sued was to all intents and purposes a reconnois^ 
sancc, or an experimental attack. The first im- 
pression is, that it was a failure. Of the nine ves- 
sels under fire, one was totally injured and lost, an- 
other was badly injured, aud three others were 
partially disabled lor the moment. On the other 
hand, large cavities were made by our guns in the 
wall of Fort Sumpter, but it is not known that Ihe 
defensive capacity of the Fort was materially di- 
minished. But we think that the " sober second 
thought " of the community will be that the first 
day's operations of our iron-olads were not so in- 
auspicious after all. Tbe loss of life, considering 
the enormous disproportion of the terrible batteries 
which were concentrated upon our gallant little 
force, was amazingly slight. Tho genius of Erics- 
son comes out of the fiery ordeal in triumph — for 
it Kill be seen thut the Monitors proper sustain 
nothing but tcinj orary injuries. It is not probable 
that they will bo subjected to a severer trial. If 
some means can bu found to disposo of the harbor 
obstructions, so that Sumpter can be attacked on 
its landward or weakest lace, and so that tbe fleet 
will huve wore room for uiuntcuveriog and for dis- 
persing the enemy's fire, the next attempt may

There is a ruuinr that the Federal troops are get- 
ting in the rear of Charleston. 

The entire Tulluhatchie fleet, consisting of the di- 
visions under Gens. Ross and Quimby, and numer- 
ous guns and mortar boats, arrived last night. The 
expedition, which bas been absent forty-tbree days, 
lelt Fort Greenwood on Sonday. As soon as the bus- 
tle of departure was observed by too enemy they 
opened a brisk fire from the woods, where their bat- 
teries had been planted, which continued until the 
last boat steamed up the river. On the passage the 
boats were frequently firtd on by guerillas. A num- 
ber of soldiers were wounded, and twenty-five or 
thirty killed. Tbe divisions under Quimby and Ho- 
vey have been ordered to Vicksburg.

Nothing important from the army of the Potomac. 
Our foreign news this week is' somewhat interest- 
ing ; but the crowded state of our columns will not 
admit of its publication in detail.

Conference at Sampler, Wisconsin. 

Wednesday, Dec. 4. Arrived at the placcof meet- 
ing. In the town called Sumpter. It is situated 
ni>. «it 1-'. mil-, north from Maromenic; it lays on 
the Wisconsin River, nnd constitutes one of the 
richest town in Sank, Co. The place of our meet- 
ing, is called " The Pocket." It consists of n large 
beautiful prairie, surrounded with bluffs. For the 
entrance, an opening has been left hy nature. Stand- 
ing at this entrance looking west yuu have whut is 
called the " pocket " be fore you, presenting at once 
a grand view of nature.

Wednesday, Dec. 10. Rose refreshed, visited a 
number ol lumilies. To day brother Policy, is some 
better. Called on brother Darling, a lamily who 
were converted at Cabot, Yt., in the revival at the 
dedication. lie is happily situated here, also visited 
With Eld. Shears. Preached in the evening to anoth- 
er packed audience. My Bubject — time of the coming 
kingdom, Dan. 12: 12th, 13th. I spoke two hours 
with great freedom, and effeot ; I felt some inconve- 
nience from the heated atmosphere of the crowded 
room. We could get no good nir ventilation. I was 
exposed to the cold atmosphere also at the close of 
the service, but retired as usual in hope of no harm, 
to my health. 

Thursday, Dec. 11th. I awoke and found myself 
sick. My face and hoad were badly swollen, with 
the erysi pelas ! And a violent cold in my whole 
system. The fact stared me in the face, and there 
was no evading it, I was sick, and I must make 
the best ol it. I had overdone, and had been exposed 
to the prairie winds without proper clothing. I had 
drove through all weathers, both night and day, and 
had now come to the extreme point and must stop, 
and pay for violated law ! Well, 1 took it all pa- 
tiently, and submitted myself to the circumstances. 
During ten days I suffered pains and penalties, that 
were sometimes almost insupportable. But God sus- 
tained me. Praise His Holy Name. 

I have to thank brother and sister Stone, for their.) 
unwearied kinJness, and also their kind neighbors. 
E der Sheldon did not leave me in the hour of mj 
distress; but ministered to my wants as a faithful 
nurse. Tleaven reward all these. 

In the midst of my sickness brother Polley, was 
taken away. He sleeps in Jesus, and will come forth 
in the " resurrection of the just." It is said of him 
here, that none knew him but to esteem him. Wt 
shall see him again soon. Blessed hope. 

Monday, Deo. 22J. Brother Sheldon took me 
from West Point, back to Sumpter, twelve miles, 
to brother Knapp's. Here I am to rest and recruit, 
before I enter the field again. ■ ■ 

By this interruntion in my work I have lost the 
Illinois Confercflawnnd the meeting at Shabbons. 
But such was the will of God, nnd I patiently sub- 
mit, but I shall yet visit Illinois and make all amends 
for this disappointment, by the will of God. 

I n my late sickness the doctor told me that my plain 
living had saved me Irom a long tit ofsickness. Tin 
disease had nothing to live upon, and as soon us the 
cold was worked out of my system, nnd I got a lit- 
tle rest, I would be all right again. And so I am ; 
by the will of God. 

Several things have worked against me in the 
West. One is the hard water ; this has worked 
a Mil.-: me all the while, and I have had no remedy. 
Sjcond. the cold piercing winds. I was not not pre- 
pared for them. They were very hard on me. Third- 
ly, Speaking in hot, crowded robms, nnd then rid- 
ing from two to four miles in the prairie winds, has 
been much ngninst me ; yet I have slood all these, 
and maintained my health, and done my work, up 
to the time when I took my special cold. And to 
this 1 should be liable any where under exposure. 
We are not invulnerable, or immortal yet. Yet un- 
der ordinary circumstances, I should have Id occa- 
sion to be sick. The wonder is, from what I have 
gone through I am not dead. • 1 '

Sabbath School Exercises- 

FROM RFV. ANTHONY PEARCE. 

At our last exercise the subject of prophecy 
engaged our attention, when thG nature distin- 
guishing pcralinrities and divine method of in- 
trepreting sacred prophecy were given, illustrat- 
ed in the fulfillment of predictions relating to 
Christ's first coming. 

This evening we continued the subject of 
prophecy taking those relating to the 0 ties of 
Ninevah and Babylon, and in which the divine 
faithlulness will appear as on former occasion?, 
and what then can there be at this time more it.. 
t:rest : n _ , important or appropriate? 

We will commence with Ninevah, the ancient 
capital of the Assyrian Empire. It was founded 
by Nimrod, great-grandson of Noah, as we read. 
" And Cush begat Nimrod ; be began to be 
a mighty one in the earth. And he went forth 
into Assyria and builded Ninevah." ' 

Ninevah was situated on the eastern bank of 
the river Tigris, about two hundred and eighty 
miles north of Babylon and four hundred miles 
nort-east of Damascus. 

It was a very great, as well as a very ancient 
city, Jonah called it " that great city." An ex- 
ceeding great city of three days journey." It is 
said to have been sixty miles in circuit. It con- 
tained more than sixsoore thousand persons that 
could not discern between their right hand and 
their left. It was surrounded by walls ono hun- 
dred feet high, so broad that three ehariots 
could drive abreast on them, and defended by 
one hundred and fifty towers two hundred feet in 
height. 

This great and populous city, abounding in 
wealth and luxury, became very corrupt in mor. 
als, rendering it necessary for Jehovah to send 
his servant Jonah and cry in the ears of the 
Nenevites : " Yet lorty day? and Ninevah shall 
be overthrown." The result of which we read 
Jonah 3: 5 — 10, In consequence the divine 
judgments were averted from Ninevah for a 
time. 

But this repentance of the Ninevites, we may 
presume was of no long continuance. For not 
many years after, we find the prophet Nahum 
foretelling tho total and entire destruction of 
the city, which as we shall see came to pass in 
harmony with the prophecy. 

Nahani prophesied that the Ninevites should 
be taken while they wero drunken. " For while 
they be folded together as thorns, and while they 
are drunken as drunkards, they shall be drown- 
ed as stubble fully dry.P >• .j^n t> c ,| 7I10J 

The historian relates "that while the Assyrian 
army were feasting for their former victories, 
ihc Medes and Babylonians being informed by 



some deserters of negligence and drunkenness 
in the camp of the enemies, assaulted them un- 
ttpeotedly by night and falling orderly on them 
disorderly, and prepared on thera unprepared, 
became masters of the camp and slow many of 
the soldiers and drove the rest into the city." 
lo Nahum foretells that " the gates of the rivers 
shall be opened, and the palace shall be dissolved, 
and with an overrunning flood he will make an 
kktor end of thee thereof." 17 srfi nO 

Accordingly, the historian informs us, that 
there was an old prophecy, that Ninevah should 
not be taken, till the river became an enemy lo 
the city; and that in the third year of the siege, 
the river being swollen with continued rains, 
overflowed part of the city, and broke down the 
Vail for twenty furlongs ; then the king thinking 
that the oracle was fulfilled, and the river be- 
come an enemy to the city, built a large funeral 
pile in the palace, and collecting togethei all bis 
wealth and his concubines and eunuchs, burni 
himself and the palace with them all ; and the 
enemy entered the breach that the water had 
made and took the oity.Hl lO^fcib ol janouM 
- Nahum promised the enemy much spoil of 
gold and silver, "Take ye the spoil of silver, 
take the spoil of gold; for there is no end of the 
«:ore and glory of out of the pleasant furniture ' 
. 'Aai so tho historian says, "That the kiDg 
Who conquered the city carried many talent* ot 
gold and silver to Rjbatana, the royal oity of 
Medes, after which Ninevah was destroyed by 
fire and water according to the prophecy, " With 
an overflowing flood he will make an utter end 
of the place. And there shall the fire devour 
UeW-isu }o arad, oiiJ Ji)u HjoiftH. ft, 

This destruction of Ninevah was to be total 
and complete, andthoreforo the prophet declared, 
'• affliction shall not rise up the secoud time. " 

In view of this, the prophet asks, " Where is 
the lions and the feeding place of the young 
lions?" "Behold I um against thee, saith the 
Lord of hosts, and I will cut off thy prey from 
the earth and the voice of thy messengers shall 
no more bo hoard." " Toy crowned are as the 
locusts, and thy captains as the great grasshop- 
pers which camp in the hedges in the cold day : 
but when the sun ariseth, they flee away and 
their place is not known where they are; thy 
Shepherds slumber, 0 king of Assyria ; thy uo- 
bles shall dwell iu the dust : thy people is scat- 
tered upon the mountains and no man gatheretli 
|UtW. M lmltu * um mmiiQ Ic nl <i'C ■• 

The prophet Zephaniah also foretells the same 
event, when saying, " The Lord will stretch out 
his hand against the north, and destroy Assyria ; 
and will make Ninveh a desolation, and dry like 
a wilderness. And the floeks shall lie down in 
the midst of her, all the beasts of tho nations : 
both the cormorant and the bittern, shall lodge in 
the upper lintels of it : their voice shall sing in 
the windows ; desolation shall be in the thres- 
holds: for ha shall uncover the cedar-work, 
this is the rejoicing city that dwell carelessly ; 
that said in her heart, I. am, and there is none 
beside me : how is she become a desolation, a 
jplace for beasts to lie down in ! every one that 
passethby her shall hiss, and wag his hand." 
i 'The Old Testament account and predictions 
•f Ninevah are recognized as true by the Mes- 
siah in his teachings : " The men of Nineveh 
■hall rise in judgment with this generation and 



shall oondemn it : because they repented at the 
preaching of Jonah ; and behold a greater than 
Jonah is here." 

Thus Ninevah became •' empty and void, and 
waste." '* And it shall come to pass that all 
who look upon thee, shall flee from thee and say, 
" Ninevah is laid waste." " For thus Faith the 
Lord, thy namo shall no more be sown, I will 
make thy grave." 

And so it came to pass. Immediately after its 
capture by the Medes and Babylonians, it sank 
to decay. It is supposed that Ninevah's destruc- 
tion so soon after its capture was beoaose it was 
taken to enlarge and beautify Babylon. Heath- 
en, infidel and Christian writers attest the truth 
of tho predictionsconcerning Ninevah, " the vile, 
the bloody oity." 

A writer who flourished in the second century 
of the Christian Era and who resided in a city 
on the river Euphrates, affirms that at that time 
Ninevah had utterly perished, and there was no 
footstep of it remaining, norcould you tell where 
onoe it was situated. a/ bit 

Another testified in the 13th century, that 
Ninevah at present, is totally laid waste, but by 
the ruins which are still to be seen there we may 
firmly believe that it was one of the greatest 
cities in the wwfciJ' '"'d'' *s 'wpjb gW'MlwfTl 1 ) 
But the most important confirmations of these 
predictions concerning Ninevah are furnished us 
in the more recent discoveries of Botta and La- 
yard. After more than two hundred years of si- 
lence and forgetfulness have passed, this buried 
and almost forgotten city has been brought to 
light to attest tho truth of God's word. The first 
discovery of Ninevah's remains was made in 
1842, by M. Botta, French Consul at Mosul. 
Then Layard in October, 1845, under the patron- 
age of Sir. Stratford Canning commenced bis ex- 
aminations which have resulted in such wonder- 
ful discoveries, confirming very minute particu- 
lars of those ancient prophecies relating to this 
once mighty, proud and wicked city. Well did 
Jesus once say, " The Word of God cannot be

The following is a more recent confirmation 
of what has been said in regard to Ninevah. •• It 
is stated that Col. Bawlinson, who is at present 
engaged in prosecuting the discoveries commenc- 
ed by Botta and Layard, and in exhuming from 
the mounds of the long lost rival cities of Nine- 
vah and Babylon, the instructive remains of this 
once gigantic power, has lately been discovered 
in a state of perfect persevation, what is believed 
to be the mummy of Nebuchadnezzar. The face 
of the rebellious monarch of Babylon, covered by 
one of those gold masks usually found in Assy- 
rian tombs, is described as very handsome— the 
forehead high,— and commanding, the features 
marked and regular. This interesting relic of re- 
mote antiquity is for the present preserved in 
the museum of the East India Company. Of all 
the mighty empires which have left a lasting im- 
pression on the memory, none has so completely 
perished as that of Assyria. More than two 
thousand years have gone by, since the " two 
great cities " renowned for their strength, their 
luxury, and their magnificence, have orumbled to 
the dust, leaving no visible trace of their exis- 
tence, their very sites forgotten. A chance trav- 
ollar, Layard, riding through the Mesopotamia 
valley discovered " the buried city," and with 
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a success which has immortalized his name, has j running away down through the arches. The 
commenced to unroll the book of Assyrian his- ( mould or earth here laid on was sufficiently thick 
tory and civilization, which of all the histories ^ to have great trees take root and grow. All kind 
of the first period of the world, is most clearly of trees, plants and flowers were cultivated here.

Babylon was another ancient and noted city, 
and a subject of prophecy. The founder ol Nine*! 
vah originated Babylon.Gcn. 10: S — 10. "And 
Cush begat Nimrod : he began to be a mighty 
one in the earth. He was a mighty hunter be- 
fore the Lord : wherelore it is said, Even as Nim- 
rod the mighty hunter before the Lord. And 
the beginning of his kingdom was Babel and 
Erech, and Accad, and (Jftlneh, in the land of 
Shinar." . . , , _ . . 

Babylon was the capital of the Babylonian 
Empire, as Ninevah was of the Assyrian. They 
rivalled each other in greatness and wickedness 
and both were powerful enemies of God's peo- 
ple. The one subverted the kingdom of Israel 
aud the other the kingdom of Judah. The one 
carried away the ten tribes and the other the 
two tribes into captivity. 

Babylon was one of the wonders of the world. It 
was situtated in a large plain, having a deep and 
fruitful soil. The city formed a perfect square, 
each si Jo of whieh was fifteen miles, making a 
circuit around the city of sixty miles. 

The city was surrounded by a wall three hun- 
dred feethigh, and eighty-seven feet thick, made 
ol large bricks, cemented together with bitumen, 
a glutinous substance arising out of the earth 
in that country, which binds much stronger and 
firmer than mortar and soon grows harder than 
the bricks and stones themselves, which it ce- 
ments together. c 4-» 

The wall was surrounded on the outside with 
a vast ditch foil of water, and lined with bricks 
wherewith the wall was built, and therefore from 
the - a t height and breadth of the wall, may be 
inferred the greatness of the ditch. 

The city being an exact square was divided 
by fifty streets, each fifteen miles long, twenty- 
five weut one way and twenty-five another way, 
crossing each other at right angles. ,<i 

At the end of each street was a gate of brass 
making one hundred in all. These were always 
open in the day time and closed in the night. 

Through the city, from north to south, ran a 
branch ot the river Euphrates, over which in the 
centre of the city was built a bridge, at the two 
ends of which were two palaces ; the old palace 
on the east and the new palace on the west sido. 

The temple of Bolus, the God of Babylon, 
stood next to the old palace. It was in connec 
tion with this bridge, with its palaces, and tem- 
ple, that the Lord spoke, when promising to 
Cyrus " the treasures of darkness and hidden 
riohes of secret places." 

The temple of Belos stood upon a base of a 
quarter of a mile square, and touring up eight 
stories high, or it consisted of eight tower?, built 
one above the other. Theasoent tothetopwaiby 
stairs on the outside. On the top of this temple 
was an observatory where the Babylonians be- 
came so expert in astronomical observations. This 
temple was the depository of the spoils taken in 
battle. Here is where the sacred vessels taken 
from the Temple in Jerusalem were placed dur- 
ing the Babylonish captivity. It is supposed this 
is the tower, commenced soon after the flood.and 
where the contusions ot tongues commenced. 

On the opposite side of the River, from the 
temple of Belus, stood the new palace which 
Nebuchadnezzar built for his own residence. It 
was four times as large as the old palace, taking 
in a compass of eight miles. It was surrounded 
with three wall, one within another, and strongly 
fortified. It was in connection with this palace 
that the celebrated hanging gardens were found. 

These hanging gardens were on raised terraoes, 
as high as the walla of the city. These terraces 
were formed by high fiat stone, sixteen feet long 
and four broad, over which was a layer of reed, 
mixed with a great quantity of bitumen ; on this 
were placed two rows of bricks closely cemented 
together by plaster and then over all were laid 
the mould of the garden ; and all this flooragc

The Resurrection Body. 

As this is a matter of pure revelation, we 
must keep close to the inspired word. This 
is very copious and clear. The qualites of the 
glorified bodies of believers are drawn out with 
minuteness in the following verses — (1 Cor. xv. 
85-44) — by a running commentary on which, 
we may obtain distinct conceptions of their or- 
ganization Some will say, llowjare tho dead 
raised up, and with what body do they come? 
Thou fool 1 that which thou lowest is not quick- 
cued, except it die. And that which thou sow- 
est, thou sowest not that body that shall be, but 
bare grain, it may chance of wheat or some 
other grain. But God giveth it a body as it 
pleased him, and to every seed his own body Al. 
flesh is not the same flesh ; but there is one kind 
of flesh of men, another of fishes, and another of 
birds. There are also celestial bodies, and 
bodies terrestrial ; but the glory of tbe celestial 
is one, and the glory of the terrestrial is an. 
other. There is one glory of the sun, and an- 
other glory of tbe moon, and another of the 
stars ; for one star differeth from another star 
in glory. So also is the resurrection of the 
dead. It is sown in corruption, it is raised in 
incorruption ; it is sown in dishonor, it is raised 
in glory : it is sown in weakness, it is raised in 
power , it is sown a natural body, it is raised a 
spiritual body. There is a natural body, and 
there is a spiritual body." We will attempt a 
brief commentary on these verses. " Some will 
say, how are the dead raised up, and with what 
body do they come?" In what way is this 
effected ? What arc the characteristics of the 
bodies which shall be raised up ? "Thou fool! 
th.it which thou sowest is not quickened, except 
it die." Thoughtless, uoobserving man, you bo 
hold an analogous process constantly going on 
around you. You cast seed into the earth, and 
it springs not up fresh and green, till it decays 
and dies in the earth. Now their is no more 
difficulty in the rising of the body than there is 
in tho springing up of that seed. The body is 
Indeed decomposed and dissolved by death, but 
so is the seid ; yet as that rises after apparent

Bodies on the earth differ from heavenly bodies, 
and heavenly bodies differ among themselves.

" So also, is the resurrection of the dead." Tbe 
bodies of the dead, though they shall be raised 
immortal, will possess beauty and excellence, be 
endowed with perfections with which the human 
body was never before invested.. " It is sown 
in corruption." In its present state, the human 
body is a frail mortal body. There is a ten- 
dency to decay in its very organization. The 
teeth decay, the eyes grow dim, the limbs grow 
feoble, the joints relax, and age stamps her 
white impress of decay upon the hair. So it 
is subject to diseases acute and chronic, and 
even to putrefaction. But it will cot be so 
raised : " It is raised inincorruption." It will 
be no longer susceptible of waste and disorders. 
There shall be no more thirst, no more languor, 
no more pain, no more death. They shall be 
more durable than any matetial objects, for they 
shall abide forever, unassailable, indestructible. 
" It is sown in dishonor." Now it is a vile body, 
often unlovely aud detbrmcd. No sooner is the 
flame of life within it quenched, than it is too 
offensive to be kept in sight, and is fed upon by 
crawling reptiles. " But it is raised in glory." 
Every thing vile about it will be taken away. 
It will be like Christ's glorious body. " Who 
shall change" says this same apostle, "our 
bodies, that they may be likened unto Christ's 
glorious body." What that was, at his transfig- 
uration, we know. " His face shone as the suo, 
and his raiment was white as the light; and 
when the disciple John, who then saw him, 
saw him afterwards in Patmos, he tells us 
his face was as the mid-day sun, and his eyes as 
a flame of fire, and his feet as burning brass.

About Cloves and Auspice.— Cloves are 
produced by a tree which is a native of the 
Molucca islands, and were like nutmegs a long 
time under the exclusive control of the Dutch 
Government, who for many years would not al- 
low the trees to grow upon any except the is- 
and of Amboyua, from whence tho highest- 
price cloves still come. The tree is from 15 to 
30 feet high, with Urge aromatic I e ares ami 
bunches of very fragrant flowers. The spice is 
the unopened flower-buds, which are beaten off 
by means of rods and then dried. Ibe little 
ball at the top of the clove is the unexpanded 
petals; by softening the clove in hot water 
these can be carefully laid open by means of a 
pin. The main portion of the olove is what 
would be the fruit if it was allowed to go on 
and ripen. 0 it word " clove," comes from the 
French clow, a nail. That being the name by 
which the French call them on account of their 
resemblance to a little nail. 

Allspice is from a tree, nearly related to the 
clove tree ; it grows in the West Indies, where 
it is largely cultivated for the spice, which in 
this instance is the froit. The berries are gath- 
ered when green, for if allowed to remain on 
the tree untill ripe they have an unpleasant fla- 
vor. It is also called Pimento and Jamaica 
pepper The name allspice was given because 
it was thought to have the flavor of cloves, oin- 
namon, and nutmegs combined. 



A Good Wat to Ccok Beep.— To steam beef, 
procure a cast-iron pot of large dimensions, hav- 
ing at the bottom a shoulder, which is found in 
most large iron pots, at the point where the di- 
ameter is diminished to fit the hole in the stove. 
Across this hole you place some pieces of shin- 
gles with water ; add a few pieces of lemon peel 
or a little mace if you please; place the meat 
upon the shingles ; cover up tight with a fitted 
tin cover and place over a hot fire. You must 
bo careful to add water occasionally, for if it 
should all boil away, of course the gravy would 
be burned, and the flavor of the meat injured. 
When finished, the bottom of the pot contains a 
large quantity of most excellent gravy, which of 
course, must be thickened and seasoned. A 
rump of beef, or a shoulder, forms an excellent 
piece to operate on. Mutton is also fine. Try it.

Editorial Correspondence to the Uerald. 
Visit to New York. 



At half-past five, Saturday evening, April 12th, 
we took cars for the city of New York by w..y ol 
Providence. Had a pleasant run to the steamer 
opposite New London, where we embarked on board 
the Plymouth Rook for our destination. On awak- 
ing from our quiet and refreshing rest on Sabbath 
morning we found ourselves at the wharf in New 
York, safely moored. Taking a bundle ol tracts 
and extra numbers of the Advent Herald, we started 
on a mission up Chatham street to the Bowery, a 
region where the sons of Israel do congregate ; and 
disregurJing the Christian Sabbath, do open their 
marts of trade as oi other dayB. This afforded ns 
an opportunity such as could not so easily be found 
on other days ot the week, of distinguishing the 
Jews and their places of buiines&and paying special 
attention to them. It was at an hour when they 
were just opening their stores, and no customers 
were in attendance. 

Entering an open dojr we said " Good morning, 
my friend, I wan to give you something to do to- 
day ; I want wi to read this littlo tract." " 0," 
did one, " lhavereid a great many of them, and it's 
no good." " My friend," said we, " You have 
never read one liko this." " 0, it is something 
new, then, is it?" "No," we replied, " it is as 
old as the old prophets ; but it is what there are 
not many think of.' - " But," he said, " I am an 
Israelite." "So 1 suppose; but, Sir, you have 
the old prophets, have you ?" " Yes," he replied. 
" Very well ; I want you to take this little traot 
and Btudy it, not >imply read it, but study it, and 
ponder the subject well. It relates to Israel's glori- 
ous Messiah." "Are you an Israelite?" He 
eagerly naked. We replied, " I am deeply interest- 
ed in your Messiah, and believe He will come and 
rear up David's throne and reign over the house ol 
Jacob, in Jerusalem, forever. And that He will 
also reign from sea to sea, and from the river to the 
ends of the earth. And that all kings shall bow 
down before him and all nations shall serve him. I 
believe this just as firmly us I believe Mr. Lincoln 
reigns at Washington as President ol the United 
States " That's so," he said ; and promised to 
study the tract. This is a sample of the reception 
wu met with among the Jews of Chatham street, 
and the Bowery, fur from an hour and a half to 
two hours; and in each case obtained a promise ol 
reading the tract, and from muny, that they would 
study it. The tract distributed was " The Signs of 
the Times," published last fall by brother Howdcn, 
and lor sale at the Herald office at $2,00 per thou- 
Sind. It relates to the two Advents of Messiah, 
and is such a one as is just adapted to that class. 
On Monday morning, passiog by our friend's store, 
we paused a moment to ask him what he thought 
of the little tract? He replied, that so far as it 
wont he liked it well. Wo toid him there was an- 
other to follow it to be published soon, entitled, "The 
cup of wrath to be taken from the hand of the Jews 
and put into the hand of the Gentiles." " A gojd 
subject," he said. 

Who will volunteer to visit theso sons of Jacob 
with it. and keep the impression alive? It is a 
great work and ought to be be done. " If by any 
means we may save some of them," should be our 
motto. We have in the views we advocate an in- 
strumentality such as does not elsewhere exist, for 
reaching the Jewish mind, and turning it to the 
Messiah .

Dear Bro. Bubs : — I have taken the Herald from 
its commencement, with the exception of about a 
year — the time I moved from Canada to Southern 
Minnesota — although my address is Bun Oak, Iowa. 
Although I differ with it in some things, yet esteem 
it as an old friend that 1 cannot part with. It was 
the first paper to Herald the coming of the Son of 
God to reign, and I believe this is the most impor- 
tant part ol the gospel of the kingdom, to alarm the 
church and the world, that Christ is soon coming ;

Again : the Bible ascribes to man a two-fold lile. 
The Pseuche, or soul, and the zoe, the divine and 
happy life, The soul is something which Christ de- 
clares cannot be killed with the body. Matt. 10: 
28. The zoe is what Paul calls the lite of God ; it is 
what the believer derives from Christ, constituting 
him a new creature, so that both these lives are dis- 
tinct from the atmospheric air. If man had not 
lormerly had " the life of God " he could not become 
"alienated " from it, as Paul declares sinners to be. 
It is therefore clear that the breath of lives was 
what Gud. imparted to the lifeless clay to give him 
his Pseuche and zoe, a two fold life. 

As to the rich man and Lazarus, the case is this : 
If it is a literal narrative, as we believe it to oe, there 
is consciousness after death. If it is a parable, or 
more pronerly a fable, it was a plain statement ol 
thing as beliered by the Pharisees to whom our cor- 
respondent says Christ was speaking. He thus con- 
ceded the correctness of their faith, which if they 
were in error he should have corrected ; and which 
our modern materialists labor with exoeed ing zeal, 
contrary to the Master's example and teachings, to 
overthrow. All we need to say about the apple illus- 
tration, is this : that any and every part sufficient 
ly large to identify it as a purt ol uny person, place 
ur thing, has according to universal usage in all 
iinguages, a perfect right to the generic name ol 
that person, place or thing. And by generic, wc 
mean that word which distinguishes one class from 
another — as apple — distinguishes fruit from pear, 
and is therefore the generic name of that fruit. Each 
apple has a perfect right to that generic nume ol 
whatever Bpecie it may bo, so also each part ol that 
apple however minute, has the same right to that 
generic name ; and it is by universal usage ascribed 
to it. Man is the generic name of an animal to dis- 
tinguish him (rom a cow, a borse, &c, and is bis 
generic name, belonging alike to all the genus homo 
or human kind. And it is by the usage of language, 
appropriated to each and every part of any individ- 
ual. It is Usage which gives law to language. So 
that it is as proper when speaking of either body, 
soul or spirit, to call them by the name of the man, 
is it is to call any part of an apple by that name, 
for usage makes it proper. J. L.

Tue Jews or Bavaria.— A correspondent ol the 
Allegemeine Zeitung des Judenthums gives very sat 
ishictory news about the Jews of Bavaria. All the 
ppressive laws of preceding ages have been abolish- 
ed ; the towns which heretofore regarded it as their 
most precious privilege to exclude the Jens (rum 
iheir midst, have either recalled them or permitted 
(hem to return. Nuretnburg, for instance, now 
numbers a Jewish community of 125 families. The 
synagogue of RutiBbonne, built twenty years ago, 
will soon be enlarged. The synagogue now being 
built in Nureraborg will cost 160,000 florins. 

How Races die out. — The method in which lower 
races fuse into or escape from the higher is a mys- 
tery in its causes, but well understood in its results. 
The lower race loses its productiveness, and some 
dozens of extinct tribes, like the extinct genera of 
inimals, attest this. The Rod Indians of Americt, 
the native race ol Peru and the aborigines of 
tralia are living examples of this rule.

It re- 
quires several hours of labor for the stomach to 
ivork up" an ordinary meal ; and to givo to it th»t 
amount of work to do, when it is already in an 
exhausted condition, is like giving a man, worn 
out by a hard day's work, a task which shall 
keep him laboring half tho night. Mothers art 
often much afraid their daughters will hurt 
themselves by a little work, if they compls' n 
of " not feeling very well;" and yet if ^ 
daughters were to sit down to dinner and shovel 
in enough provender for an elephant or a plo*" 
man, it would be considered a good omen and 
the harbinger of convalesence.

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ARHY MOVEMENTS. 

We have but little news of extraordinary import- 
ance to report, since tue attack ol' our gunboats in 
Charlestown harbor. Our news from Suffulk, 
Via., Fortress Monroe, April 16th, is, that on that 
jay the enemy drove buck our skirmishers on the 
Somerton rood, which is Oorcoran's Iroot, and 
opened on Fort Union with tw > pieces ol artillery. 
Our fort at once replied to thetn and drove them 
back. Our skirmishers on the south quay roud 
drove the enemy buck some miles Irom our lines. 
Deserters say the enemy intend to make an attaok 
IbiB week. Guerrillas prowled about our Banks, 
killing one man and cut the telegraph wires, which 
were soon repaired. Both railroads between Suffolk 
and Norfolk are in running order, and amply guard- 
ed by cavalry patrols. No letters are now allow- 
ed to be sent forward by flag of truce, except to 
prisoners of war. 

The steamer Baltimore arrived at the Navy Yard 
on the 18th, from Fortress Monroe, bringing fur- 
ther particulars oi the affair on the Nansemond 
.river. The Mount Washington was towed to No* 
port News, where she will be repaired. She receiv- 
1 ad two shots in her new boiler and several struok 
ber engines, damaging them considerably. The 
wood work is pierced through and through. One 
of the Minnesota's seamen, temporally on duty on 
the Mount Washington, was killed, bat none 
, of the men belonging to her were injured so as 
t ) keep them from duty, although many of them 
' were struck by flying splinters and slightly hurt. 
Suffolk letters report that our forces hold Nanse 
Bond river for 16 miles, and have defeated every 
attempt of the rebels to get in our rear. The rebel*.

M. Fould is said to have discouraged the Confed- 
erate loan, and in France it was discountenanced, 
is it is was generally on the continent of Europe. 
It is only in England that the rebels get much solid 
iid and comfort. 

The Liverpool Courier of the 5th inst. says that 
a good deal of excitement was caused at the Sailors 
Hume there by the announcement that a hundred 
ible bodied seamen had signed articles to go on 
board a large vessel, recently built at Greenock, 
Scotland, and ready to sail from that place. The 
leetination of the ship was said to be the China seas, 
but no one doubted that she had been built for the 
Confederate government, and was intended as a pi- 
rate such as the Alabama is. 

Late advices speak of the decline of Confederate 
credit in Europe. 

Lord Palmerston has been chosen Lord Rector of 
the University of Glasgow ; and on the occasion ol 
nis installation bo made a strong neutrality speech, 
in allusion to tbe American civil war. But all 
these professions ol neutrality do not prevent South- 
ern cruisers from being fitted out in England to 
destroy our merchantmen. In the House of Lords 
the propriety of recognizing the reliel States was 
discussed at some length, but was finally dropped 
after the statement of Earl Russell, that 11 in view 
of the determined spirit of the North, to recognize 
the Southern States would be a most unfriendly act 
to the United States. 

A sister of the Princess of Wales is said to be 
about to marry a Russian prince ; a brother of her's 
has been called to the throne of Greece. That fam- 
ily is spreading. East and West. 

There is considerable cotton in England, with 
lair prospect of a good supply of the article being 
continued. 

The Schleswig Holstein question is looming up

The Richmond Examiner accuses the Whig ol 
Virginia of acting in the spring elections in accord- 
ance with their old Union views. It says they en- 
deavored to seduce Democrats by appealing to the

them against Democratic leaders, as tho authors of 
the present war, and by saying that they, the Whigs 
oould have prevented a disolution, and are now the 
only party capable of restoring the ancient order ol 
things. 

The Chicago Journal reports that the spring work 
has been prosecuted by the Illinois farmers with 
vigor ; broad breadths of land have been sowed with 
wheat, and much ground is made ready for tbe su- 
gar cane. 

Mr. A..T. St.'w irt ,ofN.-w York, has chartered the 
brig •' Jessie Bat-field," and ii now loading her en- 
tirely at his own expense, with a full cargo of corn 
nod provisions for the suffering poor of Belfast Ire- 
bud. 

The ladies of the different religious societies at 
Augusta, Me., held levees on Thursday and Friday 
evenings of lust week, realizing the pleasant little 
sum of $1000. The proceeds go to the sick and 
wounded soldiers. 

Samuel Jenks was murdered at Stephentown, N. 
V., on Sunday, by a man named Calver, who delib- 
erately shut him with a gun. 

The constitu tionally of the Black Laws of Illi- 
nois, under which colored people are excluded from 
the Commonwealth, is to be tested in the Supreme 
Court of that State. 

The subscriptions to the capital stock of the At- 
lantic Telegraph Co. now exceed £50.000 sterling 
among the bankers and leading merchants of New 
York city, and additional subicriptions are being 
received daily. Theamountalready subcribed in tl a 
city and in London insures the success of this great 
enterprise next year beyond all reasonable doubt. 

The Commercial's Washington letter intimates 
that the President is not pleased with the culmina- 
tion of the six months' preparation for the reduc- 
tion of Charleston in two hours' fighting. It is no 
secret, says the letter, that the reconnoissance, 
which accomplished so little, is to be followed by a 
bonafide attack, which is to be continued bo long as 
in iron-clad can fire a gun.

The Middlesex Mills, Lowell, Mass., are engag- 
ed at present, principally in the manufacture of 
shawls and ladies' cloths. All tho machinery is 
running to its full capacity, giving employment to 
aboot 820 persons, of whom 450 are males and 370 
are females. 

On Tharsday list a family whose house, just out- 
side the lines of our army nt Suffolk, had been 
burned, sought safety by fleeing to our troops.

Nortuirx Si-car Cave— Paper Made from It. — 
L'hc Baltimore County Advocate publishes an article 
in the culture ot sorghum, or Northern sugar cane, 
and adds: 

In that article nothing is said of the manufacture 
of paper from the refuse. We learn that a Mr. 
Bell, in Hartford county, (where considerable cane 
has been raised,) has put up a mill for pressing tho 
stalks for the purpose of making syrup. Mr. Wm. 
II. Hoffman, the extensive paper manufacturer of 
this county, having heard that the refuse, or pressed 
stalks, would maku paper, sent for a wagon load as 
an experiment. He tried it, and is satisfied that it 
is an excellent article for paper, and has engaged all 
that can be had at the place, nt a fair price per ton. 
dius it will be seen that not only is there a profit 
in tho manufacture of syrup and sugar, hut that 
ihe refuse will also yield a revenue. Much ol the 
printing paper now used is made of straw, but Mi! 
H. is satisfied that the refuse cane is a much better 
article for the purpose. 



Vitality is Horses. Some experiments have 
recently been made in France by persons skilled 
in the veterinary art, with a view of ascertainnig 
bow long horses may live without food in cer- 
tain contingencies, as, for example, being shut 
up in besieged places. These results have been 
achieved : A horse may live twenty-fivo days 
without tiny solid food, and only drink. Ho 
may live seventeen days without eating or drink- 
ing. He can live only five days when consum- 
ing solid food, without drinking. After taking 
solid aliment for the space of ten days, but with 
an insufficient quantity of drink, the stomach is 
worn out. The abov« facts show the importance 
ot water in the subsistence of the horse and the 
desire the animnl must feel to be supplied with 
it. A horse which had been deprived of water 
for the time of three days subsequently drank 
eleven gallons in three minutes.

Sabbath, Dec. 28th. Haying gained my strength 
find health to a good degree, I preached in the Pock- 
et school-house in Sumpter, Wisconsin, morning 
and ulternoon. I enjoyed getting into harness again. 
We had a comfortable and 1 trust profitable season. 

This is the last Sabbath in the year 1862. How 
quickly the year has flown. In the iniJst of busi- 
ness and earnest work, relating to the coming king, 
dom, I had taken no note of the passing time till 1 
sunk exhausted from continual labor and a heavy 
cold, deeply affecting my entire system. Calls Iroui 
every quarter pressing me for my labors, did not al- 
low me to take the rest I really needed, to maintain 
vigor and health both of body and mind. And so, 
while I in the zeal of my heart have been unable to 
say no, to the '-Macedonian cry," nature, imposed 
upon and exhausted by a violation of her laws, said 
the word for me. And bo I obeyed ! I have -now 
enjoyed the jointed hospitalities of brother C. Stone 
of West Point, and brother 0. S. Kuapp of Sump- 
ter, for tho past month. In this time I have been 
recruited and strengthened, so that I go forth to my 
work again renewed in body and mind. 

In taking a glance at the lubors of the past year, 
I find I havo visited the following States: Maine, 
New llaraphshire, Vermont, Connecticut, New 
Y< rk, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Iowa, and Wis- 
consin, and the Provincesof Canada East and West. 
Attended two camp meetings, five State conferences, 
and have filled up the time between these meetings 
in giving courses of lectures, with Snbbath and eve- 
ning lectures, as the door has opened. I have given 
from one to three lectures a day, when out in the 
field. Muoh hard labor has devolved upon me, and 
1 have performed it with as much ease as in young- 
er days, having good health, and particularly good 
cheer, in tho blessed hope of speedy redemption. All 
this is recorded for the praise of llim whose I am, 
and whom I serve in proclaiming the last message 
of mercy to man. For " by tho grace'of God I am 
what I am." 

The advent cause is advancing. The important 
works of Dr. Cumming on the " Time," the "Pre- 
paration," and tho "Rest," has given the "cry,"

Sects and 
parties may exist even among the waiting ones, but 
" the Lord knoweth tbem that are his," and will 
own them '• in that day." The " wheat and tares 
will grow together till the harvest." Wo may not 
look for a perfect church till Jesus cornea. Yet till 
he comes we should observe his ordinances in their 
purity, and bis discipline in all iUstriciuess. Laxity 
in faith or discipline is a bad mark for those who 
profess to look for their Lord. Nothing short of the

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will enable ns to abide the day of his coming. " The 
pore in heart shall see God." 

During the last lew weeks I have read the life of 
Edward Irving, minister of the National Scotch 
Church, in London, illustrated by his journals and 
corresi ondence, by Mas. Oi.ipuant. It is from the 
press of Harper & Brothers, New York. It contains 
six hundred pageB, retail price $3.60. I have been 
deeply interested in reading this book. I never knew 
Elward Irving till I read it, The public estimate of 
t lis man is altogether false. Mas. Olipuant has grf 
en us his true character. His inner heart and out- 
ward life are given in life-like form from his letters 
and journals, with the personal recollections of 
friends. 

Mr. Irving's first settlement wos with Dr. Chal- 
mers, in Glasgow, 1819. lie filled this position with 
honor. In 1822 be settled in London. In 1825 he 
commenced the study of prophecy, and became as- 
sociated with Henry Druminond, of Albany, and 
James Hatley Frere, of London, believers in the per- 
sonal reign of Christ. Ue embraced substantially 
the views of Mr. Frere, which is one of the clearest 
and most intelligible views of the Apocalypse I have 
seen. Mr. Frere was an humble layman, and could 
not give such publicity to his views as he desired. 
And so, he sought, and at length obtained the elo- 
quent and learned proclamation by Mr. Irving, in 
the Caledonian chapel, in the heart of London, to 
all classes of the city, and to strangers from all 
parts of the world ; as also the aid of his able pen, 
in the advocacy of these views. 

One feature of this system, (I mean the chronolog- 
ical), I am much i t rested in. He commenced tbe 
1260 years of the Papacy in 533. He also begun 
tbe 1290, and 1335 at the same time. Ending the 
the 1260 in 1793, the 1290 in 1823, and the 1335 
in 1868, wbon tbe time of blessedness shall come, 
and Daniel shall stand in his lot with the whole sac- 
rumental hose of God's elect. < ;•. ; 

He taught other doctrines aside from the Advent 
at hand, that brought him into disrepute with bis 
church — 1 mean the National Scotch church. These 
were the " nature of Christ," which he considered 
" fallen," in common with others, but "not cor- 
rupt." "Baptismal regeneration,'-' and the " res- 
toration of the Apo8tolicgiftB." These he contend- 
ed for and sustained with all his power and influ- 
ence. His church in London gave him their support 
as a body, with few exceptions. 

In 1832, the London Presbytery tried, and con- 
demned him, on the alleged false doctrinesand pr.ir 
tices to which he held. He made an able defence in 
several speeches. In the conclusion of one of these 
(page 593) he made the following appeal, which 
shows his position and feelings towards ths churches 
of his time. 

" One word more, and I conclude, 1 do solemnly 
declare (it is the faith of a Christian, and I mean 
no offence), but I do solemnly declare my beliel that 
tho Protestant churchesare in the state of Babylon as 
truly as iB the Roman Church. And I do separate 
myself, and my flock standing in me, from that 
Babylonish conledenicy, and stand in tho Holy 
Ghost, and under the great head of tho church, 
waiting for his appearing, who shall come ont of 
Zion a Deliverer, constituting no schism ; but a? a 
minister believing hie L ird is soon to appear, desir- 
ing and praying that his church may, by the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost and with firu be made 
meet for his nppearing. And with this hope and 
prospect I still have great love for eaoh of yoo, and 
desire you to know the same, and entreat you to 
tone out from the Bibylonish mixture, to Oome 
out of all carnal ordinances, from all human 
authority repressing you, and putting yon in bond- 
age to man's devices and preventing you from enter- 
ing tbe promised land of the spirit. 1 entreat you 
to set up the Holy Scriptures as the only basis of 
faith and practice; to look as ministers, and to look 
as people, to them alone ; and I know this, that il 
you throw tho Bible aside, you will not look to 
much else that is good. You may talk about stand- 
ards as vou please, but I know there will be little 
reading ol the standards or other good books il there 
be not much reading ol the Scriptures. Therelore I 
ontreat you to pot tbe standards on their own basis, 
and every moment to walk before the Lord in his 
commandments. Cry to the Lord and repent of 
worldliness, turn to the Lord and call on bim to 
lead you into the true faith, and to baptise you 
with the Holy Ghost, and the Lord will soon teach 
you and bless you. What I say to the Presbytery I 
say to all ; and I would farther urge in doing so.not 
to fear but that in the day of his appearing the 
Lord will spread his mantle over you, and hide you 
in the secret ol his pavillion, and give you forever 
reverently to inquire for. and to know Him in His 
holy place. Amen and Amen." 

From this time, being excommunicated from the 
Presbytery and the National church, and shut out 
of i he beautiful chapel he had been instrumental in 
building, he began to act in ns-paratc capacity, 
and out ol this crew tho Catholic church, or church 
of those, who follow Mr. Irving in his peculiar views. 



The Irvingites constitute a noble and earnest body 
of people. But it is to be feared that since their or- 
ganization, and the adoption of a[ Liturgy, that 
tbey have become as formal as those from whom 
they came out. Aloe, lor the wisdom of man ! Yet 
Mr. Irving performed n noblo work ; and notwith- 
standing bis errors, hu did much to arouse the 
church and world to the great fact that the coming 
of the Lord was nigh. And tho publication of his 
life at this time, cannot but help on with this great 
work. He is made to speak to this generation in 
words of warning, and just on the eve of the closing 
up of the dispensation, when he and all the faithful 
in Christ shall rise and be robed in immortality to 
greet the Coming Onewith everlasting joy. 

He died in Glasgow, while on a tour proclaiming 
the coming kingdum. Ho had visited many towns 
and cities in Wales and Scotland, on bis way to 
Glasgow, not having the most distant idea of clos- 
ing bis mission there. Almost to the last he ex 
pressed the hope that ho should recover from hi- 
sickness, and give a much wider proclamation of the 
Lord's speedy coming. But when this hope was cut 
off, he quietly submitted, and said, " I die unto the 
Lord." All was well with him. In the words ol 
his able biographer, '• He died in tho prime and 
bloom of his days, forty-two years old, without, so 
fsr as bis last writings leave any trace, either 
decadence of intellect or lowering of thought , and 
left, so far as by much inquiring 1 havo been able 
to find out, neither an enemy nor a wrong behind 
him. No shadow ol unkindness obscures the sunshine 
on that grave which in old days would have been n 
shr n • of pilgrims. The pious care of his nephew has 
embazoned the narrow Norman lancet with a John 
Baptist, austore herald of the Cross and Advent ; but 
a tenderer radiance of human light than that which 
encircled the solitary out ol his descnt lingers about 
tb it resting place. There lies a man who trusted 
God to extremity, and believed in all divine oommu- 
n cations with truth as absolute as any Patriarch or 
prophet ; to whom mean thoughts and unbelieving 
hearts were the only things miraculous and out ol 
nature ; who desired to know nothing in heaven or 
oarth, neither comfort, nor peace, nor rest, nor any 
consolation but the will and work of his Master, 
whom he loved, yet to whose arms children clung 
with instructive trust, and to whose heart no soul 
in trouble ever appealed in vain. 

He was laid in his grave in tho December of 1834, 
a lifetime since ; but scarce any man who knew 
him can yet name, without a soltened voice and n 
dimned eye, the name of Elward Irving— true friend 
and tender heart — martyr and saint."

her, t!ie sunshinesucceedud thostorm, and the peace 
that Jesus gives was poured into her wounded heart. 

About six weeks before her death she was taken 
irith nausea and vomiting : everything she took 
distressed her, and for twenty-three days previous 
to her decease she took no nourishment save 
what water may contain. Her end was the most 
peaceful and happy 1 ever witnessed, and equal*. 
my case of which I have read. For several weeks 
Dot a cloud Eeerued to pass over her mind, and 
though often in great distress there was no impa- 
tienco manifested, nor did a murmur escape her 
lips. She said, •' It is nothing to die — ' the sting of 
Dath is fin,' and when sin is taken away the sting 

■ jine." On another occasion she said, " I have 
Olleo heard the words sung — 

1 Jesus can make a dying bed 
Feel soft as downy pillows are 1 

ud thought they were not strictly true, but now I 
bow that they arc perfectly, perfectly so." As 1 
fcod by her bedside, and her mother and sister were 
there weeping, she wondered they should do so, and 
with a countenance beaming with joy, remarked : 
BBBRns to mo that I am only crossing a narrow 
^■Band as [ look back, I see you all coming. 
BB^rwill soon mo't." Shi had a clear view o 1 
Wown sinfulness and weakness, but such unwav- 
j^fefhith in her Redeemer as enabled her to say, 
"Jiving seems to me like laying the head back and 
■Ring tiio eyes just to open them in a few moment* 
Hbc joys of paradise.'' But her feelings in view 
■her departure will be best seen by the lollowing 
nee which she wrote with a pencil on the cover 
■d blank leaf of her French Testament, — they 
were the last words she wrote, and are dated the 
Hot March :— 

■5" Jesus, I know thou art the living Word ! 

■ Each blessed promise to mysell 1 take ; 
I would not doubt if I had only heard. 

This — this alone — ' I never will forsake !' 

I have no fear — the sting of Death is sin, 
And Christ removed it when He died for me ; 

Washed in his blood, my robe without, within, 
H.;- not a stain that God himsell can see. 

Wrapped in the Saviour's arras 1 sweetly lie, 
. Far, far behind I hear the breaker's roar ; — 
I have been dying— but I cease to die, 
My rest begins — rejoice forever more !" 

Having expressed a wish to be visited by all her 
Wquaiotanoe, many called to see her, with whom 
*• conversed freely on the interests of their bouI. 
"ith great composure she made arrangements for 
^ departure — leaving books and other articles for 
WJintimate friends. When she requested me to 
Mttiwl her fuucral, I remarked that f supposed

And Wesley preached his mother's." Atanother 
J™* I asked if she had thought of any passage to

ft J likeness,'— hut you know that is all about i, 
now I reel that Christ is all— it is all Christ ; 
|° ' ■»« thought of the words in the 11th of John, 
' Is n the Resurreet.on and the Life.' " She also 
•"ftnted to onoof her sisters that the 335th, 715th, 
the 1100th hymns of the Harp, which were fa- 
**itej with her— shoold be used in the funeral ser- 

as she seemed to realize what was trum- 
j"*' n g around her, and when too weak to converse 
•laid signify by a word or motion that ehe had 
*** c ''. «nd that all was well. About a quarter 
*** 11 o'clock Friday night, March 23d, " the 



silver cord was loosed," and she sweetly fell asleep 
in Jesus ; aged 28 years, four months and fourteen 
days. 

On Tuesday following, the church in the village 
was crowded at her funeral, and the best of atten- 
tion given while I endeavored to present " Jesus 
and the resurrection," from John 11 : 25, 26. The 
Rev. E. Mitchell, (a Baptist minister), Rev. B. M. 
Frink, (Congregationalist), and Elder D. W. Son- 
berger, assisted in the services, after which we laid 
her away in the grave to rest, " in sure and certain 
hope of a resurrection to eternal lilo at the last 
pay." Her mother and sister, (the wife of Dr. 
G. 0. Somen) were too feeble toattendthe funeral, 
but we hope soon to greet her where, — as she has 
herself said, — 

" Earthly love is like the starlight lost 
In glorious sunshine — and the things of time 
Shrink into nothing - — even death itself, 
Fades like a shadow in the noontide blase, 
And life, new, glorious, everlasting life, 
Expands the soul, and all it ever dreamed 
Of heavenly bliss becomes reality." 

Wo feel lonely without her, but onr loss is her 
gain. Above the stillnesi of Death we hear the 
words of inspiration — " Precious in the Bight of the 
Lord is the death of bis earnta." Amid the gloom 
ol the grave we can discover the first faint glimmer- 
ings of the ressurrection morning. And yet a little 
while, if faithful, and we will meet her when the 
risen and glorified church raise the triumphant 
shout — " Hallelujah, for the Lord God omnipotent 
reignoth !" The Lord hasten it in his time.

Assured by the kind manner and tone 
ol the judge, the child stepped forward to 
him, looking confidingly up in his face, 
with a calm, clear eye, and in a manner 
so artless and frank, that it went straight 
to the heart.

"How do you know this," asked the 
ndge again. 

The child took the Bible, and turning 
rapidly to the chapter containing the com- 
mandments, pointed to the injunction, 
"Thou shall not bear false witness against 
thy neighbor." "1 learned that before I 
I could read." 

"Has any one talked to you about your 
being a witness in court against this 
man?" inquired the judge. 

"Yes, sir," she replied, "my mother 
heard they wanted me to be a witness, and 



last night she called me to her room, and 
asked me to tell her the Ten Command- 
ments, and then we kneeled down togeth- 
er, and she prayed that I might understand 
how wicked it was to bear false witness 
against my neighbor, and that God would 
help me, a little child, to tell the truth be- 
fore Him.

The Mountain of Noah. 

ARTICLE THREE. 

A person looking to the South, would per- 
ceive at the distance of thirty or forty miles, in 
a clear day, disoiphered plainly on the s.utherti 
sky the mountain of Noah, perhaps the most ri. 
markable, and not less interesting of all the 
mountain peaks, mentioned in the scripture or 
• sewhere. Thon, the Armenian canopy looks 
lown upon the mountain, the Ureal and theLepa 
Ararat. i,; M ^ fce^.j,, K 

The mountain of the fisbbite has its interert, 
to the lover of antiquity especially, whether 
mint or sinner, and all may behold him in im- 



agination, while in his lonely devotions, his soli- 
tary musings, his sighings, reflections. He, it was 
who was the prophet of Horeb, and graced the 
high crown of Mount Carmel. 

Then, there is Gemim, Har, Ebal, Lebanon, 
Tabor, Zion, Moriah, Olives, and Sinai, the lat- 
ter is particularly interesting. It was there, 
where the sacred writers tells us, that all crea- 
tion trembled, where the thunders rolled down 
the side of the mountain — when the lightnii g's 
fierce glare betrayed the hand of Omnipote ice, 
exposed the Power of Deity, struck terror to the 
multitude, at such displays of nature. Such things, 
though a man be as wicked as the devil, as an 
infernal spirit would be pleased to have him be, 
should fill the mind of every one with wonder 
and astonishment, — but still more, the one who 
teaches nature, his heart should be filled to over- 
flowing with the awful granduer, though solitary 
and rough, after the storm has subsided — though 
it be almost lost in oblivion, but still retaining 
positive traces of having been there. But thi- 
mountain of Ararat, which has stood the blasts 
of centuries, with various changes, sinco the 
time of Noah, is full of interest. The trans- 
Caucasion provinces contain the indubitable 
evidences of a deluge. The geology of the moun- 
tain itself reveals this fact, the rocks and bould- 
ers, for fourteen thousand feet above the sea, 
show the convulsions of nature, and a general 
flood, after it shoots up,abrupt,steep, and grapples 
with the clouds at ovor seventeen thousand feet. 

This was tho place where the human race sur- 
vived the convulsion of nature. This was the 
place where " Noah begun to be an husbandman 
and he planted a vineyard," and this was the 
place where Noah "drank of the wine and was 
drunken ;" Gen., 1): 20—21. Arguri is said to 
have been the venerated place of the Armenians, 
their chronicles making it the identicle place 
where Noah came out of the ark, and went down 
the mountain with his sons, and every living 
thing he bad with him :n the ark ; and where he 
offered burnt offerings upon the altar. 



ideas in relation to the ark. They believe tho 
ark is still on the summit of Ararat, but never 
calculated to ascend, for fear of destroying i 
hence the monks, and archbishops, many times 
turn the cold shoulder to the ttaveler who de- 
sires to make the ascent. 

An Armenian legend, says an old monk was 
not satisfied with that idea, and undertook the 
ascent — but becamo weary, stopped to rest, and 
while asleep rolled down about as far as he 
had gained while awake, and after several un- 
successful attemps, gave it up. Whereupon an 
angel brought him a piece of the ark. This is 
about the substance of it, and probably it satis- 
fied his longings, and was evidence of first qual- 

tto-k -..-I f: tjnd o/rd v !l:c now . 
Some have supposed the ark did not rest on 

the very summit of Ararat, and certainly it looks 

quitf reasonable wnen we turn to Gen., 8th — 5th, 

where it reads, "in the tenth month, on the 

first day of the month, were the tops of the 

mountains seen." Now, if the window was above. 

as Noah was commanded to make it, he must 

have ibeen below the highest pinnacle of Ararat, 

or ho could not have seen it. These views if I 

rightly remember, pre sustained by Porter, and 



The dove also brought an "olive leaf plucked 
off." So there must have been dry land some- 
where, while Noah and bis family, in the ark 
were still afloat. 

Id the Cathedral of the large mooistry at the 
foot of Ararat are many relics which the monks, 
Pashas, and other grandees of the Orient, show 
to strangers sometimes. . , J4 , . „ 

Prof. Parrot says these relics are always kiss- 
ed, by the Armenian, and a sort of religious ser- 
viee, is had over them. The spear point which 
the soldiers of Pilate used at the Crucifixion is 
there, (or said to be). 

Much doubt, of course, must accompany such 
statements, when it is considered that the same 
spear-head was in two, and even three places at 
once. This is characteristic of Oriental guides and 
dragoman when they feel confident they can prac- 
tice their deceptions. 

Bayard Taylor, publishes this fact to the 
world, that he was shown three places, whero 
the whale or great fish, cast tho Ninivite upon the 
shore, doing his tour through Palestine and the 
East. And it will not be considered egotistical, 
if I say he related the same to the writer while 
in company through the West. 

The monastry of Echmaadzin also contains 
the Apostle Paul's finger, and St. James, hand. 
There may be a " finger and a " hand," but are 
they the genuine relics? There was a spear- 
head," quite rusty ;" was that the genuine relic ? 
It was said to have been in Constantinople, and 
in Paris, at tbo same time, but it would look 
tho most reasonable, to suppose the former to be 
correct, or at least the nearest approximation to 
tho truth, when we consider that Armenia was 
once within the domain of the Emperor of Con- 
stantinople. The monastry of Echmaadzin, we 
may consider as a kind of central sun, from 
which emainates the beams of light, in the shape 
of Armenian dignitaries. , , 

Ararat is of volcanio origin, no doubt, and from 
experiments with the pendulum years ago, it was 
ascertained that there were six, and a fraction 



The Armenians have many vague and distorted! ^ore of oscillations than in other places, show- 



ing conclusively, that the baso of the mountain 
was more dense, and contaiued a mass of matter 
for near three thousand f$et ahove the sea, far 
suporior to the part above this base; and that if it 
had been a complete hollow beneath, this could 
not have been the case. 

Hor fires were kindled in 1783, and in 1840 
Armenia began to tremble and shako. The pent 
□p fires broke forth with desperation, all nature 
seemed to partake of the influences, mud, snow, 
ice, rocks, boulders, and lava, rolled precipitous- 
ly down the side of this venerated mound, swal- 
lowed up, and engulphed the little monastry of 
St. J ames,and the villageof Arguri, near the same 
spot, it is thought where Noah went down after 
leaving the ark. Thus it continued its course of 
vengence, until the fields were quite submerged 
for six or eight miles, and east of Ararat there 
was near three thousand houses laid prostrate. 
Shocks of a severe nature were I'olt as far as the 
Caspian Sea, and it was calculated that the de- 
struction in Armenia would amount to six or 
seven thousand dwellings — besides the Kurds 
who were encamped around the monastry of St. 
James at the time of the eruption, are all quiet- 
ly to this day engulphed in the sand at.d debris 
of the mountain of the patriarch Noab.

On Prophecy. 

Another important work of art connected with 
Babylon, was the artificial lake on the west side 
of the city, which wag forty miles square and 
seventy-five feet deep and connected with the 
Euphrates by a canal. This was designed as 
a safeguard against floods and as a means of di- 
vciting the waters of the Euphrates when occa- 
sion required. 

These were some of the things which made 
Babylon so great and famous, fully justifying 
all the Scripture allusions to it. As Nebuchad- 
nezzar during his reign enlarged and beautified 
it, he arrogantly and impiously claimed the 
honor of it : — " At the end of twelve months he 
walked in the palace of the kingdom of Babylon, 
The king spake, and said, Is not this great Baby- 
lon, that 1 have built for the house of the king- 
dom by the might of my power, and for the 
honor of my majesty?" 

It was at this period of its history, when it 
was at the height of its, grandeur and power, 
and when to human view there was no proba- 
abilitiea of its destruction, that Jehovah inspired 
His prophets to foretell its capture, destruction 
and utter extinction. 

The occasion of these Divine denunciations 
against Babylon was because of the great wick- 
edness of the people and the wrongs they had 
committed against Jerusalem and God's people. 
Jeremiah, speaking of the desolations of Jeru- 
salem, for seventy years, says : — " And it shall 
come to pass, when seventy years are accom- 
plished, that 1 will punish the king of Babylon, 
and that nation, saith the Lord, for their ini- 
quity, and the lsod of the Chaldeans, and will 
make it perpetual desolations. And I will 
bring upon that land all my words which I have 
pronounced against it, even all that is written in 
this book, which Jeremiah hath prophesied 
against all the nations. For many nations and 
great kings shall serve themselves of them also ; 
and I will recompense iheoi according to their 
deeds, and according to the works of their own 
hands." 

The faithful fulfillment of this prophesy is re- 
corded by Ezra, thus : — " Now in the first year 
of Cyrus, king of Persia, that the word of the 
Lord by the mouth of Jeremiah might be ful- 
filled, the Lord stirred up the spirit of Cyrus, 
king of Persia, that he made a proclamation 
throughout all his kingdom, aud put it also in 
writing, saying: Thus saith Cyrus, king of Per- 
sia, the Lord God of heaven hath given me all 
the kingdoms of the earth ; and he hath charged 
me to build him a house at Jerusalem, which is 
in Judah." 

The nations that were to punish Babylon and 
stain the pride of its glory, are named : — " K4- 
hold, I will stir up the Medes against them, 
which shall not regard silver : and as for gold, 
they shall not delight in it. Their bows also 
shall dash the young men to pieces; and they 
shall have no pity on the fruit of the womb : 
their eye shall not spare children. Make bright 
the arrows; gather the shields, the Lord hatu 
raised up the spirit of the kings of the Mede 
for his device is against Babylon, to destroy it : 
because it is the vengeance of the Lord, the ven- 
of his temple." 

Accordingly, we read at the time ot Baby- 
lon's overthrow : — " In that night was Belshaz- 
zar the king of the Chaldeans slain. And Da- 
rius the Median took the kingdom, being about 
threescore and two years old." 

The very man who was to lead the Mcdcs 
and Persians against Babylon was spoken of 
and his name given one hundred and fifty years 
before he was born : — " Thus eaith the Lord to 
his anointed, to Cyrus, whose right band I have 
holden, to subdue nations before him ; and I 
will loose the loins of kings, to open before him 
the two-leaved gates, and the gates shall not be 
shut : I will go before thee, and make the crook- 
ed places straight : I will break in pieces the 
gates of brass, and cut in sunder the bars of 
iron : and I will give thee the treasures of dark- 



ness, and hidden riches of seoret places, that 
thou mayest know that I, the Lord, which call 
thee by ihy name, am the God of Israel. For 
Jacob my servant's sake, and Israel mine elect, 
I have even called thee by thy name : I ha ve sur- 
named thee, though thou hast not known me." 

And this is the language Cyrus addressed to 
his officers just before the siege of Babylon. 
" Do you know the nature of the enemy you 
have to deal with? They aro soft, effeminate, 
enervated men, already half conquered by their 
own luxury and voluptiousness ; men not able 
to bear either hunger or thirst ; equally uncapa- 
ble of .supporting the toil or war or the sight of 
danger, whereas, you that arc inured from you in- 
fancy to a sober and hard way of living : to you 1 
say, hunger and thirst are but as sauce to your 
meals, fatigues are your pleasures, dangers are 
your delights, and the love of your country and of 
glory youronly passion. Besides the justice of our 
cause is another considerable advantage. They 
are the aggressors. It is the e-emy that attacks 
lis ; and it is our friends and allies that require our 
aid. Can anything be more just than to repel 
the injury they would bring upon us ? Is there 
anything more honorable than to fly to the as- 
sistance of our friends? But what ought to be 
the principal ground of your confidence, is, that 
I do not engage in this expedition without hav- 
ing consulted the gods, and implored their pro- 
tection ; for you know it is my custom to begin 
all my actions and all my undertakings in that 
manner." i «t • 

The very direction from whence Cyrus would 

bring his forces was mentioned in prophecy : 

" Who raised up the righteous man from the 
east, called him to his foot, gave the nations be- 
fore him, and made him rule over kings? he 
gave them as the dust to his sword, and as driven 
stubble to his bow." 

" Calling a ravenous bird from the east, the 
man that executeth my counsel from a far coun- 
try: yea, I have spoken it, I will also bring it 
to pass ; I have purposed it, I will also do it." 

Media and Persia are east from Babylon, and 
therefore the prophet spake truthfully when say- 
iug they would come from the east. 

Tho diversion of the, waters of the Euphrates 
at tho time of Babylon's capture is predicted : — 
" That saith to the deep, Be dry, and I will dry 
up thy rivers ; That saith of Cyrus, He is my 
shepherd, and, shall perform all my pleasure : 
even s aying to Jerusalem, Thou shalt be built : 
and to the temple, Thy foundation shall be 
laid." 

We conclude therefore, that the thought of 
diverting the waters from tho river into the artifi- 
cial lake spoken of, was suggested to Cyrus' 
mind by Jehovah ; thus giving a free passage 
into the city up the bed of the river. 

It was predicted that the great brazen gate, 
leading into tho city, from the channel of the 
river should be left open when Babylon was 
taken : — "Thus saith tho Lord to his anointed, 
to Cyrus, whose right hand 1 have holden, to 
subdue nations before him ; and I will loose the 
loins of kings, to open before him the two-leaved 
and the gates shall not be shut." 
And so it came to pass, when the army of Cy- 
rus marched up the bed of the river, mado dry 
by the waters being drawn off, came to the great 
brazen gate, and instead of finding an obstacle to 
their progress found the passage-way open and 
the gate thrown back upon its hinges. 

It was foretold that the Babylonians would 
be terrified and hide themselves within their 
wall : — " The mighty men of Babylon have for- 
borne to fight, they have remained in their 
holds : their might hath failed ; they became 
as women : they have burned her dwelling- 
places : her bars are broken.'' 

And history informs us, that after the Baby- 
lonians lost one or two battles, they never reccv- 
ered their courage to face the enemy in the field 
again. They retired within their walls and 
could not be provoked to venture forth and try 
the fortune of arms again. 

It was predioted that the city should be taken 
by surprise : — " I have laid a snare for thee, 
and thou art also taken, O, Babylon, and thou 
wast not aware : thou art found, and also caught, 
because thou hast striven against the Lord. 



The very fact that when Babylon was taken, 
the king and his nobles were in a defenceless 
condition, and were therefore thrown into the 
greatest consternation, are proofs that the cap- 
ture was a surprise. 

The city was to be taken during a feast, and 
in the midst of a drunken revel : — •' In their 
heat I will make their feasts, and I will make 
them drunken, that they may rejoice, and sleep 
a perpetual sleep, and not wake, saith the Lord." 

And so we read : — " Belshazzar the king 
made a great feast to a thousand of his lords, 
and drank wine before the thousand." 

" Belshazzar, while he tasted the wine, com- 
manded to bring the golden and silver vessels 
which his father Nebuchadnezzar bad taken out 
of the temple which was in Jerusalem ; that the 
king and his princes, his wives and his concu- 
bines, might drink therein." 

" Then they brought the golden vessels that 
were taken out of the temple of the house of 
God which was at Jerusalem : and the king and 
his princes, his wives and his concubines, drank 
in them. They drank wine, and praised the 
gods of gold, and of silver, of brass, of iron, of 
wood, and of stone." 

" In the same hour came forth fingers ot a 
man's hand, and wrote over against the candle- 
stick upon the plaster of the wall of the 
king's palace; and the king saw the part of 
the hand that wrote. Then the king's' counte- 
nance was changed, and his thoughts troubled 
him, so that the joints of his loins were loosed 
and his knees smote one against another." 

"The king cried aloud to bring in the astrolo- 
gers, the Chaldeans, and the soothsayers. And 
the king spake, and said to the wise men of 
Babylon, Whosoever shall read this writing and 
show me the interpretation thereof, shall be 
clothed with scarlet, and have a chain of gold 
about his neck, and shall be the third ruler in the 
kingdom." 

"Then came in ail the king's wise men : but 
they could not rend the writing, nor make known 
to the king the interpretation thereof. Then 
was king Belshazzar greatly troubled, and his 
countenance was changed in him, and his lord* 
were astonished." 

" Now the qfeen, by reason of the words of 
the king and his lords came into the banquet 
house : and the queen spake and 6aid, 0 king, 
live forever : let not thy thoughts trouble thee, 
nor let thy countenance be changed-" 

" There is a man in thy kingdom, in whom is 
the Bpirit of the holy gods : and in the days of 
thy father light and understanding and wisdom, 
like the wisdom of the gods, was found in him : 
whom the king Nebuohadnelzar, thy father, the 
king, I say, thy father, made master of the 
magicians, astrologers, Chaldeans, ar.d sooth- 
sayers." 

" Forasmuch as an excellent spirit, and knowl- 
edge, and understanding, interpreting of dreams, 
and shewing of hard sentences, and dissolving 
of doubts, were found in the same Daniel, whom 
the king named Beltcshazzar : now let Daniel 
be called, and he will shew the interpretation." 

Then was Daniel brought in before the king. 
And the king spake and said unto Daniel, Art 
thou that Daniel, which art of the children of 
the captivity of Judah, whom the king my 
father brought out of Jewry? I have even 
heard of thee, that the spirit of the gods is in 
thee, and that light and understanding and ex- 
cillent wisdom is found in thee." 

" And I have heard of thee that thou canst 
make interpretations, and dissolve doubts : now 
if thou canst read the writing, and make known to 
methe interpretation, thereof, thou shalt be cloth- 
el with scarlet, and have a chain of gold about thy 
neck, and shall be the third ruler in the king- 
dom." 

" And now the wise men, the astrologers, 
have been brought in before me, that they should 
read this writing, and make known unto me the 
interpretation thereof : but they could not shew 
tho interpretation of the thing." 

'• Then Danie! answered and said before the 
king, Let thy gifts bo to thyself, and give thy 
rewards to another ; yet I will read the writing 
unto the king, and make known to him the in- 
terpretation-" 



0 thou king, the most high God gave Nebu- 
chadnezzar, tby father, a kingdom, and majesty 
and glory, and honor : and for the majesty that 
he gave him, all people, nations, and languages, 
trembled and feared before him : whom he' 
would he slew ; and whom ho would he sept 
alive ; and whom he would he set- up ; and 
whom he would he put down." 

"But when his heart was lifted np, and his 
mind hardened in pride, he was deposed from 
his kingly throne, and they took his glory from 
him : And he was driven from the sons of men- 
and his heart was made like the beasts, and his 
dwelling was with the wild asses : they fed him 
with grass like oxen, and his body was wet with 
the dew of heaven; till he knew that the most 
high God ruled in the kingdom of men, and that 
he appointeth over it whomsoever he will." 

" And thou his son, 0 Belshazzar, hast not 
humbled thine heart, though thou knewest all 
this : but hast lifted up thyself against the Lord 
of heaven ; and they have brought tho vessels 
of his house before thee, and thou and thy lords, 
thy wives and thy concubines, have druuk wine 
in them ; and thou has praised the gods of sil- 
ver, and gold, of brass, iron, wood, and stone, 
which see not, nor hear, nor know; and the 
God in whose hand thy breath is, and' whose 
are all thy ways, hast thou not glorified." 

" Then was the part of the hand sent from him ; 
and this writing was written. And this is the 
writing that was written, Mens, Mexe, Teeel, 
Uphabsin." 

" This is the interpretation of the thing : Mm ; 
God hath numbered thy kingdom, and finished 
it." 

"Tekel; Thou art weighed in the bal lances, 
and art found wanting." 

" Pekes ; Thy kingdom is divided, and giv«' 
to the Medes and Persians." 

" Then commanded Belshazzar, and they cloth- 
ed Daniel with scarlet, and put a chain of gold 
about his neck, and made a proclamation con- 
cerning him, that he should be the third ruler 
in the kingdom." 

" In that night was Belshazzar the king of 
the Chaldeans slain. And Darius the Median 

took the kingdom, being about threescore and 
two years old. 

Babylon was to be taken seventy fears from 
the commencement of the Jewish captivity :— 
" And this whole land shall be a desolation, and 
astonishment : and these nations shall serve the 
king of Babylon seventy years. And it shall 
come to pass, when seventy years are accom- 
plished, that I will punish the king of Babylon, 
and that nation saith the Lord, for their iniqui- 
ty, and the land of the Chaldeans, and will make 
it perpetual desolations." 

And in seventy years exactly, according to the 
prophecy, Babylon passed into the hands of the 
Medes and Persians. At the time it was taken, 
it was considered impregnable, and was supplied 
with provisions for more than twenty years. 

Not only was Babylon to be taken, but de- 
stroyed and made a perfect desolation : — " And 
Babylon, the glory of kingdoms, the beauty of 
the Chaldees' excellency, shall be as when God 
overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah. It shall never 
be inhabited, neither shall it he dwelt in fiom 
generation to generation : neither shall tho Ara- 
bian pitch tent there ; neither shall tho shep- 
herds make their fold there." 

Thus " great Babylon," the glory of king- 
doms, the beauty of the Chaldees' excellency, 
•'tie golden city," "the lady of kingdoms" 
"abundant in treasures," the jiraise of the whole 
earth, was brought low, even to the7ost : — " tnoa 
shalt take up this proverb against the king of 
Babylon, and say, How hath the oppressor 
ceased, the golden city ceased"? For I will rise 
up against them, saith the Lord of Hosts, and 
cut off from Babylon the name and remnant, 
and son, and nephew, saith ine Lord. I 
also make it a posession for the bittern, and 
pools of water, and I will sweep it with the 
besom of destruction, saith the Lord of hosts. 

When the Lord desired to represent the very 
great wickedness of an apostacy that i>h ou 1 
arise in this dispensation, he compared it to an* 
cient Babylon, Mystery Babylon, the 
" The mother of harlots and abominations of 
the earth." 
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' And 'he utter destruction of the ono, is re- 
presented by that of the other. " After these 
things I saw another angel come down from 
heaveo, having great power ; and the earth was 
lightened with his glory. And ho cried mightily 
*ith a strong voice, saying, Babylon, the great 
ig fallen, is fallen, and has become the habi- 
tation of devils, and the hold of every foul 
apirit, and a cage of every unclean aud hateful 
bird." 

» Rejoice over her, thou heavens, and ye holy 
ipostlss and prophets, for God hath avenged 
jou on her. Aud a mighty angel took up a 
jione lite a great millstone, and cast it into the 
sea, saying, Thus with violence shall that great 
city Babylon be thrown down and shall be found 
go more at all. And the voice of harpers, aud 
musicians, and of pipers, and trumpeters, shall be 
heard no more at all in thee; and no craftsman, 
of whatsoever craft he be, shall be found any 
more in thee : and the sound of a millstone shall 
he heard no more at all in thee. And the light 
of a candle shall shine no more at all in thee: 
god the voice of the bridegroom and of the 
bride shall be heard no more at all in thee ; for 
(by merchants were the great men of the earth ; 
for by thy sorceries were all nations deceived. 
And in her was found the blood of prophets, 
gnd of saints, and of all that were slain upon 
the earth." 

The truth of theRe predictions, by abundant 
and competent witnesses, who verify every mi- 
tutia of the prophecies concerning this great 
oty. After Babylon was taken by the Medes 
and Persians, it gradually sank into decay. A 
Christian writer of tho fourth oentury says, 
"that Babylon was quite in ruins in his time, 
the walla merely serving for an enclosure for 
wild beasts, for the hunting of the kings of Par- 
tbia." Moro modern writers agree in describing 
it as in a state of utter desolation, a mass of 
shapeless ruins and the habitation of wild beasts 
ud noxious reptiles." 

Ono says, " Tbo superstitious dread of evil 
gpiril?, and the natural terror at the wild beasts 
lMch dwell among tho ruins of Babylon, re 
strain the Arab from pitching his tent, or shep- 
^Efrom making their folds there. Then there 
^(caverns where porcupines creep, and owls 
ud hats nestle; where lions find a den, and 
jfekals, hyenas, and other noxious animals find 
in umolested retreat ; from which issues a loath- 
Jome smell, and the entrances to which, are 
strewed with bones of sheep and goats." 

Tho recent discoveries already refered to, fur- 
Aish the most remarkable illustrations and con- 
firmations of the predictions given concerning 
this ancient and mighty city. 

And what further \)roof is needed of the Di- 
vine faithfulness than we find in the fulfillment 
of the predictions to whioh oar attention has 
been called this evening? Isa. 84 : 16. 

Who can fail to be satisfied with such evi- 
dence as this, that the records containing these 
predictions are inspired of God, and are there- 
fore infallibly true. Do we not have in these ac- 
complished predictions a very plain lesson on the 
•abject of scripture interpretation, how that God 
would have us understand His word in its most 
obvious teachings. And should we not learn from 
lai8 record of Divine faithfulness that as in the 
Put, so in the future, God will not be slack in the 
Moamplishment of his word, whether of mercy or 
judgment, whether pertaining to individuals, 
"ties, nations or the world. A warning voice 
eomcs up from the desolations pf Nineveh and 
Babylon, saying to us all, " Prepare to meet thy 
Qod."

Tatian — A. D. 170 — a disciple of Justin, in 
his Oration against the Gentiles, writes, "We 
shall be restored to what we are and be judged 
by God the Creator. This we believe, though 
you look upon us as sillv triflers and bablers for 
it. For as once I had no being and then was be- 
gotten. So being born and again reduced by 
death to what I was, I shall be restored to my 
being again : though all my flesh shall be con- 
sumed by fire, yet the world contains tho evapo- 
rated matter. Though I should be drowned and 
djsi lred in a river or the sea, orjbe devoured by 
wild beasts, yet I am laid up in the repositories 
of God. The ignorant indeed and the atheist 
know not where my substance is reposited but 
God who reigns and who alone sees it willrestore 
it in His due time to its former state."

dumber One. 
The resurrection of the human fleshly body 
was u cardinal doctrine ol the first Christians. It 
was a view universally held and very dearly 
oherisbed by them, and it was never for a mo- 
ment doubted or disputed lor many centuries 
save by heretical persons, and by men noted for 
their unsoundness in the faith. For the truth of 
this assertion the reader is referred to tho fol- 
lowing unbroken and indi>pute,ble testimony. 

St. Clement in A. D. 05, in his first Epistle, 
presents an argument drawn from the fabled exis- 
tence, of the Phoenix which he thought was de- 
signed by God as an emblem of the resurrection 
ofthe body. " Why therefore," he says, "do we 
esteem it a great matter and wonderful, that the 
Creator of all things should raise up those that 
have served him holily, since by a bird he man- 
ifests to us the magnificence ol his promise.' 
He also endeavors to convince the Corinthians 
to whom ho wrote, of the truthfulness of the 
doctrine by an appeal to the power and veracity 
of God, and quotes the words of Job, "Thou 
shalt raise up my Flesh," (ch. 19: 26.) Id the 
Greek translation of the book of Job it is 
" Skin." This Clement saw fit to change, not to 
the word body as if it were not sufficiently ex- 
pressive, but to the word " flesh." In the Second 
Epistle he has these words, " Let no one of you 
say that this flesh shall not be judged nor rise. 

For as ye were called in the flesh, so shall 
ye come in tho flesh. The Lord Jesus Christ 
was made flesh : so we likewise in this flesh shall 
receive a reward." Not an individual authority 
alone, but a general authority, is attached to 
Clement's first Epistle, it being written in the 
name of the whole church of Rome. So the title 
indicates. So testifies also Ireneus, Clement of 
Alexandria, Eusebius and others; the second I 
have mentioned called it in one placo "The Epis- 
tle of the Romans to the Corinthians." Hence 
the resurrection of the flesh was believed by the 
church at Rome. And as Eusebius affirms that 
the first Epistle was read with the cannonical 
scriptures in the churches not only in his day 
but also in the previous centuries, it must have 
been the general belief. And furthermore, as 
Clement who was Paul's fellow laborer— Phil. 4: 
3, — wrote to the same church that Paul wrote to 
on the subject of the resurrection, it is a plain 
aud tair conclusion that Paul had not been un- 
derstood as teaching the resurrection of a new 
etherial body. 

St. Ignatius in A. D. 100, says in his Epistle 
that " those who assert that this flesh is not to 
rise are reckoned among the ministers of Satan." 
The genuineness of this being doubted, I pass to 
notice. 

St. Polycarp A. D. 108,wbo when bound to the 
stake to be burned thanked God that he was now 
"to suffer martyrdom and to partake ofthe cup 
of Christ in order to the resurrection of everlast- 
ing life both of soul and body." So writes Euse- 
bius. 

Papias in A. D. 116 " taught that Christ is 
to reign here corporeally upon earth after the 
resurrection a thousand years," whioh shows he 
could not have believed and taught as men have 
since the resurrection of an airy or etherial body. 

The Sibylline Oraoles, supposed to be written 
by some Christians about this time say, " That 
God after he has destroyed the world and a 
mankind by fire, will restore their ashes and 
bones, and form them again as they were before." 
This extract is also cited in the " Apostolic Con- 
stitutions." 

Justin Martyr in A. D. 140 not only speaks 
in several places of the rising body's being the 
very same that died, and a truly human body, 
bat in his Dialogue with Trypho, the Jew, he 
gives him this caution, that if he met with self- 
styled Christians who denied the resurrrection of 
the dead he should not esteem them as Chris- 
Wans : " but I," he writes, " and whatsoever 
Christians arc orthodox in all things do know 
that there will bo a resurrection ot the flesh." 
Toe language is explioit, " a resurrection of the 



Lyman Beecher (.onded to Eloquence. 

The late Dr. Beecher was ono ofthe few men 
always equal to an emergency, and the follow- 
ing is a good illustration of tho way in which 
bis sensitive nature could be stung into doing 
his best : 

'When, in the early years of his life, Dr Beech- 
er was living in Litchfield, Ct. he spent a Sab- 
bath in Hartford. He was acustomed to dress 
with great simplicity; and was very diffident in 
conversation ; so that it was of no easy matter 
to judge of his quality. The Rev. Dr- Strong 
was then settled over the Congregational church 
in that city, and professional usage required 
that he should invito him into his pulpit. Ho 
looked distrustingly upon the plain country pas- 
tor, and lamented the terrible necessity; but 
there was no alternative but in the violation of 
courtesy. The morning and afternoon services 
passed without Mr. Bee«her taking any active 
part in them ; in tho evening Dr. Strong coolly 
intimated that if he choose to do so, he might 
preach,and was shocked by hisiostantaequiesencc. 
• A man who will accept an invitation tendered 
in such a way as this," thought the doctor, 
' cannot preach a sermon fit for my congrega- 
tion to hear !" He was mistaken, Mr. Beecher 
h id hardly less pride than genius, and he keen- 
ply felt the coldness of the gnat man. The eve- 
ning came on ; the church was brilliantly lighted, 
and thronged with the beauty, fashion and in- 
telligence of that home of gentleness and learn- 
ing. Dr. Stone had offered the opening prayer, 
and was sitting in stern ill-humor, while the 
choir was singing the hymn to precede the ser- 
mon. Mr. Beecher became restless, and his face 
was flushed with a sudden excitement. He turn- 
ed to the doctor, and inquired in a low hurried 
voice, if the sermon could be for a few minutes 
deferred — he had left his manuscript in his cham- 
ber. 

•• No," said the doctor, with sharpness — and 
grasped the Bible to select a text for himself, 
glad that an accident was to relieve him and 
his congregation from the mortifying infliction 
he had dreaded. He was too fast; his young 
brother had been stung to the heart by his man- 
ner, and recognizing the words ofthe lost line of 
the hymn, sprang to the desk, and before Dr. 
Strong had recovered from his astonishment, an- 
nounced his text for an extemporaneous discourse. 
" It is the will of God," thought the vexed and 
humble pastor, and prepared himself to listened 
with Christian resignation. For a few minutes 
the young preacher spoke with a slight hesita- 
tion, as if, while giving his introduction, he was 
revolving in his mind an extended argument. 
Soon his voice rang clear and loud, his senten- 
ces came compact and earnest, and his manner 
caught the glowing fervor of his thought. All 
was hushed but his impassioned tones ; the great 
assembly was still as death ; and leaning for- 
ward with blended wonder and admiration, the 
pastor felt stealing over him from the hushed 
air the rebuke of his Master lor his harsh judg- 
ment and cold treatment of his young brother. 
In after life he used to relate the story, and con- 
fess that he had never heard suoh eloquence as 
that of the lumospuii young Mr. Beeeher. — Ex-

It is a generally acknowledged fact, that our lot 
has been cast in no ordinary times.

The Latest News. 

ARMY movements. 
With the exception of the movements of our troops 
near Vicktburg, and slight skirmishes elsewhere, the 
position of troops and afiiiries of both armies remain 
about the samo as in our last report. From Vicks- 
burg we have the gratilying intelligence that seven 
gunboats and two transports have succeeded in pass- 
ing the batteries and joined Faragut's fleet below, 
but one of the fleet — the transport •' llenery Clay," 
— which is said to have been sunk — received any in- 
jury. The gunboats destroyed the rebel battery at 
Wurrenton, below Vicksburg, and the Beet were ly- 
ing at anchor at Carthage, on the 17th inst. Gen. 
Grant was to go down the same day. 

The ram " Queen of the West," has been recap- 
urol. 

Gen. : 1 et'a Marine Brigade and Gen. Fitch's 
lightdraft gunboats have nearly swept the Cumber- 
land river of the rebel rivalry, who were on both 
sides of the river. Some severe fighting occurred 
and many prisoners were taken. Florence and Tua- 
curabia were among the places visited. 

The Navy Department has received a dispatch dated 
23d, from Admiral Lee, ol Newport News, stating 
that Lieut. Gushing yesterday afternoon with 90 
men and a howitzer, went to the village ol Checka- 
tuck, where he encountered 40 rebel cavalry men. 
He defeated them , killing two and capturing three 
of their horses fully equipped. Lieut. Gushing lost 

ne man killed. 
Gen. Ilallack has been re-organizing bis corps 
commanders. Reynolds commands the first oorps, 
Couch the second, Sickles the third, Meade the fifth, 
Sedgwick the sixth, Howard the seventh, and Slo- 
cum the twelfth. Slocum has command of the cav- 
alry corps. 

The Richmond Whig, of the 21st, says a squad of 
Union cavalry, estimated at 1500, were advancing 
on Ponto 0 Miss, on the 19th. Their advance guard 
was reported there that night ; and the rebels were 
concentrating to resist them, an engagement was 
imminent. 

The latest from Charleston is to the 8th. The 
Courier describes an attack by the Union gunboat 
Flambeau upon the wreck of the Keokuk, while 
some rebels from Morris Island were endeavoring to 
lismantle her. They were driven away hy the fire 
of the gunboat. The Mercury of the 15th states 
that tho guns havo all been recovered from the Keo- 
kuk. There were fourteen blockaders including the 
fronsides, off the bar Friday morning. 

The Wilmington N. C, Journal of the ISth inst 
.idrdits with mortification that Gen. llill has aban- 
doned the siege of Wilmington, and tout the expe- 
dition has turned out a failure. 

Gov. Gamble has aallcd four regiments of tho 
militia of the St. Louis District, into active service 
or 30 days, incmsequenceof the extensive kidnap- 
ping in the vicinity recently. 

The World's despatch says it is thought that tho 
main body of the rebel army lies just this side of the 
North Anna river, some 10 or 12 miles from Freder- 
icksburg, and that not more than 10,000 or 15,000 
raenarein the immediate vicinity of the latter place. 

Later — Important from the Gulf. — By the steamer 
Fulton, from New Orleans, via. Key West, which 
arrived at New York on the 26th inst., we have very 
important and favorable news from Gen. Bunks' 
department. The Era of the 19th inst., the only 
late paper received, gives an account of the late 
military movements. On the night of the 17th 
inst., Gen. Banks had reached Vermilyanville, after 
a hard fight at Yermilyonville Bayou, where the 
rebels had posted batteries and infantry. They 
were driven, after hard fighting, with considerable 
loss on both sides. A letter in tho Era, dated on 
the field abovo New Iberia, 17th inst., states that 
Col. Kimball, with tbe 53d Massachsetts regiment, 
entered the rebel works at Bethel place on the 
morning of tho 15th, planting our flag on the para- 
pot. Gen. Weitxcls' division followed, succeeded 
hy the whole line. The rebels left their numerous 
dead unburied, and evidences were plenty of bloody 
work in their ranks. Large stores of ammunition, 
some Enfield rifles and other arms were captured. 
Our army then marched through Pattersonvills, 
skirmishing continuously, and reached Franklin on 
tho 15th. Prior to Thursday night some thousand 
prisoners had been brought into Franklin, captures 
of whole companies of rebels being made at a time. 
At Franklin the steamboat Cornic was captured, 
with three officers of the late gunboat Diana on 
board, thus restoring them to our service. The 
rebels destroyed ten steamboats and two large gun- 
boats to prevent their falling into Gen. Banks' 
hands. The Diana was among the boats destroyed. 
Immense stores of provisions, 20,000 pounds of baaon 
and 1000 cases of ammunition were also destroyed. 
It was expected that Gen. Banks would capture 



Opelousa on the 18th and occupy it. Tho expedi- 
tion ol Gen. Grover has been eminently successful 
In a battle with tho rebels at Irish Bend, tbe 13th 
Connecticut regiment charged tho rebel line and but- 
eerie*, supported by the 20th Maine, 25th Connecti- 
on. 12th Maine and 91st New York, nnd defeated 
them, the rebels leaving a silk flag and other tropb 
ies in our hands. Tho rebel force consisted of two 
regimcnU ol Texans and three batteries, including 
•the famous Pelican and Sims batteries. The whole 
rebel force at Bethel Place and Irish Bend number- 
ed some 10,000, posted in a highly advantageous 
position under command of Gen. Dick Taylor, son 
of the late ZaohnrUh Taylor. Important captures 
of horses, mules and bee! cattle to the number of 
over a thousand ■ were mode. The celebrated salt 
mine or salt rock was captured and the rebel works 
destroyed. The rebel soldiers were not loth to be 
captured, and over 1500 are in our hands, and more 
are being taken. An abandoned rebel iron foundry 
was found near New Iberia, containing a quantity 
ol shot and shell. Our fleet has reduced the rebel 
fortifications at Butclla Row, an important point. 
The prospects are that the rebels will lie driven out 
of the Opelousa country, or all be oaptured. Our 
troops are in a splendid condition. The wounded 
in the lute battle have nearly all reached New Or- 
leans, numbering 179. 

FOREION AFFAIRS. 

The news by late arrivals from Europe, seebs to 
be more cheering to our cause — a precursor, we 
hope of more, and even better intelligence of the 
same kind. 

England. — The English government has shown 
somo sense of returning justice by the seizure of one 
rebel pirate, and its attempt, though unfortnuately 
unsuccessful, to seize another. The English gov- 
ernment has been catechised Hi the House of Lords 
as to gunboats building by them for China. 

France. — The different parties in France opposed 
to the Empire are showing a tendency to coalesce. 
The N. Y. Times of tbe 25th BuyB:— " lhe ac- 
counts whioh reached us yesterday Irom Paris and 
Mexico foreshadow the speedy recall of the French 
forces from Mexico, il orders to that effect have not 
already gone out. From Paais, we leam that the 
Emperor has determined to get out of the Mexican 
expedition at whatever cost ; and from Vera Cruz 
we hear that the French transports are busily en- 
gaged re-embarking stores for France. This intel- 
ligence is mutually confirmatory, nnd we are in- 
clined to believe that it foreshadows the beginning 
of the end of this affair, whatever may be the result 
to the French arms of the siege of Puebla. " 

Russia. — England, France and Au>tria sent eim 
ultaneous dispatches to Russia on tbe 10th inst., 
relative to Poland. They are all friendly, but all 
convey intelligence warning Russia of active mili- 
tary preparations. 

Mexico. — Intelligence from the city of Mexico to 
April 1, received via , San Francisco, represent, that 
the French had been three times repulsed, but 
had succeeded in getting possession of the exterior 
line of defenses of the city, which they had sur- 
rounded. 

Turin. — A circular from the Minister of Justice 
calls for a vigilant wntch upon the subversive ten- 
dency of tbo Federalists and the radical press. Every 
attack upon the principles of a constitutional and 
united Ministry should be energetically repressed. 

, miscellaneous items. 

Thomas Sims, well known as the first of the per 
sons sent South from this city, under the provisions 
of the Fugitive Slave Law, arrived here 24th inst 
with his family. He came direct from the vicinity 
of Vicksburg, having escaped Irom that city only 
three weeks ago. It will be remembered that the 
master of Sims resided in Savannah, Georgia, and 
that under the order of the U. 8. Commissoner, 
Sims, at early dawn, was escorted Dy the police, un- 
der City Marshal Tukey, protected by military, the 
whole under the direction of U. S. Marshal Free- 
man, to Central wharf, where he was placed on 
board a vessel which conveyed him to Savannah. 
Ever since that time he has been held as a slave. 
His lortunnte escape Irom the rebels at this impor- 
tant period is certaidly a remarkable and pleasing 
event. 

It is stated the emigration from England, Ireland, 
Wales and Germany will be very heavy the present 
season. In the single month ol March last 13,634 
persons sailed, an increase of 10,000 over the same 
month in 1S62. It is no longer confined as hereto- 
fore, to the South and South- West of Ireland, but 
the thrifty North and the enterprising Eastern coun- 
ties pour forth their skilled artisans and industrious 
farmers. 

The President has officially proclaimed the addi- 
tional article of treaty betweem the U; States and 
Great Britain lor the suppression of the African 
slave trade. It extends the reciprocal right of visit 
and detention hy providing that it may also bo ex- 



ercised within 30 leagues of the laland'nf Madagas- 
car, within 20 leagues ol the Island of Porto Rico, 
and within the same distance of tbo Island of San 
Domingo. 

Within 24 hours after Gen. Thomas's speech in 
Helena, Ark., 1500 colored men in that vicinity 
were recruited. The greatest enthusiasm prevailed 
among the white soldiers at this remarkable demon- 
stration ol military spirit by the negroes. 

The President is about to center the rank of Bre- 
nt Brigadier General upon meritorious Colonels 
commanding Brigades 

A Danish brig landed at St. Croix on the 12th, 
the crewB of the following vessels captured by the 
Florida : Ship Star of Peace ; barque Lapwing, of 
New York, from Boston for Batavia, captured 
March 27, in lat. 31, Ion. 32. Two guns and 18 
men were put on board of her by the Florida ; barque 
M. J. Colcord, of New. York, captured March 20, 
in lat. 28, Ion. 33 — not known il she was burnt. 

The Washingt >n c "respondent of the Journal of 
Commerce says that the Court Marshal upon Gen. 
Porter debated the question whether he should be 
shot or chushiered. 

While we were enjoying a warm and pleasant 
day on Thursday, and anticipating that the Virgin- 
la roads must be at least nearly dry, the telegraph 
reports that a heavy N. E. rain storm prevailed in 
the whole region between the Potomac and the Rap- 
pahannock and its head waters, making the roads 
again impassable. 

The receipts at the Government Treasury in New 
York, on Wednesday, were nearly three millions of 
dollars, ol which two millions were deposited at 5 
per cent., and one million two hundred thousand 
for conversions of currency into the New Loan. 

According to a recent letter of the Medical Direc- 
tor of the Army ol Gen. Hooker, published in the 
Washington papers, his force numbers 160.000 
men. 

James L. Addison, Clerk in tho Adjutant Gener- 
al's office, Washington Anthony Addison, Chief 
Clerk of the Pension, Bureau, huve been caught in 
the act of carrying rebel mails. The former has been 
in the War Department 30 years, and has had ac- 
cess to all important orders and movements. Both 
own farina in Maryland and keep up daily commu- 
nications by means of carriages. Rev. John Martin, 
who with his family were arrested, lives near them, 
and were mediums of c.immunioation with there- 
bels. Mr. Martin and fuiuily will be sentbeyond 
our lines. Captain Henry Williams of the rebel ser- 
vice wos arrested at their house and imprisoned. 
The investigation of certain chnrges of disloyalty, 
which have been made at various times against in- 
dividuals, is a part of their business. 

Valuable Information- 



Remedg Against Mulhs. — One ounce ol gum cam- 
phor anu one ounce of powdered red pepper are muc- 
erated in eight ounces <>l strung alcohol lor several 
days, then strained. With this tincture 'he furs or 
cloths are sprinkled over and then rolled u[ in 
sheets. Instead ol tbe pepper, bitter apples may be 
used. This remedy is u ed iu Russia under the name 
ol the Chinese tincture for moths. 

Mushroom Ketchup. — First clean the mushrooms 
from all extraneous mutter, and use none that have 
the least appearance of decooiposition. Now cut 
them in slices and suited place them upon a colan- 
der and squeeze out the juice gently. This juice is 
then left lor a few hours, and after being decanted 
carefully Irom any sediment, placed in small bottles, 
room huving been left Tor a little alcohol in which 
the proper Bpiees have been previously steeped. 
This is said to keep admirably and to retain its full 
aroma, which isupt to puss oil' in the process of long 
continued lermentution or boiling, by which com- 
mon ketchup is made. The true mushroom of our 
pastures, and those varieties which a&ord a red juice 
when bruised, are fur tbe beat. The ketchup mer- 
chants frequently keep the mushrooms salted down 
in casks for months lielore tbey are converted into 
ketchup. In general, however, the more rapidly the 
juice is extracted, the better is the produce and the 
more likely to keep. 

The Future of Horses. — The drain upon the ser- 
viceable horses of the country has been so great, 
that the horse interest is hound to go up, and among 
the best investments of lire stock now to be made, 
will be the purchase of likely colts for raising to 
maturity, and next to this the breeding of good 
horse stock for future supply. 

Now that the practice of the government agents) 
has cleared the country of low-priced animals, let 
us turn over a new leal in our style of horse-breed- 
ing, and go in tor something that will do good ser- 
vice and command good prices. — Ohio Farmer. 

Cows Cannot Hold their Milk.— Dr. Dadd.in to 
Slock Journal, says a cow cannot exercise any con- 
trol over her 1 <cteal organs, and gives this as a rea- 
son : The muscular tis-ues which compose the parte 
directly in the region ol the lacteal duct, or milk 
channel, are involuntary muscles. Were it not so, 
any cow might, by voluntary relaxation of the mus- 
cles which guard the outlet of the mammary gland, 
evacuate at any time her own milk, and thus de- 
fraud her owner.

The New Year 1863— Nearness of the End— Close 
of Labor in Wisconsin. 

Thursday, Jan. lot, 18G3. To-day we enter on 
another year of probationary time. And according 
to the calculations of the beat chronologers, the 
C000 years of the world's probation is nearly past. 
And the shorter periods, relating to the end, are to 
terminate in about five years. 0 glorious prospect ! 
Deliverance is nigh ! 1 1 is a remarkable fact, that 
there are more students of prophecy who agree in 
the termination of the prophetic periods in the 
years 1806, 1807, and 1808, than on any point eith- 
er past or in the future The few coming years are 
therefore invested with extraordinary interest. No 
period of special expectation in the past ever had the 
strength of evidence of the period of expectation just 
before us. The past ure only as tapers in compun- 
sion with tho same. And sure 1 am that a compari- 
son of 1843, or 1847, on any other expectation in 
the past with 1807 and 8, will justify my estimate 
of t i . - - greater strength of this latter calculation. 

Soon, then, Jeeus will come to set up his king- 
dom, and "avenge," and reign with his saints. 
Scoffers may say, "Where is the promise of his 
coining ?" false stewards may say, " My Lord de- 
laycth his coming;" the mistaken friends of Jesus 
may wish his visit to our earth deterred awhile 
longer ; the wise virgins may slumber ; but none ol 
these things can drive back his hastening chariot. 
" lie comes — and with righteousness shall he judge 
tho world, and the people with his truth." 

My life, and what ability God has given me, is 
devoted to the proclamation of this truth. I have 
no other business or interest under the sun. And 
although the proclamation of the time of the com- 
ing kingdom has always subjected those who advo- 
cated it to reproach and fierce opposition, yet the 
loyal stewnrd will not be turned aside from this 
work, either by the flatteries of Irionds or the oppo- 
sition of foeB. I have in my present mission met with 
both. And many who are lukewarm in this great 
cause " pity me," and have turned the "cold shoul- 
der," and excommunicated me for my fidelity ! But 
what of this? " None of these things move me." I 
can say with Cotton Mather, " Though some Nero 
should command me to be burned in tho flames, I 
will not cease to preach and foretell, with an ardent 
voice, tbe dissolution, renewal and purification of 
the world by firo." And this as being now nigh at 
hand. 

1863 has dawned upon us, and the sun shines for 
the first time upon lour millions of freemen. Slaves 
yesterday — to-day free. The silver trumpet of jubi- 
lee bos sounded through the dominion of the op- 
pressor, and snatched Irom his grasp the victims of 
his avarice. Glory to God ! The ohains of a deeply 
wronged people are Bnapped asunder, and they are 
restored to the family of freedom. Praise tho Lord ! 
JuBtice for the oppressed will not always slumber. 
And judgment for the oppressor will not linger for- 
ever. " Bodies of men, as well as individuals, are 
responsible to God for tbeir conduct ; and when they 
have filled up the measure of their sins, and he oomoj 
out in judgment, no numbers, wealth or power can 
withBtand or ward off bis wrath." This great truth 
is now being realized by tbe American people. 
Heaven help us to prepare for the final judgment, 
now " at the door." 

This is the day I had appointed to be in Louis- 
ville Ky. ; but my plans were deranged by illness, 
and so I am still herein Wis., unable to work much, 
and am the guest of Dea. 0. S. Knapp, in Sumpter, 
recruiting and resting, preparatory to finishing up 
my campaign in the West. Although tbe western 
climate bos, in the warm season, given me in years 
past the " fever and ague," and now the- prairie 
winds, ol " Winter's chilling blasts," have pierced 
me through ; yet I shall hold to my purpose, battle 



the elements, and by the help ol God carry out and 
finish my mission in this western field. 1 feel sore 
that my mode of life, with proper clothing and iru- 
dence as to exposure, will secure me irom all die- 
ease incident to this climate. My " field is the 
world." And I Bhall not hesitate to work in any 
part of it where Providence calls, without fear. 
Every man is " immortal till his work is done." 

Saturday, Jan. 3d. Visited the sick and others, 
and administered gospel comforts. In the evening 
preached in the Pocket school-house in Sumpter. 

Good season. 
Sabbath, Jan. 4th. Preached in Sumpter in the 

day Find my strength returning. Visited Bro. 
Bush, formerly of Masseun, N. Y. Two ol " bis sous 
are sick with fever, and a daughter is away irom 
home sick, and death is threatening to take them 
from their embrace. We are in tbe land of sickness 
and death. I prayed, and spoke words of comfort 
t) tbsm. They enjojel the comforts of the " Blessed 
hope." I put up in the evening with R. Stone, 
Esq., one of the early settlers in this State. I held 
a long conversation with him oo the subject of re- 
ligion generally, in which the subjects of plenary 
inspiration, geology, theliteral interpretation ol the 
prophecies, and the restitution, came up. I lound 
him well booked up with sceptical arguments on all 
the*- point*. He takes the spiritual view, and-re- 
jecta the Advent views altogether. But 1 lound bint 
to be gentlemanly, and was received by him und his 
lamily with all kindness and liberality. 1 much en- 
joyed my visit, and was benefitted by the discussion. 
I shall be better prepared to meet this class of minds 
in my public ministrations. 

Monday, Jan. 5th. Returned to Bro. Knapp 'a 
and remained to the 8th, when I took leave of Dea. 
Knapp and his kind family. 1 have enjoyed their 
hospitality for two weeks, with every attention that 
could bo bestowed upon me lor my comfort and res- 
toration to health. Tbe parting moment was touch- 
ing. 

" When we asunder part, 
It gives us inward pain." 
But we hope to meet again soon, by the will ol 
God, in our contemplated carop-mectiog somewhere 
in Suak Co., in June next ; and so the parting was 
relieved from those feelings that come over us when 
we have no prospect of meeting again in this world. 
But the glorious gathering is of the most impor- 
tance when we meet in the kingdom to part — never. 
Bro. K. took me to West Point, where I was to 
give lectures lor throe days. Spoke in the evening 
t> a good house. Friday, Jan. 9th, gave nnother 
lecture in West Point — good audience and solemn 
time. This community love to hear tho truth. 

Saturday, Jan. 10th. Eld. Shears took mo to 
Lodi, seven miles, where I put up with Bro. Eells. 
Spoko in the school-house to a good and attentive 
audience, on the ten virgins. Matt. 25: 2 — 13. We 
have but fow families here who sympathize with us 
in the laith. The seventhjday Advent peoplo have 
had a large church here, but it has been greatly re- 
duced in numbers and strength. At the close of my 
meeting, I was addressed by tho Elder of this church, 
to know why I did not keep the seventh-day Sabbath. 
I was much exhausted by my labors, and did not 
feel like going into any argument on that question ; 
so I told him very kindly that I held the brethren 
of his laith in much esteem for honesty nnd zeal, but 
I could not give him my reasons then for differing 
from them. But ho with others pressed the matter, in 
a spirit which I do not covet, and seemed to demand 
in the presence of the gaping crowd that I should 
say something. And so I told him, when ho would 
bring me a single sol itary passage in the New Testa- 
ment where our Savior specifically enjoined upon the 
Christian church to keep the seventh day, I would 
keep it. And thus to answer nis question, why I 
did not keep it, I would say, it was because Christ 
had not enjoined it upon us. Another brother asked 
me why I kept the " first day of tbe week." I an- 
swered, because the primitive church kept it. " Up- 
on the fust day of the week, when the disciples 
came together to break bread, Paul preached unto 
them."— Acts 20: 7. Much more was said, but this 
is the substance. These brethren are very sanguine 
in their views of the Sabbath and other questions. 
But they ought not to assume that they are infalli- 
ble in these things. As I said above, I have much 
respect for this people, and many of them were 
brought to Christ and into the Advent faith by my 
labors, in conjunction with Father Miller. I have 
no doubt of their honesty, but I doubt the correct- 
ness of some of tbeir teachings, both as to the Sab- 
lath and the historical prophecies. 

Sabbath, Jan. 11th. Returned to West Point 
with Bra. Eells and family, of N. II., and an old 
friend of the cause. I gave two sermons— one on tho 
twowitnessos,and the other on the seven last plagues. 
Large attendenoe and solemn time. In the evening 
had a blessed and refreshing time in prayer meeting. 
There were indications of a revival. 1 took ieave of 
Bro. Stone and family, who so kindly cared for me 



in their log cabin, and gave me every comfort, when 
I was afflicted among them. Also Bro. Darling, who 
was brought to Christ under my labors in Cabot, 
and who is a bold and earnest laborer here with 
many others. Heaven bless them all. 

Monday, Jan. 12th. Eld. Shears took me to 
Maronianie, twelve miles, where I put up" with Bro. 
Daniel U. Warren, formerly of Cabot Vt. He liveB 
here isolated, in a Village ol a thousand inhabitants. 
None with him in like precious faith. It was a rich 
treat therefore to him and his dear family to have 
two of the ministers of the Advent faith put up with 
them nnd give them sympathy und words of good 
cheer ; aud more especially, as they had been 
bereaved of late of a beloved child, in a land of 
strangers. Mary Sophia Warms, aged ten years, 
was taken from them Nov. 23, 1862, by scarlet 
fever. She was all ready, though young ; and be- 
lieved that Jesus would raise her from the tomb at 
his second coming. They could have no Advent 
preacher at the funeral to "preach Jeeus and tho 
resurrection" ; but they were told by the officiating 
minister that their little one was now an angel in 
heaven , which was no consolation to the parents, as 
they did not believe in the reward or glorification of 
tbe saints, till Jesus comes. " When Christ who is 
our life shall appear, then we also shall appear 
with him io glory." This was the hope of little 
Mary and her parents. And this does comfort them. 
This evening I heard Rev. Mr. Teal, Primitive 
Methodist preacher, of Baraboo, Wis., oo the judg- 
ment and eternal punishment of tho wicked. It was 
an able discourse, but I got no new light on the 
awful subject of tho eternal misery of the finally 
impenitent, as to his argument either from reason or 
revelation.

peculiar interest, she having died in the triumphs of 
fcith.

• •me time she lived a consistent Christian life; but 
after awhile, like too many others, she lost ner inter- 

' *-t in Christ. This was a source of great regret, as 
i "ill be 6ccn from the following language addressed

It is to Messiah, the Christ, that all (he 
prophets bear witness; and were we to enumer- 
ate or set in order, or, still more, to comment 
upon the things written concerning Him from 
the beginning, wc might indeed find a beginning, 
bat most assuredly we sh ould find do end. It 
'it only, however, one single portion or class of 
the prediotions regarding Him that we mean to 
take up, and that with all brevity, — the predic 
turns relating to the two great sections of His 
history — His suffering and His glory. It ia 
with these that we shall now deal. 

These two periods are given at the very out- 
set. The first announcement of redemption con- 
tains the prediction of Messiah, the man with 
the bruised heel, and Messiah, the bruiser of the 
serpent's head. He is proclaimed to us as first 
the sufferer and then the conqueror. Under 
these two aspects the Church was to expect Him ; 
■od in this twofold character the prophets have 
described Him ; and in this twofold capacity He 
•peaks in the Psalms. Sometimes these two 
puts are so separated that we might almost be 
led to think that they belonged to two dis- 
'tinot persons, like some mighty mountain-peak 
wen from opposite sides of the valley ; and 
"untunes they are so blended together that we 
do not wonder at those who lived before His 
"oaring, supposing that both must be fulfilled at 
"Be time, without any such interval as has taken 
place; like those stars which the telescope re- 
ntals to us as double and with vast space be- 
tween, though to the naked eyes they unite 
their splendor, and shine as one orb in the sky 
knight, 

Taking, then, this twofold aspect of the Mes- 
"»h, let us mark the following points in refer- 
ence to it on which the prophets dwell : — 



The suffering and the blessedness. These we 
find conjoined in the history ot Messiah, though 
ocoupying different parts of that history. Thus 
Peter tells us that the " Spirit of Christ " which 
was in tho prophets testified of" the sufferings 
of Christ and the glory that should follow," thus 
dividing His history into the two great periods 
ot sorrow and of joy. And that this peculiar 
joy of which he speaks is future, and not entered 
on at His ascension, but reserved for His second 
coming, is evident from the passage where this 
apostle points to the revelation of Jesus Christ 
as the great consummation to which he was look- 
ing forward, (1 Pet. i. 12 ;) and still more from 
the 13th verse of the 4th chapter, when he says, 
" Rejoice, inasmuch as ye are partakers of 
Christ's sufferings, that when his glory shall be 
rovealed, ye may be glad also with exeeediug 
joy ;" and also from the 1st verse of the 5th 
ohapter, when he says, "The elders which are 
among you I exhort, who am also an elder, and 
a witness of the sufferings of Christ, and also a 
partaker of the glory that shall be revealed." 
Now, when is the glory to be revealed ? The 
4th verse tells us, " When the chief Shepherd 
shall appear." Then shall the crown of glorj 
be awarded. i 

Again, in the 53d chapter of Isaiah, we have 
the same twofold picture, though the gloomy 
part of it is much more fully spread out than 
the bright. Messiah's name is the Man of sor- 
rows ; He is wounded, bruised, oppressed, afflict- 
ed, brought as a lamb to the slaughter ; nay, lie 
pours out His soul unto death ! What a weight 
of sorrow is here ! what a sea of suffering rolls 
over the Messiah's head, wave upon wave ! 
What clouds of thickest darkness compass Him 
about ! Yet there is gladness too — gladness a? 
the recompense of His mighty grief. He sees 
His seed, He prolongs His days, the pleasure of 
ths Lord prospers in His hand, ho sees of the 
travail of His soul and is satisfied, He divides 
the spoil with the strong. Thus there is joy in 
the end — joy which shall far more than compen-i 
sate for the bitterness of the sorrow through, 
which He passed to it. The joy at His BJCOi.d 
coming, when He is thus rewarded, recompenses 
Him fully for all the sorrow at His first. 

Again, in the *59tb Psalm, we read, in the 
first twenty-nine verses, of Messiah's suffering. 
The waters come in unto His soul ; He rinks in 
a deep mire, where there is no standing; He 
becomes a stranger unto His brethren, and an 
alien uDto His mother's children; He weeps 
and chastens His soul with fasting ; He makes 
sackcloth his garment; he becomes the song 
of the drunkard ; the water-flood overflows Him ; 
the deep swallows Him up; the pit shuts her 
mouth upon Him ; reproach breaks His heart, 
and He is full of heaviness; Hu receives gall 
for His meat, and in His thirst they gave Him 
vinegar to drink ; he is poor and sorrowful. How, 
sad the scene ! what depths of woe are here- 
unrelieved, unmitigated, unimaginable woe ! But 
ere the psalm closes, tho voice of joy is heard — 
the voice of one " set up on high," and praising 
the name of God with a song— nay. magnifying 
him with thanksgiving; the voice of one calling 
on heaven and earth to praise him, the seas, and 
everything that moveth therein. By which ex- 
pressions we at onee discover the time when this 
song of praise begins : it is the time when 



heaven and earth and seas are called to rejoice] 3. Lmcliness and exaltation. He came to 

earth as the Father's servant ; he took a serv- 
ant's form— the lowliest place among the sons 



before the Lord, for he cometh to judge the 
earth, (Ps. xovi ;) nay, as we Bee by ver. 35, it 
is the time when God saves Zion, and builds 
the cities of Judah — the time when the seed of 
hfs servants inherits that land of long promise, 
and when they that love his name shall dwell 
therein. 

2. There is the shame and the glory. His 
life was one of shame, and the cross was the 
crisis of that shame. He was despised and dis- 
esteemed and reproached. The buffeting and 
scourging and spitting were but the summing up 
of those revilings, the fierce outburst of the 
world's pent up hatred against him. He re- 
ceived no honor from men ; he passed through 
the land in haste, wounded with reproaches, ami 
loaded with shame. Thus Isaiah speaks of him 
(chap. Hi. 14, 15,) "As many were astonished 
at thee: his visage was so marred more than 
any man, and his form more than the sons of 
men ;" and what a picture of woeful shame is 
this! But, side by side, there is another — a 
picture of glory as transcendent as the shame 
was abject. This outcast Man, with the much- 
marred visage, is to be " exalted and extolled, 
and be very high;" he is to sprinkle many na- 
tions, and kings are to shut their mouths in ad- 
miration and awe. This vision of lory is yet 
to come ; for the nations have not yet been 
sprinkled, kings have not yet cast their crowns at 
his feet — the kingdoms of this world have not t 
become the kingdoms ot our Lord and of his 

That the day of Christ's glory is the day of 
his second coming is clear from many passages. 
The passage already cited from 1st Peter (chap, 
iv. 13) regarding the "glory to be revealed" 
proves this. But the references to the glory 
with which he is to be invested in the day ol 
his appearing are many, as if his special glory 
were kept in reserve for that time, as if it were 
then that all his power, shame, and obscurity 
are to receive their full compensation. Ho is 
said to come in his own glory, and in his Father's 
glory, (Matt. xvi. 27 ;) he is said to come with 
power and great glory, (Matt. xxiv. 30;) and 
speaking to the Colossian saints, the apostle says, 
When Christ, who is our life, shall appear, 
then shall we also appear with him in glory ;" 
he is coming to bo glorified in his saints, and to 
be admired in all tbem that believe. From 
which passages we learn, that, great as is his 
glory now at the right hand of the Father, there 
is a peculiar glory in reserve for him at his ad- 
vent — a glory which shall be the full and blessed 
contrast to the shame he underwent when he 
appeared the first time as the humbled son of 
Mary. And, oh, what a transformation shall 
that be which shall be seen when he is revealed ! 
For the contradiction of sinners, the acclama- 
tions of heaven and earth : for the contempt of 
men, the honor of all the universe ; for the pur- 
ple robe, the true raiment of royalty; for the 
reed, the sceptre of infinite dominion ; for the 
crowa of thorns, the crown of glory ; for the 
vinegar and gall, the cup of blessing into which 
that fruit of the vine is to be poured which he i> 
to drink new with us in his Father's kingdom. 
How eagerly must be, even in heaven, be lon^- 
ing for tutt day of honor ! and how fervently 
should we on earth be waiting and longing for it. 



of men. Bethlehem, the least among the cities 
of Judah, was his birthplace', and Nazereth, the 
ungodliest of Galilean villages, was the place 
where he spent his youth : the child of a car- 
penter's wife, born in a stable, and laid in a 
manger. How profound the humiliation to 
which he descended! how complete the empty- 
ing which ho underwent! Hear how the prophet 
Zachariah describes him ; " Rejoice greatly, 0 
daughter of Zion ; shout, 0 daughter of Jerusa- 
lem : behold, tuy King cometh unto thee : he is 
just, and having salvation, lowly and riding upon 
an ass, and upon a colt the foal of an ass," (chap, 
ix. 9 1 .) Yet in that, very same chapter, his ex- 
altation as the mighty God, the victorious war- 
rior, the lion of the tribe of Judah, is predicted 
(ver. 14-16.) He appears at the head of his 
people ; his arrow goes forth as the lightning ; 
he blows his battle-trumpet, and goes forth with 
the whirlwinds of the south ; he is the defence 
and salvation of Israel in that day ; and they 
become his glorious diadem of beauty, " as the 
stones of a crown, lifted up as an ensign upon 
his land." In that day his is the highest place 
of a |i — a name above every name, a seat above 
all thrones, a glory above all glories, a majesty 
aSove all majesties ; for he comes as King of 
kings and Lord of lords. 

4. Weakness and power. It is in the psalms 
that we have the fullest expression of his weak- 
ness, as when he says, •' I am feeble and Bore 
broken, I have roared because of the disquie- 
tude of my heart; my Btrength is dried up like 
a potsherd." Take as a specimen the 22d Psalm, 
where we have the declaration both of his weak- 
ness and power. The first twenty-one verses set 
forth his feebleness and poverty in language the 
most thrilling : " I am a worm, and no man ; 
all that see me laugh me to scorn ; thou art he 
that took mo out of the womb ; thou didst make 
me to hope when I was upon my mother's 
breasts. I wa9 cast upon thee from the womb. 
Be not far from me ; for trouble is near, and 
there is none to help. I am poured out liko 
water, and all my bones are out of joint ; thou 
hast brought me into the dust of death. What 
sadder uttoiance of weakness and helplessness 
can we find ! What self-emptying is here ! But 
the psalm closes in another strain. Tho notes 
of praise ascend,— praise in the great congress, 
(ver. 25.) the multitude that no man can num- 
ber ; all the ends of the earth arc seen turning 
to the Lord, all the ki-dreds of the nations wot- 
shipping before him ; this feeble one takes the 
kingdom, this helpless one becomes tho governor 
among the nations ; he who hung upon the oross 
in the extremity of mortal weakness, takes his 
seat upon the throne in the majesty of immortal 
p 0W er, — the powef of an endless life and abun- 
dant dominion.

The Eleven Loyal Methodists. 

The resolutions offored in the Baltimore Con. 
ference, expressing the hope that the Govern- 
ment of the United States might be suscessful in 
orushing out the rebellion, were voted down, but 
it ought to be remembered that there were eleven 
'just men" in the Conference who desired their 
passage, and attempted to secure a full and fair 
discussion upon them. We have no doubt that 
these eleven patriotic and loyal men are deeply 
mortified at the exhibition of pusilanimity made 
by the majority of the Conference, and that they 
feel keenly the disgrace which is cast upon the 
whole body by the disloyal and timid action 
which appears upon their record. The Methodist 
Episcopal Church has been always looked upon 
as the most democratic church organization in 
the country. It has been the pioneer of the wil- 
derness. Wherever the adventurous footsteps of 
the backwoodsman and the trapper have pene- 
trated, there the Methodist circuit preacher has 
plodded h i lonely way. Hardship, toil and sac- 
rifices have been his lot, but his reward has been 
to preach the word of God to men and women 
removed from the advantages of civilization, who 
have no opportunities of religious instruction, ex- 
oept such as are afforded by these traveling mis- 
sionaries. A log hut, where one could be found, 
served for a church, but more frequently nature 
furnished tho only temple in which these primi- 
tive Christians could worship God. Disdaining 
all form and ceremony, and addressing their 
teachings entirely to rustic and uneducated 
people, they caught the true spirit of freedom, 
and formed the true democracy of the church. 
Nowhere, but in this country and under this 
Government, which tolerates all religion alike, 
could they have gained the great hold which 
they now have upon the minds and the affections 
of the people, In England where they originat- 
ed, and now flourish more luxuriantly than any 
other dissenting church, they live under unjust 
disabilities, and suffer from unequal and unlaw- 
ful taxes. In this country they are perfeotly free. 
No obstacle is offered to their development, and 
their peouliar character so well accords with the 
spirit of our institutions that they have grown 
to be the largest and most influential church or- 
ganization in this country, and the most power- 
ful free church, dependent on no government 
support or encouragement, in the world. It is 
among churches what the American Republic is 
among nations — the church of the people — stand- 
ing solely on its own merits, and succeeding by 
its adaptation to the character and the wants of 

the masses. 

We look upon the silent but emphatic protest 
of the noble eleven who withstood the disloyal 
a ;tion of the majority as a recognition of these 
facts, and as an expression of sympathy with the 
only Government in the world that has contrib- 
uted to their prosperity by simply letting them 
alone and leaving them to their own develop- 
ment. If any class of people have reason to be 
greatful to the Government of the United States, 
it is the Methodists. Of course they are all zeal- 
ous in their cause. They believe their doctrines 
li express better than any other church the true 
spirit of Christianity ; and therefore they cannot 
acknowledge too often or too emphatically their 
indebtedness to that democracy which has so 
powerfully favored their growth and increase. — 
Washington Chronicle.

Irenens in A. D., 178, affirms that this was 
one of the articles of the Creed received " by the 
church throughout the whole world to the ends 
of the earth, from the apostles and their disci- 
ples, that Christ shall como and raise up all 
flesh." This writer, who was a pupil of Poly- 
carp, spends the greater part of his Fifth Book 
against the heretics in proving that the dead 
will rise again perfoct men, with the same body 
of flesh. 

Athenagoras who wrote about this time put 
forth a treatise " Concerning the Resurrection 
of the dead" in which he strenuously maintains 
the identity of the sown and raised body, and h 
affirms that this view of the identity was insist- 
ed upon by all who in the ohurch had written 
on the subject before hiui. He also informs us 
that with the oavilers the objection concerning 
one man's feeding on another was in those da; ■ 
the common objection against the resurrection 
of the body. But it appears this objection 
found no argument in the minds of tho Chris- 
tians. 

Theophilus A. D. 181, in bis Fifth Book to Ac- 
tolycus, a heathen, says, " But youdeny the resur- 
rection of the dead, andsay, "show me butonethat 
has risen from the dead and when I see him I will 
believe." But what great matter is it if you be- 
lieve when you 6ee a thing done? Bo you be- 
lieve that Hercules though he burnt himself is 
yet living? and that iEsoulapius revived after 
he was struck with the thunder-bolt, and yet 
disbelieve those things whioh are revealed to 
you by God?" 

At thiB time too A. I)., 177, was written the 
epistle of the churches of Vienna and Lyons ex- 
tant in Euseleius, in which complaint is made 
that their persecutors would not suffer the 
bodies of the martyr's to be buried, but throw 
them to dogs to be devoured, and burned that 
whioh remained undevoured to ashes and threw 
the ashes into the river. " And this," Bay they, 
" they did as if they could master God and hin- 
der their resurrection, that the Christians might 
not have any hopes of a resurrection, through 
the belief of which they despised the greatest 
torments and came willingly and with joy to 
their deaths. " Let us now see (said the perse- 
oatore) whether they will rise again and whether 
their God can deliver theui out of our hands." 
Thus it is shown that the ressurrection of the 
body was the faith of the martyrs. Clement, 
of Alexandria, A. D., 194, barely alludes to the 
doctrine, evidently affirming it. 

Tertullian, in A. D., 200, wrote a book in de- 
fense of the resurrection entitled " De Resurrec- 
tione Carnis." In another work he affirms that 
one of the articles of faith received by the whole 
church with one ac<ord and which was immove- 
able and unalterable was this, tiz. " That Christ 
shall oome to judge the quick and dt ad, and 
that by the resurrection of the flesh." He says 
it was customary for Christians of his time to 
pray that they might have part in " the first 
resurrection." 

The "Apostolical Constitutions" compiled 
about this time have a chapter devoted to the 
defense of onr doctrine against the heathen who 
derided it. It says' — " God Almighty will raise 
us up through our Lord Jesus Christ, according 
to his promise, that cannot fail. And he will 
raise us up together with all those that have 
died from the beginning of the world, in the 
same form which now we have, without any mu- 
tilation or corruption. For we shall riso un- 
corrupted. For whether we die in the sea, or 
or have our particles dispersed in the earth, 
or are devoured by beasts or birds, He will 
will raise us up by his power, by which he holds 
the whole world in his hand. Not a hair of 
your heads tl all perish. Through this cerUio 
persuasion we endure stripes, persecutions, and 
death." 

The author of the " Recognitions of St. Clem- 
ent," who lived in this age — supposed to be 



Celsus and Lncian wrote inthe second century ; 
the former was the great adversary of the Chris, 
tians and hater of Christ, while the later was 
a noted atheist, Celsus attempted to show that 
the resurrection of the same body was not the 
received and avowed doctrine of all the Chris- 
tians, but unfortunately for his case the cxeep. 
tions he alleges were among the worst horeties 
of the time. He styled the doctrine, » horridly 
impure, abominable, and impossible !" As for 
Luciun's testimony it is invaluable. Of the 
Christians he writes, " Those wretches persuade 
themselves that they shall be the whole man, 
(both body and soul) immortal, and shall Hy e 
forever. And on this account they contemn 
death, and many of them offer themselves volun- 
tarily to be put to death." With such testimo- 
ny from an enemy it cannot be disputed that 
the first Christians held the resurrection of the 
body. 



Number Three. 
Minueius Felix, A. D. 210, thus writes,— 
" Who is so foolish and brutish, as to deny that 
God who first made man can form him again as 
he was before? Is it harder to make that which 
before had no being, than to restore that which 
once had a being. All bodies when dissolved, 
whether crumbled to dust, or dissolved into mois- 
ture, or reduced to ashes, or rarefied into vapor 
are lost to us, but to God, the keeper of the ele- 
ments they are still preserved." This Christian 
author says the heathen objected to the Chris- 
tian view on account of the Christians holding 
this view with so great and firm assurance, " at 
if they themselves had risen to life !" The doc 
trine evidently took deep root, and in their faith 
was a living reality. 

A book was put forth at this time entitled 
" Concerning the Cause of the Universe, against 
the Heathen," having it is supposed either Cains 
the Reman Presbyter, or Hyppolytus for id 
author, who says," God will raise us all up, not 
shifting the soul out of one body into another, 
but raising up the same bodies. You, 0 ye hea- 
then, because you see that these bodies are die- 
Solved, do not believe that they will rise agair. 
But learn you to believe. For since ye believe, 
according to Plato that the soul was made by 
God, yeu ought not to disbelieve but that God 
is able to raise up to life this body which is 
compounded of the elements, and to make it im- 
mortal." 

Hippolytus in A. D. 220 wrote a book bear- 
ing the significant title "Concerning tho Rest- 
riction of the Flesh." Du Pin says he held 
"That it is not more difficult for God to raise op 
men after their death, than it was for him to 
p oduce them out of nothing." 

Origea flourished A. D. 280. Of the genersl 
f iith both previous to and in his time this learned 
but mischievous man thus testifies, " The Resur- 
rection of the Flesh is the doctrine preached in a!l 
the churches * * Neither we nor the Holy Scrip- 
tires say that the dead shall rise out of the 
earth with the same flesh, without any alteration 
fjr the better." By this last sentence (written 
against Celsus) he only expresses the general 
doctrine that the flesh or bodies of the dead 
would be raised incorruptible. But this writer 
testifies both for and against the literal corporeal 
rjsurrection of the body, and leaving, says Dr. 
Hody, "the traditions of the worthy fathers, his 
predecessors, endeavored to aosonimodatc the i oc- 
trioe of the resurrection to the notions of the 
h ;athen philosophers." Origen's writings.accord- 
ing to Moshiem, Milner, Dupin and other.", were 
a batch of puerilities, subtleties, contradiction! 1 , 
false criticisms, and fancies. He was the first 
man in the Christian church who stood up and 
dared to deny the pre-millennial advent ofoM 
Lord and propounded the entirely new view 
that the resurrection body would be purely spir- 
itual, etherial, and airy. So doing he nearly « n 
founded the whole church, threw many Christ'*" 
off the track, and setall Christiandom a quarrel- 
ing over his writings after his death. We con- 
sider it a pity that he ever lived or wrote, 
will first gives Origen's testimony in favor oft' 9 
resurrection of the same tody as presented w

There are some especially among the here- 
tics that are offended at the church's belief of 
the resurrection, as if we believed foolishly and 
absurdly concerning it. To whom we may an- 
iwer thus : If even they themselves confess that 
(here will be a resurrection of the dead, let them 
inswer us this question, What that is which 
died? Is it not the body? The resurrection 
therefore will be of tho body. Let them tell us 
besides whether they think that we shall have 
bodies in the resurrection or not ? I think since 
the apostle Paul says that it is sown a natural 
body, and shall be raissd up a spiritual body, 
they cannot deny but that the body is to rise, or 
that we are to have bodies in tho resurrection. 
Now since it is certain that we are to have 
bodies in the resurrection, and the bodies that 
fell are said to rise again (for nothing but that 
which fell can properly be said to rise again,) 
there is no doubt but that our bodies are there- 
fore to rise, that we may be again clothed with 
them. And if it were necessary that we should 
be in bodies, we ought not to be in any other 
bodies but our own. Now sine* it is true 
that they rise, and that they rise spiritual bodies, 
there is no doubt but that they are to rise again 
without their corruption and mortality : for it 
would be in vain tor any one to rise from the 
dead that he may die again." Such is Origen's 
itrong testimony in the affirmative, to which sev- 
eral pages more of similar testimony could be 
added, It is certain that Origen for the resur- 
rection of the flesh cannot overthrow Origen 
against it. His apologists Photius and Pamphi- 
lu insist that a denial of the literal rising again 
of the dead body was one of the tenets falsely 
charged upon him. But it is certain that he con- 
tradicts himself, and advanced a new theory on 
this subject hitherto totally unknown in the 
church.

It has become quite general, on the part of 
professing Christians, to say that at death all 
the good go immediately to heaven, and enjoy 
perfect bliig and glorification, and this is one 
reason, why the advent of Chr st and the resui- 
e 't ion of the body is held by many in Buch 
light esteem, and by others entirely discarded. 
If at death, we obtain all we could by a ream- 
rection, and the advent of the Messiah, why do 
the Scriptures make so much account of the lat- 
ter, and say so littlo of the former ? Let us 
consult the oracles of God, leaving all human 
traditions, and let them speak to our understand- 
ing, We find on examining them that the gospel 
which saint Paul preached, was, " Christ and 
the resurrection," not glorification at death, " in 
the presence of God, where is fullness of joy and 
at his right hand where there are pleasures over- 
more," and David, expresses his faith in this 
this wise, " I shall be satisfied with thy (Christ's) 
likeness," and when that will be, John will in- 
form us : — " Beloved, now are we the sons of 
God, and it doth not yet appear what we shall 
be : but we know that when ho shall appear, 
we shall be like him ; for we shall see him as he 
U." 

We will now listen to Paul's teaching :— 
"Moreover, brethren, I declare onto you the 
gospel which I preached unto you, which also ye 
have reoeived, and wherein ye stand : By which 
also ye are saved, if ye keep in memory what I 
preach unto you, unless ye have believed in vain. 
For I delivered unto you first of all, that which 
I also received, how that Christ died for our 
sins according to the scriptures : For if the 
dead rise not, then is not Christ raised : And if 
Christ be not raised, your faith is vain : ye are 
yet in your sins. Then they also which are fall- 
en asleep in Christ are perished. But though 
we, or an angel from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that wbioh we have preaoh- 
ed unto you let him be accursed. As we said 
before, so say I now agaio, If any man preach 
any other gospel mnto you than that ye have re- 
ceived, let him be accursed." 

What lesson does this teach ? but if there is 
to be no resurrection then all that have died in 
Christ, are not saved and glorified, but have per- 
ished and tho apostles wero false witnesses ; we 
may further learn his faith as we read : — •• But 
this I confess unto thee, that after the way which 
they call hersey, so worship I the God of my 
fathers, believing all things whiob are written in 
the law and in the prophets : Aod have hope to- 
ward God, which they themselves also allow, 
that there shall be a resurrection of the dead, 
both of the just and unjust. Yea doubtless, and 
I count all things but loss for the excellency of 
the knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord : for 
whom I have suffered the loss of all things, and 
do count them but dung, that I may win Christ, 
and be found in him, not having mine own righte- 
ousness, which is of the law, but that which is 
through the faith of Christ, the righteousness 
which is of God by faith: That I may know 
him, and the power of his resurrection, and the 
fellowship of .his sufferings, being made conform- 
able unto his death : If by any means I might 
attain unto the resurrection of the dead." 

We don't understand by this that Paul had 
any doubt as to the resurrection, he believed 
there would be two, and his desire was to have 
part in the first, for " on suoh the second death 
would have no power," he wanted to be resur- 
rected out from among tho dead. Hear him slill 
further:— " For lamina strait betwixt two, 
having a desire to depart, and to be with Christ; 
which is far better : For in this we groan, ear- 
nestly desiring to be clothed upon with our house 
which is from heaven : If so be that being cloth 
ed we shall not be found naked. For we that 
are in this tabernacle do groan, being burdened : 
not for that we would be unclothed, but clothed 
upon, that mortality might be swallowed up of 
life." tfUi j ] 

While a temporary absence from the body, 
with Christ in Paradise in the intermediate state 



was more desirable than this condition of toil 
and suffering, yet the more earnest longing of 
his soul was to be clothed upon with immortali- 
ty which would be in the resurrection at the Se- 
cond Advent, and not at death, as he says : — 
" Behold, I show you a mystery ; We shall not 
all sleep, but we shall all be changed in a mo- 
ment, in tho twinkling of an eye, at the last 
trump : for the trumpet shall sound, and the 
dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall 
be changed. For this corruptible must put on 
incorruption, and this mortal must put ou 
immortality. So when this corruptible Bhall 
have put on inoorrnption, and mortal shall have 
put on immortality, then shall be brought to 
pass the saying, that is written, Death is swal- 
lowed up in victory." 

He makes no mention of receiving his crown 
and his full reward at death, but on the contrary 
declares : — " For I am now ready to be offered, 
and tho time of my departure is at hand. I have 
fought the good fight, I have finished my course, 
I have kept the faith : Henceforth there is laid 
up for me a orown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous Judge, shall give me at that 
day : and not to me only, but unto all them also 
that love his appearing." 

Not one word does he say about going to heav- 
en here, he expected his reward when the Saviour 
promised to give it : — " And behold, I come 
quickly : and my reward is with me, to give 
every man according as his work shall be." 

It may be asked by some if the Savior did not 
promise the thief on the cross that he should be 
with him in paradise that day on which they 
died, we answer yes. 

But his going to Paradise was not introduc- 
ing him to his final glorious condition, but only 
to an intermediate state of rest, where those 
who die in the Lord are blest : — "And I heard 
a voice from heaven, Baying unto me, Write, 
lilessed are the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth : Yea, saith the Spirit, that they 
may rest from their labours ; and their works 
do follow them." Waiting for the ultimate, which 
will bo in the new earth Paradise, reigning with 
the King of Israel. While tho New Testament 
is very clear in its teachings on the subject of a 
conscious intermediate state between death and 
the resurrection, yet the minds of the saints arc 
carried forward to the day of resurrection as Un- 
crowning glory of their hope. The present, with 
all its privileges, blessings, and enjoyments >■ 
not a perfect state. The condition of intermedi- 
ate existence, though one of comfort, peace and 
rest, is not the perfect state. " The spirits oi 
just men," will be made perfect when united 
with their bodies that will be changed and 
fashioned like unto Christ's glorious body : 
Hence, all the saints of God will be perfected 
together. " There all, having obtained a good 
report through faith, received not the prom 
ise, God having provided some better thin; 
for us, that they without us should not be made 
perfect." 

Although the Saviour is now seated at hit 
Father's right hand in glory, he yet longs for 
that condition of exaltation, power and glory 
promised him : — " From henceforth he is ex- 
pecting till his enemies be made his footstool. 

The great scriptural motive to repentance, 
faith, obedience and holiness, is the coming ol 
the Son ot Man, the resurrection of the dead, and 
the final glorified condition in the Kingdom o 
God. Neither death, nor the intermediate state 
are presented as paramount or prominent mo- 
tives, but are always held as subordinate and 
feoondary. 

This must of necessity be the case, because a 
condition of heirship is not as desirable as that 
of possessor ; and the saints will never become 
possessor's until they are raised from the dead, 
and introduced into the Kingdom of Gad, whicb 
will be established on the naw earth, and after 
the endless ages are introduced. This being the 
case, why should not the church and the minis- 
try govern themselves accordingly? Why keep 
in the back-ground what the Lord intended 
should be foremost and greatest? Why magnify 
into undue importance those things which were 
never designed as leading considerations ? When 
will this turning of things upside down cease ? 



The inspired Paul, after instructing Timothy 
how and what to teach, says, "These things 
teach and exhort :" — " If any man teach other- 
wise, and consent not to wholesome words, even 
the words of our Lord Jesus Christ, and to doc- 
trine which is according to godliness, he is 
proud, knowing nothing, but doting about ques- 
tions aod strifes of words, whereof conicth envy, 
strife, railings, evil surmisings, perverse disput- 
ings of men of corrupt minds, and destitute of 
the truth, supposing that gain is godliness: from 
such withdraw thyself."

Hampton is next to Jamestown the oldest 
settlement in Virginia ; situated at the mouth of 
the James River, or more strictly upon a small 
tributary stream oalled Hampton Creek,it has ever 
been from its exposed situation peculiarly liable 
to invasion in times of war. British troops were 
garrisoned upon its citizens, British port holes 
frowned grim threatenings upon walls and spires, 
both in the Revolution and the war of 1812. 
Historically it is interesting from another fact, 
that here were planted tor the first time upon 
this continent the seeds of African servitude ; 
a system that has since so powerfully swayed tl • 
destinies of tho nation. It is true that the thrif- 
ty and speculative Dutch landed their cargo of 
twenty negroes at Jamestown, but a majority, if 
not all of them, were immediately brought to 
Hampton. 

The years of 1860— 61 found it a thriving 
and beautiful town, of some two thousand inhab- 
itants; but three miles distant, Fortress Monroe 
has been built, and guards its harbor from for- 
ign depredations. In the summer months the 
1 Chivalry of the South " crowd its streets in pur- 
suit of pleasure or of health. A military academy 
trains its youth in the school oi the sjldier. Its 
citizensare being enriched by the operation of the 
Pilot Law," which imposes a strict search up- 
on every vessel leaving its wharves, the ostensi- 
ble motive being the detection of runaway slaves, 
the real motive the exaction of a fee of five dol- 
are from the owner of every craft so searched, 
or of the heavy fine inflicted should the regula- 
tion be violated. 

The ordinanoe of secession passed (April 17th 
1861, by the Legislature of the State) found its 
people divided, a few resisting the rampant 
spirit of dissunion from motives of policy rather 
than patriotism ; their opposition was feeble 
and impotent; nothing could stay the tide of 
popular sentiment, 

Government at length gathered sufficient force 
at Fortress Monroe to warrant an advance, and 
with General Butler at their head they marched 
upon Hampton. 

Great was the excitement in tho threatened 
town ; visions of rapine and murder floated be- 
fore the eyes of terrified women and children ; a 
lew among the fieroer spirits of the male sex, 
seized their guns, and rushed to the bridge which 
stood between them and the advancing foe ; they 
gazed upon the solid columns of " Yankee Hire- 
lings," and with a wisdom worthy of all commen- 
dation, retired ; the capture of Hampton was 
bloodless. 

A deputation of citizens waited upon General 
Butler and demanded his authority for the war- 
like demonstrations. •' Look behind you and 
see my authority," replied the General, pointing 
signifioantly to the long line of glittering bay- 
onets — they were satisfied. 

Upon one point the testimony of the inhabitants 
is uniform, the Union soldiery never wantonly 
destroyed private property, or insulted peace- 
ful citizens during the whole period of their oo- 
cupancy ; such deeds were left to fitter hands. 
Soon the disastrous battle of Big Bethel, (where 
Winthrop and Grebble went up to God,) was 
fought, and the solemn cortege of the dead 
moved through the streets of Hampton amid the 
secret acclamations of the disloyal people. Then 
rumors of an advance in force of tho Confeder- 
ate army caused the withdrawal of all the Union 
troops — Hampton was defenceless. 

For three weeks it stood silent, and no armed 
heel or bugle blast, awoke the echoes of its 
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deserted streets. It was at the dusk of evening 
that thiee rebel soldiers, (young Hamptonians 
Bent as spies by their General,) came stealthily 
to the houses of their friends, and supped with 
them j the next night a detachment of cavalry 
galloped into the town. A spectator says, " they 
rode back very slowly ;" but upon each un- 
sheathed sabre there gleamed a strange bright- 
ness ; the very heavens were lurid with light — 
Virginia had applied the torch to the homes of 
her own children; and as the executioners rode 
slowly out into the solemn night, Hampton 
smouldered into ashes. 

Sadly suggestive are her ruined homesteads, 
even to an uointerestod spectator; how must 
the hearts bleed of those whose fondest recollec- 
tions cluster around the desolate shelterless 
hearthstones ; here nothing has been spared — a 
very graveyard of homes — each crumbling wall 
a spectre and a witness — sileut orators whose 
noiseloss speech is eloquent with admonition. 

Beautiful even in its ashes is the old church — 
the British in seventy-six made of it a barrack 
for their troops, and in the latter war a shamble, 
they used, but did not destroy. Now the pretty 
spire is level with the earth ; the old bell (given 
years ago by Queen Elizabeth,) molten and 
shapeless. In the graveyard are ancient tomb- 
stones, tiny graves, and proud sarcophage ; each 
bearing inscriptions telling some story of hope, 
and life to come ; in their midst stand the black- 
ened ruins past all resurrection. Stately morun- 
era droop over crumbled fane and lowly dead — 
time-worn willows are there ; who sway in the 
sad gale, andohaunt mournful requiems to the de- 
parted. While over all, in the Eternal heavens, 
sits God who has written, " My house shall be 
a house of prayer, but ye have made it a den of 
thieves." " And he rent the veil of the temple 
in twain." 

Retributive justice never sleeps— first to par- 
take of the iniquities of the Slave System, first 
to fall victim to the violence which it ordained ; 
the prayers of your children thrust forth from you 
with stripes, into suffering, degredation and name- 
less shames, have ever ascended unto the Just 
One ; and your solemn assemblies, your rituals, 
and chimes, and organ notes, have been to Him a 
mockery. Virginia and her sister states are 
learning the same bitter lesson ; learning it 
through tears aud blood. The first-born of 
every household have been laid upon the sacri- 
ficial altar ; their fields and pleasant places are 
laid desolate. And now gathering for the last 
despairing struggle in that " battle with fate, 
which can never be woo," tbey await inevitable 
overthrow. 

But amid the ashes of ruined Autocracies 
there will stand an enfranchised people ; from 
whom in the ripening of mellow years to come, 
there shall emerge a brighter civilization ; with 
Liberty as its consort, and all scholarly lore 
with learned arts, aud skillful handicraft for its 
minister.

,i ■ . ARM 7 MOVEMENTS. 

The army news for the past week is indeed cheer- 
ing ! All the armies of the North are again in mo- 
tion ! Gen. Hooker's whole army has crossed the 
Bappaliannook, and is 14 pushing the enemy to the 
wall." Continual skirmishing bag been going on 
for several days, and 000 or 700 prisoners have been 
captured. Gen. Hooker has issued the following 
atirring address to his troops : — 
> Headquarters Arut of tub Potomac, 

[Li„ Near Falmouth, April 30. 

General Orders No. 47. It is with satisfaction 
the commanding general announces to the army 
that the operations of the last three days have deter 
mined that our enemy must ingloriouely fly or 
gome out from behind his defences and give as bat- 
tle on our ground, where certain destruction await* 
him. The operations of the 5th, 11th, and 12ih 
corps have been a succession of splendid achieve- 
ments.

Tho latest news from Vioksburg is to the 28th 
Tho entire urmy of Gen. Grant was in motion. Wt 
lime now nine gunboats, two rams and seven trans- 
ports, besides a large number of flat boats and 
barges, below Vicksburg. They were protected in 
pinning tho batteries by bales of cotton and hay. 
Gen. Steel, during bis late expedition, destroyed 
over a million bushels of corn and quantities of ba- 
con, aud captured 500 mules and nearly as many 
cattle. 

; Another attack in to be mode upon Charleston im- 
mediately. The affair is said to have been arraign- 
ed for the 3d inst. Tho land foic: will co-operale 
with the navy in this second attack. 
A The results, among others, of Gen. Banks' expe- 
lition, are : accomplishing a march of over 200 
mil • : beating the enemy in three battles, two on 
iland, one on Grand Lake; dispersing the rebel 
army utterly ; destroying the rebel navy ; captur- 
ing the foundries of the enemy at Franklin and New 
Iberia, and demolishing the salt works ten milts 
south-west ol the latter place ; capturing the camp 
equipage of the enemy, also several guns and 
between 1000 and 2000 prisoners, and bo derang- 
ing the plans of the rebels that they cannot 
for some moDths, if ever, reorganize his land 
•nd naval forces in that portion of Louisiana. 
Other successes ol Gon. Banks, already known t > 
the public, are mentioned. Our lots in the two 
Und battles was 600 or 700. Nothing could ex- 
ceed tho conduct ol the officers and privates in Gen. 
Banks' command. The dispatches say : "We hare 
not only destroyed the army and navy of the enemy, 
and captured his materials for the reorganization 
t»f his force, but we buve also in our possession his 
ablest officers of the see, and land." 

Wo have the gratifying intelligence that the rebel 
privateer --Retribution" was captured off the port 
of St. Domingo, March 2Slh, by the United States 
steamer Alabama, and when last seen had her in tow. 



rOREtCJJ AFFAIRS. 

Our latest foreign arrivals are from Liverpool 12th 
to New York 30th inst. A portion of thenewB which 
we publish below, is somewhat interesting as re- 
gards our relations with France and England. The 
hope which we indulged, as expressed in our last 
issue, is changed to gloomy forebodings again. 
' England.— On the 6th, a deputation of shippers 
And merchants interested in the Mexican trade, 
waited on Earl Russell. The importance of the in- 
terview was considerably enhanced by an announce- 
ment made during its progress, that while the Unit- 
ed States Government has been seizing British ves- 
sels bound to Matamoras without any contraband 
OB board, Mr. Adams has given special license for a 
•hip to proceed from England to Matamoras free 
from interlerencc by American cruisers, to carry suj- 
plies, which are stated to consist of arms and am- 
munition for the Mexicans in the war with France. 
It was also shown that the interlerencc of the Fed- 
,«ral cruisers with the Mexican trade had the effect 
M enable the Americans to establish a monoply. 
, At the immediate object of the deputation was to 
.•licit from tho Government some protection to the 
„Sea Queen, which was detained at Falmouth await- 
io3 the decision ol the Government, a suggestion 



subject to criminal law. A policy of insurance 
was attempted to be effected at Loyds on the ICth, 
the vessel being lurnished witb a certificate from 
Mr. Adams addressed to Admiral Du Pont, dated 
from the United States Legation, London, and stat- 
ing tliat Means. Howell and Tidman have furnished 
Mr. Adams with evidence that the vessel was really 
bound to Matamoras with a cargo for u*» Mexicans, 
and be therefore cheerfully gave them a certificate 
at their request. The Times, in an editorial says: 
" Mr. Adams has transferred the police ot the Mexi- 
can land frontier to English ports of shipment, by a 
system of passes for English goods and merchandise, 
without which they are not to reach the Mexican 
coast. The ono saleguard he has granted evidently 
had a money value, since it was produced at Loyd's 
in order to obtain insurance. IT it was likely to re- 
duce the premium it gave the shippers an unlair 
advantage over all the firms to which Mr. Adams, 
Irom caprice or misinformation, might refuse his 
pass, but the commerce of England will not accept 
an exemption that gives it freedom of action on 
an American ticket ot leave. All the coast of Mex- 
ico is neutral territory, and by no right can one of > 
its ports be blockaded. In continuing our commer- 
cial intercourse with Mexico we deny even the lie 
bility to any detention or interruption. The traffic 
is legitimate and cannot be carried on in letters of 
permits and certificates from the U. S. Legation. 
English merchants cannot go as suppliants to fur- i 
eizn ministers for licenses to transact business. The

Ution or a blander." The Times' city article gives 
further particulars of the affair. It says the gentle- 
man named in the pass by Mr. Adams are Mr. 
Howell, an American contractor, and Gen. Zirman 
ol the Mexican army, and it was the agents of these 
persons who attempted to effect an insurance. Mr. 
Adams, in a letter, said he granted the certificate 
on account of the creditable object in view, which 
ubject was to ship aims and ammunition lor the 
Mexicans in tho war against France. The insur- 
ance proposed was 80,000 pounds sterling on the 
arms, and 30,000 on the ships' freight. Lord R. 
Cecil, asked if it was true that spies had been sent 
to Liverpool to watch the dockyards and confederate 
agents. Sir G. Grey denied that any spies bad 
been employed by the Government. The facts were 
these ; Earl Russell had received a letter from the 
American Minister containing various allegations in 
reference to the infringement of the foreign enlist 
ment at Liverpool. The Mayor of Liverpool had 
consequently been requested to make inquiries, but 
no suggestion had been mode as to the manner in 
which such inquiries ehould be made. He was af- 
terwards informed that the head constable of Liver- 
pool had made inqnries, and neither tho Mayor nor 
watch committee had raised any objections. 

Poland. — The Paris Pays says the dispatches of 
England, France and Austria were' presented to 
Russia on tho 17th. A Vienna, dispatch says the! 
question threatened to assume greater complications; 
Great excitement prevailed in Norway and Sweden 
regarding Poland. The Courts of Italy and Porta* 
gal had conveyed to St Petersburg their adhesion to 
the notes ol the three piwers. The revolutionary 
Committee had divided Poland into twenty-threi 
districts, each to furnish 400 men and pay taxes! 
Since the publication of the amnesty, it is asserted, 
the movements of the insurgents liad become more 
active. Numerous engagements are reported. An 
attack on Kallisch was daily expected. 

Spam. — Napoleon has addressed an autograph 
letter to the Queen of Spain, in rather pressing 
terms on behalf ol imprisoned Protestants. 

Greece. — It is stated that Bavaria hae enter li a 
8-iecial protest against the occupation of the Gree^ 
throne by any king not belonging to the Bavarian 
dynasty. The National Assembly of Greece has 
(ormed a new Ministry, and voted thanks to Eng- 
land for the proposed cession of the Ionian Islands. 
A Copenhagen journal says the difficulties which 
opposed Prince William's acceptance of the Greek

Indie and China.— The Imperialist* have aga^i 
been defeated at Shoonshing for want of besiegink 
material.

Labors in Buchanan, Mich.— The Stale o^ the Ad- 
vent Cause— Visit to Nilet and Interoiai with Rev 
Alfred Brgant— Elder Mansfield. 
Friday, Jan. 15tb. Arrived at the depot aboui 
11, P. M.,and lound brother Mansfield and others 
waiting for me, from whom I had a joyful recep- 
tion. I soon found myself in the happy home o 
brother H., where 1 was cordiully greeted by hi: 
household and every want of a weary traveller sup- 
plied. 

In a brief conversation I found brother M. and 
his wife, who is a "true yoke-fellow," hid held 
preparatory meetings of prayer, and had all things 
in readiness for mo. The ohurch was in good work 
ing condition and ready to take hold with me al 
once in the labor of bringing souls to Christ and 
ot building np the cause. 

Friday, Jan. 16th. Commenced our meetings this 
evening, and though we" had a short notice a larg> 
audience were in a't- ndance. The regular appoint- 
ment was on the 18th, but I could not afford to lit 
by two days, when there was un opportunity to do 
good, and so improved both Friday aud Saturday, 
and had very good times in speaking on Isa. 20 : 3 
Perfect Peace ; and on Assurance, Irom 2 Tira. 4 
6 — 8 — "llencelorth there is a crown of righteous 
nees laid up for me." 

Sabbath, Jan. 18th. Spoke in the morning from 
Dan. 2d. Traced tho four uoiversal monarchic*, 
Irom the days of Nebuchadnezzar to the end ol all 
earthly dominion, and the establishment of God't 
everlasting kingdom, in which there will be no gen- 
eration or corruption, no tears, sickness, sorrow oi 
death ; and showed by the fulfillment of this vision 
that we stand on tho threshold uf the glorified king- 
dom. Glorious prospect for the heirs ol the king-

In the alternoon 1 attended the Sabbath schoo'. 
and Bible class. Eighty or more were pre ent ano 
took part in this delightful exercise. The school is, 
prospering under the superintendence ot brothei 
liichards and his faithful co-workers. It is one u 
the best schools I found among our people in tin 
West. Brother and sister Mansfield take an inter- 
est in it, as all {asters should, which is of greai 
service to the school. 

In the evening I expounded the eloventh cbaptet 
ol Revelation, to' a crowded audience, and ban 
breathless attention for an hour and a half. 1 
showed that the two witnesses were the Word o 
God, the Old and New Testument ; and that tl.e. 
prophesied in sackcloth 1200 years, during the pu 
pal reign. And when they had finished their testi- 
mony, they were sluin by the "Beast" from the pit 
And as they were slain in 1793, the 1260 yean 
must have commenced in A. D. 533. And so th 
time when the witnesses were slain must settle for- 
ever the date of the 1200 years of papal supremacy, 
the Holy City trodden uuder loot, and the sojourn 
of tho. woman in the wilderness, which began and 
ended with the sackcloth state or the witnesses. 
Rev. 11 : 2; Rev. 13: 5 ; Rev. 12: 14. Now i 
we begin the 1260 years in 538, the witnesses wouh. 
h Lve leen s'a'n in 179S. But as they were slain in 
1793, and restored to life in 1797, and as no such 
events did tako place in 1798, or in 3 1-2 years after, 
in 1802, to fulfil the prophecy, we are forced to th. 
conclusion that the true date of the 1200 years is 
A. D. 533, when the Bishop of Rome was declared 
to b6"headof all the churches," by the Emperor 
Justinian. And the 1335 years of Dan. 12: 12. 
b -ginning with this date as most expositors agree 
they will end in 1888. I have seen nothing as ye' 
that affects this argument. I believe it to besouud 
And, "believing, therefore 6peak." I look with 
intense interest, and expect to see Daniel "stand in 
his lot at the end of the days." When will the 
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church wnke up to see these tbings and gird herself 
to meet her coming King? 

During the week, from Monday the 19th to the 
next Saturday, we held three services each day. 
Conlerence and prayer in the morning, and lectures 
iu the afternoon and evening. Those meetings were 
well attended and sustained with much interest 
1 rarely meet with a church who give so much as- 
sistance and sympathy in the work of the Lord. 
The week ended in joy and triumph. Many were 
blessed, and all could say it was "good to be here." 
I spoke on practical subjects in the afternoon, and 
in the evening prophetical. Visited between servi- 
ces. 

Sabbath, Jan. 25tb. Spoke on the prophetic 
periods, showing their harmonious termination in 
1867-8. In the evening expounded the twentieth 
chapter of Revelation — tho two resurrections and 
the one thousand years' reign of ChriBt with his 
saints on the earth, beginning with the end of this 
Jispensation. The house was crowded as usual, and 
a deep and solemn interest. The holy communion 
was administered to-day to over ono hundred of the 
happy saints. 

Monday, Jan. 28th. In company with brother 
ind sister Mansfield went to Niles. Brother M. aud 
I called upon the Rev. Alfred Brynnt, pastor of the 
Presbyterian church in this phce. He is a Millena- 
rian, and has written several works on the subject, 
which are now out of print. We were received 
with great cordiality and had a free conversation ol 
more than an hour on the signs of the times, the 
itate of our country and the coming kingdom. He 
is not preaching ranch on the prophecies at this 
time ; but the burden of his preaching is on the im- 
portance of a preparation for events that are soon 
to come on the earth. They have a revival interest 
among them on the higher life, and have kept up a 
daily prayer-meeting for some time. We lelt better 
lor the interview. O, it is good to converse and as- 
sociate with kindred spirits, to compare our views, 
and give and receive words of good cheer in these 
times of peril. 

Mr. Bryant is one of tho humble and earnest men 
ol the times, and is highly esteemed by the commu- 
nity. But like all earnest men in these times he i> 
not without enemies. He has nsked for a dismis- 
sion from the ohurch, and intends to be free to de- 
vute his time and talents to a free proclamation of 
the Gospel of the kingdom among the destitute. 
God give him good speed. 

We returned to Buchunan in the evening, where 
I preached to a crowded audience on right living, 
or according to the laws of life and health, in order 
to higher attainments in religion. It wus well re- 
vived by all except some dealers in intoxicating 
Jrinks, who, in good time, left tho house, it being 
juite too hot for them. 

Tuesday, Jan. 27tb. Gave two lectures to-day, 
with a view to close up in the evening. But the in- 
terest was such I consented to remuiD another duy 
nd preach in the evening to the young people. In 
the afternoon of Wednesday there was a funeral ol 
in interesting boy, a neighbor of brother Mansfield, 
'O we all attended the funeral. Being Univcrsal- 
ists, thoy had their own minister, who invited mo to 
<it with him and take part. ITe spoke from 2 Cor. 
5:1. He showed the reason why he did not be- 
lieve in the resurrection of tho body, and gave his 
argument for the future existence of the dead as 
going to heaven on the breath leaving the body. 
There was no future coming of Christ, no future 
judgment, no future resurrection, 0710" Christ's body 
did not rise from the toaO ! There was only an 
-limination from the body. So at death all go di- 
rectly to heaven, and enter on their full reward, and 
are glorified. Redemption complete. Her.adapart 
if the 15th of 1st Corinthians, but gave it an inter- 
pretation to harmonizo with the above views. It 
was a compound of Spiritualism, Universalism and 
Swedenborgianism. 

I had some conversation with this clergyman, 
Rev. Mr. Strope, in which I gained some informa- 
tion as to tho present position of Universalieta. I 
*us not aware that they bad apostatised so far irom 
Winchester, Murray and other lathers of the sect 
It seems to me they have but little farther to go to 
out of the Bible altogether. 
In the eveningl preached my last discourse, which 
I addressed to the young people. We had a solemn 
season, and I trust that many who wept will also 
pray and come to Christ. I can but hope a good 
narvest of souls will be gathered under the labors of 
brother and sister Mansfield, who continue the meet- 
ings over another week. 

I took my leave of this kind people after two 
weeks labor, in which I fofmed many bappy associ- 
ations. I felt reluotant to leave this happy and in- 
teresting church. It is the largest and beet ohurch 
f AdventistsI have visited in the West. I was 
raised, and has been built up, and has be;n sustain 
ed by the labors of brother and sister Mansfield. It 
now has a membership of one hundred or mori 



Four new members were added during our meetings. 

Some of the members or this church having em- 
braced the doctrines of the "age to come," so called, 
withdrew some time since and organized a church of 
their own. Elder Stephenson was with them when 
I was there, and attended my lectures, and took 
notes, with a view to review them after I bad lelt, 
to which I had no possible objection, and about 
whioh I have lelt no concern. I am an Adventist, 
and the doctrines I hold and preach have been tried 
and proved to be good. So far as I bave become 
acquainted with the doctrine and usages of the "age 
to come," I have not been favorably impressed. 
But let every one be fully porsuaded in their own 
mind. 

Brother and sister Mansfield came West in the 
early history of the cause, aDd have been faithful. 
And they are still labo.ing for its unity and pros- 
perity. They have my prayers for their future suc- 
cess. I hope my visit will prove a blessing to them 
and the flocks under their care in Buchanan and else- 
where. They are worthy, and should be sustained 
in their work. 

The proposed camp-meeting in June I trust will 
give the cause a new impetus, and that we shall see 
prosperity in all this region. Let all rally and come 
up to the feast of tabernacles in June next. 

Thursday, Jan. 29th. Rose at 4, A.M., and took 
carriage with brother Baker and others for South 
Bend, Ind.. Tbok the car for Hillsdale, the place 
of my next meeting. We had a bad road, but 
made the distance in seaton, lor our knowledge ol 
the lime. Bnt we were led into an error on the 
time. We were inlormed that the car started at 
9 o'clock 40 minutes. But the true time was b 
o'clock 20 minutes. So we wore too late I So much 
for not knowing the true time. Our Saviour con- 
demned the Jewish church for their ignorance ol the 
time ol their visitation. "And when He woe oome 
near, He beheld the city, and wept over it, saying, 
tf thou hadst known, even thou in this thy day, tin 
things whioh belong to thy peace, but now they are 
hid Irom thine eyes — because thou knewest not the 
time ol thy visitation j" Luke 19 : 41—44. The 
disappointment to me was slight, because there was 
another train in which 1 could get to my appoint- 
ment. But to the Jewish church there was no othei 
time. The last hour of probation was gone. "Tht 
harvest was past and the summer was ended, and 
they were njt saved." So it will be with the Gen- 
tile church. If she in her blindness rejects the light 
on the prophetio periods and says, "My Lord deluy. 
eth His coming. He will come in an hour that they 
know not, and cut them off from the inheritance 01 
His people. "When these things begin to come to 
pass, then look up ; know yo that the kingdom ol 
God is nigh at hand."

I took the night train, which lay over at Middle- 
bury station, and stopped over night with the sta- 
tion agent.

She inquired about the six thousand years and other 
periods, on which I gave her what light I had, and 
also furnished her with papers to give her more full 
information on the suhject. I doubt not some good 
will come of this call. In the afternoon 1 took the 
ear for Hillsdale, Mich., where I met Elder Seymour, 
who took me to his home in Reading, eight miles. 
I bad not met brother and sister Seymour since our 
Cimp-mecting in Scottuvillc, N. 1'., twenty year.- 
ago. Our mooting was a joyful ono. These old 
soldiers who have been through all the war, have 
sympathies and fellowship that others cannot feel. 
O, I hope w • sba'l all march into the kingdom to- 
gether. That will be a glorious day. The "Lord 
hasten it in ita time." Joshua V. Hues.

Second Advent Preaching In Canada West. 

Brothks Litcu :— As an important chronicle ol 
the progress of the Second Advent cause, your use- 
ful journal should record the doings not only ol 
members of the Second Advent denomination, bot 
also of other sects, even although the views of such 
of them as advocate tho imminenco and nearness of 
Christ's return may differ in eome-dotails from such 
as are upheld by the publishing committee of your 
paper. 



One ol the estimable features of the character of 
the late lamented Sylvester Bliss was his w ™„ 
no* to admit to the column, of yonr journal 2 
menu, ol the vewsof the Second Advent advocat 
in other denominations, although they differed some- 
what Irom his own-a praiseworthy manifestation 
of Ireedom from sectarianism and narrow-minded 
new, wbieh a certain other Second Advent journal 
would do well to imitate, and which in these day, 
is the more pleasing to meet with, seeing that then, 
•s so much bigotry and illiberal sectarianism amone 
many of those who loudly profess themselves free 
from it, and. yet denounce every sect but their own 1 
as being part and parcel of Babylon. [A] 

I am sure that some . f your readers, who are glad 
to hear ol the increased proclamation of the speedy 
coming of Christ, will be interested to be informed 
of the attention that is being given to the subject in 
Canada West in some of the places I have recently 
heen lecturing in. 

After spending about five months in Philadelphia, 
Where I preached on this subject in about twenty 
Episcopal and other churches, and also in Diligent 
Hall, I left for Canada West, and arrived in Dunn- 
vHle, C. W., a place of about fifteen hundred inhab- 
itanto, in the seoond week in March. Here I re- 
mained a fortnight giving several lectures j D the 
Episcopal and Wesleyan churches to crowded houses, 
and also in the Boswell Hull, which was Oiled with 
about five hundred persons on two successive Sunday 
evenings. Most of the leading inhabitants of the 
town, and the Baptist, We>l -yon, Presbyterian at d 
Episcopal ministers attended Hie dozen lectures I 
gave there, and some evenings many were crowded 
out or the place of lecture. The subject was the 
general topic of discussion and conversation in the 
town and neighborhood, and a deep interest was 
awakened in the minds of many. 

There is a great difference between Canada West 
ind most parts of tho United States, as I have re- 
peatedly found from experience, in regard to the 
hearing that can be obtained on these questions. In 
many towns ol the same size in the United States, I 
might scarcely have obtained more than a dutsn or 
fifty people, so much unbelief and especial aversion 
W Seeond Adventism prevails generally in theStates, 
except among professed Second Adventists. This is 
owing, I believe, to the fact that there is less infidel- 
ity in Canada than in tho States, and also that 
wherever the Scotch and English element prevails, 
there is more general reaped lor religion and Sec- 
ond Adventism. Whatever the cause may be, I 
have invariably found that 1 oould obtain far larger 
audiences in the British Provinces than in the States. 
I may suggest to those who may travel here lectur- 
ing on prophecy, that the beet time for discourses 
iu a public hall on Sunday, is in the afternoon, it 1 
three o'clock, and in the evening, at eight, imme- 
diately alter the usual hair- past sis o'clock service! 
ire finished. For instance, I preached on two Sun- 
lay evenings in the Episcopal church at half-past 
•ix o'clock, to lull houses, and immediately after- 
wards at eight o'clock, in the Boswell Hall, to a, 
still larger gathering, consisting uf those who had 1 
just come out of the Methodist and Presbyterian I 
uhurcliee, and who, although they would not leave 
their regular ohurch services, were yet willing to] 
oome afterwards. 

The viewe which I set forth, and which in eon- 1 
junction with accompanying Gospel exhortations tol 
sinners, excite so much attention in the places 1 herej 
Visited, are not of the vague, indefinite, diluted, on 
certain character, which some who style themselves 
preaohers on the prophecies, hold forth ; but tbeir 
nature may be apprehended from the announcement 
ol them that 1 make in the newspapers and by pla- 
cards, and which Bpccifb s them to be lectures upoo 
the Great Tribulation and Great Events accompa- 
nying the Coming of Christ about 1865-70, by tho 
Rev. M. Baxter, of the Episcopal church, as delif- 
ered by him in Episcopal and oilier churcl les in Bos- 
ton, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washing- 
ington, etc., the subjects of them being, "The Con- 
ing of Christ to remote the Wise Yirgi: s about) 
1865, (according to Bickersteth, Birks.etc.) beforo 
tlie three and one-hall years' Great Tribulation fro* 
1866 to 1870, and His descent on the earth to sl»T 
the unrepentant about 1870. Rev. 12 : 14. LoniO 
Napoleon tho destined monarch of tho world, and 
the Anti-Cbrtst loreshown to become supreme over 
England, America, etc., and to be a far greater 
scourge of nil nations than Napoleon I. Rev. 13 and-,

(A.) It ever has been, nod we truEt ever will bo, 
the policy of the Advent Herald, to give all opinions 
a hearing, within reasonable limits, and when pre- 
sented in a courteous manner toward those who 
differ Irom them ; always reserving the right ol 
criticism and review. It is thus we endeavor to 
:ulfill the apostolic injunction, to " prove all things, 
and hold fast tbat which is good." The trouble 
with the paper in pursuing this course has often 
been, that those who have accepted its proffer have 
not relished the criticisms- 

(B.) Such a confirmation of a league or cove- 
nant between Napoleon and the Jews, will of course 
be decisive ; and until it shall take place, all ar- 
guments are, and must be, inconclusive. But a 
serious objection comes np in connection with the 
quotation from Dan. 11 : 23. " And after the 
league made with with him, he shall work deceit- 
fully ; for he shall come np and become strong wiih 
a small people." From this it would seem that 
the subject of the prophecy is to have but a " small 
people " when the league is made. But Napoleon 
HI. has a large people hot, from thirty-six to forty 
millions. But if he should make such a league 
with the Jews, that fact would over-rule the objec- 
tion and explain the text to mean, a compai atively 
"small people. 1 ' A fulfillment only can fix it posi- 
tively on any individual. It is true that Napoleon 
is a singular character and bears some chnracterfc- 
tics of the subject of this prophecy. 

The London Jewish Chronicle states on the au- 
thority of a " high dignitary in the church," tbat 
Napoleon HI., in a recent interview with one of 
the European Jewish bankers, after completing his 
financial business, said to him, •' Well, Jew, when 
is your nation going back to Palestine?" " When 
your majesty is ready to lead them there," said the 
Jew. " But," said the Emperor, M are your peo- 
ple ready to receive me as their Messiah?" The 
Jew was silent, and they parted. This if troc, is 
a striking incident, but does nut prove anything 
conclusively. Ed. 
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Effect of the Climate and Cystous of tri 
NotTii upon the Negroes. — A writer in oue of the 
Philadelphia papers says the Northern States can 
never be a home for the negro, as is evidenced by 
the decrease in their numbers shown by the census 
tables. In New York city, where if in any place 
at the North negroes would increase, by the census 
of 1850 there were 15,815 colored people, namely, 
10,752 blacks and 3,068 mulattoes. In 1800 there 
wore only 10,831 colored people, of which 7,8£6 
were blacks and 3,005 mulatoes. So rapid is this 
decrease that should it continue for forty years only, 
at the same rate, there would not be left one sol - 
tary negro, mulatto, quadroon, or octoroon, in New 
fork, to show what the chattel was. The truth is 
that on the whole the Indians have not disaf peared 
from the West as rapidly as the negrois from their 
Northern headquarters, New York. Northern peo- 



ple prefer white servants. The negro is generally 
a good ^domestic only in rich families, and among 
people of aristocratic tastes and habits. He likes 
luxury, honpilaity and display, high living and 
showy liveries, lie is a Southerner. Almost all 
tbe families of the Middle and Northern States who 
keep servants are either only moderately rich, ur 
else live with little drpluy us compared to the 
Southern aristocracy. People who have only one 
or two, or even three domestics, find that in the long 
run white servauts are the most economical lur 
i hem,

Sin powder, 25 grains; and lamp-block, 3 groin*, 
solve the copal in the oil ol lavender coinuineo 
in a phial, by the aid of gentle heat, then mix tl e 
lamp-black with tbe solution by trituration in a 
porcelain mortar. If t >o thick add a little turpen- 
tine. This is an iudelliblo black ink. To make a 
red ink ot the same quality add Vermillion to llie 
copal solution. Amber varnish ground with lamp- 
black makes a good black ink also ; il colored with 
vermilion, it makes a red ink. Such inks dry viry

6. Coirfkt and triumph. His sojourn here 
was made up of conflict, — battle upon battle. 
With Satan, the old serpent, and with his seed, 
the men of this world, the war was daily waged. 
The wilderness of temptation began the conflict, 
and Gethsemane closed it. In entering on the 
first of these, we see Him girding on His armour ; 
in qnitting the last . we see Him putting it off, 
assured that, though the results of the warfare 
were yet future, the battle itself was won. As 
the Father's captain, (captain of the Lord's host,) 
He fought ; as the church's leader and com- 
mander He fought ; as the world's great opposer 
He fought; as Satan's enemy He fought; as 
the woman's seed, sent to carry out the Father's 
purpose and to fulfil the Father's promise in Par- 
adise, He fought, till weary with the unceaslag 
warfare, bruised in the terrible combat, and cov- 
ered with blood and wounds, He breathed out 
His spirit into the Father's hands, and laid down 
His body in the tomb. 

But though he thus fought the good fight vic- 
toriously, still we see not yet all things put un- 
der Him. Satan stills roams and rages; the 
world still rebels; sin still holds the sway of 
earth. But the triumph ii sure; and of that 
coming triumph we have the earnest, as the apos- 
tle tells, (Heb. 2 : 9,) in His present exaltation 
to the right hand of the Majesty in the heavens. 
That exaltation is not the triumph, but it is the 
pledge ot it ; it is not the coming, but it is the 
anticipation of it. The fight that was maintained 
by the Head is still carried on by the members 
here ; and the Apocalypse may be said to be 
the annals of the church's battles, summed up 
with Armageddon, the battle of the great day of 
God Almighty. Seal after seal is opened, and 
still there is battle ; vial after vial is poured out 
and still there is battle; till at last the cry is 
heard, "Behold, I come as a thief,"— the gath- 
ered hosts of Armageddon are swept off ; and the 
voice from heaven is heard, "It is done," bid- 
ding us look back ^nd sec the woes of earth com- 
pleted and the conflict ended. And then again 
other great voices are heard in heaven, — voices 
pointing to the glorious future, and saying, "The 
kingdoms of the world are become tbe kingdoms 
of our Lord and of His Christ, and he shall reign 
forever !" 

6. Rejection and owning. When He came the 
first time, He was the rejected one. "Rejected 
of men" was the prophetic designation. "He 
came unto His own, and His own received Him 
not." His claims were not admitted ; nay, they 
were spurned with blasphemy. "Not this man, 
but Barabbas," was the summing up of this re- 
jection both by Israel and the world. The man- 
ger of Bethlehem was the foreshadowing of hit 
rejection, and the cross was the awful, the unmis- 
takable fulfilment of that foreshadowing. He 
passed through earth as the rejected one ; he 
stood in Pilate's hall as the rejected one; he 
hung on Calvary as the rejected one ; he went 
down into the grave as the rejected one ; and 
when he ascended on high, owned and honored 
of the Father, it was still aBthe rejected of men ! 
He passed upwards, shaking off the dust of his 
feet against a world that had spurned his claims, 
and blasphemed his name, and cruoified himself. 

Has he then left this earth forever? Is it no 
more to be owned by him whom it disowned 7 
Is it reserved only for the condemnation, and 
the fire, and the eternal woe 7 Hear what be 
himself has, spoken in one of his parables, (Luke 
19 ; II — 27.) The multitude were expecting 
to see biro enter Jerusalem in triumph — taking 
to himself his great power, and reigning. He 
undeceived them. He must first be rejected. 
Ho must go into the far country to receive for 
himself the kingdom, and to return. During his 
absence, his oitizens hate bim as much as in his 
presenoe, and the cry goes up after him to 
heaven, "We will not have this man to reign 
over us," During the long day of his absence, 
this cry is ever heard ascending. But at length 
he returns, having been invested with the king- 
dom. At bis return he summons his servants 
nnd the citizens; he sits in judgment on them; 
he rewards the faithful, he recompenses the un- 
faithful, and he issues the command for the 



slaughter of his enemies. All this, it is evident, 
must be at his second coming, for it is with ref- 
erence to this that the whole parable is framed, 
as we learn from the thirteenth verse, "Occupy 
till I come." Then he whom earth has so long 
rejected is at length owned as King, and the 
glad cry is heard, "Lo, this is our God." Ho 
has all along been the accepted one of the Fa- 
ther, the "accepted one of Heaven ;" and now 
he becomes at last, after ages of rejection, the 
accepted one of earth, and rightful King of an- 
gels and of men ! 

In answer to the preceding line of argument, 
it may be said, Did not his ascension fulfil the 
passages referred to respecting his blessedness 
and glory 7 and why throw the fulfilment for- 
ward to his second coming? This has been 
partly answered already ; and it has been showD 
that in these passages which predict his glory, 
the reference is to his second coming as the time 
of the great development and true commence- 
ment of that glory. If we look carefully at 
these, we shall find that they contain no allusion 
to the period of our Lord's ascension and sitting 
at the Father's right hand. Very little is told 
us about what has been witnessed "within the 
veil," while our High Priest was there present- 
ing his finished work, and interceding for his 
church. Of this the time of his absence, but 
little iB said. We know that he has gone with- 
in the veil, that he has returned to the Father, 
that he has been set on the throne of the Majes- 
ty on high, and that thus far he has been glori- 
fied ; but that is all. It is not of the day of his 
absenoe that the prophets speak, but of his pres- 
ence ; not of his intercession, but of his king- 
dom ; not of his connexion with heaven, but 
with earth. All the texts already cited, without 
an exception, refer to the Father's purpose re- 
specting the earth and the nations of the earth — 
the "world to come," literally, "the habitable 
earth to come." That at his ascension his form- 
er condition of lowliness, and shame, and sorrow 
was reversed and exchanged for the opposite, we 
well know ; and from that day that he entered 
heaven, he had done with suffering and weakness 
forever. But still the peculiar honor and bless- 
edness which the Father destines for him await 
his second coming. 

1. As the great Judge. It is at his second 
coming that he is to be glorified. The Father 
has committed all jugdment to the Son ; but that 
judgment he did not begin to exercise at his 
ascension ; it is in reserve for his reappearing. 
Just now the Judge standeth before the door ; 
but then he will enter, and commence the judg- 
ment. 

2. As the great King. The kingdoms of earth 
are his by right, but he has not yet possessed 
them as his own. His ascension did not bring 
about the conversion of the world, or its acknowl- 
edgment of his sway. It is when he returns that 
his peculiar glory, as the King of Israel and 
King of the nations, is to be given him. 

3. As the church's Bridegroom. In the Fa- 
ther's purpose, the whole company of the re- 
deemed is to form his bride. The time of be- 
trothment is now ; but the day of espousals is 
yet to come. The marriage was not celebrated 
at his ascension, nor has it been since. But 
when he comes again, he comes as the church's 
Bridegroom ; he sends before him the midnight 
cry, "Behold, the Bridegroom cometh !" He 
brings his bride into the marriage-chamber, and 
the glad union is celebrated at the marriage-sap- 
per of the Lamb. 

4. As the church's Head. He is the Head, the 
church, the body ; and the Head will not be glo- 
rified apart from the body, or before the body. 
During tbe present dispensation of his absence, 
his members here are in the position in which he 
was when on earth. Hence the time of their 
suffering, and shame, and rejection is counted by 
him as if it were his own ; and not till their hu- 
miliation and tribulation are over — not till all 
his members are gathered, and his body complet- 
ed, will he enter upon his glory. We suffer to- 
gether, we are also glorified together ; we are to 
sit upon the throne together. 

And thus we see how truly Messiah's history 
divides itself into the same two parts as the oth- 
ers — dark and bright. The dark, covering the 



whole period before his incarnation — his life on j 
earth, the time of his absence, when he is still 
the rejected one, and bis church, like himself, 
oast out ; the bright, commencing with his re- 
turn as the Judge and King, the church's Head 
and Bridegroom. The glory that he waits for, 
and the glory which we are looking for, is the 
same — the glory of resurrection — the glory of 
tho kingdom — the glory of the espousals, and j 
tho whole bridal scene — the glory of Israel's 
restoration, and the world's conversion — the glo- 
ry of Satan's dethronement, and creation's deliv- 
erance — the glory of the new heavens and the 
new earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness. —

History of the Doctrine of the Res- 
urrection of the Flesh, from the 
times of the Aoostles to A- D- 700-

humber Four. 
It has been seen that Origen in many places 
fully sustains the views of the resurrection which 
had hitherto in the church found one unbroken 
chain of support from all the orthodox. But 
in other places he advances quite contrary no- 
tions and opinions. In one place he says the 
body in the resurrection is "made up of new par- 
ticles by growing, as corn does out of a seed - " 
The First Canon of the Council of Trulla con- 
demned him and his followers, Evagrius and Did- 
ymus, as having spoken "wickedly and contume- 
liously of the resurrection of the dead." Aris- 
tinus says of them, "They foolishly said that 
these very bodies that we now have are not to 
rise." So testify others. Epiphaneous, in A. 
D, 376, tells us that the followers of Origen 
"acknowledged the resurrection of the dead and 
of our flesh, and of the body of our Lord tbe 
same that was conceived of the Virgin Mary ; 
yet they did not own that the same flesh shall 
rise, but that another will be substituted by God 
in its place." This notion was also held by a 
sect of heretics called Hieracites. It was ex- 
actly the testimony of the false witnesses con- 
corning our Lord, (Mark 14: 57—59.) Je- 
rome, in A. D. 380, Bays 4he followers of Ori- 
gen would ad^mit the resurrection of the body, 
but in the next moment deny it would have 
hands, feet, or any other integral part which 
would go to form a human body. Jerome also 
says that Origen in several places denied Inat 
the body would rise with bones, flesh, Ac, and 
affirmed that it would be "aerial, etherial, in- 
tangible and invisible, — and* that whereas we 
now see with our eyes, hear with our ears, walk 
with our feet, and work with our hands, we 
shall then be all sight, all hearing," Ac. And 
the testimony ot Maximus and Methodius is that 
Origen made the rising body to be "subtle and 
etherial; and though it would have the form 
and shape of the human body, yet it would not 
be flesh.' 1 Indeed, Methodius, who wrote against 
the introdnction of this strange and new view 
into the church, says that Origen held the res- 
urreotion body would only consist of "air and 
fire !" Origen also taught that Adam and Eve 
were created naked spirits, and had no bodies 
till after the fall, and that then God clothed 
tbem with bodies by way of punishment, and that 
the coats of skin God made tbe first pair (Gen. 
3 : 21,) and with which He clothed them were 
these bodies ; that the soul cannot move without 
a material vehicle, and that in death it has an 
etherial body ; that at tho end of the world all 
bodies arc to be annihilated. Thus be made the 
soul everything and the body nothing. His fol- 
lowers, Evagrius and Didymus, went so far as to 
assert that "our bodies are not to rise, but our 
naked souls alone without bodies." Origen also 
held that in the other world a man may be an 
angel, and an angel be a man, by being caged in 
a human body ; or even in this manner become 
a devil. He thus subscribed to the doctrine of 
transmigration of soul, and strangely confound- 
ed men, angels and devils. And finally, says 
Dr. Hody, "It appears that he asserted with the 
Platonists that the body is no part of the man, 
but the soul alone is the whole man ; and that 
the body is tbe prison of the soul into which it 
is Bent by way of punishment for some sin it had 



committed in a state of pre-existence !" tyj t |j 
such notions in bis head is it any wonder that 
this man etherealized the reBurrection body? 
Endowed with immense learning, is it at all re ! 
markable he should befog and blind many as to 
the true faith, and unsettle the whole of Chris- 
tendom 7 Alas ! it is an alarming fact, t (, lt 
these spiritualistic views have come to be hcliev. 
ed and propagated by thousands of Christians i„' 
the world at the present time. 

"No sooner were these opinions advanced and 
published," says our informant, Dr. Hody, "than 
the whole church began to be alarmed." Old 
writers affirm he was condemned for tbem in his 
lifetime. Pamphilus, in the end of that cento., 
ry, wrote to apologize for Origen, and he tells 
us that "that which made the greatest noise and 
was chiefly opposed, was his opinion concerning 
the resurrection." Methodius, in A. D. 260 
instantly wrote a book entitled, "Against Ori- 
gen ; Concerning tbe Resurrection." The Ori- 
genio opinion Methodius opposed and confuted 
was, First, that the rising body will not consist 
of the tane substance that was buried; second 
that it will be not a body of flesh, but an etherial 
one. Antipater, a bishop in A. D. 460 ; Am- 
mon Hadrianopolite8, of a date unknown ; The- 
ophilus.bishopof Alexandria, A. D. 385 ; Epiph- 
anius, in A. D. 375; Jerome, in A. D. 380; 
Justinian, the Emperor of Rome in the sixth 
century,— all vehemently opposed the novelties 
introduced by Origen, and wrote books to con- 
fute him and defend the old faith as taught and 
handed down from the lips of the apostles. In 
the year 399, he and his opinions were condemn- 
ed and anathematized by a synod of Alexandria, 
under the Patriarch Theophilus, who, at the 
same time, expelled from Egypt all that protest- 
ed and sided with Origen. In A. D. 400, he 
was condemned by a synod called at Rome by 
Bishop Anastatiue, who also condemned Ruffin- 
us, a priest, for having defended Origen and his ' 
works, and declaring the former a heretic. He 
was condemned by a synod called at Antioch, in 
the fifth century, by the Patriarch Ephraem, 
and soon after by another synod convened at 
Romo under the Patriarch lVJenoas, and finally, - 
by the fifth general council at Constantinople, 
under Justinian, A. D. 553. 

So thoroughly did the church seek to purge 
itself from the heresy of Origen, who, writes 
Du Pin, "owns the resurrection of the body, but 
by philosophizing too nicely upon this matter, he 
has, if I may so say, spiritualized it," and (tho, 
I add, vainly attempting to harmonize Plato and 
Jesus, Badly corrupted the Gospel,

Mr. Talcott was a free- 
thinker, and only Mrs Talcott had any knowl- 
edge of modern Spiritualism. 

On Wednesday, the first day of last October, 
Mrs. Ford was suddenly seized with strange 
motions and actions, gestures, and contortions, 
was violently exercised, alternately manifesting 
great joy and great agony. Mr. Ford was 
greatly alarmed at such new manifestations of 
his wife. Soon, however, it was announce 
through the lips of Mrs. Ford, " This is the 
control of spirits ; and this control shall be 
stepping-stone to a new belief in the Old Church. 
Fear nothing. All is well. Be not alarmed at 
what shall happen." 

Mrs. Ford continued to be severely exeroised 
by, and give communications from what pur- 
ported to be a great many spirits, both happy 
and unhappy, until Sunday. The family was 
kept up with her day and night, excited alarm- 
ed, and anxious for her safety. 

On the Sunday following Mrs. Ford's mani- 
festations, just as the people were coming out of 
the church, which is immediately by the door- 
yard of Mr. Ford's house, Mrs. Ford rushed in- 
to the yard, as if driven by some determined 
power, and at the top of her voice screamed, 
" Water ! water !" Mr. Ford was seized by the 
same power, and with his wife ran into the 
same yard, and screamed, "water," too. Mrs. 
Ford's father and mother were moved by the 
same power, and did the same as Mrs. and Mr. 
Ford ; then the two children, and the two ser- 
vants — making eight persons in all, that were 
in Mr. Ford's yard, right in view and hearing 
of the congregation coming out of the church — 
all of them screaming as loud as they could 
" Water ! water ! water ! water !" This scream- 
ing continued for about fifteen minutes, accom- 
panied with the most ridiculous gestures, contor 
tions, grimaces, and expressions of joy and of 
suffering. It seemed as if all the noises ever 
heard, and motions ever made, were imitated by 
them. Nearly the whole of the congregation 
drew near and looked upon the strango phe 
nomcnon with wonder and amazement. It ap 
peared evident that there was no volition exer 
cised ou the part of any member of this frenzied 
family. Each was moved to make these curious 
demonstrations before tbe public in sach a time 
and place, by some power over which they held 
no control. 

After about fifteen minutes, by the aid ol 
some friends who came from the orowd of wit 
nesses, Mrs. Ford was conveyed into the house 
■nd was followed by the other members of her 
family. She then fell into a trance, and lay 
to all appearance, dead, for about one hour 
after which she was controlled by a spirit that 
made her utter the most terrible oaths and 
curses It may bo proper here to say that Mrs. 
Ford has ever had a great horror of profane lan 
guagc, so much so that she desired never to 
have a man in her husband's employ that used a 
profane word. In fact, Mrs. Ford, in her con 
duct and life, has been a faithful Christian and 
a devoted wife. Here Bhe is moved by some 
power that she cannot keep off, to do that which 
is most repulsive and revolting to her desires 
and practices. Mr. Ford, the same as his wife, 
was made to utter oaths and curses, which 
his normal condition he had never done, and had 
a great disgust of hearing. 

IV h Mr. Ford and his wife stand before th 
v orld in their moral and Christian lives with 



out a blemish ; but here comes upon them a 
power, to show to themselves and to the world 
that their own will does not cotrol their lives, 
but that there is a wisdom and a power above 
human will and human desire. No matter if 
this revelation be made by scenes that are ridio- 
ulous and revolting, whereby the mighty, un- 
recognized, unacknowledged truth shall be made 
more impressive. Mr. Ford, his wife, and all 
the family, affirm that in these strange manifes- 
tions they had no control over their actions. 
Mr. Ford says that during this scene of affliction, 
he observed that his nearest friends stood the 
furthest aloof, while the poor and more oppress- 
ed, came nearest to him and his family, and 
were first to give them friendly aid. A doctor 
was called^and pronounced the whole scene the 
manifestations of insanity." 

[CLOsrsa bemabks.] 
Mr?. Ford, with her father and mother, were 
taken to the Insane hospital where her father 
died. Her mother has been discharged, and she 
remained still under the control of the demons. 
They are some of the fruits of these modern mani- 
festations. Why will so many rational beings 
seek to put themselves under such influences?

So Holy. "Who did no sin, neither was 
guile found in his mouth." (1 Pet. 2 : 22.) 
Of whom else can all this be said ? We find 
some persons who are very amiable. They are 
charitable and kind in conversation. They are 
careful to say nothing unjustly of others, and 
wish to avoid all appearance of deceit. They 
are open, frank, ingenuous, and we love them. 
But we cannot say of them what the prophet 
Isaiah said of Christ. 

3o meek. " Who, when he was reviled, re- 
viled not again." (1. 2 : 22.) Of how many 
could this be said ? How natural is it for us, 
when unjust and evil things are said to us, to be 
angry, and speak bitterly in reply ! So did not 
the Savior. Meekly, and without even a com- 
plaint, he suffered the scorn and the malice of 
men. They buffeted him, spat upon him, and 
smote him with a reed, bowed the knee in mock- 
ery, crowned him with thorns, and nailed him to 
the cross. " He was oppressed, and he was 
afflicted, yet he opened not his mouth ; he ia 
brought as a lamb to tho slaughter, and as sheep 
before her shearers is dumb, so he openeth not 
his mouth." (Isaiah 53 : 7.) Is there any 
parallel to this ? 

So patient and forbeariug. " When he suf- 
fered, he threatened not." (1. Pet. 2 : 23.) 
He might have threatened, and executed his 
threat, if it had been in his heart to do so. He 
could have prayed to his Father, who would 
presently have given bim " more than twelve 
legions of angels ;" but he did not so pray. He 
suffered his enemies to do the worst that their 
evil hearts could devise, or their wicked hands 
perpetrate, when a word of his power could have 
dispersed them all, or have laid them prostrate 
in death. And such patience he now exercises 
towards us. How often do we sin against him ! 
How multiplied and aggravated have beeu our 
sins against this almighty, and patient, and for- 
bearing Savior ! Still he forbears, and yet we 
live. 

So tender. " A bruised reed shall he not 
break, and the smoking flax shall be not quench." 
(Isaiah 42: 3.) Where he discerns even the 
feeblest purpose of holy living, where he hears 
one sigh of godly sorrow for sin, where he sees 
the first tear of penitence, and the first look of 
faith in him, there in tenderness he speaks peace, 
comfort, and hope. How many have foond him 
a refuge in distress, a very present help in trou- 
ble ! In the hour of despair he came to their 
rslief.

Characteristics of the Last Days. 

The apostles Peter and Paul both, have spoken 
expressly of the last days and their characteristics, 
the most striking ol which are the scepticism which 
shall prevail. " That day shall not come," said 
Paul," except there come a falling away first;" 
E apostasia. the apostacy. 2d The*. 2 : 3. This 
(ailing away, orapostacy, he explains in Tim. 1 4: 1, 
to bo an apostacy from the faith,— apostesonlia 
lines tes piitcoas ; " Certain, shall apostatize from 
the faith." So also the apostle Peter says : 2d Pet- 
3:3, " That there shall come in the last days, 
scoffers, walking alter their own lusts, and saying, 
where is the promise of his coming?" 4c. He tells ua 
that they shall be especially and willingly ignorant 
about the flood in the days of Noah. It is remark- 
able how strikingly these characteristics are being 
exhibited in onr own day, and from the very causes 
predicted. Paul, for instance, says, " Giving heed 
to seducing spirits and teachings of demons." We 
have reached an age when thousands on thousands, 
through the teachings of demons have, not merely 
given up some one doctrine of the Bible while hold- 
ing to other of its great cardinal truths, but have 
abjurod the Bible itself, as a revelation from God. 
No thoroughly confirmed spiritualist will acknowl- 
edge the Divine origen of tho Bible. But Peter re- 
fers to the fact that tho mockers of the last days 
willow willingly ignorant of the facts taught in the 
Cut eight chapters of Genesis : — 1st, that by the 
word of God the heavens and earth were produced ; 
and 2d , that the heavens and earth thus produced 
being overflowed with water perished -. and 3d, that 
11 the heavens and earth which are now, by the 
sime word are kept in store, reserved unto fire 
aguinBt the day of judgement and perdition of un- 
godly men." 

It is a singular fact that the infidelity of this age 
has seized these very points as its stronghold, in its 
assault upon the Bible. Geology is summoned and 
comes forth, a professed science, which is but of 
yesterday, and with brazen front assails the testi- 
mony of holy writ, and with one fell swoop assumes 
to lay it low, even with the ground. But the true 
cause of the assault, is, because it brings God too 
near us and exhibits too clearly his direct intefer- 
ence with the affairs of this world. 

This spirit of infidelity is so rampant that it 
shakes the chnrch of England to its base. The fol- 
lowing, taken from nn exchange, will give oar read- 
ers a faint idea of the magnitude of this fearlul con- 
test in Great Britain : — 

" Bisnop Colesbo anb tbe ExoLisn Bisbops. — 
Tho Archbishop of Canterbury states in a letter that 
Dr. Colenso's Metropolitan, tlie Bishop of Cape- 
town, has just returned to his province, " prepared 
to institute those proceedings which will try whether 
the charges brought against Bishop Colenso can be 
Bust-lined.' Meanwhile, His Grace cantions his 
olergy against admitting Dr. Colenso into their pul- 
pits, or allowing him to minister k in the Word or 
Saoramenta in their respective parishes, until ha shall 
have cleared himself from the grave imputations 
whioh at present attach to him.' 
"Tho Bishop of Chestei and the Bishopof Durham 
have each addressed their elergy by circular on the 
subject of Bishop Colenso. Tbey consider it un- 
necessary to publish a formal inhibition against his 
use of the pulpits in their sees, having sufficieol 
confidence that none ol their clergy would permit 
his herterodox lordship of Natal to officiate in their 
respective churches. The Bishop ol Durham ob- 
serves : " It is not against the tnischievouB writings 
of this one author that we have to be on our guard. 
A wide-spread spirit of scepticism pervades in many 
instances the scientific publications, tho popular pe- 
riodical literature, the daily journals, and even the 
theological writings of the present day." 



BishopOolenso, has written one of the most violent 
attacks upon the Bible which has ever been made. 
The English Bishops have written him a letter re- 
questing him to resign his Bishopric, but he declines 
to do so ; hence the proceedings which are about to 
take place as expressed in the quotation above. 
The Puseyite controversy of a lew years ago, was as 
nothing in comparison with the present contest. 
Nor is Great Britain alone beset with this prevail- 
ing spirit of skepticism ; but aParisian correspond- 
ent of the Christian Advocate and Journal informs 
his readers that the same spirit prevails throughout 
France. It is not the old Atheistic form of the last 
century, but this modern and insidious form, which 
is all the more dangerous for appearing in the guise 
of a friend. Catholic and Protestant countries alike 
are coming under the fatal influenco of this spirit. 
Aud the whole is the very spii it of Anti christ, who is 
to deny that Jesus Christ is the Son ol God, that he 
has come in the Beab, or is coming in the flesh. 
1. John 2: 22; 4:2,3; 2 John 7- 

When this spirit is fully let loose, then that man 
of sin, the son of perditien is to be revealed : who 
shall be consumed by the spirit of his (the Lord's) 
mouth and be destroyed by the brightness of his 
coming. The hope of the world's conversion, still 
so persistently maintained by many in the face of 
tho Bible testimony to the contrary, id another of 
the sad evidences of a departure from faith in the 
Word ol God. 

There is no refuge from this fearlul whirlwind 
which is sweeping over the earth but in clinging to 
Christ as tho true and long promised Messiah, who 
is in these last days to return to reign on the throne 
of his father David. In him, in his sacrificial, 
priestly and royal character, the law and the proph- 
ets, the evangelists and the apostles all beautifully 
and* harmoniously meet and prove each other to 
have come from God, and to be Divine. Take 
from the Saviour one of his works or offices, and 
soek to make it something else, the work is marred, 
its harmony is broken and its veracity invalidated. 
And nothing can so effectually arre6t the spirit of 
infidelity as the preaching of the prophetic scrir- 
cures relating to the coming reign of the Messiah, 
as was done among us twenty years ago. God in 
his providence has placed us as a people in trust 
with a great mission ; and earnestly should we de- 
vote oureelvs to its accomplishment. Our lectures, 
tracts and books, should flood the land Irom one 
end to the other, as the ojly antidote to the prevail- 
ing infidelity of tho age. Then, 

" On ! let all the soul within yon 
For the truth sake go ahead."

The Resurrection Again. 

Brother Litcb :— In. tho Herald, April 7th, you 
reply to my communication in relation to Moses and 
Elias, as recorded in Luke 0 : 30, 31, 32—" And 
l>chold, there talked with him two men, which were 
Moses and Elias : who appeared in glory, and spake 
of his decease which he shonld accomplish at Jeru- 
salem. But Peter and tbey that were with him' 
were heavy with sloop : and when they were awake. 
they saw his glory, and the two men that stood with 
him." On this interesting portion of Scriptuie 
you remark : " I agree with the writer that Moses 
died and was buried ; and that if his body was 
raised from the dead at the time of his appearance 
on the mount with Christ and Elias, his resurrec- 
tion most have antedated that of Christ, which is 
not true ; for Christ was tho first-begotten • nnd 
first-born from the dead,' nnd also the 'first fruits 
of them that slept.' He was, therefore, not pres- 
ent in body but in spirit. The Pharisees and also 
the disciples believed in tbe appearance and commu- 
nication ol spirits. ' If,' said the Pharisees, ' a 
spirit or an angel hath spoken to him,' 4c. (Acts 
23 : 9.) It was a spirit, not a spiritual body which 
they supposed might have spoken to him. And ns 
a spirit disembodied, I believe Moses appeared on 
the mount in glory, with the Saviour, still await- 
ing his resurrection body." 

This does not appear a satisfactory explanation. 
For you will observe Luke does not say, the spirit 
of Moses appeared in glory with Elias, "but two 
men stood with him and Bpoke of his decease." If 
J-eus was a man in glory, we inler they were also ; 
for "behold, there talked with him two men." If 
you infer that it was the spirit of Moses, because he 
died and was buried, and was gathered to his fa- 
thers, ns Aaron died and was buried, and was gath- 
ored to his lathers nearly fifteen hundred years be- 
fore, what shall we say of Elias who did not see 
■leath, (2 Kings 2 : 11,) but was translated, "and 
went up into heaven" nearly nine hundred years be- 
fore this event? If it was not Moses, but his spir- 
it which appeared on the mount, what shall we say 
of Elijah, that it was his spirit disembodied also? 
for they both stood as men and talked with him. 
Your quotations from Rom. 8 : 11 ; 1 Peter 3 : 18, 



do not appear to have any relation to Moses as he 
appeared on the mount of transfiguration'. 

Second, with regard to the correctness of Charles 
Wesley's sentiment — " In this identic body, I, with 
eyes of flesh refined," 4c. You reply, first: " It is 
found in the resurrection of the Saviour's identical 
body the third day. Second : Paul teaches it, (Rom. 
8: 11) — 'Shall also quicken your mortal body.' 
Third: Job. 19: 25— 27.)" 

We reply, first : Jpbub, the second Adam, is the 
incorruptible head. It was not possible his body 
should see corruption. (Acts 2: 31.) Hence his 
identical body was raised from tbe dead. But what 
has corruption to do with incorruption ? Identic 
means tho same body — "restored, refined," sa}8 
Charles Wesley. But not so says St. Paul in his an- 
alogical introduction, (1 Cor. 15 : 37, 38)—" Thou 
sowest not that bodg that shall be, but God gittth 
a body to the seed ; and to every seed his own body." 
And as Christ is the " resurrection and the life," nnd 
we are •' iorn again, not of corruptible seed, but of 
incorruptible," (1 Peter 1 : 23,) wo shall awake in 
his likeness ; for " when he shall appear we shall be 
like him, for we shall see him as he is." Our iden- 
tity is in Christ's body, not in the " restored and 
refined" body of the first Adam. (Col. 3 : 3—" For 
ye are dead, and your life is hid with Christ in 
God." " When Christ onr life shall appear, then 
shall ye also appear with him in glory." Second : 
In relation to Bom. 8: 11 — "Shall also quicken 
your mortal body." II you will examine this quo- 
tation in connection with the eighth, ninth, tenth 
and twelfth to fifteenth verses, you will observe that 
Paul is speaking to the Roman Christians of those 
" who live after the flesh," and those " who through 
the Spiritdo mortify the deeds of the body." " But 
if the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus from the 
dead dwell in you, he that raised up Christ from the 
dead shall also quicken your mortal bodies by 1, j - 
Spirit that dwelleth in you. Therefore, brethren, 
we are debtors not to the flesh to live after the flesh ; 
lor if ye live after the flesh, ye shall die," 4c. This 
bears no relation to the sentiment of Wesley — " In 
this identic body, I," 4c. 

Again, the quotation Irom 1 Peter 3 : 18 — " Be- 
ing put to death in the flesh, but quickened by the 
Spirit," refers to Christ's own body, and relates to 
him as the first fruits. He being put to death io 
the flesh, but quickened (revived) by the Spirit. 
By which also be went and preached unto the spir- 
its in prison." His soul returned from Hades, and 
Ma incorruptible body was quickened or (revived) 
by the Spirit, by which he went also and preached 
Again, a? to tho refinement. You remark it is 
found io 1 Cor. 15 — " It is sown in corruption and 
raised in incorruption." Wereply it is sown a nat- 
ural body, it is raised a spiritual body. The refine- 
ment is in Christ, not in the restored and refined 
body ol the first Adam, who is of the " earth, 
earthy." Phil. 3 : 21—" Who shall change our 
vile body, that it may be fashioned like unto hie 
glorious body, according to the working whereby be 
is able even to subdue all things unto himself." 
Eph. 2: 10— " For we are his workmanship 
created in Christ Jesus." Eph. 5 : 3—" We 
ore numbers of his body, of his flesh, and of his 
bones." 2 Cor. 5: 17— "Therefore, if any man 
be in ChriBt he is a new creature: old things an- 
passed away, behold, all things are become new." 

We see nothing in the passages to which you re- 
fer to justify us in believing that Moses was a dis 
embodied spirit. Neither have we any conception 
of a soul or spirit of a man disembodied, standing 
and talking as a man, or that the Pharisees came 
to such a conclusion. As to Charles Wesley's sen- 
timent, we think it mere fancy, without authority 
from the Word of God. In conclusion, we would 
not have brother L. to suppose we have written in « 
spirit of controversy. Not so. All we desire is 
truth and only truth. n -. s . 

[REPLY.] 
■ We think the case a clear one from Luke 24 : 
87—39, that the disciples did believe in the visible 
appearance in the human form of a spirit ; lor thev 
in looking on the form before them, which was a 
man of "flesh and bones," " supposed that they had 
seen a spirit." Their Master, so far Irom correct 
ing them and teaching them that a spirit never din 
appear visibly in tbe human lorm, seemed to eon- 
firm them in their views that they sometimes did s.i 
appear, by pointing out the dihVrcnco between him- 
self nnd a spirit. It appears to us that this ismade 
so plain that words could make it no plain t. 

Samuel, when called up by the witch of Endor, 
was seen as an old man, covered with a mantle ; and 
she said, " I see gods ascending out of the earth.'' 
The term gods was used by her and all her confed- 
erates to signify a spirit. He entered into conver- 
sation with Saul and asked, " Why hast thou dis- 
quieted me to bring me up?" Ho is there recog- 
nized as the man Samuel. Moses, appearing on the 
holy mount, a disembodied spirit in converse with 



his Lord, would have the same right to be called 
man as Samuel had. Wo repeat it :— If Moses an. 
pear*! there in his body, his resurrection antedated 
that of Christ. Oor conclusion, therefore, is, that 
each ol the three were there in their person accord, 
ing to their then existing state of being :— Christ 
and Elijah in body, Moses in Spirit. 

Our correspondent will see by the articles now in 
course of publication in the Herald— " History of 
the Doctrine of the Resurrection," 4c, that Charles 
Wesley did not introduce a novelty into the church 
in those memorable lines. That it was held by all 
the early Christians lor 250 years, without an" ex. 
ception. 

Does not the language of Scripture justify their 
faith? "In *y flesh I shall see God." "Thy 
dead men shall live; together with my dead body 
they shall arise." The soul was not dead ; for it is 
life itself. The flesh or body without tho spirit is 
dead. And hence it is the dead body which shall 
arise together with the dead body of Christ.— 
Again: "Many of them that sleep in the dust of 
the earth shall awake." (Dan. 12.) The soul 
docs not sleep in the dust or the earth, but the body 
does. " All that arc in the graves shall hear his 
voice and shall come forth." (John 5 : 28, 29.) 
Is it not "This incorruptible" which shall but on 
incorruption?" The spirit or soul is not said soy. 
where in Scripture to be corruptible or mortal, but 
the body is. Then •' this mortal" and " corropti. 
b!e"body will pot on " incorruption" and "im- 
mortality." But if it is the mortal body which 
shall put on immortality, it is certainly to bo re- 
fined by suoh a process ; and Wesley sung the truth, 
and "our vile body" shall be " lashioned like hit 
glorious body. (Phil. 8 i 21.) Could it be spokes 
more plainly ? 

" Our identity is in Christ's body," says our con 
respondent. We grunt that " our life is bid with 
Christ in God ;" and that " Christ is our life," out 
new and divine life or toe. But we also each now 
have a soul or natural life ; and a natural body.oor 
own identity ; and if Christians, we are also '• mere- 
bers of bis body, his flesh and his bones," in the pres. 
ent tense. Yet it does not interfere with our per- 
sooal identity either of soul or body. The fact that 
our hand is a member of the body, does not destroy 
its identity as a hand. We agree, also, with our 
correspondent, that the seed of tbe believer, after 
tbe species of which he is to be resurrected, is tbe 
same tbtt quickened, raised and glorified the tody 
ol Christ, and in the nature of things we must have 
a body like his glorious body. That was quickened 
to a new lifo by the Spirit of God, and is now l 
spiritual body of the same identity as before hii 
death— but now a spiritual in contradistinction tot 
Pseucicul or natural body. He ie the first Iruiu, the 
pattern, alter which we shall be fashioned il we tie 
bis. If we are members of his body, ol his flesh tnJ 
of his bones, it is because the "children being par- 
takers of flesh and blood, himself likewise took ptrt 
of the same." He has glorified that flesh by hit 
quickening Spirit, and will glorify our mortal bodies 
and make them spiritual, if we receive that Spirit'. 
The spirit is the seed, and will produce its ownepe- 
cies ; but none the less spiritual for being of flesh, 
and bones ; and none the less of flesh and bones for 
being spiritual, or quickened by the Spirit. 

We regard this doctrine of the resurrection off* 
dead, as oi the utmost importance to the Christian 
sysetm, and believe it the duty of the church to con- 
tend earnestly for the faith once delivered to the 
saints on this subject. Arid we heartily reciprocate 
the closing sentiment of our correspondent's article, 
and which we believe to bo entirely true in his case, 
that all "we desire is truth." En.

Part of the cavalry force 
reached the Pamunkey River, a tributary of the 
James River, thus making the circuit of Lee's rear, 
and returned in fafety.

khought it an act of prudence to retire from the 
field of action, which he did in admirable order, 
without loss of men or stores in the movement.

Not an officer or 
soldier but what leels that be will soon be quartered 
in Vicksburg, and the comlortabla bouBes of that 
long besieged oity are beginning to wear a very in- 
viting appearance, surrounded by the rich spring 
shrubbery in its many beautiful yards. That the 
the next two weeks are to be laden with interest all 
believe, and June will either find us in Vicksburg 
or a year removed from it. Advices from Gen. 
Banks below are encouraging, and Commodore Far- 
ragut bas gone down to operate with him. As soon 
as our troops aU cross the river, Vicksburg will be 
irtuully surrounded on three sides and partly on 
tho fourth. 

The N. Y., Times' special says official confirma- 
tion is received of the capture of the Richmond City 
Battallion, who were sent out to discover the reason 
for the suspension of intercourse with Lee.

has recently constructed an immense bulloon of 
4300 metres. The cur is provided with an appara- 
tus which enubles tbe aeronaut to ascend without 
either gas or ballast, and to descend or go higher up 
at pleasure. This apparatus consists of a kind of 
stove formed three cylinders, separated from each 
other by insulating substances, whereby all danger 
of lire is averted. The flame is completely under 
tbe control uf the aerial traveler, and is prevented 
from rising too high hy a cap of wire gauze. M. 
Godard asserts that hecan inflate hisbaloon in thirty 
minutes, and load it with I rum 000 to 800 kilogran- 
mcs over nnd above the weight ol bis person and 
accessaries ; nad moreover, tint his balloon may be 
pierced with a bombshell without endangering the 
aeronaut wtio oan himseU cast projectiles of any 
kind with impunity.

How To Hear With Profit.

Those sending money should remember that we hare 
many subscribers of similar names, that there are towal of 
the same name in different States, and in some States there 
is more than one town of the same name. Therefore tl H 
ncoessary to give his own name in full, and his Post-ofie* 
address — the name of the town and state, and if out of 
Now England, the county to whioh his paper is directed. 
An omission of some of these often, yes daily, gives II 
much perplexity. Some forget to give their State, and If 
oat of Now England their County, while some fail to give 
even their town. Sometimes they live in one town and 
date their letter in that, when their paper goes to another 
town ; and sometimes the name of their town and office are 
different. Some, in writing, giro only their initials, whe« 
thorc may be others at tho same post-office, with the sane 
initials. Sometimes, when the paper goes to a given ad- 
dress, another person of the same family will write res- 
pecting lt,without stating that fact, and we cannot find ths 
name. And sometimes those who write, forget even to 
fAcir name* ! Let all such remember that wnat we want, I* 
the foil name and post-office address of the one to whom the 
paper is sent. , 

Those mailing, or sending money to the offce by olaKt 
lersons, unless they have a receipt forwarded to then, 
equosted to see that they are properly credited below. And 
if they arc not, within a reasonable time, to notify theolM 
immediately. 

As a general thing, it is better for each person to wrW 
respecting, and to send money himself, for his own pa!*' 
than to send by an agent, or any third person, unless sum 
one is more likely to get his own name and post-office right, 
than another person would be ; that money sent in small 
sums, i • !<•<• likely to be lost than when sent In larger one*, 
and that a third person is often subjected to postage, merely 
so accommodate the one who sends.

Bilory of the Doctrine of the Resurrection of the Flesh 
from the times of the Apostles to A. D. 700.

"It would be easy " says Doctor IIody"to 
M » volume with the testimonies and authori- 
ties of the doctors of the fourth and the following 
tentaries. to show with how great a zeal the doc- 
trine of the resuirection of the same human body 
has always been maintained by the Church. ' 
Bat we will now let the whole church set her 
nal to this truth by her creeds. We already 
have shown from Ireneus and Tertullian that in 
tie creed of the church of their time the " Res- 
trreotion of the Flesh," was an article . So too 
leach the " Apostolical Constitutions." The 
•Apostle's Creed " is of great antiquity, and 
pwious to the year 400 was believed by very 
■any to havo been written by the apostles them- 
#lves. In our English translation it reads 
Bhe resurrection of the bodg," but in the origi- 
ns, the Greek and Latin, it is "The resurreo- 
Wn of the flesh." Ruffinus, a noted Christian 
'•titer of A. D. 400, testifies it was thus read 
H all the churches." All the Latin churches 
read it " Carnis Resicrrcctio." So testifies not 
Inly Kuffinus but Jerome, Augustine, Chryso- 
JOgus, and Maximus also. Cyril, Bishop ot'Je- 
jrnsalem, A. D., 350, says it was sarz anastasis 
the resurrection of the flesh, in the creed of the 
Jerusalem church. The same words are found in 
the Greek creed. In a manuscript over twelve 
hundred years old, preserved in the Bodleian 
Library, England, at the end of the aots of the 
tpostles, in Saxson characters is the Apostles 
creed, with the phrase "Resurrection of the 
flesh." In the ancient church at Aquileia, in 
the fourth century, because some of the Origen- 
fet would talk of a new flesh, to make it more 
express they read the crsed " the resurrection of 
flesh." That the resurrection of the flesh 
Was the doctrine of the Council of Nice, A. D., 
325 is evident from the confession presented to 
Arius and his parly by the Emperor Constantine, 
and to which he was obliged to subsoribe. In 
•hat confession it is eis sarx anastasis. Other 
Wnfessions of that time read the same. In the 
Weeds of the socond and sixth general Councils, 
>»d in that which in the time of Epiphanious was 
*ont to be recited by the converts that were to 
"baptized, it is only " The resurrection of the 
toy." In the creed of Athanasius, A, D. 325, 
*e read " All men shall rise again with their 
'"'d'es." In the creed of Damasus, Bishop ot 
Borne,. A. D., 370—80 we read, " We believe 
"•at we shall be raised up in the same Jlesh in 
"hich we now live." Jerome says the whole 
Catholic church held this view, it being impossi- 
ble he affirms to understand the doctrine any 
°*er way. The Creed of the first Council of 
Toledo in the year 400 says, " We believe there 
be a resurretion of the flesh of mankind." 
Tb " of the fourth Council of Toledo in 633 
" We are to be raised up by Christ in 

^ 8 *ame flesh in which we now live, and in the 
M »e form in which he himself rose." And in 
** eleventh Council of the same church, in A. D. 
*ft> the following wbb pot forth, "Aocording 



to the example of our Head (i. e ; Christ,) we 
confess that there will be a true resurrection of 
the flesh of all the dead. Neither de we believe 
that we shall rise in an aercal or any other kind 
of flesh, (as some have deleriously fancied,) but 
in that in which we live, have our being, and 
move." 

Ruffinus, (already mentioned,) in A. D. 400, 
thus clears himself from the charge laid against 
him of being a follower of Origen. He says, 
" We believe as it has been de'ivcred down to 
us from the holy fathers, that the Son of God 
arose from the dead in the very same flesh in 
which he suffered, by which he gave us also 
hope of a resurrection. We speak of the res- 
urrection of the flesh not in a shuffling and de- 
ceitful manner, as some falsely acense us, but we 
believe that this very flesh in whioh we now live 
shall rise, not another instead of it, neither do 
we mean any other body besides this of flesh. 
If therefore we say that the body shall rise, we 
speak according to the apostle, for he uses that 
word : if we Bay that the flesh is to rise, we 
make our confession according to the tradition 
of the creed, it is a foolish thing to accuse us 
as if we thought a humane body could be any- 
thing besides flesh. Whether therefore that 
which shall rise be called flesh according to the 
oreed, or body according to the apostle, it is so 
to be believed as iho apostle has set it forth, 
that which shall rise shall rise in power and 
glory, and shall rise an incorruptible and spirit- 
ual body, that corruption shall not inherit incor- 
ruption. Saving therefore these prerogatives of 
the body or flesh in the other life, the resurrec- 
tion of the flesh is to be believed wholly and 
perfectly, so that both the same nature of flesh 
may be retained, and the state and glory of an 
incorrupted and spiritual body may not bo vio- 
lated. For so it is written, " These things are 
preached in Jerusalem in the Church of God, 
by the holy Bishop John. These things I, to- 
gether with him, profess and maintain. If any 
one either believes or teaches any other doc- 
trine or thinks that we believe any other than 
this we have now set forth, let him be accursed. " 

Vigilius, an African Bishop, A. D. 484, thus 
earnestly and positively writes, ". If any one says 
that a man will not rise in the day ot judgment 
in the body, as God made him, let him be ac- 
cursed !" 

I conclude with the testimony of the church 
of England, who asks every baptized person in 
his representative the god-father, " Dost thoo 
believe in the resurrection of the flesh ?" The 
answer required is " I do." 

Number Sit. ■ 
In concluding tbese articles on the resurrec- 
iion, it may be well to show the derision and op- 
position with which the Christian doctrine met 
among the nnbclieving philosophers and the 
heathen. This opposition was exhibited by the 
learned Grecian judges when Paul preached on 
Mar's Hill, at Athens, who, when they heard 
of the resurrection ot the dead some mocked. 
" They all held the immortality of the soul, and 
believed in a life while dead, or a life in death, 
but a life from the dead by a re-living of the whole 
man, being peculiar to the gospel of Christ, they 
could not comprehend. The Greeks generally 
looked upon it as foolishness. " Not any one 



Christian doctrine," says Dr. Hody, " was so 
generally, and with so much contempt rejected." 
Says Tertullian, " there was not any one sect 
among all the philosophers but what denied it." 
The author of the " Questions and answers of 
Greoos" testifies that, "They did with all im- 
aginable opposition contend against it." Au- 
gustine writes, "There was nothing in the 
Christian religion so vehemently, so pertina- 
ciously, and with so much contention and earnest- 
ness opposed as the resurrection of the flesh. 
They say it is impossible that this earthly flesh 
should ascend up into heaven." Pliny, the nat- 
uralist, affirmod that " It is beyond the power ol 
even God himself to raise up a body to life when 
once it is dead ; it is madness to believe it." 
Celsus, already quoted, declared the doctrine 
" abominable, and worthy to be spit at, as ex- 
tremely impure." Ciryl,, says the Emperor 
Julian " derided this above all the tenets of the 
Christians." In the " Apostolical Constitutions " 
it is said •' they mocked at it." Origen writes, 
" It is a common subject of laughter."' " They 
called it an old wife's tale," says Minucius Fe- 
lix. And Tatian assures us that the heathens 
w' v re wont to look upon the Christians as pitiful 
tridors and babblers for asserting it." But I 
have abundantly proved that in proportion as 
the enemies of the church ridiculed and opposed 
it, so much the more did the Christians, unmov- 
ed from their faith even by martyrdom, believe 
it, cling to it, derive great consolation from it, 
and everywhere boldly proclaim it. 

It now remains for me to sum up what I have 
written. 

First : It is abundantly shown that the first 
Christians from the times of the apostles to A. D. 
250, during a period when the church was in 
her purest age, without a dissenting voice, all 
believed and taught the doctrine of the resurrec- 
tion of the flesh or human body that died, at 
the Redeemer's second advent ; they making 
little or nothing of the intermediate state, but 
looking forward with joyful and constant expec- 
tation to their rising again in the body, when the 
flesh, loosing none of its human nature or mate- 
riality should be made immortal and glorious. 
Such was their hope. Can it be doubted they 
obtained this doctrine from the apostles? 

Second : It is shown that Origen in A. D. 
250, (whose Christianity is by some good men 
doubted,) was the first man in the church to ig- 
nore the resurrection of the same fleshly body 
as a thing of naught, and to exalt the Platonic 
view of the soul's immortality in death in its 
place; making the soul the man proper, the 
principal thing, and even an angel, and the body a 
useless appendage, a mere prison ; while he pro- 
pounded the hitherto unheard-of-notion of an 
airy, aerial, firey, etherial, intangible and invisi- 
ble nature for the resurrected dead. It was fit- 
ting that a man who dishonored his own body and 
mutilated and unmaned hia own manhood by 
emasculating himself, should thus seek to de- 
grade the human form Divine and deny it its 
sacredly pledged rights in the resurrection and 
World to come. His baneful influence disturbed 
the church in her even track. He made few fol- 
lowers, who with their master were universally 
condemned ; but fur too many Christians in the 
nineteenth century arc followers of Origen in 
hi* denial of, and opposition to the pre-millennial 



advent of Christ, and bodily, literal resurrection 
of the holy dead. 

Third : It is shown that the doctrine of the 
resurrection as believed and taught by the first 
Christians was maintained by the whole church, 
(with few exceptions,) both in, and subsequently 
to Origen's day for many centuries, as exhibit- 
ed in her confessions, Creeds, Synods, Acts, and 
Councils, and in the abundant writings of her 
divines of all classes. Hence the view we are 
maintaining was the " old paths," the Divine 
way, the Scriptural teaching, and the truth of 
God. And the whole chnrch of God at the pres- 
ent day should sustain and disseminate this 
scriptural and animating faith and hope con- 
cerning the resurrection to immortal and eternal 
life of the bodies of the dead, that now sleeping 
in the dust of the earth await the sounding of 
the trump of God, and second, personal, glorious 
pre-millennial coming of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ. 



It is but just to add here that any authority in 
the main for this condensed history and the 
quotations and extracts herein presented, is the 
following rare old work, viz. : 

"The resurrection of the same body asserted 
from the traditions of the heathens, the ancient 
Jews, and the primitive church ; with an an- 
swer to the objections brought anainst it.

When we read this history 
dah, Asa's fidelity to his God, and zeal for his 
honor, and purity of his kingdom ; — his reliant 
trust in the Lord God of his fathers, it is with 
sadness that we contemplate his departure and 
apostacy from God in the days of his prosperity, 
and in the closing period of his life. But such 
is the history of nations and their rulers and 
kings in this apostate world almost universally. 

In the thirty-sixth year of his reign, not a 
powerful foreign nation like that of Egypt or 
Syria, but a comparatively weak and feeblo con- 
tiguous kingdom, the part of the once united 
tribes of Israel now in revolt, plotted the destruc- 
tion of their brethren and the government of 
Judah and Jerusalem, (chap. 16: 1.) Asa, 
instead of as heretofore seeking protection under 
the shadow of the Almighty power, endeavored 
to court the favor of Benhadad, king of Syria, 
and enter into a league and alliance with him 
against Baasha, king of Israel, and for this pur- 
pose he sent to him the consecrated treasures of 
the house ot the Lord and of his own house, 
making request that he should break covenant 
wiih the king of Israel and come over and help 
him. Benhadad listened to this wicked propo- 
sal, being purchased by the bribe of the silver 
and gold, and sent his armies against the cities 
of Israel, (v. 16.) This alliance was for the 
time being successful. But there was treasuring 
up wrath in store for Asa and his kingdom. 
" And at that time Hanani the seer came to Asa 
king of Judah, and said unto him, because thou 
hast relied on the king of Syria, and not relied 
on the Lord thy God, therefore is thehostofthe 
king of Syria escaped out of thino band." Pro- 
phetio to him (hat no reliance could be placed 
upon tho covetous king of Syria, and that in 
time he would be arrayed against him, and yet 
escape out of bis bands. But tho prophet pro- 
ceeds with bis lesson and reproof. " Were not 
the Ethiopians and the Lubims a huge host, with 
very many chariots and horsemen ^ yet, because 
thou didst rely on the Lord, be delivered tbcm 
into thine hand. For the eyes of the Lord run 
to and fro throughout the whole earth, to show 
himself strong in behalf of them whose heart is 
perfect toward him. Herein thou hast done 
foolishly j therefore from henceforth thou shall 
have wars." (vs. 8, 9.) This one act, and lack 
of confidence on the part of Asa in God, in the 
time of threatened danger to his kingdom, was 
the cause of the displeasure of the Lcrd against 
him, and of his being henceforth involved in 
wars! Truly, God is a jealous God. Who 
shall not fear him .' What kingdom or govern- 
ment with a history of his deliverances, dare turn 
away from him, or trust in their own power, or 
that of any arm of flesh, princes or kings, in the 
time of their danger, adversity, or calamity by 
war? 

For this faithfulness of the Lord's prophet, 
the backslidden king << was wroth with the seer, 
and put him in prison ; for he was in a rage 
with him because of this thing. And Asa op- 
pressed some of the people the same time." 

Asa, in the thirty-ninth year of his reign, was 
afflicted with an incurable and distressing dis- 
ease; but in it all he trusted solely in the skill 
of his physioians, and sought not the Lord ; ac- 
cordingly his disease proved fatal. Closing his 
days on earth in infidelity, and leaving bis king- 
dom to his son, oppressed by its foes. However, 
Jehosaphat, his son, because he walked in the 
first ways of his father and of David, and sought 
the Lord and not Balim, obtained the favor of 
the Lord, and the Lord established him in hit 
kingdom. 

I have thus dwelt so fully upon this impor- 
tant and instructive sacred history that we as a 
people may learn a lesson of wisdom in our pres- 
ent national calamities. As a w ashman of God, 
set to the defence of his character and truth, I 
feel it a duty to utter the words of God that the 
people may know what God the Judge and Ruler 



of nations saith. And I shall not be regarded 
an enemy, or disloyal to my country and my gov- 
ernment, in the frank and honest expressions of 
sentiment I maee, It is the wrong time to be 
untrue to our government when we are in the 
midst of perils and embarrassments threatening 
its very existence. I would endeavor to point 
the minds of the people to the great sovereign 
Arbiter and Ruler of nations, to look unto him 
for salvation and protection amid the increasing 
dangers which threaten our ruin ; confident as I 
am that unless we do so, we greatly sin agaiott 
the God of our fathers, and are unworthy of be- 
ing the children of those men who fought for the 
liberties and Institutions which we inherit, and 
who founded this government in the fear and 
name of the Lord, and confident, too, that un- 
less we as a nation do thus look to the Most 
High and call upon him to aid and deliver us 
from our enemies, we shall go speedily to de- 
struction. Do not let us flatter ourselves that 
there is no danger of this. I think the signs are 
ominous, fearful and portentous of a sudden end. 
No pefil is greater to any government than an 
internal rebellion and an internecine war. Jesos 
has said, " Every kingdom divided against it- 
self is brought to desolation ; and cannot stand." 
And our glorious motto is, " United we stand, 
divided we fall." When we look, therefore, at 
oar present distracted, dismembered condition, 
what need we expect, unless the God of nations 
interpose in oar behalf and restores order out of 
confusion, and gives us peace for war, and har- 
mony for discord ? 

Hon. Daniel S. Dickenson says : "When this 
country commences to die, it will die rapidly. 
When this nation is given up to disruption, it 
will go to swift destruction. Rome, to be sure, 
was three hundred years dying; but then its 
physical powers were greater than oars, its 
moral force less, its nervous energy less acute 
than ours. When we fall we shall go down in 
blood and darkness; but not in tears, for the 
dying never weep. Nero the. last and the worst 
of the Ciesars, sung to his harp while his capi- 
tal was in flames. Tamerlane, to signalize his 
brutal ferocity reared a monument of seventy 
thousand skulls. Attila deolared that the grass 
should never grow where the hoof of his war- 
horse trod. Hyder Ali lefi the Carnatic black 
with ashes and desolation — but he who destroys 
the American Union will be a greater curse 
than all or either."

The first intelligence that man ever had of a 
Saviour, — when God told the serpent that he 
would put enmity between his seed and that of 
the woman ; and that his seed should bruise the 
heel, but that of the woman the head, — was a 
promise in which some of all generations have 
greatly rejoiced — a promise of a coming Messiah. 
In the writings of all the prophets, wherever 
they prophesied of a coming Messiah, they ex- 
alted him as a meritorious Saviour. I-aiah 
speaks of him as one exhibiting the most unsel- 
fish benevolence — " For in hiiu there was no form, 
nor comeliness, or beauty, that we should desire 
him ; but surely he hath borne our griefs, and 
carried our sorrows ; yet we did esteem him 
stricken, smitten of God and afflicted. He was 
wounded for our transgressions, bruised for our 
iniquities, the chastisement of our peace was 
upon him, and with his stripes we are healed. 
.Ml we like sheep have gone astray ; we have 
turned every one to his own way ; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us a)L" 

All this was fulfilled in Jeias, the Nazarene. 
What manifestations of pure benevolence and 
mercy ! And many, very many, have had their 
hearts aad eyes fixed upon the Holy One, and 
exclaimed, " Thou art my righteousness ; for in 
me there is no good thing ; but in thee all good- 
ness dwells!" When Jesus was but a babe in 
Bethlehem, and the wise men saw his star in the 
east and came to worship him, they felt to re- 
joice ; for they knew that in him there was 
worth. With groat pleasure, mingled with emo- 
tions of love and sympathy, we can trace his 



footsteps from the manger to the grave, by the 
record given of him in God's holy Word. 
Though very little is said ol him till he is ma- 
tured in years and enters the ministry, yet his 
obedience to his parents in childhood, and his 
reasoning and disputing with the doctors in the 
Temple when but twelve years of age ; doing the 
will of his father and being about his business, 
deserves admiration and praise from all. 

Time has passed on, and we see him coming 
up out of Jordan's stream, with the Spirit in a 
form of a dove descending aad lighting upon 
his head, and smiles of approbation from his Fa- 
ther hovering over him, as a voice from heaven 
is heard, saying, "This is my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased." And next we behold 
him going about doing good— healing the sick, 
casting out devils, forgiving sins, raising the 
dead, and doing a multitude of other things too 
numerous to mention. 

Wo now view him riding into Jerusalem amid 
shouts of hosannas from the people, taking upon 
himself the authority of king ; entering the Tem- 
ple, driving out those that bought and sold; 
overturning the tables of the money changers, 
who were making his Father's house a don of 
thieves instead of a house of prayer. 0, that 
tho sanctuaries of God might be thus cleansed 
in these days ! But covetoosness and the love 
of money are prominent features in our church- 
es at the present day, which is most lamentable. 

While Jesus was conversing with the multi- 
tude in the Temple, answering their questions, 
speaking to them in parables— which necessari- 
ly condemned them— still his heart wag filled 
with compassion toward Jerusalem, and he ex- 
claimed, "Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that kill- 
est the prophets and stonest them that are sent 
unto thee, how often would I have gathered thy 
children together, even as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings, and ye would not.' 

What unfeigned love, mercy and compassion 
ever filled the heart of the blessed Saviour! 
Divine pity dwelt in his heart, as he left the 
Temple for the last time, knowing that their 
house was left unto them desolate, and the de- 
struction of the city was certain. And when ho 
was asked by his disciples, » When shall these 
things be?" how readily he answered their ques- 
tions ; and what deep interest did he manifest 
for the church and his people, as the prophecy 
was being given; for ever and anon he would 
warn them to take heed, and exhort them to en- 
dure unto the end ; and said to them, " When 
these things begin to come to pass, then look up, 
and lift up yoar heads, for your redemption draw- 
eth nigh." After speaking to them by various 
parables, in which he describes the wise and the 
foolish, the righteous and the wicked, and gives 
the future destiny of each, we very soon find him 
amidst severe trials and afflictions ; for, os the 
feast of the passover drew near, the Jews were 
plotting how they might take Jesus and kill him. 
Jesus knowing this, feels that he has deadly en- 
emies, who are about to tako his life. He also 
knows that he has some friends that love him ; 
for " when he was in Bethany, in the house of 
Simon, the leper, there came unto him a woman 
having an alabaster box of precious ointment, 
and poured it on his head as he sat at meat." 
Though his disciples were filled with indignation, 
and thought it a great waste, yet Jesus under- 
stood the matter, and told them that she did it 
for his burial, and said, •• That wherever the 
Gospel should be preached in the whole world, 
that this should be told as a memorial of her." 
In the meantime we find that Judas has cove- 
nanted with the chief priests for thirty pieces of 
silver, to deliver Jesns unto them. And on the 
first day of the feast, as they sat to eat, Jesus 
exposed Judas to his disciples, by telling them 
that one ot them should betray him, and Judas 
asking, « Is it I V And while they were yet 
eating, Jesus instituted that blessed memorial of 
himself, " the Lord's Supper," which should be 
celebrated by his people till be comes the second 
time. 

We now behold him in the garden of Geth- 
semane, with his disciples, where tho sins of the 
world bear hard upon him, and he feels the need 
of prayer. So he commanded his disciples to 
watch while he prayed to the Father that that 



cap might pass from him if it was his will. 
When he returned he found their eyes heavy 
with sleep. Little did they know of the agony 
that pierced the soul of the dear Redeemer, as 
he went once, twice, yea, thrice, to pray that'the 
dreadful, agonizing, bitter oup might pass Irom 
his lips if it were possible. Terrible must b« 
the struggle that caused him to sweat, as it were 
great drops of blood, while contemplating what 
ho must go through to become a sacrifice for a 
guilty world. Hard was it for him as a man to 
give up and stand in the sinner's stead. To be 
forsaken of God, ridiculed and railed upon by 
the wicked, and neglected by his friends. Truly, 
he could say, "The spirit is willing, but the flesh 
is weak." But through prayer he submits and 
becomes reconciled to the will of his Father, and 
is enabled to say, "Not my will, but thine be 
done." And when he arose and went to his 
disoiples, he told them that the hour had come 
in which the Son of Man must be betrayed into 
the hands of sinners. And lo, Judas was at hand 
with a multitude to betray his Master. 

Then he was taken and led away to Caiaphas, 
the high priest, where the scribes and elders were 
assembled, there to receive his accusations, trial 
and condemnation. Void must bo the heart of 
sympathy, that cannot be touched by reading or 
hearing of the sufferings of the blessed Saviour. 
The sentence being given, wo follow Jesus to 
Calvary, where he breathes out his life for the 
sins of the whole world. As he hangs on the 
tree, darkness covers all the land for the space 
of three hours — a fuir representation of the 
blackness of darkness that shall enshroud tha 
ungodly as they shall appear in judgment before 
the great God. And then we hear the appall- 
ing cry of the Son of Man, " My God, my God, 
why hast tbou forsaken me?" Does the sinner 
feel that this must be his ory — that all the an- 
guish that Jesus felt, he, too, must feel if he goes 
to judgment in his sins? 0, that the ungodly 
might realize their condition ; that they might 
feel that Jesus died the death of the sinner that 
they might be saved ; that they might believe 
that God so loved the world that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have everlasting life; 
that they might see that as Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness, even so must the Son 
of Mau be lifted up, in order to draw men auto 
hinisilf. 

Though oar dear Redeemer forgave sins, 
healed the sick, raised the dead, and did many 
wonderful works when here in the flesh, yet all 
could not have access to him. And it was only 
those on whom he could lay his hands, or who 
could touch him, or be present with him, that 
received blessings from him. Bat, thanks bo to 
God, he is not thus limited now ; for the invita- 
tion comes to all, for he says, " Look unto m»i 
all ye ends of tho earth, and be ye saved, for I 
am God, and there is none else. And let him 
that is athiret come. And whosoever will, let 
him take the water of life freely." 

Shall we, now that we have followed our Sa- 
viour to the cross, leave him there ? No, for he 
said, " No man taketh it (my life) from me, but 
I lay it down of myself. I have power to lay 
it down, and I have power to take it again." 
Though he experienced the sinner's death, and 
his soul passed into Hades, and his body was 
laid in the tomb, yet that power which he pos- 
sessed, reunited soul, body and spirit, burst the 
bands ot death, and he came forth triumphant 
over death and the grave, glorious and glorified. 
Yes, he died for our transgressions, rose for our 
justification, was received up into glory, is seat- 
ed at the right hand of the Father making in- 
tercession for us, that we, by believing in hirfli 
might be partakers of tho same spirit, raised by 
the same power, and have oar bodies fashioned 
like unto his glorious body, when he shall appear 
tojie admired in his saints and reign with b« 
people gloriously.

Son of man, because that Tyrus hath 
said against Jerusalem, Aha, she is broken, that 
was the gates of the people : she is turned unto 
me : I shall be replenished, now she is laid 
waste : Therefore thus saith the Lord God : Be- 
[hold, I am against thee, O TyruB, and will cause 
many nations to come up against thee, as the sea 
causeth his waves to come up." 

The instrumentality God intended to employ 
Was foretold. " For thus saith the Lord God, 
Behold, I will bring upon Tyrus Nebucbadnez- 
ttr king of Babylon, a king of kings, from the 
north, with horses, and with chariots, and with 
horsemen, and companies and much people. He 
shall slay with the sword thy daughters in the 
■field ; and be shall make a fort against thee, and 
oast a mount against thee, and lift up the buck- 
ler against thee. And be shall set engines of 
War against thy walls, and with his axes he shall 
break down thy towers. By reason of the abun- 
dance of bis lp.irses. their dust shall cover thee; 
thy walls shall shake at the noise of the horse- 
men, and of the wheels, and of the chariots, 
when he shall enter into thy gates, as men enter 
into a city wherein is made a breach. With 
tte hoofs of his horses shall he tread down all 
thy streets; he shall slay tby people by the 
sword, and thy strong garrisons shall go down 
to the ground. And they shall make a spoil of 
thy riches, and mako a prey of thy merchandise ; 
»nd ihoy shalt break down thy walls, and de- 
stroy thy pleasant houses : and they shall lay thy 
tones, and thy timber, and thy dust, in the 
■idst of the water. And I will cause the noise 
•f thy songs to cease ; and the sound of thy 
Wps shall be no more heard." 
' Accordingly, we are informed, that Nebuch- 
adnezzar did besiege Tyre on the continent thir- 
teen years, and finally took it, and utterly de- 
•troyej it. 

This is confirmed by Ezekiel, who speaks of 
tte siege of Tyre as an event of the past. " And 
't came to pass in the seven and twentieth year 
"> the first month, in the first day of the month, 
™« word of the Lord came unto me, saying- 



wrought for me, saith tho Lord God." 

In illustration of this prophecy, history in- 
forms us, "that when the Tyrians saw their city 
must fall, they put their most valuable effects on 
board their ships, and fled with them to the 
islands and their colonies, so that the city being 
taken, Nebuchadnezzar found nothing worthy of 
his labor." 

After this destruction of the city, Tyre was to 
lie" desolate for seventy years. " Howl, ye ships 
of Tarshish ; for your strength is laid waste. 
And it shall come to pass in that day, that Tyre 
shall be forgotten seventy years, according to the 
days of one king : after the end of seventy years 
shall Tyre sing as an harlot." 

There is a remarkable coincidence in the des- 
olation of Tyre for seventy years, and the cap. 
tivity of Judah in Babylon that length of time, 
and the duration of the Babylonian empire for 
the same 'period. The overthrow of the Baby- 
lonian power relieved those nations which had 
been oppressed by it. 

At the termination of the seventy years Tyre 
was to arise again according to prophocy. "Take 
an harp, go about the city, thou harlot that hast 
been forgotten : make sweet melody, sing many 
songs, that thou mayest be remembered. And 
it shall come to pass after the end of seventy 
years, that tho Lord will visit Tyre, and she 
shall turn to her hire, and shall commit fornica- 
tion with all the kingdoms of the world upon the 
face of the earth." 

Accordingly, we find, at the time Alexander 
had engaged in his conquests, the Tyrians had 
grown to such power and greatness, they stopped 
the progress of that rapid conqueror longer than 
any part of the Persian empire. Thus was Tyre 
on the island. 

This city was to be taken and destroyed 
again, says Isaiah, Ezekiel and Zechariah. 
" Pass ye over to Tarshish; howl, ye inhabi- 
tants of the isle. And in their wailing they 
shall take up a lamentation for thee, and lament 
over thee, saying, What city is like Tyrus, like 
the destroyed in the midst of the sea? And 
Tyrus did build herself a strong hold, and heaped 
up silver as the dust, and fine gold as the mire 



TIIK STORY OF JOSEPH AND HIS BRETHREN. 

The published " Transactions of the Chrono- 
logical Institute of London," for 1861, announces 
an interesting discovory, which the London Re~ 
view thus records : — 

" Mr. Williams, the Honorary Secretary of 
the Chronological Society, is the possessor of a 
curious Chinese work, in thirty-four volumes, 
with the title of 1 Kang Keer E Che,' and in 
endeavoring to trace out whether the early Chi- 
nese annals might not throw some light upon the 
ancient empires of Central Asia, he met with a 
remarkable fact in the early history of China, 
which, although not relating to the points of his 
own investigations, affords a curious and singu- 
lar confirmation of the famine which caused the 
children of Israel to go down into Egypt. To 
begin with, there must have been some special 
reasons why all countries came to Egypt to boy 
com, and these might be thought to be found in 
the great geographical extent of the famine — so 
great, that it is said to have been over the whole 
earth — and the peculiarly favorable conditions 
of Egypt for the growth of corn. 

" The date of the famine has never been ac- 
curately determined from the statements in the 
Bible. Archbishop Usher, who decided that of 
the creation of the world to the fractional part 
of an hour, states it as 1703 b. c. ; Du Fresnez, 
at 1708 b. c. ; Helvious, in 1711 b. c. ; Peta- 
vius, that Jacob and bis family went down in 
1747 b. c. ; and Predow, that this journey took 
place in 175G b. c. Playfair makes the date 
of the famine 1772 n. o. From these varying 
and conflicting statements it is clear that the ex- 
act period is far from being fixed, when there is 
exhibited a difference of sixty-nine years between 
the extremes of the dates assigned. * From

the Chinese annals, however, we have 
date for a similar occurence in the year 1764 
b. c, the number of the years of the famine be- 
ing the same, and the aceount being given with 
such simplicity and clearness, without figure or 
mystical exaggeration, as to give great proba 
bility to its correctness. The only place where 
Jacob could hear of corn was in Egypt ; but its 
plenty there was owing, it is stated, not to the 
usual harvests, but to the wise precautions ot 
Joseph in laying up stores out of the preceding 
years. All surrounding nations seem to have 
suffered most severely, and as the diought ex- 
tended even over Egypt, we must hence suppose 
the cessation of the annual inundations of the 
Nile. The inference from this would be, that 
tho countries from which the waters of the Nile 
are derived must have been for that period with- 
out rain ; and if the seven years of famine which 
Mr. Williams has found recorded in Chinese 
history be identical with that recorded in Egyp 
and the surrounding countries, it would show 
that the drought prevailed universally through- 
out the East, and everywhere produced the usu- 
al results of famine and distress. 
" Tne Chinese account runs thus : — 
" ' 32d year of the cycle. This year Chang 
Tang, king of the Shang, ascended to the throne 
of China. He had already reigned eighteen 
years over the Shang. This year there was a 
great drought. 

" ' 83d year of the cycle ; 19th of the Em- 
peror. Great drought. 

" " ' 34th year of the cycle ; 20th of the Em- 
peror. Great drought. In the summer of this 
year a ferocious banditti infested the district 
of Ting Shang. 

" ' 35th year of the cycle ; 21st of the Em 
peror. Great drought. The gold obtained at 
Chwang Shang was eoined into money to supply 
the wants of the people. 

v " ' 36th year of the cycle ; 22d of the Em- 
peror. Great drought.

While we should be thankful to our Heavenly 
Father for so good a government as that with which 
we have been favored, yet amid the din of war and 
the clashing of party politics ; the upheuvings of so- 
ciety in all its departments, together with the 
threatened overthrow of thrones and kingdoms, the 
student of the Bible can but think of Jehovah's dec- 
laration, " I will overthrow the throne of kingdoms, 
and I will destroy the strength of the kingdoms of 
the Gentiles.'' If God's word shall not pass till all 
be fulfilled, then the present dynasties of earth are 
to give place to something better. While we do not 
think party politics a subject about which the disci- 
ples ol Christ Bhould waste their energies, we cannot 
subscribe to the dogma, that there is no connection 
between politics and religion. The true Christian 
is a pure politician. Christianity, in short, is noth- 
ing else than politics. It relates purely to the sci- 
ence of the government of earth, and only will have 
its perfect development and realization when the 
" kiogdom and the dominion, and tho greatness of 
the kingdom under the whole heaven, shall be given 
to the people of the saints of the Most High, whose 
kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, and all domin- 
ions Bhall serve and oboy him.'' (Dan. 7: 27 ) 
And when we speak of this political aspect of the 
Christian religion, which is thuB to culminate, we 
do not mean that it shall so spread and establish it- 
self by means of present instrumentalities as to give 
a Christian character to governments now existing, 
but that the governments of earth are to be dashed 
in pieces and ground to powder by the kingdom 
which the God of heaven shall set up. (Dan. 2: 44.) 
This incoming administration is to be a restoration 
of that which was in the beginning when God made 
man and gave him dominion over all the earth and 
over every living thing which moveth on the earth. 
God was supreme, Adam hia vicegerent, and the off- 
spring of Adam his joint heir to the dominion. 
" Multiply, replenish the earth, and subdue it and 
have dominion." '• Let them have dominion." 
(Gen. 1 : 26—28.) The great rebellion entered the 
garden ol Eden, and sin blighted this fair heritage, 
till God drove man from the garden and guarded 
the way to the tree of life, that be might return 
unto the dust. Was not this original kingdom the 
one which God " prepared from the foundation ol 
the world," and which Christ will give his sheep at 
the day of judgment?

The 
old usurper, the instigator of rebellion, proclaims 
himself the monarch ol all the kingdoms of earth 
and all their glory. Thus when the Sun ol God had 
been proclaimed frum heaven at the banks of Jor- 
dan, and was led up into the wilderness to be tempt- 
ed of the devil, among other proposals was this: 
He " showed him all the kingdoms of the world in 
a moment of time" and said, " All this power will 
I give thee and the glory ; for that ia delivered un- 
to me , and to whomsoever I will I give It.

This neglect of the Sabbath and sanctuary let the 
piety of professed Christians down to a low level, 
and it bos never gone up to the standard of t|)e At- 
lantic states. Let me state a fact. Lost June, 
when I was in Sacramento, a "Floral Festival," as 
it was cilled. was given in aid of the Presbyterian 
minister. Dancing wos the chief attraction ef the 
festival, and I was told the managers were obliged to 
add that the the progranmt for the young people 
would not pay their tickets. "The children of the 
church" were there, and some of tbem undoubtedly

pleased God no better than she did. It may be that 
I am behind the times, but it seems to me that 
money got for religious uses by dancing, is very

ARMY MOVEMENTS. 

At eleven A. M., May 24, the President received 
Hie following dispatch Irom Washington announc- 
ing that VlCKBBURQ IS OURS : 

' •• Ckaceland, Ohio, May 24. A dispatch from 
Mr. Fuller, the manager of the telegraph at Mem- 
phis, dated late in the night, says, " Tbe stars and 
•tripes float over Vicksburg, und the victory is 
complete. I have held back this message hoping 
to get confirmation, but the line has been interrupt- 
ed, and I now give it to you as it reached me. 
think the wires will be all right Boon." 

We consider this as trustworthy as anything but 
official or direct information can be, and reading it 
in the light of the previous news, it is hardly possi- 
ble to doubt that the crowning victory of the long 
struggle for tbe great river has at last been won, 
and that Vicksburg is ours. 

Gen. Grant attacked the upper batteries of Vicks 
burg on Sunday, while the gunboats attacked the 
water batteries. On Tuesday the upper batteries 
were capt.ired and turned on the water batteries. 
It is reported that Gen. Sherman has taken Haines 
and Cbicksaw Bluffs, with 8000 prisoners, 100 
guns, and ammunition and commissary stores. The 
prisoners were paroled and sent across the Yazoo. 

Tbe following official de- 
tails of the battle of Black river have been received : 
Memphis, Tenn., May 23—11 : 30 A. M., 
Hon. E. M. Stanton, Secretary of War : 
The following dispatch has been received at tbese 
headquarters and is forwarded as requested.

Gen. Grant won a great und momentous victory 
over the rebels under Peinberton ou the Jackson 
and Vicksburg Railroad at Baker's Creek on the 
16th inst. Pemberton had a most formidable po 
sition on the crest of a wooded hill over which the 
rood posses longitudinally. He had about 25.000 
men. Tbe battle began at 11 A. M. and was 
gained at 4 P. M. Its brunt was borne by Hovey 
division of McClernand's corps, and by Logan's 
and Crocker's divisions of McPherson's corps 
Hovey attacked the hill and held the greater part of 
it until 2 o'clock, when, having lost 1G00 men, h 
was succeeded by Boomer's and Holme's brigades of 
Crocker's division, by which the contest was ended 
in that part of the field. Boomer lost 500 men. 
Logan operated on the right and cutoff the enemy's 
direct retreat, bo that be was compelled to escape 
by his right flank through the woods. Logan lost 
400 in killed and wounded. We took about 2000 
prisoners. On the 17th, advancing to tbe Big 
Black, we fought Pemberton again at tbe bridge 
there, and captured 3000 more prisoners. He 
fonght in rifle pits protected by a difficult bayou full 
of abattia. Lawler's brigade of McCIernund's corps 
0 iargcd the rifle pits magnificently and took more 
prisoners than their own numbers. Pemberton 
burned his bridge and returned to Vickburg with 
only three cannon out of 60 that he had taken out. 
Building four bridges over the Big black Gen. 
Grant arrived before the town on the evening of the 
3th, and now holds it closely invested. He bad 
opened a line of supplies on Chicksaw Bayou, hav- 
ing cut the town off from Haines' Bluffs, which are 
abandoned by the enemy, and which Gen. Grant will 
occupy. There was sharp fighting through the day 
yesterday. Steele won and holds the upper blufls, 
and the enemy's upper water batteries, and gots 
water from the Mississippi river. Sherman's corps 
lost yesterday 500 in killed and wonnded. Mc- 
Pherson, who holds the centre, lost little, as did 
McCclernand, who holds the left. The gunboats 
kept tbe enemy on tbe alert during the night, and 
probably the town will be carried to-day There 
are from 15,000 to 20,000 men in it. The Navy 
Deportment has received information that Admiral 
Porter has been co-operating with Gen. Grant 
in the siege of Vicksburg. His fleet is cannonad- 
ing the city and its works— still in the bands of the 
rebels— by night, while Grant's army assailed it by 
day, thus giving the rebels within the town and in- 
treochments, not a moments relaxation from the 
peril of their situation. The same Department has 
also received official information that Admiral Far- 
ragut's fleet ia actively engaged in bombarding Port 
Hudson. 

Various reports say that Price is moving towards 
the Misaisippi and hud at last accounts crossed the 
Arkansas. Marmaduke is said to have joined him. 

A Brandon, Miss., dispatch of the 17th, to a 
rebel paper says : — " Two gentlemen rode to Jackson 
to-day and traversed tho city, which the enemy had 
evacuated atjout twj o'clock. They are supposed 
to number 40,000, and have retreated towards Vicks- 
burg. Firing has been heard in that direction, and 
it is supposed that Pemberton is in their rear 



tentiary, two factories, a foundry, a blook of build- 
ings, medical purveyor's and other government 
buildings : also several miles of railroad track and 
both bridges over Pearl river. 

FOREIGN affairs. 
The news by late arrivals is uninportant. 
Great Britain. — In the House of Commons, Lord 
Pulmerston defended tbe course of Mr. Christie, the 
British Minister to Brazil, and repudiated the at- 
tacks upon him by Gen. Webb, the American Min- 
ister. 

France. — The Paris correspondent of the Morning 
Post says : " There is every reason to suppose that 
Russia, if invited, will submit to a conference on 
Poland. Napoleon is said to have received assuran- 
ces from the Czar on this point." On the 2d, t*e 
insurgents under Tizanowski were defeated near 
Buraelu. Tizanowski was wounded. 

Poland. — The insurgents under Franz have been 
dispersed u short distance from the Austrian fron- 
tier. The Austria! - have received fifty fugitive 
insurgents, six wagnn loads of arms and two pieces 
of cannon. Four thousand Bashi Buzuuks, desert- 
ers Irom the Greek faith, armed by the Russian 
government, were devastating the Lavonia with fire 
and sword. Six hundred Russians were repulsed 
by Mineweki, at Olkus, in the government ot Ru- 
dow on the 5th. 

MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 

The Richmond Sentinel of the 19th contains an 
article agaiust receiving men sent South by Presi- 
ident Lincoln, and says : •• We must require of all 
who are received that they join their efforts with 
oure agninst the common enemy. They must as 
sume our Allegiance and its duties. 

Gen. Banks, in a private letter, expresses the ex- 
pectation that Louisiana will soon be ready to enter 
the Union again, this time ns a Iree State. 

The Richmond Enquirer has a very long editorial 
on tbe subject ot retaliation, and pours forth great 
griefs over the difficulties which beset the matter. 
It admits that the only chance for retaliation is m 
accordance with the resolution of the rebel Congress, 
authorizing the putting to d-ath of alt white officers 
found conneoted with negro regiments. But then 
it adds, " The Yankees will in turn bang our offi- 
cers," and closes with a " boo-hoo"' over the mis- 
fortunes of the Conlederncy. 
A letter Irom Hilton Head of a recent dote says : 
There has not been a death in this department 
during the week. The latest death of a New Eng- 
land soldier was that of private Charles H. Good- 
win, 11th Maine Regiment, May 6th, of consump- 
tion, at General Hospital No 5, in Beaufort." 

The officers und crew of the flagship Wabash have 
raised $1200, by subscription, in aid of suffering 
Ireland. 

William Robe, of Morgan county, Ind., was shot 
dead while at work in k field on the 21st inst., by a 
"Copperhead," named Bailry. Robehad been col- 
lecting evidence against the Knighls of the Golden 
Circle.

And although man bad life, 
y -t the continuance of that life depended upon the 
privilege of using the means to perpetuate it — that 
means was, eating of the tree of life. See Gen. 2 j 
9, and 3 : 22. "And your going a step further" 
and saying " that he was immortal in the true scrip- 
t-iral sense," has not changed my opinion in the 
least, nor will it so long as 1 know 1 have the Bible 
on the side of the question I advocate. 

I bope you will understand me. I do not olaim 
man mortal, nor immortal, but possessing life and a 
probationer lor eternal life and inimortulity, or mor- 
tality and death. Another wrong impression has 
been expressed in reference to my article by brother 
Bursell, (and terhaps by others,) as expressed in his 
letter in the Herald of April 21st. In referring to 
the article, alter mentioning the two names — yours 
tret — he then adds : "1 agree with the latter;" 
and it would seem by the remainder of his letter, 
that he bud the impression that I believed man was 
all body and no spirit. But he has not understood 
me. Mortality or immortality belonged or was pre- 
sented as the result of obedience to God to the body, 
or 48 a physical condition of man. But man hud 
the life of God in him, which he lost or was alien- 
ated from, and partook of the spirit of the master to 
whom he yielded himsell a servant to obey, and thus 
he lost the promised blessings.

Continuod from H«rald of May 12. 

This mighty service for the powers of this world 
was accomplished by Origen, a church teacher of 
Alexandria. Enamored with the Plutonic gluzing 
of the Philoic Alexandrian Judaism, he introduced 
it into his exegesis of Holy Scripture, in his teach- 
ings, for that of the Gospel, lie woa an author- 
ized teacher, learned, pious; in high repute with 
all leading minds of his time, and of course he waa 
successful. The effect of his labors is plainly 
marked in the concurrent history of the times. A very 
similar state of things ensued in the Christian domi- 
nant churches which wo at tho present day lament 
, - so prevalent j a declension in Christian courage, 
an ignoring first in church teachings by those in au- 
thority.and then others, suppressing in the teachings 
of the mundane regal rights of the great and exalted 
Son of David, and Ilia Work which be hath 
wrought to that end ; with the reasons why he is re- 
tained in the heavenly places, and llis purposed and 
certain personal return — and lor teAj and for tnhal\ 
and together with this, a growing tendency to spir- 
itualize nnd allegorize every Scripturo which had, 
by iu prior literal understanding, imparted such 
wonder, vig>r, valor, vivacity, and intrepidity to be- 
lievers ; civil power and authority was invoked and 
used to back such exegesis ; and so, Second Ad- 
ventiam in the Chiliasts was suppressed, and the 
churches of popular Christendom soon presented a 
moral spectacle of emasculation truly and emphatic- 
ally symbolized by the personal status of their great 
eunuch expositor. 

Tho clear intelligible faith of the apostles was 
driven away to seek a refuge in the widernesses out- 
side of civilization and popular literature. Thecon- 
sequent change in apparent church-life was back 
from light to darkness ; from the power of God to 
Satan ; from the gospel to " vain jangling " ; and, 
from the sobriety of the Cbristain faith to the mon- 
kery of the Essences and the Tberapeuta of the Alex- 
andrian JewB. 

And so far as they had any Christian faith left it 
was projected into a special prominence of the doc- 
trine of Atonement, disassociated with tho Incar- 
tion.and bearing no necessary, or important rela- 
tion thereto. The " Incarnation " and its conse- 
quent bchoorcments were held in all the simplicity 
and grandeur of the " things " of Jesus, which the 
M Holy GhoBt sent down from heaven " bad "de- 
monstrated " by the Chiliasts; it was to them an 
important fact ; its clearness to their minds was 
the clearness of the Faith of God, no mystery about 
it ; their faith was its revelation, and its signifi- 
cance. Now, that significance had ceased to those 
who had suppressed the Chiliasts ; and now begun 
the vain babblings on the nature of the Logos — the 
atonement — free will &a, which is only a magnifi 
cent and voluminous darkening counsel with words 
without knowledge, to the dismay and destruction 
of millions of the human race who would otherwise 
have been saved in the Lord. And these disasters 
to the church of God in the past, and also in its 
present emasculated condition, is all, or, in the 
main attributable to a departure from the living foun- 
tains of the apostolic faith, as found by the Chiliasts 
in a plain common-sense exegesis of scripture, and a 
turning to the broken cisterns of those authorita- 
tive Fathers who followed Philo, the Alexandrian 
Jew, and the later Talmudists, in their exegesis of 
scripture. But I would not be understood to be- 
lieve thut the faith of the Chiliasts perished, when 
it was said they were " suppressed." No, no ; as 
it had sustained their fathers and brethren under 
the tread of Satan in the Imperial persecutions, so 
it sustained them in the mountains of Armenia, and 
wherever else they took refuge outside of the sway 
of the dominant churches. Under the names of op- 
probrium by which they are handed down by the 
popular literature of their cotemporary and the 
subsequent ages, we may note tnaDy facts which 
shine out as the diamond in the dirt, which in spite 
of the animosity of the historians in the partial and 
one-sided statements of fact we see the difference — 
that difference we see in the instinctive reliance 
upon the faith, wisdom, and power of God of the 
one, and the shambling, nerveless, weakness of a 
conscious incompetency, incident to a grope in the 
dark of the other. Their women had such a knowl- 
edge of the scriptures, and could present them un- 
aided by other authorities with such success that 
even men educated for priests in the panoplied 
ohurch, were converted by their teachings ; and, on 
the new strength imparted by tho despised faith 
could with zeal go forth enduring all the privations 
of the proscribed, preaching the gospel for 35 ot 40 
years. Nor did the zealous panderers to the apos 
t ite exegesis even successfully expurgate the Chili- 
ust faith from their own rank9 ; for no brighter or 
nament of the faith in any. age is found that one 
Nirryas, a dignatary in the proud church of Con- 
stantinople in the twelfth century ; and I am per- 
suaded it will continue so long as it is reeded. And 



it will be needed until the Blessed Lord In whom 
it glories shall consummate faith with the light of 
Himself. 

After such a ruugb drawn thread of thought per- 
mit me in conclusion to say that these our brethren 
si-ters and fathers never bad reliance upon any 
other authority for any doctrines than that of Holy 
Scriptures as interpreted by the apostles of the Lord 
in the light of His own gloriouB Self at the Bight 
Hand of the Majesty in tho heavens. That the Tal- 
mudists were all against this " Common faith j" 
that Philo and his school of Simon Mogus's and 
Bar jesus's always " perverted tho right ways of the 
Lord :" That all tbe accredited Fathers of the 
Christian church, from Origen down, mainly follow- 
ed him as he followed Philo. Both followed Plato ; 



and both swamped tha scriptures — Philo the old, 
Origen, both the old nnd uew — in the sloughs ol 
the Greek and Chaldean philosophy : and, there- 
fore, they are no authorities to quote for our heed- 
ing, any more than they were for our early breth- 
ren. And, further, lot me say, as by heeding them 
a general shipwreck of faith and apostacy followed 
n the early ages of the Christian church, so rim- 
ilia, simelihus, the same effects will follow the same 
course now. Facte in proof are abundant.

Dr. Litch : — I perceive that you and I are prob- 
ably both misunderstood in the object of our quo 
tation| from Jewish writers of the time ol Christ 
and the apostles ; and the mistake is likely to be a* 
mischievuus as they apprehended our quotations 
would be. I never quoted them as authority for 
any doctrine. I do not suppose yoo did. I did not 
suppose xny one would think so — perhaps brother 
W. does not. I quote the Bible, and that only as 
authority. But when we do that, there are some 
who will deny that Christ and the apostles meant 
any such thing, and go on to explain it all away. 
Now how shall it be settled what they did mean 1 
Not by our assertions, or their denials, but by proof 
What is proof? Evidence of the meaning of tin 
words they used, as commonly used in their day. 
This can be had only by goiog to the writers ol 
their day. This wo have done for thisend, and this 
only— done it clearly, fully, demonstrably — not vis 
authority for doctrine, but meaning of words as 
used in their day. And they using them, the com- 
mon words to the common people, mii9t, if honest 
and intelligent, have used them in the same sense, 
and so been understood at the time by the people;; 
as they gave no explanation or intimation of any 
other sense. Will any one show how a fact of an- 
cient times can bo proved any other way? Was it 
not for this that " The Voice of the Church" was 
written ? Notasanthority of doctrineon the Lord's 
coming, but from the faith of Jewish and Christian 
churches it isaproved that they understood the word 1 
of Christ and the apostles as we do ; and, therefore, 
we have the primitive, common and true sense, in 
steud of any spiritual sense, or no sense at all. Jus 
so on the other subject. I can prove as clearly, L 
fully and positively from the fathers and sages, that 
the soul was believed to exist out of tbe body, and 
after the resurrection forever in happiness or miee 
ry, according to its character, as " The Voice of thi 
Cborch" proves tho other. Consequently all other 
senses are untrue and perversions of the truth 
Neither are authority for doctrine, but would justly 
be so for what was believed, and. therefore, in what 
sense the words were used at the time.

Brother Litch : — I have now been nearly four 
months in my new field of labor. January 14th I left < 
Shippe, Pa., lor Canada. For over two years I had 
labored there, my first charge, preaching the Gospel .

I preached here three Sabbaths, 
morning and evening, previous to Conference. The 
congregations were large, and good attention wns 
paid to the w&rd. On the 8th of February we ded- 
icated our new houso of worship.

Afternoon, by Elder B. S. Iteynoli" 
from Isn. 28 : 16—22. Evening, by Elder D. Flan- 
ders, from Mark 16 : 15, 10.

,nd ^ent a week preaching the glad tidings of the 
yopleni. The meuiberehip there is small, and the 
interest was not so great as I found at other places 
on ill? circuit. 

On our return to Woodhoosc we found Elder 
gates, of Penn., engaged in a ^debate with Mr. 
^uetiu a Univcrsalist minister. We attended the 
jut day of the debate, which terminated in the tri- 
mnph of truth. At the close a resolution was in- 
fcodoccd, to the effect that Mr. Austin had utterly 
failed to support successfully the doctrine ol Uni 
„. r; .;l salvation by Scripture testimony. The reso- 
lution was almost unanimously carried j the Uni- 
tBsalists refusing to vote. 

Elder Gates preached for us a week after the close 
of the debate, and then went to Norwichville to ar- 
range for a discussion with a Destructioniat. Mr. 
Lewis, of Norwichville, accented Elder Gates' chal- 
lenge, and the following questions wero discussed in 
order, the debate continuing three weeks : 1. Do 
the Scriptures teach the spirit of man to be unin- 
terruptedly and eternally conscious? 2. Do the 
Scriptures teach the punishment oi the wicked to be 
eternal torment? 3. Do they teach probation after 
the second advent of Christ? Elder Gates took the 
affirmative ol the first two questions, and the nega- 
tive of the last. We attended nearly two weeks 
during the discussion of the first question. Never 
Wore have I heard such a wilful perversion ol the 
Word of God by a professed Christian. Mr. Lewis 
repeatedly mado the following assertion : " I have 
the negative of this question, and am not here to 
prove anything, to remove anjr difficulties, or to har- 
monize any Scripture. Mr. Gates has the affirma- 
tite, and it is his place to lead off and prove the 
points. I am to follow him and tear to pieces his 
arguments if I can." Upon that principle he pru- 
oeeded, utterly refusing to tell us what he believed 
the Scriptures do teach. Thus refusing to commit 
himself except when driven to do so, or led into it 
unawares, he was freo to take any ground he chose 
in answering Elder Gates' arguments. We have a 
full report of the discussion of the first question, 
txeept the first night, which we may condense for 
toe readers of the Herald. We hope good was done, 
nrhaps brother Gates will publish in the Herald 
H[«ocoiint of his labors in Canada. Wo have la- 
Stored and bare standing appointments at Nanticoke. 
^Bt Grove school-house, and at Five Bridges, at 
Bch places there seems to be much interest in the 
Httrines which we preach. There is a large and 
■tiling field of labor in Canada. We need more 
■inisters, men who will devote their time to tin 
Work. 

Our Conference ommenced its session at (Ma 
■lace on the 10th ol February, and closed on the 
loth. The attendance of delegates was very small. 
A tramher of churches were not represented either 
Sj delegate, pastor, or by letter. We presume, 
towever, that the Minutes of the Conference will be 
published in due time 

The Executive Committee of the Missionary So- 
ciety hive engaged Elder S. K. Lake as General 
Agent of the Society. He is to visit those churches 
Witch have no pastor, and also those places where 
{lis labors are desired, and will be productive o 
|ood. He is to organize auxiliary societies, and 
raise funds hy collection or subscription, in behnll 
of Messiah's cause in Canada. 

May God help us all to do what we con while we 
•re spared. The harvest is plenteous and the labor 
*rs but lew.

TILE SCHOOL HOUSE. 



The contraband School house, at Hamp- 
ton, is well worth a visit. How I wish 
that some of my little readers who dread 
the school bell's toll, and lag by the way 
so unwillingly, who love play so much, 
and books so little, could see these dusky 
children as they crowd into Mr. Day'* 
school at the first tap of the bell. 

Some would think it a very plain siruc 
ture, and the rough board seats very hard : 
th(rt is no room for desks, upon which t( 
lean ; and in stormy weather, the rain has 
an unpleasant fashion ot dropping from the 
leaky roof down among ihe scholars. 

The school house, was once used lor a 
court room, but the Rebels have left noth 
ing, save the bare walls standing in front 
of the old whipping tree, where many a 
poor slave has been cruelly beaten for try- 
ing to be free, still remains. When the 
ontrabands began to gather here, the first 
thing they did was to repair this old court 
house, and poor as they were, they roofed 
it, and put in new windows, floors, and 
stairs, with their own hands. On Sundays 
they meet there to worship God. So' you 
will see that though the building is very 
rough, and homely, and that the wind and 
rain enter it freely, yet in the eyes of God, 
and all good men, it must be a very noble 
structure; because it is a free offering ol 
the oppressed and stricken, to God and to 
their children; and because that from these 
walls they have called unto him who hears 
the cry of the poor and downtrodden ; and 
that here for the first time in Virginia, 
they have learned to read His holy word, 
"wiih none to molest or make them afraid."

Those mailing, or sending money to the offce by other 
ersom, unless they havoa receipt forwarded to them, art 
-eqnested to see that they are properly credited below. Aaa 
if they are not, within a reasonable time, tonotify theoHW 
immediately. 

As a general thing, It is better for each person to writ* 
respecting, and to send money himself, for his own paper 
thsn to send by an agent, or any third person, unless such 
one is more likely to get his own name and post-office right, 
than another person would be ; that money sent in small 
•urns, ii lesi likely to Be lost than when sent in larger ones, 
and that a third person is often suhjooted to postage, merely 
so accommodate the one who sonds.

The very means used in taking Tyre were 
tpecified in the prophecy. "And they shall 
Bake a spoil of thy riches, and make a prey of 
thy merchandise : and they shall break down 
thy walls and destroy thy pleasant houses : and 
they shall lay thy stones and thy timber and thy 
dust in the midst of the water." 

Alexander, in besieging Tyre, built a bank or 
causeway from the continent to tho island, by 
using the stones, timbers and rubbish of the old 
city ; thus literally fulfilling the propheoy. Al- 
exander was seven months in taking Tyre. 

i Notwithstanding Tyre fell into the hands of 
Alexander, it continued to be a nourishing trad- 
ing city even in the time of Christ. " And it 
shall come to pass after the end of seventy years, 
that the Lord will visit Tyre, and she shall turn 
to her hire, and shall commit fornication with 
111 the kingdoms of the world upon the face of 

■t earth." 

■Isaiah prophesies of the Tynans receiving 
TOristianity, " And her merchandise and her 
■ire shall be holiness to the Lord : it shall not 
be treasured nor laid up ; for her merchandise 
•hall be for them that dwell before the Lord, to 
»at sufficiently, and for durable clothing." 
r The Saviour visited Tyro and preached to the 
f |eople. '• Then Jesus went thence and depart- 
ed into the coasts of Tyre and Sidon." 

St. Paul, in journeying to Jerusalem, visited 
Tyre, and found disciples there. " Now when 
*e had discovered Cyprus, we left it on the 
loft hand, and tailed into Syria, and landed nt 
Tyre : for there the ship was to unlade her bur- 
ton. And finding disciples, we tarried there 
•even days: who said to Paul through the 
Spirit, that he should not go np to Jerusalem." 

Tyre early became a Christian bishopric 

But Tyre became wicked again, and the Lord 
denounced his judgments against it. " There- 
fore' thus saith the Lord God : Behold, I am 
•guinst thee, 0 TyruB, and will cause many na- 
hons to come up against thee, as the sea causeth 
•"U waves to come up. And they shall destroy 
">« walls of Tyrus, and break down her towers : 
1 "ill also scrape her dust from her, and make 
*« like the top of a rock. It shall be a place 
fof the spreading of nets in the midst of the 
for I have spoken it, saith the Lord God : 
•"d it shall become a spoil to the nations. And 
I "ill make thee like the top of a rock : thou 
*»lt be a place to spread nets upon ; thou shalt 
b built no more : for I the Lord have spoken 
J sa >th the Lord God. And in their wailing 
""J shall take up a lamentation for thee, and 
knent for thee, saying. What city is like Tyrus, 
'ke the destroyed in the midst of the set.?" 

The faithfulness of God in fulfilling these pre- 
JWions is attested by those who have visited 
Christian and Infidel. The great travel- 
f >Mr. Maundrell, when speaking of Tyre, says, 
JThis city, standing in the sea upon a peninsu 
^> Promises, at a distance, something very mag- 
Jjf cent. But when you come to it you see no 
""mude of that glory for which it was so re- 
jj"" eii in ancient times, and which the prophet 
^**'el describes. On the north sido it has an 
'Urkisb, ungarrisoned castle; besides which 



you see nothing here but a mere Babel of broken 
walls, pillars, vaults, &c, there being not so 
much as one entire house left. Its present in- 
habitants are only a few poor wretches, harbor- 
ing themselves in the vaults, and subsisting 
ohiefly upon fish, who seem to be preserved in 
this place by Divine providence as a visible ar- 
gument how God has fulfilled his word concern- 
ing Tyre, ' that it should be as the top of a rock, 
a place for fishers to dry their nets on.' " 

Dr. Robinson, who spent a Sabbath at Tyre 
in 1838, says: "I continued my walks along 
the shore of the peninsula, part of which is now 
unocoupied, except as a place to spread nets 
upon, musing upon the pride and fall of ancient 
Tyre. Here was the isle, once covered by her 
palaces and surrounded by her fleets ; but, alas ! 
thy riches and thy fame, thy merchandise, thy 
mariners and thy pilots, thy caulkers and the 
occupiers of thy merchandise that were in thee ; — 
where are they? Tyre has, indeed, become 
like the top of a rook." 

The sole tokens of her more ancient splendor — 
columns of red and grey granite, sometimes for- 
ty or fifty heaped together, or marble pillars- 
lie broken and strewed beneath the waves in the- 
midst of the sea ; and the hovels that now nestle 
upon a portion of her site present no contradic- 
tion of the dread decree, " Thou shalt be built 
no more." 

Says Volney, the infidel : " The whole village 
of Tyre contains only fifty or sixty poor fami- 
lies, who live obscurely on the produce of their 
littlo ground and a trifling fishery."* ' 

Says Dr. Shaw : •• The port of Tyre, small as 
it is, is choked up to that degree with sand and 
rubbish, that the boats of those fishermen who 
now and then visit this once renowned empori- 
um and dry their nets upon its rocks and ruins, 
can with great difficulty only be admitted." 

Says another traveller : " 1 The mart of na- 
tions' is a fishing village; the wallsof Tyrus and 
her towers are broken down, and the fishermen 
spread their nets where • the princes of the sea' 
dwelt in their pleasant houses, and in the place 
from whence the kings of the earth were enrich- 
ed with the multitude of his riches and merchan- 
dise." 

In tracing tho history of those onoe renowned 
but now desolate cities mentioned in the Bible, 
we have an impressive and instructive lesson of 
sin's doings in our world. Sin has not only 
brought death and all its woe upon individuals, 
but sin has ruined cities and empires. Sin ii 
the worm that has undermined and destroyed 
the mightiest thrones that have ever been reared, 
and sin has destroyed the most powerful king, 
doms which have swayed a sceptre among men. 
This, as we have seen, was the cause of Tyre's 
downfall, for as Amos declares : " Thus saith the 
Lord ; for three transgressions of Tyrus, and for 
four, I will not turn away the punishment there- 
of : because they delivered up the whole captiv- 
ity to Edom, and remembered not the brotherly 
covenant : But I will send a fire on the wall of 
Tyius, which shall devour the palaces thereof." 

So long as Tyre was the triend of Jerusalom 
and God's people, so long was she blest ; but 
when she became haughty and lifted up and was 
the enemy of God's city and church, Bhe lost 
God's favor and protection, and she 6ank in ut- 
ter ruin, and is to-day a barren and almost des- 



olate rock in the sea, ever hearing her own death- 
dirge rolled out by the ocean surges which dash 
against her God-forsaken shore. 

But with all tho sins of which Tyre was guilty, 
and because of which she is suffering the predi- 
cated judgments, the Saviour declared that there 
were cities more guilty than Tyre, and there 
were other people who should suffer sorer judg- 
ments than tho Tyrians, because they have 
sinned against greater light and privileges. 
" Then began he to upbraid the cities wherein 
most of his mighty works were done, because 
they repented not. Woe unto thee, Chorazio ! 
woe unto thee, Bethsaida ! for if the mighty 
works which were done in you had been done in 
Tyre and Sidon, they would have repented long 
ago in sackcloth and ashes. But I say unto 
you, It shall be more tolerable for Tyre and 
Sidon at the day of judgment, than for you." 

If this is the Divine rule of judgment, what 
must be the guilt of the cities and people of our 
day, who, for so many years, have been enjoy- 
ing the noontide brightness of that Gospel which 
is only hid to them that are lost ? '• In whom 
the god of this world hath blinded the minds of 
them which believe not, lest the light of the glo- 
rious gospel of Christ, who is the image of God, 
should shine unto them." 

Notwithstanding the sad and dark history of 
Tyro which we have been considering, Scripture 
propheoy assures us that when the Lord shall 
count, when he writeth np the people, when be 
should call his sons from afar and his people 
from their exile, mention will be made of Tyro, 
and among the redeemed it shall be said, " This 
man was born there." 

Among thd royal retinue that shall wait upon 
the Prince of the kings of the earth, when in 
regal pomp he shall appear to take his redeemed 
and glorious bride to himself, " the daughter of 
Tyre shall be there with a gift ; even the rich 
among the people shall entreat his favor. Out 
from the rubbish of old Tyre's desolation, shall 
be brought, by the voice of the Son of God, 
somG who shall inhabit a city of which it shall 
be sa'ul : " Look upon Zion, the city of our so- 
lemnities; thine eyes shall see Jerusalem a 
quiet habitation, a tabernacle that shall not be 
taken down ; not ono of the stakes thereof shall 
ever be removed, neither shall any of the cords 
thereof be broken. Bat there the glorious Lord 
will be unto us a place of broad rivers and 
streams; wherein shall go no galley with oars, 
neither shall gallant ships pass thereby. For the 
Lord is our judge, tho Lord is our lawgiver, the 
Lord is our king ; be will save us. Thy tack- 
lings are loosed; they coald not well strengthen 
their mast ; they could not spread the sail : then 
13 the prey of a great spoil divided; the lame 
take the prey. And the inhabitant shall not say, 
I. am sick: the people that dwell therein shall 
be forgiven their iniquity."

A Good Hope Through Grate. 

It is reoorded of Selden, whom Grotius styled 
"The glory of England," that in the near view 
of his death be requested an interview with 
Archbishop Usher, with whom he freely con- 
versed respecting the ground of his hope. He 
said that he had in his library books and man- 
uscripts on almost all the subjects which engaged 
tho attention of literary men, but that out of all 
the number there was only one which could af- 
ford solid support to his mind, and that waa the 
Word of God ; and that the particular portion 
of the inspired volume which had most interest- 
ed him was in Paul's epistle to Titus. "The 
grace of God that bringeth salvation bath appear- 
ed to all men, teaching us that denying ungoli- 
ness and worldly lusts, we should live soberly, 
lighteously, and godly in this present world, 
looking for that blessed hope and the glorious 
appearing of the great God, and our Saviour 
Jesus ChriBt, who gave Himself for us that He 
might redeem us from all iniquity, and purify 
unto Himself a peculiar people, zealous ot good 
works." These works are indeed very remark- 
able. What fine views of Christianity do they 
present to us ; of its origin, its progress and its 
consummation ; of the present dignity, the im- 
portant office, and the great work of its Author ; 
of the one great design of His atoning sacrifice ; 
of the distinguishing character of His disciples; 
and of the means by which their character is 
formed. He gave Himself for us that he might 
redeem us from all iniquity, and purify unto 
Himself a peculiar people, zealous of good works " 
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[COSTISDBD.] 

What, then, may we expect of desolation to 
oar land through the fierceness of the oppressors 
and meo of the South, who are determined to 
subvert the liberties of this Republic? Unless 
the government at Waabipgton, and the sov- 
ereign people of the United States »till loyal, 
look in humble and confident reliance to the 
Lord God of hosts, as did our fathers for deliv- 
erance wc are gone, as sure as that there is a 
God, and that He has ever delivered and made 
us a prosperous people. If we have so far de- 
parted from him, and become infidel in our faith 
that " the Most High ruleth in the kingdoms of 
men and giveth it to whomsoever he will," and 
sometimes Bets up the basest ot men to punish 
wicked governments in their pride and forget- 
fulness of His sovereign power — and we become 
self-reliant, or seek to other sources for aid and 
deliverance in our extremities, or rest upon po- 
litical measures, we shall be left to see and feel 
our weakness, and the glorious fabric of the 
American Republic will tall into ruin, as other 
governments before it. The Union of the Ameri- 
can States ceased when the first shot was fired 
on the taking of Fort Sumpter ; aud the prophecy 
of Hamilton may prove too trne : — " When the 
sword is once drawn, the passions of men ob- 
serve no bounds of moderation. The sugges- 
tions of wounded pride, the instigations ot re- 
sentment, would be apt to carry the States, 
against which the arms of the Union were exert- 
ed, to any extreme to avenge the affront or to 
avoid the disgrace of submission. The first war 
of this kind would probably terminate in the 
destruction of the Union." 

The fear of this issue has made Northern men 
like Webster, shrink from provoking discord 
whioh threatened to produce secession, and will 
explain in some measure the mystery ot that 
statesman's life. These men desired at all cost to 
uphold the Union, and they saw that they could 
do so, only by conciliating the South. But 
the dread day was only deferred. 

Our sin as a nation during this rcbelion has 
been : — 

First : In looking for support and protection 
to foreign powers instead of seeking the Lord 
God of our fathers, who has hitherto delivered 
us from our enemies. The Southern confed- 
eracy has not been alone in desiring and endea- 
voring to obtain foreign intervention. This 
Government has sought to gain the favor of for- 
eign powers, first, to sustain them in maintain- 
ing their Government indissoluble and undivided ; 
assuring them that it would be better for them, 
more to their advantage pecuniarily and other- 
wise to do so. Second : Not to recognize the 
Southern confederacy or give them aid or com- 
fort in auy manner, as their government was 
not deserving of recognition because of its bar- 
barism ; and shonld they do so, it would be at 
the sacrifice and lose of this Government's good 
w.ll. Such has been the character of the diplo- 
macy, the State papers, and instructions to the 
several ministers and various ambassadors to 
foreigu European powers. Though not much 
was expected of England, jealous of our growing 
power, and in her waning destiny. Yet, Russia, 
and Fiance, and Austria, has been courted, with 
Rome. Mr. Seward, through Mr. Burlingame, 
minister to Austria, thus instructs that Govern- 
ment : " This Union is, moreover the chief sta- 
bility of nations. When this experiment of 
self-government shall have failed for want ot 
wisdom and virtue enough, eilher at home or 
abroad to preserve it or permit it to exist, the 
people of other countries may well despair, and 
loose the patience they have practiced so long 
under different systems, in the expectation of 
ultimately enjoying the rights of self-govern- 
ment. When that patience disappears,, an- 
archy most ewe upon the earth." France and 
Russia have been appealed to in more earnest 
tones, and England has been treated with the 
profoundest respect, and carefully caressed, lest 



the British lion should be too soon roused from 
his lair. Gen. Scott, Bishop Hughs, and others, 
have been sent on private errands of importance 
to communicate with the crowned heads, and 
ruling men of the east. But what is the result? 
Those nations which we supposed would be oar 
allies, and upon whom we were reliant now are 
assuming a different tone and attitude, and likely 
to prove as tratiorous as did the king of Syria 
to Asa, and in the event of an actual strife may 
escape out of our hands. 

What Lord Campbell said of England, Aug. 
4th last, is becoming too true ot all Europe. 

It is not too much to say that no class or party 
in the country any longer desires to see the re- 
conquest of the South and the reconstruction of 
the Union." What had we to fear from all 
these powers combined, if the Lord Jehovah 
were on our side ? What could we hope to 
gain with all their influence in our favor if He 
be against us ? 

Second: Our Government and the people 
have sinned in being too confident and self-reli- 
ant in our own strength and resources. There 
has been too much vain and self-confident boast- 
ing throughout the entire North, as though we 
could, and were able, to carry out this war to a 
successful issue by our own strength, if only for- 
eign powers would favor or let us alone and not 
intefere. The language of Gen. Butler in the 
beginning of the war when so much was said 
concerning the need of having the Lord go with 
our armies, is significant of this feeling of con- 
fidence and vain glorying. He remarked " The 
Lord is on the Bide of the biggest cannon." 
This was but the repetition of the infidel senti- 
ment of the elder Napoleon, when one suggested 
that he should invoke the Most High to go with 
his forces. He replied, " The Lord is with the 
biggest battallions." And with the finest army 
that France ever had he began his Russian ex- 
pedition, confident in his great military power ; 
but his retreat from Moscow, and inglorious re- 
turn from that expedition, while the Most High 
opened His batteries upon his army in thunder, 
rain, hail and snow, mado him to know and to 
realize that without God be could do nothing. 
(Ever alter the utterance of that language it 
was but continual defeat.) I would quote the 
language of others as illustrative of the prevail- 
ing sentiment throughout our country and in the 
Cabinet, on this point. Hon. Joseph Holt has 
said, "Amid all the discouragement that sur- 
round us, I have still an unfailing faith in hu- 
man progress, and in the capacity of man for 
self-government. I cannot, I will not believe 
that twenty millions of people cultivated, loyal, 
courageous — twenty millions of the Anglo Sax- 
on race, bearing the names of the heroes of the 
revolution, and passing their lives amid the in- 
spiration of its battle fields, will ignominiously 
suffer their institution to be overthrown by ten 
millions, nearly half of whom are helpless slaves 
with fetters on their hands. No page of history 
so dark and so humiliating as that has been 
written of any portion of the human family ; 
and the Asurican people had better, far better 
never been korn, than that they should live to 
have such a history written of themselves." 
And yet this may be the history of this Govern- 
ment! that the world may learn more effectually 
than they have ever done in all the ages gone 
by the fallacy of the doctrine of human progress, 
and perfection in self-government in this present 
mortal state ; and be led to hope and look for 
that King and kingdom of righteousness which 
God is to bestow on the second return of His 
Son from heaven. But I quote once more. 
Sec. Seward to our minister to Paris, says, "You 
cannot be too decided, or too explicit in making 
known to the French Government that there is 
not now, nor has there been, nor will there be 
ever, the least idea existing in- this Government 
of suffering a dissolution of this Union to take 
place in any way whatever. There will be here 
only one nation, and one government, and there 
will be the same Republic and the same Con- 
stitutional Union that have already survived a 
dozen national changes, and changes of govern- 
ment in almost every other country. These 
will stand hereafter as tbey are now — objects 
of human wonder and human affection.'' A 




prophecy of Mr. Sewards which begins already 
to fail like others made by that statesman, and 
which he, and the whole cabinet, and the whole 
country at large, begins to fear may never be 
realized j humbling to our pride and self-reliant 
spirit as a Nation. Would that it would work 
repentance and humiliation before the God of 
nations, and lead us to cry unto Him for succor 
and help, and to spare us, and give not our her- 
itage to reproach, which has been transmitted 
to us from our virtuous forefathers. 

TM-d : Our sin is in trusting too much to 
political measures, and in the men to inaug- 
erate and carry them out, as though these were 
the salvation of our country. 

Politics has ruined our land. The political 
corruptions and intrigues, and the sacrificing of 
the best and the purest principles of righteons 
government to party purposes, has been, and is 
still, amid all our trials and perplexities the bane 
and disgrace of this Republic. Party strife for 
men and measures has risen to a furor unequaled 
in any land. And there are men now all through 
the length and breadth of this Government who 
would sacrifice the dearest interests of their 
country to their party views, and would be glad 
to embarass the present administration in all its 
best endeavors to restore peace and prosperity 
to this distracted land, and all because they are 
not of their political choosing. If anything 
good is to be done for the country it must be by 
the men they put in power. This is the cause 
of our present condition as a nation. I cannot 
dwell upon all the workings ot this leaven of 
evil among us, if I would. And it is to be found 
that instead of a true and just regard to the law 
of right, and the demands of a just and right- 
eous God, indignant at our greatest sin and wrong, 
that of oppression and slavery, so long continued 
and aggravated in evil and crime to the colored 
race, the Administration itself has issued the 
emancipation act and brings it into power, more 
as a military necessity and measure to weaken 
the strength of the rebellion, than a philanthropic 
or righteous enactment demanded and duo to 
the enslaved. If so, God will not smile npen 
the measure but will make it to involve us in 
greater peril. 



Two Kinds of Preaching. 

There is one kind of preaching that draws at- 
tention almost exclusively to the preacher him- 
self, and with certain classes of hearers, com- 
prising generally a large majority, he is held in 
very high admiration. Their recollection, in- 
deed, of his sermons, is very vague and indis- 
tinct, and less they have any definable purpose 
to obey the truth, neither do they get any vivid 
conception of Christ ; somehow Me is kept in the 
background, being overshadowed by the tower- 
ing form of His ambassador. 

When the people retire, it is not to weep and 
pray, but to talk of the preacher. " Magnificent 
man," a "real Spurgeon." "Chapin himself 
cannot surpass him," " lofty thoughts," '• burn- 
ing eloquence." Such are the commendations, 
that fall alike from universalists. spiritualists, 
formalists, half alive professors of religion, and 
men of the world. One class alone are silent 
and sad ; the praying members of the Church, 
the burden bearers before the Lord. 

There is another kind in which the preacher 
is almost entirely lost sight of. The congrega- 
tion are arraigned at the bar of conscience and 
confronted with God. For the time being they 
are in the midst of the realities of eternity. 
Each unconverted hearer is searched by the 
truth, in the secret chambers of the soul, and 
many are led to enquire, with deepest concern, 
" What shall we do to be saved ? Christ is 
most conspicuous, walking among the golden 
candle sticks. His voioo, fall of sweetest en- 
couragement, is heard Baying to the believing, 
" Peace be unto you," and to the fearful, " It is 
I, be not afraid." In tones of mercy, it falls 
upon the ear of the repenting sinner, sayi-g, thy 
sins are all forgiven thee." The skeptical and 
proud are startled into fear or rage by the aw- 
ful words, " except ye repent, yo shall all like- 
wise perish." — Star.

We find in the Quarterly 
Journal of Prophecy for April, a syuopsis ol 
these new views as advocated by the Bishop of 
Natal and others named. Tbe statement of 
(hem is not an exaggeration, but a simple state- 
ment of facto. A more ingenious contrivance 
to deceive the unwary Satan never deviled. — Ed. 

11 The Articles oy the New Belief. — The 
Christian Advocate and Review says, that, — On 
comparing together the sentiments of certain 
writers — Dr. Temple, the Edinburg Reviewer, 
the Congregational Lecturer for 1859, Messrs 
Patison, Kingsley, LI. Davies, Garden, Ludlow, 
Maurice. Jowitt, Wilson, Williams, Davidson, 
and the Bishop of Natal — we may notice that 
there are principles which seem to underlie them 
all, but which rise to the surface, some ia one 
writer, and some in another. These principles 
Bay be thus arranged under the name of " Tbe 
Articles of the New Belief." 

1. We believe in one Eternal G od existing in 
the Trinity of Persons ; but we do not on that 
iccount assent to any dogma or doctrine ex- 
pressing or defending this belief, either in the 
language of Scripture or of the Councils of the 
Church. 

. 2. We believe in the Holy Scriptures as the 
inspired Word of God, containing in them a reve- 
lation of all things necessary for the religous in- 
struction and salvation of men ; but we do not 
receive the books of Sciipture, that is, the docu- 
ments themselves, as necessarily true and Di- 
vine, either as to their history, their prophecies, 
their modes of reasoning, or their form of thought 
and expression ; what we do believe in them is 
what we discern and feel to be the Word of God. 

3. We believe in the Lord Jesus Christ as 
very God and very man ; but we are not on that 
account obliged to accept all that is narrated of 
his conception, his birth, his miraoles, bis resur- 
rection, and ascension into heaven. Some of 
these things have been stumbling blocks to the 
greatest minds in all ages, and may be quite as 
helpful to us it understood in an allegorical as in 
a literal and historical sense. 

4. We believe that Christ by his death made 
atonement for the sin of man ; that he was a 
true sacrifice for sin ; that he reconciled the 
whole world to God ; that he obtained redemp- 
tion for us. He saorificedliimsolf on our behalf, 
according to the will of God ; but we do not on 
that account acknowledge that he died in the 
room and stead of transgressors — that his death 
had any reference to the punishment due to 
man's sin, to the sentence of law, to the claims 
of Divine government, or to our deliverance 
from guilt. He was our representative, our ex- 
ample and pattern — not our substitute, bearing 
the punishment due to us and so reconciling the 
Father to us. 

5. We believe in the Holy Ghost — that 
through his grace men are born' of God — that 
some men are converted in later life, so as to be 
more earnest and religious than they were be- 
fore ; but we object altogether to classify men 
into believers and unbelievers — into saints and 
sinners — especially as connected with any relig- 
ious opinions or sentiments of any kind. All 
men in a Christian country are sinners, and all 
ire children of God, whether they be Papists or 
Unitarians, Dissenters, or Churchmen, Socialists 
or Atheists ; so that they earnestly strive to do 
good, wo are warranted to call them brethren — 
nay, the worst characters we have no right to 
condemn, or to withdraw from them our charity. 
Such distinctions only foster pride, and are alto- 
gether contrary to the Christian religion. 

6. We believe in a future state of rewards 
and punishments, but we believe these punish- 
ments to bo strictly remedial ; they are in no 
sense penal, otherwise than all sufferings are 
penal. They are mercifully orderei to check 
Us in dangerous and ruinous courses, and their 
continuance after this life will be of the same 
character — viz., with a design to ultimately oure 
and remove the evil. 



men will be raised from the dead at the last day 
in their bodies, to receive the reward of their 
works; hut as we think all representation of 
God as the Moral Governor of the universe to 
be essentially absurd and foolish, we receive 
this doctrine with necessary reservations. 

8. Finally, we believe in the Christian relig- 
ion as truly Divine, but not exclusively so : 
other religions have had in them elements of 
truth, even of saving troth. It is conceivable 
that another form of religion more pure and per- 
fect than Christianity may yet be made knowi.. 
We despise, therefore, what are called " the evi- 
dences of Christianity." So far as Christianity 
is Divine, it needs no evidence ; so far as it is 
human, no evidence can prove it to be otherwise 
than it is." 



Peart Like a River. 
There is a fullness of meaning in Scripture im. 
agery which discovers itself only to the devout 
and contemplative heart. One finds in the Word 
of God an inexhaustible mine of spiritual wealth, 
and diligent and persevering toil is abundantly 
repaid. The following extract from an exchange 
is in point : 

" Away among the Alleghanies there is a 
spriog so small that a single ox in a summer day 
could drain it dry. It steals its unobtrusive way 
among the hills till it spreads out in the beauti- 
ful Ohio. Thence it stretches away a thousand 
miles, leaving on its banks cities, villages and 
cultivated farms, and bearing on its bosom more 
than half a thousand steamboats." This I have 
culled somewhere ; I know not where, nor when. 
Vet with the bubbling fountain in my eye, and 
roaring waterfall in my ear, I say, " Beautiful 
representation of a Christian's peace. " Peace 
as a river !" Like a river in the commencement, — 
trickling from some fissure in the heart, singing 
its own song as it dropped from leaf to leat, from 
ledge to ledge — now gathering itself up in a lit- 
tle pool, saying to its joyous waters " Here we 
rest" — anon rushing on again to fulfill its pur- 
pose and gain its parent sea. 

Like a river in its progress, — ever widening 
and deepening, from the " ankles" to the " knees," 
from the knees to the " loins," from the loins to 
" waters to swim in, a river that cannot be passed 
over" — receiving new tributaries on the right and 
left, sweeping away as it rolls on its healthful 
stream the dead and dying remains of post affec- 
tions and former lusts, and bearing on its bosom 
a thousand newly launched hopes. 

Like a river in its influence — holy, healthy, 
generating — causing a wide expanse of '• living 
green to spread out on cither side — making even 
tbe desert of the soul " rejoice and blossom as 
the rose. 

Like a river in its changes — when the warm 
sun of righteousness pours his effulgent rays on 
a heart that has experienced the rigors of a spir- 
itual winter, and melts the cold snows and 
breaks the ice-bound streams — or when the show- 
ers of grace fall on the heart's bill-top, then a 
blessed fullness pervades all its course — through 
many a "crevasse" it poars its Binctifjlng 
streams. 

Like a river in its termination — rolling into 
and mingling with the shoreless, blessed sea of 
perfect peace, where undulating waves never roll 
in strife or break in death. Long ere the great 
sea is reached, the river of peace meets the great 
'trial wave" as it rolls itself inland, as if to 
hasten the hour of union, and give the redeemed 
soul a blessed sense— a foretaste of eternal felic- 
ity and future joy. " There the glorious land 
will be unto us a place of broad rivers and 
streams, wherein shall go no galley with sails, 
neither shall gallant ship pass through."

The Outioin? and Incoming Administrations. 



It has been the Divine plan in ordering the gov- 
ernments of earth, to have a ruling power ivbicli 
should overtop all others and aot as a balance-wheel 
in machinery, as a regulator. This fact is apparent 
in the world nt present ; — and it is this which gives 
so much importance to Rome and Constantinople in 
modern diplomacy. The nations hold them in ex- 
istence to preserve the ballance of power in Europe. 
Let either of them fall, and the whole machinery will 
be deranged. So it has ever been. The Lord, when 
lie brought His people out of Egypt and muds them 
a nation, constituted them the head and placed 
them above only, not beneath. " I will," faith the 
Lord, " set thee on high above all nations of the 
earth. (Deut. 28 : 1, 13.) But if they forgot God 
or His law, the blessings were all to be withheld 
and curses come in their stead. They were to be 
cirri • i captive into all nations and their enemy get 
up viry high nnd they be brought down very low. 
This royal priesthood became, in process of time, a 
glorious kingdom, so that in the days of David and 
S ilumon, all surrounding nations to the Euphrates 
were made tributary to ihem, and distant kings and 
queens cum? to pay them tribute and homage. Thui- 
we rend, 2 Chron. 9 : 23, 24—" And all the king- 
of the earth sought the preset c of Solomon, to hear 
his wisdom, that God hod put ia his heart. And 
they brought every man his present, vessels of silver, 
and vessels of gild, and raiment, harness, and spices, 
horses, and mules, a rate year by year." 

This great empire then stood unrivaled among the 
nations, and was the great balance-wheel of power 
on earth. But it wa9 conditional, and could only 
be retained by obedience to the Divine government. 

From the days of Sulumon the deterioration be- 
gan, and continued its downward course to Zedeki- 
ah, the last of David's descendants who ever occu- 
pied his throne. 

Bot how could a kingdom and throne established 
by snch promises as those given to David, ever fx 
overthrown? Mark their strength. •' His seed also 
will I make to endure forever, and his throne as the 
days of heaven. Nevertheless, my loving-kindness

My covenunt will I not break, nor 
alter the thing that is gone out of my lips. Once 
have I sworn by my holiness that I will not lie unto 
David. - '— Psalm 89 : 29, 33, 34, 35. 

But this was not all. In the 132d Psalm, verses 
11, 12, we read God's oath in reference to this 
throne. " The Lord hath sworn in troth unto 
David ; he will not turn from it, Of the Iruit of thy 
body will I set upon thy throne. If thy children 
will keep my covenant and my testimony that 1 
thill teach them : their children also shall sit upon 
thy throne fjrevcrmore." 

Prophecy nnd history agree, that since the fall of 
Zedekiab, king of Judah, and his captivity in Baby- 
lon, no man ot David's house has reigned, but they 
are both equally explicit about another fact, that 
is, that four great ruling empires have governed the 
world from then till now. 

These Gentile empires are as clearly chartered by 
God Himself, as Israel was before them. The time 
Tor Judiih'a overthrow drawing nigh, the Lord, 
through the usual channels of diplomacy, informed 
the nations of His own sovereignty as the Creator 
of all things. He sent his own chosen servant Jer- 
emiah to the embosradors of the neighboring kings 
resident at Jerusalem, to communicate a message to 
their masters for him. " In the beginning of the 
reign of Jehoiakim the eon of Josiah king of Judah 
came this word unto Jeremiah from the Lord, say- 
ing, Thus eaith the Lord to me : Make thee bonds 
and yokes, and put them upon thy neck, and send 
them to the king of Edom.and to the king of Moab, 
and to the king of Tyrus, and to the king of Zidon, 
by the hand of the messengers which come to Jeru- 



salem unto Zedekiah king of Judah ; And command 
them to say unto their masters, Thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel ; thus shall ye say unto 
your masters; 1 have made the earth, the man and 
the beast that are upon the ground, oy my great 
power and by my outstretched arm, and have given 
it unto whom it seemed meet unto me. And now 
have I given all these lands into the hand uf Neb- 
uchadnezzar the king of Babylon, my servant ; and 
the beasts of the field have I given him also to serve 
him. And all nations shall serve him, and his son, 
and his son's son, until the very time of his land 
come : and then many nations and great kings shall 
serve themselves of him."— Jer. 27 : 1—8. 

No body corporate ever received a more distinct 
charter of rights from a legislative body, than did 
Nebuchadnezzar a charter of universal empire Iron) 
Jehovah the Creator and soveieign disposer of the 
world. All nations were to serve him, his son and 
his grandson, on pain of destruction by a variety of 
God's judgments. Even Zedekiah, the reigning 
monarch on David's throne, was called upon to put 
his neck under the yoke of the king of Babylon ; and 
refusing to do it, his capital was besieged, his fami- 
ly and himself made prisoners, his sons slain and his 
own eyes put out, and he carried to Babylon a slave. 

Have these promises failed by a suspension of that 
royalty for nearly three thousand years ? By no 
means. They were all conditional ; and the condi- 
tions not being complied with, the suspension, now 
destruction of the dynasty, came, as quoted in a 
former part of this article, from Ezek. 24 : 25, 26, 
27. " It shall bo no more till he come whose right 
it is; and I will give it him." llow clearly has 
this prediction been proved to be divine by its lul- 
fillment for 2500 years ! The race live ; their iden- 
tity undisputed, lor over five hundred years tbey en- 
joyed nationality in their own land ; their heart* 
set on David's house, always looking and expecting 
its restoration, and yet not for a day has any man 
of that house reigned there ! Who but God could 
speak and bring it to pass? But the promise, " I 
will give it him," is as explicit us the threat, " It 
shall be no more till he come whose right it is." 
This must come to pass in its appointed time. The 
incoming administration, then, is that of David. It 
is 06 live to come as it was to depart.

The New York Citt Tract Society carried on 
its labors last year underthedisadvantages of great- 
ly reduced receipts. It was found necessary to 
make a reduction in the salaries of the missionaries, 
which were already low enough in consequence o' 
i reduction made the previous year. The pay- 
ment of two legacies to the Society, and private do 
nations lute in the year, enabled the TreasurerV 
present a more favorable balance-sheet than was ex 
pected, and enabled the Society, also, to make goon 
to the missionaries a part of what they had lost b\ 
the redaction of their salaries. During the yeai 
tbirty-two missionaries were employed, who gath 
ered 2093 children into Sabbath schools, and 402 
into day schools, 315 persons were gathered inU 
Bible classes, 4243 persons induced to attend church ; 
3114 religious meetings were held , among the re- 
sults of which were OCO persons hopefully converted, 
and 513 converts united with evnngelical churches 
The Society has established eight mission stations 
chiefly in those parts of the city where there are but 
lew churches, where services are regularly held or 
the Sabbath and prayer-meetings on week days 
Sunday schools are attached to many of these mis- 
sions.

Vicksburg has not yet fallen ; but the siego is 
8t ill going on. The place is said to be completely 
sirruunded by Gen. Grant's forces, McPhersoo's 
corps holding the extreme left and McClernand tbe 
outer, while Sherman still holds the right. Gen. 
Grant seem* sanguine in the belief of the fall of the 
place in a very short time, and the capture of the 
entire rebel army there. A dispatch Iron Gen. 
Grant, dated near Vickeburg, May 25, was received 
,t the War Department on tbe 29th. It represents 
the siege of Vicksburg as progressing satisfactorily 
god that Gen. Grant is abundautly able to maintain 
Us investment of the town and repel any attack 
upon his rear. A Murlreesboro' dispatch of tbe 
28th says : Grant at last accounts was still in po- 
rtion before Vicksburg. The rebel accounts of si.\ 
unsuccessful assaults are exaggerations. They seem 
to have magnified every reconnoissance into an as- 
sault.

General News. 
The following particulars of the recent captures 
by the pirate '« Alabama," appear in the Philadel- 
pl ia papers from Mr Jamicy of the Mhooner King 
Fisher : March 28th, lat. 183 No., Ion. 26 W., 
Mhooner King Fisher, Capt. Lambert, of Fairhnven, 
was captured by the Alabama, which took off the 
crew, put tbem in irons and burned the Mhooner. 
The Alabama then steered S. E. under sail with 
light wind. On the 25th captured ships Chas. Hill, 
Percival, and Nora, Adams, both of Boston, and 
burned them ; then steered S. W. April 4th, cap- 
tured ship Louisa Hatch, Grant, of Rockland, Me., 
from Cardiff, with coal for Singapore : put a prize 
crew on board, and made for the Island of Ferdinand 
De Woronka, where we arrived on the 10th, and tho 
steamer coaled from the prize. On the 15th cap- 
tured the barque Lafayette, of New Bedford, Capt. 
Secors, and brig Kate Cory of Westport, Capt. 
Flanders. Sho took them both off the Island, and 
burned the barque and anchored the brig, and trans • 
ferred ail the priMners to her, and afterwards put 
them all on shore. The ship Louisa Hatch, and 
brig Kate Cory were burned on the 17th. On the 
21st, 61 of the primners took passage on a small 
Brazilian schooner for Pernambuco, where they ar- 
rived on the 26th of April. On the 21st, a French 
barque ai rived at Pernambuco with 15 men, being 
part of the crew of the ship Oneida, Capt. Potter, 
from Shanghae for New York, with teas, and of the 
barque Henrietta Brown, from Baltimore for Rio 
Janeiro, both of which vesMls were burned by the 
Florida. 

Mr. John Pickens, of Roxbury, MassachuMtts, 
who died a few weeks since, bequeathed eleven 
thousand dollars to Massachusetts charitable institu 
tions. He alio bequeathed to the widow ol Horace 
Mann a legacy of $1,000, and a similar sum to Mrs. 
Dr. Lyman Beecher. ' A considerable sum of money 
is given to the wife of Dr. Osgood, of New York. 

Colonel Grierson, the hero of the great " raid '' 
into Mississippi, has been presented by the Union 
men of New Orleans with a horse and equipments. 

It is announced that George Thompson Garrison 
the oldest son of William Lloyd GarriMn, has been 
commissioned as a Lieutenant in the 54th Massachu- 
setts Regiment. 

The Sag carried through tbe Chancellorsville bat- 
tles by the Mcond Massachusetts regiment was 
pierced by siity-seven bullets. 

The Berkshire County Eagle says that Mr Dunne 
lt.a!s, his young wife, Miss Cornelia Brown, a boy 
if fourteen and a girl of eleven years, named Jones, 
all of Worthington, and Miss Laura Beals, of Hits 
dale, were rowing in a boat on the pond in Worth- 
ington, on the 27th, when it was swamped from be- 
ing too heavily loaded, and the whole party were 
plunged into the water. Mrs. Beals and Miss 
Brown and Beals were drowned. Mr. Beals, who 
was a swimmer, escaped, bearing with him to the 
shore the boy and girl, who clung to bim. The 
bodies were recovered. • 

The Chattanooga Rebel of the 21st contain! let- 
ters Irom Brnkinridge in reply to the imputation on 
his character contained in the report of Bragg. The 
delenoe is a scathing answer to the reflections of 
Bragg against him. He closes by asking at the ear- 
liest opportunity a Court of Inquiry.

The rebel General Tilghman, recently killed in bat- 
tle, married Miss Augusta Boyd of Portland, Me., 
daughter of Gen. James C. Boyd. 

It is reported that Bragg telegraphed to Jeff. Da- 
vis as to what he should do with Vallandigham. 
Davis replied, that if Vallandighum would take the 
oath of allegiance to the Southern Confederacy, to 
receive him, and if not, Mnd him back. At last ac- 
counts Vallandigham was a guest at Gen. Bragg 's 
headquarters, Shelbyville, Tennessee.

The loveliness of this face, the beauty ol 
this figure, would only make tier so much more val- 
uable for lust. While your children are brought 
up to fear and Mrve the Lord, this little one, just as 
beautiful, would be made, through slavery, a child 
of damnation. The whole force of my manhood re- 
volts and rises up in emnity against an institution 
that cruelly exposes such children to be Mid like 
cattle.

A Look Inside the Shell. 

The correspondent of the N. Y. World, who was 
on the tug that was burnt, in tbe attempt to run 
the Vicksburg batteries, and was taken prisoner, 
has been released. He communicates bis experiences 
in a letter to the World, occupying over Mven col- 
umns. His conclusion is ns follows : 

" On the whole our faith in the unity of the Re- 
public is strengthened by this experience. We must 
regard the Confederacy as a wonderful bubble of 
bubbles built, yet one which has many bright hues 
on tbe Furface. It docs not seem to be founded on 
any great national, popular craving, but rather the 
invention of a few shrewd men. It possesses all 
the elements which they say divided the old Union, 
und some peculiar to ibell, without so firm a bond. 

The talk of extermination, black flags, and so 
forth, is pae*ionat3 nonsense. We have looked 
into their talk about ' alien races,' but the argu- 
ment proves too much. Desperation may nerve 
men to great deeds ol heroism and valor ; it cannot 
multiply the hands nor permanently increaM the 
strength of the arm. We consider that with mili- 
tary reverses the people who have voices would elect 
for the old flag, stipulating, of course, for such terms 
to their life, privileges and interests as they could. 

We emerge from the seat of the rebellion baptiz- 
ed with a new loyalty — as does every Union prison- 
er, we believe.

To Ban Insects.— In scattering chloride of 
lime on a plank in a stable, all kind of flios, but 
more especially biting flies, are quickly got rid of. 
Sprinkling beds of vegetables with even a weak so- 
lution of this salt effectually preserves them from 
catterpillars, butterflies, uiordella, slugs, etc, It 
has the same effect when sprinkled on the foliage if 
fruit trees. A paste of one half part of powedered 
chloride of lime and one hall part of some fatty mat- 
ter, placed in a band round the trunk of the tree 
prevents insects from creeping up to it. 

Wounds in the Bark or Fruit Trees. — When 
these occur, the rugged portions ot the bark around 
the edge of the wound should be cleanly and regu- 
larly cut when the edges of tbe exposed portion of 
the wood may be coated with a covering of Canada 
Balsam, or grafting wax. This will protect tbe 
bark from the oxydiziog influences ot the atmosphere, 
and at the same time permit the new growth to oc- 
cur about the edges, bo us to prevent further stip- 
ping of the hark. Some cultivators prefer the um 
of one ounce ol gum shellac, dissolved in one quart 
alcohol 95 per cent strength. 

Valve of Sawdust.—" Dry sawdust," says a 
correspondent of the Sea England Farmer, •' is 
one of the best articles lor bedding horses and cattle, 
to take up the urine and keep the cattle clean. 
But hard wood Bawdust is the best, and should be 
used freely for bedding, even if you have to go miles 
lor it ; it will answer every purpose of going to 
Peru for guano." Sush sawdust put on land right 
from the saw, especially on a thin dry soil, is of 
considerable value, as an experiment mentioned by 
the writer above quoted proves. 

Spring Cider Making. — In some parts of York 
State loot year, apples were so abundant that a 
sufficient number of barrels could not bo obtained 
lor cider purposes, and runny farmers tilled their 
cellars with the fruit or buried them in the ground, 
rha finest varieties of winter apples were offered 
last fall for ten cento a bushel on the trees— and 
this too in districts affording convenient transport i- 
tion facilities. The larniera are now engaged in 
making cider of their winter stores. 

Strawberries. — During the flowering seaMn keep 
off the beds, as the fruit is injured by working 
among them . 

Transplant your evergreens in May and June.

Frou Rev. Aaron Brown. 

Dear Brother Litch : — I hnve thought of writing 
fall; my feelings upon the death of brother Bliss, 
bat have become satisfied that T am unable ade- 
quately to express them. The tidinga overtook me 
like a shock ; and I am exceedingly sorrowful. But 
he has manifested, nnder most pressing trial, more 
ol the Christian spirit within the last few years 
than any editor upon the continent, I believe. Ii 
was my misfortune to differ from bim in some mat 
ten not vital, and I often told him so ; and in none 
of his replies, either private or through the press, 
have I ever noticed one instance of deviation from 
the manners of a courteous, Christian gentleman. 
I th ink be bad strong prejudices and was very tena- 
cious of opinions once formed. But no man ever 
delended his positions from severe attacks more no- 
bly than be. The Lord help you, my brother, to fill 
his place. 

In the spring of 1S59 I commenced a series of ar- 
ticles attempting to show that the present Emperor 
of France was the last head of the apocalyptic 
beast, the ram of sin, and antichrist in embryo 
And although I deem it premature to say more upon 
the subject, I object to the view being encumbered 
with unfair objections. 1 believe I first publicly 
broached the subject in the United States, and that 
was before 1 knew that any one entertained it any- 
where. Others, such as Seiss, Dr. Lord, and Bax- 
ter, are welcome to the benefits of my discovery 
without giving me credit., ([n fact, it is best thus, 
as it would be prejudicial to them for men of decid- 
ed literary and cxegetical renown, to seem to have 
been assisted by one so obscure.) But then I insist 
that no one of them ought to mar the pattern fur- 
nished for their benefit. For instance, a correspon 
dent applies " the league," Dan. 11 : 23, to a fu- 
ture covenant with the Jews, and makes it identi- 
cal with the " covenant" 9 : 27. But 1. Nobody 
has said authoritatively that that " person" should 
ever make a covenant with the Jews at all. Neither 
passogo specifies who the covenant or league is with. 
True, the prophecy, chapter 11th, relates to what 
shall befall " thy people," (Daniel's.) But then il 
is only " thy people," too, who " shall be delivered" 
at the resurrection, 12: 1. Are 'the Jews only to 
share in that resurrection, or even at all as Jews? 
Hagar will hardly ever become the wife of Abra- 
ham, nor Ishm&el the seed of the promise. 

There was once an "old covenant," with its 
sanctuary and daily sacrifices, but all have long 
since passed away, and the better covenant, and true 
tabernacle and sacrifices have come to continue ; 
and as the prophecy in question relates to the " lat- 
ter days," 10 : 14, the new and real covenant and 
institutions are evidently intended. Besides, the 
transaction of the " covenant," 9 : 27, if modern at 
*U, evidently synchronizes with the events of the 
" covenant and sacrifices" of 11: 30 — 2, all ol 
which is later by considerable in fulfillment than 
the "league," v. 23. Between these events occurs 
n great war with the south, which was probably ful- 
filled in the war with Austria in 1859. The"leaguc 
v. 23, is mode by the " vile person" at the incipi- 
ency of his public career, boforo he had executed 
any military exploits, v. 21—3 ; but the covenant, 
9 : 27, is after his people had destroyed the city and 
sanctuary, v. 28. That league may refer to Louis 
Napoleon's oath of allegiance when first installed 
in office, or to some secret league with the Napole- 
onic party before that. 

When Louis Phillippe fell, Louis Napoleon re- 
paired to Paris with Dr. Conneau and a few others. 
The partizans of Bonaparte surrounded him — Mon- 
thalon, Persigney, Yaisin, and old Jerome ana son. 
He dispatched " assurances of bis sentiments" to 
the provisional government, who ordered him to 
leave France at once, which he did. Persigney re- 
mained and organized the Napoleon party in the 
heart of the Republic. "lie became at once the 
soul of the faction." 

After Napoleon became President, his party was 
by no means the strongest of the threo which divid- 



ed the Assembly. Socialism was superior in the 
election of March 10th. lie was defeated in the 
abrogation of universal suffrage. Bourbons, Or- 
leaniBts, Red Republicans and Socialists combined 
against him. In August the Assembly adjourned, 
having first appointed a Committee of Permanence, 
who should exercise the legislative lunotionB during 
the vacation. Out of this whole number Ordellion 
Barret was the only one not opposed personally and 
politically to the President. Notwithstanding his 
party or people was "small," be ultimately be- 
came " strong," as the world well knows, and more 
will yet be known.

[Note — Our correspondent is laboring under a 
mistake with respect to the origination of the idea 
of Napoleon III. being the future antichrist with 
him in America. The view hud been prevalent a 
number of years before be ever published his arti- 
cles on the subject. The publisherof " The Vials," 
in Englund, had. for several years, ardently urged 
the view, and his papers had been widely spread in 
this country. Mr. Taunton, of Philadelphia, had 
published a pamphlet on tbe subjeot.

Not that 
we doubt that the idea was original to himself at 
the time of his writing. So that while he has the 
right to claim the benefit of originality so fur as he 
is concerned, those to whom he refers may not have 
been and probably were not indebted to him for 
their ideas. When we first read his articles, the 
idea had already become perfectly familiar to us 
from other sources. But we confess to some misgiv- 
ings as yet, after nil that has been written both in 
Europe and America in sopport of it, whether Na- 
poleon is tbe character they think. But we are 
open to conviction und await increasing light.— Ed.]

S. Clark met me at the depot 
and took me to his house, where 1 was to remain 
during my stay. 

I spoke this evening to a good audience, and 
made a good beginning. At tbe close I received a 
general greeting from ministers, and brethren and 
sisters, many of whom 1 had seen before in the East, 
and also in the West. My coming to them was in- 
deed like the coming of Titus. 

They have a good, spirited, and laithful church 
here. Tbey let their light shine, and seek ns all 
should do, to bring all within their influence to the 
knowledge of the truth. There are several ministers 
residing in the place, who labor here, and elsewhere, 
among whom are Bros. Clark, McCulloch, and Ma- 
bey. The church has come up through much op- 
position, and still has to contend with difficulties. 
But it will outlive all these things, if faithful. 

There was a conference of Elders and brethren 
called during the progres of the meeting, who took 
up the subject of a campmeeting in this State, the 
coming season ; and resolved to hold one such meet- 
ing. The spirit of life and enterprise manifested 
by tbis people, leads me to hope for an effective 
campmeeting, should we be permitted in the Provi- 
dence of God to hold one. The aspects of the cause 
is cheering in the State of Illinois. 

Our meeting closed in Amboy Feb. 18th. And 
though we had no revival interests or conversions, 
yet it was a refreshing and reviving time for both 
the ministers and people, and we can report pro- 
gress in the Advent cause. 

Clark, and the 
friends farewell, and took cars for Sandwich, to fill 
my next appoiutment; in good health, and go>d 
cheer.

President Linooln, in his inaugural address, 
declared that he " had no purpose and no Icacful 
right to interfere with the institution of slavery 
in the States where it existed." So that the 
Union under his administration was to go on as 
usual with the clanking of chains, the riveting of 
fetters, the imprisoning, and whippings, and 
scourgings of the innocent and the oppressed, 
and the depriving of their lawful rights and man- 
hood and womanhood of four millions of human 
beings, by the government of these United States. 
Snch was the outspoken policy in the beginning 
of tho present administration, notwithstanding 
slavery was imperilling the nation. But God 
did not smilo upon it. Subsequently, in a let- 
ter to Mr. Horace Greeley, Aug. 22. 1862, the 
President says : " If there be those who would 
not save the Union unless they could at the same 
time save slavery, I do not agree with them. 
If there be those who would not save the Union 
unless they could at the same time destroy slav- 
ery, I do not agree with them. My paramount 
object in this struggle is to save the Union, and 
is not either to sate or destroy slavery. If I 
could save the Union without freeing a slave I 
would do it, and if I could save it by freeing all 
the slaves I would do it ; and if I could save it 
by freeing some and leaving others alone, I would 
also do that. What I do about slavery and the 
colored race, I do because I believe it helps to 
save the Union, and what I forbear I forbear 
because I do believe it would help to save the 
Union." All the policy and measures, therefore, 
of the President in relation to the freeing of the 
slave was to be in view of the saltation of the 
Union, with no regard to the just rights of the 
poor and wronged victims or oppression. If the 
Unicn could be saved " without freeing a slave," 
ho would do it, though 9 the hire of the laborers 
who have reaped down the fields, which is kept 
back by fraud, crieth ; and the cries of them 
which have reaped hath entered into the ears of 
the Lord of Sabaoth." God has taught tho 
President and the nation that so unjust a mea- 
sure cannot prevail ; and also the endeavor to 
buy the allegiance of the border States by " free- 
ing some of thoslaves," by purchase, and " leaving 
others alone," and so restore the Union. Now 
the third and last political measure is inaugu- 
rated through the President's proclamation — the 
emancipation of all the slaves of rebel States or 
parts ot States in rebellion against the United 
States government. On the issue of tho proc- 
lamation, the Washington correspondent of the 
Boston Journal writes : " No one appears hope- 
ful enough to discern dry land upon which our 
storm-tossed ark of State may rest, while many 

think that we are drifting — drifting — drifting 

toward a cataract which may engulf our nation- 
al existence. The desperate spirit of resistance 
developed by the rebels— the sacrifice of human 
life and the sufferings that are the result of war- 
fare — and the lack of official energy and capa- 
bility so painfully visible — all are having their 
effect in increasing a desire to hear the silver- 
toned trumpet of peaoe. Even in the army 
there is a growing inclination to cease a contest 
which thus far has not produced important re- 
sults, when the agencies employed by the North 
are taken into consideration." 

No ono would rejoice more in the deliverance 
of the slaves and their universal enfranchisement 
than myself, having been in favor of emancipa- 
tion all my days. But I cannot fail to see, as 
well as every one, that the President institutes 
a mere human measure, political and war poli- 
cy, to effect an end that could not be brought 
about by other means tried ; and the act and de- 
sign is simply to weaken, if possible, the strength 
of the rebellion and thus terminate the war, 
rather than with the humane, benevolent and 
higher motive in view, due justice and right to 
those in human bondage, and obedience to the 
yoice of Divine Providence. Can we, then, ex- 
pect this last means now being tried to pros- 
per, unless there be a clearer sense of the obli- 



gations imposed upon the administration and the 
so\ereign people in this hour of our national 
peril ? The inauguration of those political and 
military measures which have for their aim so 
great, sublime and transcendantly glorious ends, 
as the freedom of four millions of human beings 
in bondage — the restoration of peace, union and 
prosperity to a once happy and growing people — 
(he return of the liberties, and enjoyment of civ- 
il and religious rights and institutions to all the 
people of these United States — ought to have 
been preceded with a due sense of our depen- 
dence on Almighty God, humiliation before Ilim 
for all our sins, and a repentance and consecra- 
tion of aurselves and nation to Him, instructed 
as we have been from our earliest history to 
trust in Dim as the sovereign ruler and arbiter 
ot our government. But nothing of this kind has 
been seen as an act of the nation ; a few pray- 
ing ones, here and there, who weep over the 
abominations in the land, and Bigh aud cry over 
their dead slain in the battle and civil strife, do 
look upward to the Most High and pray, " Spare 
us, 0 Lord, and save our imperilled nation, and 
bring us out of all our troubles." How far God 
will answer their cries unto Him, I do not know; 
but one thing I do know, if this repentance, hu- 
miliation and sorrow for our sins as a nation 
would become universal, the Lord God of Na- 
tions would hear and avert the evil, and turn 
our darkness into light and joy again. Our 
only hope as a nation is in having restored trust 
in God; the putting away with that infidelity 
which ignores the overruling providence of God; 
humiliation and repentance before Him, and in- 
voking Him as the God of the nation to inter- 
pose in our behalf and restore peace again. 

Asa cried unto the Lord bis God," when in the 
peril of war and said, " Lord, it is nothing with 
Thee to help, whether with many, or with them 
that have no power. Help us, 0 Lord our God, 
for we rest on Thee, and in Tby name we go 
against this multitude. 0 Lord our God, let 
not mortal man prevail against Thee." 

So did our fathers pray before us in the times 
of war and the nation's calamity, and God heard 
and interposed. He says to us and our rulers 
to-day as he did to Asa, " The Lord is with you, 
while ye be with Him ; and if ye seek Him, He 
will be found of you ; but if ye forsake Him, He 
will forsake you." 

Our peril is in refusing to trust in the Most 
High ; — in vain-confident glorying in our own' 
strength ; — unhumiliatiog infidelity ; — putting 
trust and confidence in men and human policy 
and measures ; —and because of this God may 
write over against us the words : " Because thou 
hast relied on these, and not relied on the Lord 
thy God, therefore is this host escaped out of 
thine hand. The eyes of the Lord run to and 
fro throughout the whole earth, to show himself 
strong in behalf of them whose heart is perfect 
toward him. HcTein thou hast done foolishly ; 
therefore from benoeforth thou shalt have wars." 
And if He so decrees and determines concerning 
our nation, we shall have the most bloody con- 
test on this continent the world has ever known! 
Civil discord, fratricidal war of races and for- 
eign intervention of nations who will seek our 
destruction and the division of our vast territo- 
ries of which they already have a greedy, cove- 
tous desire. And here on this continent may 
begin that bloody strife of the nations, which 
will set the torch of war on flame, and kindle all 
the nations in that last fearful contest — " the bat- 
tle of the great day" — in which all human gov- 
ernments shall go down in everlasting night. Il 
this be the case — and we have reason to fear that 
it may be so — hope looks to the dawning and up- 
rising of that kingdom of peace, under the Prince 
of Peace, which is eternal.

THE RE8l'BRECTI0?i AGAIN. 

Brother Litoh : — In your reply to my com- 
munication in the Herald, May 12th, two or 
three points require further consideration. 1. 
A spirit hath not flesh and bones. 2. Moses 
would have the same right to be called a man 
as Samuel bad. S. The sentiment of Charles 
Wesley is true, that this identio body shall be 
restored again. 

With rogard to the first. They were affright- 
ed, and supposed " they had seen a spirit" or ap- 
parition ; (something that terrified persons often 
see.) And he said, Behold my hands, and my 
feet, that it is I myself. Handle me and see. 
A spirit, or something not real, hath not flesh 
and bones as ye see me <iave. Ye are to wit- 
ness to the world that I have risen indeed ; 
handle me and see. I have flesh and' bones. 
Your sense of light and touch may satisfy ycur 
unbelief that it is not an apparition ; but I my- 
self. Have you any meat ? and did eat before 
tbem. That they supposed tbey had seen a 
spirit, does not prove that Moses appeared as a 
spirit on the holy mount. 

Again. That " Moses would have the same 
right to be called a man as Samuel had." We 
think not. It on have no evidence but that of 
the witch with a familiar spirit, that Samuel 
really appeared aB an " old man covered with a 
mantle." You have no proof that Saul, or the 
two men that were with him, saw Samuel, or he 
would not have asked, " What saiecst thou?" 
and " What form is he of ?" To establish a 
right on such testimony, with all the associations 
which surround this case, in contrast with tho 
witness of Peter, J ames and John, who state that 
" there talked with him two men, which were 
Moses and Elias," who appeared in glory, and 
spake of his decease wbiuh he should accomplish 
at Jerusalem, and say that Christ and Elijah 
were then in body, and Moses in spirit, when 
tho inspired witnesses make no such distinction, 
is what we should call being wise above what is 
written. 

Third. You say, " Wo agree with our cor- 
respondent that ' we are dead, and our life is 
bid with Christ in God,' and that J Christ is our 
life,' our new and divine life ; also, that the 
seed of the believer, after the species of which 
he is to be resurrected, is the same that quick- 
ened, raised up, and glorified the body of Christ ; 
and in the nature of things ice must have a body 
like his glorious body." This acknowledgment 
is all that could be desired, to prove that the 
sentiment is erroneous that this " identic body 
shall be restored." If " we are dead," and 
" Christ is our life," and " the seed of the believer 
is the same that quickened, raised up, and glo- 
rified the body of Christ," and " the seed will 
beget itt species," " and in the nature of things 
we must have a body like his glonouB body," 
bow can this same body be raised ? •' In the 
nature of things, we must have a body," says 
brother L. Be it so. What is the natural law 
in the resurrection of its species ? " Every seed 
J begets its own body." Nature, never in the law 



that governs reproduction, produces the identic 
body. "Godgivethitabody,"&e. The <OI( / of 
the believer receives the divine influx, and is re. 
generated, "born again," not of corruptible 
seed, but of incorruptible. And, as you admit, 
" the spirit is the seed, and will produce its own 
species," and as Christ is the resurrection and the 
life, (spoken by Jesus before he bowed his head 
upon the cross,) and the believer " ia in Christ" 
before his body sloughs away in death and be- 
e )tnes a putrid mass, and permeates a thousand 
other bodies, he is in the resurrection also, " f or 
God is not the God of the dead, but the God of 
the living ;" and " in a moment, in the twink. 
ling of an eye," will be clothed with immortali. 
ty and incorruption in Christ. The incorrupti- 
ble Head, the first fruits" of the ressurreotion 
from the dead, " we are members of his body, 0 f 
his flesh and his bones." We lose our identity 
in the first Adam, who is of the earth, earthy, 
when our earthly tabernacle is dissolved and 
sloughs away in corruption. And as the " spir. 
itual seed produces its own species," when he 
" shall appear.we shall be like him ," have abody 
like bis glorious body; not a restored body 
Ho was aonceived of the Spirit — took part of our 
nature upon him. It was not possible he should 
•' see corruption." 

As we said in our first communication, all we 
desire is truth, so now. As to the tradition of 
the fathers on this subject, it is but human opin- 
ion ; and that with us amounts to little. What I 
saith the Scriptures ?

Misquotations of Seriptnrr. 



A fastidious old gentleman once said to us : 
" I wish ministers wouldn't quote Scripture, it 
they can't quote correctly, It tortures me to 
have it mangled." We were obliged to confess 
that his complaint was a reasonable one, for our 
Otn observation attests that, in the pulpit and 
the conference room, the variations from strict 
accuracy are very numerous. The Biblical Re- 
view give some specimens of citations, profesj- 
ing to come from the Bible, which in their com- 
■on form are not found there : 
I They aro the following kinds : Those which 
haemble Holy writ — mere imitations ; those 
thich have additions — falsely called omenda 
Hons ; and genuine Scripture — misapplied. 

" God tempers the wind to the shorn lamb " 
is a smooth line of Sterne's. The nearest ap- 
proach to it in Scripture is lsa. 27 : 8 : "Re 
Stayed His rough wind in the day of his east 
wind." 

" In the midst of life we are in death," — 
Common Prayer. Yet it is said the celebrated 
Robert Hall, chose it as a text for a funeral ser- 
mon. 

i " Not to be wise above what is written." 
Used to repress undue anxiety to comprehend 
toe higher mysteries of Christianity. Has no 
real place in the Word." 

The oft-quoted phrase, " Seals to his ministry 
Me souls for his hire." A metaphor ; whether 
Ipproved or otherwise, it is not Scripture. 

A very objectionable form is often used in 
prayer, " That the spirit of the Lord would go 
from heart to heart, as oil from vessel to vessel." 
This phrase, if properly considered, would tend 
•0 lower our conceptions of the omnipotence of 
God, and docs not convey a correct idea of the 
influence of Divine grace in the hearts and 
*inds of men. It is not Scripture. 

Kindness to animals is often enforced by : 
" The merciful man is merciful to his beast." 
Something like this may be found in Prov. 12 : 
10— "A righteous man regardeth the life of 



This is not the lesson Scripture teaches. Habak- 
kuk 2 : 2 — •• Write the vision and make it 
plain upon the tables, that he may run that 
rcadcth." You perceive that the reading must 
3e deliberate — previous to running, and in order 
to it." 

" Owe no man anything but love," is a man- 
gled quitation of Romans 13 : 8 — " Owe no 
man anything, but to love one another." 

Matt. 18: 20— •' Where two or. three are 
gathered together in My name, there am I in 
the midst of them." This is a superfluous ad- 
dition, and is not in harmony with the Redeem- 
er's promise, and when attributed to Him is in- 
correct, it may have its origin — Exodus 20 : 
'-4 — " In all places where I rejord My name I 
will come unto thee, and I will bless thee." 

2 Thess. 3 : 1—" That the Word of the Lord 
may have free course and be glorified " is often 
quoted with the addition " run " after the words 
" free course." 

Eph. 3 : 20 — God " is able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we can ask or think," 
has often appended to it " or are at all worthy 
to receive," which, in this connection, is without 
sense and un6oriptural. 

Psalm 130 : 3—" With tho Lord there is 
mercy, aud with him plenteous redemption," has 
often appended to it, '• That He may be sought 
unto." 

As to the liberties taken with the Lord's 
Prayer and the Apostolic Benediction, 2 Cor. 
13 : 14, their name is legion, and all persons 
who, up to the time of reading this article, have 
been in the habit of digressing from the author- 
ized version, would do wisely by making sure of 
a better, beforo they do so, and not tack on the 
conceits their own vanity iray suggest. It may 
be well to remember in regard to all the works 
f Deity— Prov. 80 : 6—" Add thou not unto 
His words, lest He reprove thee."

The following graphio and interesting sketch 
of the Metropolitan Tabernacle in which Mr. 
S iurgeon ministers, with some facts relative to 
his church and labors, are from the British 
Standard, edited by Dr. Campbell : 

" There is no other name in the ecclesiastical 
world in either hemisphere so popular as that of 
Charles Haddon Spurgeon, minister of the Me- 
tropolitan Tabernacle, Southwark, London. But 
there is necessarily a vagueness about the idea ; 
the world at large oannot form anything like an 
accurate conception of all that is comprised in 
the expression. It simply means that he is the 
most acceptable preacher of the century to the 
million : this is all, but particulars are wanted 
to develop the true state of the case. To tho 
stranger, then, we would say, you must not be 
satisfied to look on at a distance, but proceed to 
the Elephant and Cast.e, and there mark the im- 
mense and plain, but by. no means unsightly 
structure. Under the roof sights are to be seen 
such as arc not elsewhere to be met with on this 
great globe. You arrive at a few minutes to 
six o'clock on a Sabbath evening. The streets 
around are crowded with respectable people. At 
length the gates open, and in a trice the whole 
of the vast area within is gorged ; the noble 
flight of steps and the spacious portico are liter- 
ally loaded with an expectant throng. At length 
the doors are opened, the bulk of the seathold. 
ers having been already accommodated, and in 
the visitors pour as a torrent, which very speed- 
ily covers every foot of space. Try now, good 
stranger, if you would form a proper estimate of 
the wondrous sight, by force or favor, to find 
your way to the back of the first gallery behind 
the pulpit, or rather the platform, from which 
Mr. Spurgeon speaks. It is large enough to 
accommodate a score of persons, each sitting on 
a separate chair. There is a table on castors, 
and on it a small desk with the Bible, and be- 
side it a sofa for the use ot Mr. Spurgeon. But, 
before the service commences, just look about 
you, and make the most of your time. Look 
below at that sea of heads ; in that area you 
gaze on more people than would fill Exeter Hall 



of immortal spirits? Is it not awful to reflect 
upon it ? Is there not something in it to awe 
and to furnish matter for meditation of the most 
elevating character? Lift up your eyes now 
and look nt the first gallery, which you observe 
goes round the house. See, there is even there 
a very large congregation, quite as large as av- 
erage assemblies ought to be for the average of 
pastors and preachers. Look again, up to the 
second gallery ; even that is beautilul, although 
somewhat distant spectacle ; that also presents 
a fine constellation of countenances. That gal- 
lery, also, you Bee, goos entirely round the 
house. There is nothing angular anywhere, and 
hence every accent of Mr. Spurgeon is heard 
with perfect ease in every part. Look at the 
light, too, and you will see that the distribution 
is perfect and the supply abundant. Just glance 
at the top ; you observe there is ample provi- 
sion made for the most perfect ventilation. 
When the mighty assembly has sat there a couple 
of hours, it will be found that the air is but lit- 
tle vitiated ; a great matter this, where the 
numbers arc so vast, and where the meetings are 
so frequent. But, more fully to understand your 
position, you onght to be apprised of several 
facts : first, then, you have here, in this by no 
means unsightly building, in effect six chapels, 
erected at the expense of £5000 each ; the en- 
tire structure cost £30,000. Examine every 
part of the building, and you will find that there 
is neither defect nor superfluity ; everything is 
plain, strong, grand, and most commodious, and 
so compactly, indeed, is the whole put together, 
that you are not greatly oppressed with its mag- 
nitude ; you would scarcely credit the statement 
of its immense capacity and accommodation. It 
certainly appears large, but by no means mon- 
strous. Tho pitch of the galleries — a difficult 
point in such an erection — is perfect ; the speak- 
er is evcywhere seen as well as heard. In taot, 
there does not appear to have been a single over- 
sight. 

Secondly, as we have six chapels, so have we 
six large churches, far larger than the average 
of those of any denomination throughout the me- 
tropolis, and all equally brought under the ac- 
tion of one powerful mind and one magnificent 
voice. Prom the first day the edifice baa been 
crammed. Scowling envy and green-eyed jeal- 
ousy felt assured that the thing could not con- 
tinue, although it might be propped a little by 
the coming Exhibition, the visitors of which could 
not, of course, leave without hearing Spurgeon. 
Well, the season passed, and the Exhibition 
closed. But the visitors found the Metropolitan 
Tabernacle overflowing when they came, and 
they could only, to very small extent, get even 
a foot within its lofty portals, and at the close 
they left it as they found it, still overflowing. 
It was never more crowded than at present. 

But to descend to particulars : it is impor- 
tant to inquire, what is the number of the church- 
members ? and what is the condition of the fel- 
lowship? Well, as we have six large chapels 
and six large aggregations, so we have six large 
churches ! The following will show the facts : 



city is divided into districts, in each of which is 
placed an active, vigilant, discreet and zealous 
man, whose business it is to look after the mem- 
bers, and periodically, at the special meetings 
appointed for that purpose, to report.

The Second Death. 

Brother latch : — Id jour note to my article in the 
Herald of May 19th, you say : " Our correspun- 
deDt seems very determined to fix the idea in the 
reader's mind that the wicked die ' the second death.' 
But in what part of the Bible does he find it taught?" 

Now, brother Editor, as you propose a question 
to me, I will say, most respectfully, that I believe 
it taught in the very passages you quote, vis., Rev. 
2: 11 ; 20; 6: 14 j 21: 8. My reasons for be- 
lieving it 1 will now give. In the first place 1 
would ask, How can any onebcioastateof"</ea/A,'' 
udIcbs he shall first " die?" And does it not 
" hurl'' one to •'die?" But, again, the Greek 
word rendered " death,'' is " thanatos," and occurs 
about one hundred And twenty times in the New 
Testament. The definition, according to Greenfield, 
is " death, i. e., the extinction of life," Ac. We 
will give a few exnmples : " We were reconciled to 
God by the death (thanatos) of his Son." "Sin 
entered into the world, and death (thanatos) by 
sin ; and so death (thanatos; passed upon all men.' 
" Christ being raised from the dead, dieth no more . 
death (thanatos) hath no more dominion over him," 
" For the wages of sin is death," (thanatos.) " lie 
that ovcrcometh shall not be hurt of the second 
death," (thanatos,) "This is the second death,' 
(thanatos.) "There shall be no mora death," 
(thanatos,) " All liars shall have their part in tbe 
lake which burneth with fire and brimstone, which 
is tne second death," (thanatos.) 

The Greek word rendered •• second," is duteros ; 
a few examples of its use we will give : ' He went 
away again the second time." " This is again the 
second miracle," etc. " The second man is the Lord 
from heaven." " Unto them that look for him shall 
heappearthe second time," etc. " lie that overooni- 
eth shall not be hurt of the second death." " And 
the second angel sounded." " And the second angel 
poured out his vial." " On such the second death 
hath no power." " This is the second death.," etc 
This word, duteros, rendered second, is defined by 
Greenfield to mean, " again, thesecond time, another 
time." Now, please tell us how the wicked can 
pass through a state, or ohange, which is denomi- 
nated duteros thanatos, (second death,) if they do 
not " die" a second time? Or, in other words, 
how can any one suffer '• Me extinction of being" 
for " the second time, another time," if they do not 
" die" " again," or " die twice, i. «., >> die a dute- 
ros thanatos? 

In the closing part of your " note," jou say : 
" Why, then, add to His words who speaks to tfie 
churches ? ' Die the second death' is an addition. 

Brother Editor, was it not rather an oversi"ht. 
or slip of the pen, for you to say as above, that" die 
the second death" was an additiun by me? The 
words, " the second death," are not words added by 
ma, surely, are they ? I see not bow you could 
possibly say that I added anything more thun the 
word " die," any way ! And if it could be said ol 
Christ, as 1 have already quoted, that he "dieth no 
more, i. e., be 6hall never '■ die another thanatos, is 
it really an " addition" to the Scriptures to say 
that the wicked shall " die" a dutetos thanolos?

[Remarks.] — The addition is in the word " die." 
"All liars shall have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone, which (lake) is the 
second death." (Rev. 21 : 8.) Tl at the lake ol 
fire is the second death, and not the extinction of 
the subjects of it, is evident from chapter 20 : 14 — 
" And (thanatos) death and hades were cast into 
the lake of fire. This is the second death." If the 
extinction of the subject of this lake of fire is the 



r'er to their dying, but to that of which they arc 
the subjects. If death and hades cannot die the see- 
und time, not having died the first time, then the 
classes named in chapter 21 : 8 do not necessarily 
die-' the second death," but do " have their part" 
in " the second death, which is the lake ol fire." 
" Extinction of life," so that " the dust returns to 
the earth as it was and the spirit to God who gate 
it," is the Divine definition of the first death ; and 
" the lake of fire — thiB is the second death" — is his 
definition of the second death ; and to his definition 
we submit. If our brother can find any other defi- 
nition of the second death, given by Divine au- 
thority, we shall be happy to see it and give the 
readers of the Herald the benefit of the discovery. 
The definitions of Greenfield are all well enough as 
far as they go ; but Greenfield cannot disanul the 
definition which " the Spirit Baith to tho churches " 
His authority is paramount to all others. 

Again, the Spirit says of the subjects of tho sec- 
ond death, " which is the lake of fire," that '• they 
shall be tormented." Now torment and extinction 
are incompatibles ; thiy cannot coexist. Torment 
always implying suffering, and extinction implying 
cessation oi suffering. But torment, and being 
" hurt of the second death," or being " cast into 
the lake or fire," " which is the second death," are 
nil consistent with each other. But our brother 
asks if it does not " hurt to die?" We reply, it 
may be a momentary pain ; but hurts the sinner no 
more than the saint. But the saint is hurt of the 
first death us much as the sinner, and frequently 
more. But thosubjeouj of" tho lake of fire," which 
is the second death, are to be " tormented day and 
night forever and ever," thestrongest term the Scrip 
tures ever use to express the eternity of tho thing 
to which it is applied. And this " forever and 
ever" is to begin after the millennial reign is ended, 
Satan loosed and bos done bis last work, and all the 
cycles of lime revealod in the Bible are at «o end ; 
mid tho eternal cycles have begun. WheD God's 
covenant with day and night is broken, so that there 
shall not be day and night in their season, then also 
will cease, or be brokeD, bis covenant with David, 
that he shall have a son to reign on his throne ; and 
the kingdom of Christ will come to an end. See 
Jer.33 : 20,21. 

All our brother's quotations of the words second 
death, or duteros thanatos, are correctly quoted, aid 
true in themselves ; but are irrelevant to the point 
beforo us, and, therefore, amount to nothing in estab- 
lishing his position that the sinner will die the sec- 
ond death. For God's definition of that second 
death will stand. Wo .were awure of the keenness 
of the remarks respecting adding to tho words of this 
book when they were penned; but wo thought it 
better that it Bhould be brought to his notice now 
than in that day In our judgment it is a tearful 
thing for a minister of the Gospel to spend bis time 
and such ability as God has given our brother, in 
going about to soften God's truth, or Boothe the 
tears of sinners by teaching them that God will not 
do as He says in unambignous terms. This age is 
almost void of the fear ol God. What has produced 
this fearful result except the teachings of men in 
tioly garments, that all the sinner has to fear is, 
that he shall be struck out of being ? 

We add to the above two questions for general 
consideration and answer. What, according to the 
Word of God, is it, to teaoh " rebellion against the 
Lord?" When did Christ or His apostles ever 
pause in their great work of calling sinners to re- 
pentance, by threatening them with " eternal pun- 
ishment," being "cast into Gehenna," suffering 
" indignation and wratb, tribulation and anguish," 
going " into outer darkness" where " there sh ill be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth," •' where their worm 
dieth not and their fire is not quenched," " and 
shall be tormented with lire and brimstone," and 
" have no rest day nor night," and " the smoke of 
their torment ascendeth up forever and ever, " and 
shall be tormented day and night forever and ever," 
1 1 explain away even one of these terrible terms, for 
i:ar of hurting the sinner's feelings or arousing his 
fears of " the wrath to come."

Army Movements. 

From dispatches to Boston papers op to Monday 
noon, wo compile the following summary of armv 
Hewn. The JVem York Herald's Washington dis- 
patch, dated the Cth, states that the 2d division of 
t ie 6th Army Corps of the Army of the Potomac 
grossed the Rappahannock nt Deep Run at noon, 
on the 5th, on a pontoon bridge laid by a detain- 
ment of the Engineer corps. The object was a re 
eonnuisance in force to ascertain the motives nnd 
pttition of the enemy. The rebel sharpshooters 
Side some opposition to the laying ol the pontoon 
bridge, but this was qnicky overcome, although we 
lust one or two men in the operation. After the 
division crossed, there was considerable skirmishing, 
and the rifle pits occupied by th) rebel rifle men 
were carried, and about 100 prisoners captured. 
Among tho killed was Capt. Cross, of the 50th New 
York. Our crossing took the enemy greatly by 
surprise. During the night Lee marched two corps 
back from the vicinity o Salem Church to a pot i 



lion in front of our line. Longstreet's corps re- 
inforced tho troops in Fredericksburg, and Blept 
there that night. In the morning tie/ moved in a 
southerly direction. The rebels were not discover- 
el in force, though prisoners stated that our army 
would soon meet them if it kept on advancing. 
Tiiib truly audacious movement surprised many ol 
our own officers, not less than the enemy. It was 
probably a reconnoisunce by which the* Commanding 
General hopes to obtain some positive information 
isgardin* t le enemy's intentions. Enough was as- 
certained to locate the greater part of the enemy "b 
force. By this bold movement we have demonstrat- 
ed to a certainty what has become of the enemy, 
.besides divining his purposes. The men behaved in 
the most gallant manner, and oheercd as they crossed 
for the third time this historic stream. The move- 
ment has thrilled the army with excitement and 
with impatience. 
' Another great battle has taken place at Port Hud- 
son, by tho forces under Gen. Banks. This is said 
to bare been one of the most desperate battles of the 
war. '1 he fight commenced on the 27th ult, and 
continued two days. Gen. Banks not caring to 
[ compel a surrender by starvation, knowing that his 
| time was limited, or by regular approaches of an 
I "engineer, attempted to carry the immensely strong 
[works by storm. Our boys fought like demons. It 
is said that a colored regiment, the 2d Louisiana, 
Mid some most desperate fighting ; they faced the 
illtorm ol iron nnd lead that was hurled against theui 
its if it had always been their business to do so : 
tiey went on in advance* and lost six hundred out 
of nino hundred. One negro was observed with a 
rebel soldier in his grasp, tearing the flesh Irom his 
face with his teeth, other weapons having failed 
him. There are other incidents connected with the 
•conduct of this regiment that have raised them very 
ma jh in publie opinion as soldiers. .After firing one 
Tilley they did not deign to load again, but wont in 
With buynnets, and wherever they had a chance it 
wasnll up with tho rebels. Although we gained 
Bioh ground, and hold it. still the principal object 
'Was not accomplished, namely, getting possession ol 
and holding the batteries on the enemy's right. It 
Was owing to some misunderstanding. The charg 
cost us heavily in killed and wounded. Gen. Sher- 
ttan led the attack in person, and fell severely 
Wounded. Gen. Neal Dow was also wounded. Thr 
attack on the centre of the enemy's position by the 
columns of Gens. Angnr and Grovcr also exhibited 
the most terrible fighting and the same obstinate re. 
(istance. Our troops here, as well as on the right 
and left, did all that men could do, and held evert 
.inch of ground they gained. The enemy were driv- 
es foot by foot out oi their rifle pits and intrench- 
ments into their main works, from whence they will 
Jievcr come out except as prisoners of war. One ol 
itbe army correspondents sayB : " I am informed 
that Gen. Banks is determined to carry the position 
by Sturm, if he lose ten thousand men in doing so 
.Be will have Port Hudson if it can be had, and he 
will not sit down and wait for it to come to him 
but ho will go to it. His army are in the highest 
•pints ; the loss sustained has had no other effect 
"pon their condition than to encourage them to new 
exertions. They will aid the Conrliander in-Cbiel 
to the extent of their power, and lie knows now the 
Hen he has to depend upon, and with them he will 
»dd now laurels to the already fine reputation of the 
Wth Army Corps. The naval fleet, under Admiral 
rarragut, acted in conjunction with Gen. Banks in 
'his attack upon Port Hudson, and kept np a ter 
*"fic bombardment of 13-inch shells throughout the 
»ttack. The fleet is said to have sunk a rebel trans- 
Port with ono bnndred rebels, who were command 
by Kirby Smith, and were crossing to reinforo 
*ort Hudson. 



ly hemmed in by land and cannot possibly hold out I 
many days longer. The following dispatch from 
Pcmberton, commanding at Vicksburg, to Gen. 
Johns in.was intercepted on the 3d inst : «'Our fo- 
rage is all gone. The men are on quarter rations. 
IV ammunition is nearly exhausted. We can hold 
out ten days." On Friday Gen. Grant ordered every 
gun in position to throw shells into Yicksburg. In 
one hour 3600 shells were lodged in the city, but 
with what effect is not known. The rebels have 
burned the upper works of the gunboat Cincinnati. 
A great fire was raging in Vioksburg on Monday 
night, caused by the explosion of our shells. One 
whole side of Washington Square was destroyed. 
The planting of siege guns was progressing. It was 
the intention to open on the enemy with them along 
the whole line on Wednesday. Our lines have been 
drawn in so that in many places the armies are in 
speaking distance. No fears are felt at Washing- 
ton regarding the result at Vicksburg and Port Hud- 
son. 

A dispatch from Lieut. Col. Johnston states that 
our troops have taken Bluffton, S. O, and destroyed 
the place, with about one million dollars worth of 
property, and carried of) aboutone thousand negroes. 

Tho Missouri Democrat says there need be no 
apprehension of the capture of Helena, Ark., by the 
rebels. Gen. Prentiss has a force at that post which 
will be quite sufficient to defend it against any army 
Price can muster.

General News. 
The statement that the exchange of prisoners has 
been entirely stopped, is not true. The facts are, 
the rebel authorities have refused to parole or ex- 
eiange the officers ol Col. Straight's command, 
they having been demanded by the Governor of 
Georgia, under the recent retaliation act of the rebel 
congress in reference to negro soldiers. Consequent- 
ly, our Government will release or parole no rebel 
officers until an arrangement can be effected by 
which our officers will be paroled or exchanged. 
Generals Grant and Banks have, fortunately, taken 
prisoners enough to bring the rebel authorities speed- 
ily to terms. The exchange of privates, meanwhile, 
goes on as usual. 

Admiral Dupoot preferred a request some time 
ago to be assigned to some other command, and the 
present action of the government in superseding him 
by Admiral Foote is simply in compliance with this 
request. Admiral Dupont has been in uninterrupt- 
ed service on the Atlantic coast for nearly two yean, 
and is greatly in need of a brief rest Irom labors 
which have proved moat exhausting. 

Mr. Jacob Barker, of New Orleans, has lately 
distinguished himself by giving every newsboy in 
the City a new hat. He promises to do even better 
and present each boy with a new suit of clothes. 

We learn from the Pittsfield Eagle that the town 
of Sheffield was visited on Sunday afternoon with a 
terrific hail storm, commencing about 3 o'clock and 
raging with great fnry for nearly three-quarters of 
aa hour, breaking windows, levelling fences and up- 
rooting trees. From 100 to 150 panes of glass were 
broken in several houses, and hailstones fell meas- 
uring 2 1-2 inches iu ciroumferonco. 

The Conscription Law is receiving a clearer inter- 
pretation than at first. The $300 can be paid or a 
substitute procured, and, if accepted, (the accept, 
once depending altogether opon physical ability), it 
exempts the person drafted from again being called 
upon during the period Itr which be isdraftcd ; but 
if the $300 is paid instead, then the person i- liable 
to be again taken upon any subsequent draft, and 
the President can order a draft as frequently as he 
may deem necessary. 

The Richmond papers have a story that when our 
troops left Fredericksburg an officer was discovered, 
detached from his party, by Mies Phillippi Barbour 
(a neiee of Col. Pbil Barbour) and other ladi t.

Col. William Wade, of St. Louis, was among the 
Confederate ofiicers killed in the late engagement at 
Grand Gulf, Miss. 

Gen. Emery has relieved Gen. Sherman in the 
command of the defences of New Orleans. 

Armj orders, circulated blank forms, envelopes, 
Sx., for the army of the Potomac are printed ut 
Headquarters. Two small portable presses and 
sufficiency of type occupying a vorv small space, 
being provided for the purpose.

On her second voyage under tho latter 
name she was destroyed by her own people off the 
harbor ol Charleston, to prevent her falling into the 
hands of our squadron.

Aa American Sirocco, 

A heated wind passed over a porti n of Kansas on 
the 7th ult., which proved nearly as destructive to 
animal life as the recent tornadoes that visited with 
such terrible effect portioos of Iowa. The wind 
aroee about half-past ten, A. M., and continued 
until three o'clock in the afternoon. At one o'clock 
the mercury rose to 1 19 s and continued so for an 
hour, and then gradually began to decrease. The 
ffect can scarcely be imagined. The wind blew a 
brisk gale, carrying with it a salty, sulphurous 
smell. Two men in attempting to cross the country 
from Iola to Humboldt, a distance of eight miles, 
were overtaken and perished. There were three 
others at Humboldt, who were caught out with 
teams, which perished, the men alone surviving, and 
are now in a fair way to recover. There was scarce- 
ly a ohicken left in the country. Hogs and cattle 
fell in their tracks and suffocated. 

It seems that as the settlements of this country ex- 
tend south and west towards the great American 
Desert, that they become liable to drouths, famines 
ind the sirocco of the dyert, like the inhabited por- 
tions of the Old World that border on such locali-

Chicago, May 3. — The American Medical Associ 
ation held their annual meeting here yesterday 
The following officers were elected : — President, A 
March, of New York.

The subject was 
referred to a committee, with instructions to inquire 
into the facts of the case and report thereon. 



Starvation Rather tbas Slavery. — Though 
the suffering occasioned m England and France 
by the want of cotton for the manufactories has been 
intense, the patience nnd heroism manifested by the 
operatives, who thoroughly understand the princi- 
ples involved in oar national struggle, and heartily 
sympathize with the North, is most commendable. 
In the department of France of which RoueD is the 
capital, where 30.000 workmen are in a state of 
starvation, a public meeting was called early in 
Febuary to devise means to relieve the suffering. 
Che town hall was crowded with famine stricken 
workmen. One of tho speakers, a government official 
from Paris,a smooth-tongued and graceful orator, ad- 
vised them to send their petitions to the Emperor, ask- 
ing him without delay to reeognizo the Southern Con- 
federacy, which accomplished, cotton and corn would 
flow into the market, nnd their Bufferings: would be 
relieved. At this instant a tall gaunt workman 
rose, and apolgizing for the interruption, courteous- 
ly asked, il they thould do so, and the Emperor 
ihoiild intefcre and proclaim the independence of 
the South, whether the blacks would be remanded 
back to slavery. The orator was confused by tho 
question, but admitted that he supposed they would. 
With indignant energy the workman at once re- 
plied, " No, Monsier, a thousand times no ! We 
will starve sooner than the blacks, once free, shall 
be sent back to slavery!" and the three thousand 
workmen in the hall taking up the word, shouted 
as with one , " We will starve sooner than send the 
blacks hack to slavery."

Resurrection of (he Flesh.

Brother Lilch : — T am not a controversialist, 
but I do think brother Taylor has gone to a great 
deal of trouble to prove a doctrine not sustained by 
the Word of God — " tbe resurrection of the flesh" 
as it is, the literal flesh in which we, while on pro- 
bation here, live, move, and havo our being. For 
my part, tbongh open to conviction on all points, I 
cannot, despite the authority of all the " Fathers oi 
the church,'* (?) believe that this material flesh in 
which my soul as at present encased, will be raised 
c imposed of the same elements, though I do believe 
that this body will be raised if it should fall asleep 
before the coming of the King. I believe that while 
I shall leel and know my identity, and will be to all 
intents and purposes the same individual, the com- 
ponent parts of the glorified body will be different. 
I believe this is the idea which brother Taylor seeks 
to combat. One of my grounds of objection to 
brother Taylor's argument is, that the word./fesA in 
the Scripture is in some plices used in common with 
the word body, in others to signify the carnal mind, 
and again Ui illustrate u close relationship, as for 
instance, " they twain shall be one flesh." " But 
ye are not in the flesh but in the spirit, if so be that 
the Spirit of God dwell in you." And if he fights 
so tenaciously lor the literal flesh, then what are we 
Protestants going to do in relation to that saying of 
Christ, " Except ye eat the flesh of tbe Son of Man 
and drink His blood, ye have no life in you;" aod 
all the sayings in that connection. But if he still 
insists upon the literal flush, I will use his own ar- 
gument. 

As the strongest, if not the only positive assertion 
in tbe Bible w'uich will bear him out, is that beau- 
tiful confession of faith by Job, be himsolf, in his 
argument, or rather quotation of argument, invali- 
dates that part of it which would substantiate bis 
theory, by showing the original text to have been 
altered by Clement, though who gave him authority 
to alter it I cannot say. If any of the " Fathers ol 
the church," so called, were of equal authority with 
St. Paul, why were not their writings incorporated 
in the Holy Scriptures? St. Paul says, 1 Cor. 15tb 
chapter, " And that which thou sowest, tbou sow- 
eat not that body which shall he," and shows clearly 
that the natural body is not the saiuo as the spirit- 
ual body, and that "flesh and blood cannot inherit 
the kingdom of God." Who is correct, St. Paul 
or the Fathers? many of whom by their writing" 
mystified the Word of God and gave a foundation, 
for many of the errors and heresies which even now 
exist in the Roman church. 

It makes very little difference to me whether this 
veritablo flesh and blood bo raised, or a body com- 
pose] of different ingredients, one thing I am cer- 
tain of, I shall loso none of my identity ; but as the 
Word of God makes a positive assertion. I leel I am 
in duty bound to not only believe it, but " contend 
earnestly for the faith once delivered to the saints," 
and which is to be found in tbe Word of God, not 
in the writings or traditions of unauthorized men, 
whatever their standing may be. Waiting and 
looking for tbe coming of Hiiu " who shall change 
this vile body and make it like unto His own glori- 
ous body," I remain yours, T. S.

Visit to Louisville, Kentucky— Labors in the Chris- 
tian, and Baptist churches — discussion and con- 
ference on the prophecies with ministers and 
brethren interested in the Advent. 
Monday, March 9. Took leave of Iriends in Au- 
rora, 111., and coma to Louisville, Ky., via., Chica- 
go, and after a day and night's ride arrived in Lou- 
isville, where I was greeted by Eld. George C. Lori- 
mer, pastor of the Walnut street Baptist church, 
and Bro. J. C. Wallen, Esq , a member of his con- 
gregation, and an ardent believer in the scon com- 
ing of Christ. I was the guest of Bro. Wallen, 
and had a most pleasant home with him and his 
kind family. 

One of the principal objects of my visit was 
to see Bro. W. and L., and examine with tbcm 
the prophecies which relate to the speedy personal 
coming of Christ. For one week wo, with othais, 
spent from Bix to ten hours a day in the critical ex- 
amination of those scriptures which are understood 
to teach tho personal coming of Christ, and his 
reign un earth — the prophetic periods, and the time 
of thoir termination, on the principle of year-day 
theory — the return of the Jews to Palestine — tho 
nature of the reign on earth, whether mixed, or im- 
mortal. And the signs of the nearness of these 
great events. In these discussions we were earnest, 
and anxious to get all the light within our reaeh. 
Each one gave his views frankly, and sustained them 
when criticized with his best light and ability. 

I maintained the personal coming, and immortal 
reign on the earth at the beginning of the millen- 
nium, and hence ties could be no return of the 
Jews to Palestine, alter the advent, or probation 
for sinners. It was argued by some on the other 
band, that there were promises to tbe Jews that 
had not yet been fulfilled, and which might be after 
Obrist should cjuis. With this exoej tion, we were 
agreed on all important particulars, both as to the 
time and the nature of the events of the coming 
kingdom. But the subject is still open with them 
to further discussion, and I hope the Lord will 
give these dear brethren more liglit on those import- 
not points. 

Brother Wallen is writing a book on the subject 
of the coming and kingdom of Christ in about 1868. 
And he, with Bro. Lirimer, hold a position in 
the Baptist Church m Kentucky, by which they 
era exert a wide influence in the spread of the gos- 
pel of the kingdom. May the Lord bless and direct 
them in their great work. 

S.bbath, Mirch 15. By invitation of Eld. Hen- 
derson, pastor of the Christian Church, I preached 
in the morning and ovening, to large, and attentive 
audiences. A deep, and unusual impression was 
made by the truth in both services. I received 
many testimonies on all sides of a cheering charac- 
ter, in relation to the services of the day. 

Monday eve, March 17. Spoke in the Baptist 
church, corner of 8tb and Jefferson street. A good 
audienoe, with a number of clergymen of different 
denominations were present. I spoke on the prin 
ciples of prophetio interpretation, with a view to 
aid those just beginning to study tho prophetic 
word. 

In the first port of the day, discussed with brother 
Wallen and others the seventy weeks, and their sup- 
posed connection with the vision of the 8th chapter 
of Daniel ; but come to no definite conclusion be- 
fore wo adjourned. 

At the request of the Christian church, arranged 
to return to their chapel for the rest of the week, it 
being more central, for the lectures. 

Tuesday, March 18. In the P. M., spoke in the 
conference rooms of the Christian chnrch, on Chris- 
tian blessedness and peace. A goodly number were 
out. In the evening, spoke on the second chapter 
of Daniel. Some of my hearers had understood, 
that the 44th Terse : — " In tho days of thise kings 
tbe God of heaven shall set up a kingdom which 
shall never be destroyed," was fulfilled in tbe" ten 
Ctesars," or kings, about the time of Christ's first 
advent.

Those sending money should remember that we hart 
many subscribers of similar names, that theroare towns of 
tbe same name in different States, and in some .States thtre 
is more than one town of the same name. Therefore it il 
necessary to give his own name in full, and his Post-ofiot 
address — the name of tho town and state, and if oat of 
Now England, the county to which his paper is directed. 
An omission of some of these often, yes daily, gives as 
muoh perplexity. Borne forget to give their State, sod if 
out of New England their County, while some fail to givt 
even their town. Sometimes they live in one town sad 
date their letter in that, when their paper goes to another 
town ; and sometimes the name of their town and office art 
different. Borne, in writing, give only their initials, whea 
there may be otbors at the same post-office, with tbe saw 
initials. Sometimes, when the paper goes to a given ad- 
dress, another person of the same family will write res- 
pecting it,without stating that faot, and we cannot nod the 
name. And sometimes those who write, forget evon tonju 
their names I Let all such remember that what we we»t,il 
tbe fall name and post-office addross of the one to whom tot 
paper is sent. 

Those mailing, or sending money to the offoe by other 
ersons, unless tbey have a receipt forwarded to them, an 
.equestcd to see that they are properly credited below. As* 
if they are not, within a reasonable time, to notify theoftoi 
immediately. 

As a general thing, it is better for each person to »:•'« 
respecting, and to send money himself, for bis own pap" 
thru to tend by an agent, or any third person, unless sit* 
one is morolikely to get his own name and post-ofliee right, 
than another person would be ; that money sent in small 
sums, Is let, likely to bo lost than when sent in larger om*t 
and that a third person is often subjected to postage, merely 
so accommodate the ono who sends.

Gathering of the People of God.

' " And it shall come to pass in that day, that 
foe Lord shall set his hand again the second 
time to recover the remnant o( his people which 
jhall be left, from Assyria, and from Egypt, and 
from Patbros, and from Cush, and from Elatu, 
and from Shinar, and from Hamatb, and from 
the islands of the sea. And he shall set up an 
ensign for the nations, and shall assemble the 
outcasts of Israel, and gather together the dis- 
persed of Judah from the four corners of the 
leifth." (Isa. 11: 11, 12.) 

* " In that time shall the present be brought unto 
jtte Lord of hosts of a people scattered and 
peeled, (pillaged or plundered,) and from a peo- 
ple terrible from their beginning hitherto ; (to 
this time,) a nation meted out and trodden under 
foot, whose land the rivers have spoiled, to the 
ylace of the name of the Lord of hosts, the 
Snount Zion." (Isa. 18 : 7.) 

I. The work of gathering the people of God the 
first time and giving them a national character, 
idales back to the days of Abraham, nearly Ave 
[hundred years after the flood, when God set his, 
hand the first time to gather together his people 
.Into one body. This time marks the' beginning 
|of that grand epoch when God in his wisdom 
determined to recover his people from among the 
•nalioos and settle them in his own laud. He 
chose Abraham from among all the families ot 
[the earth to be the father of this chosen genera- 
tion. At the same time God required of him to 
have his kindred and bis country, and go into a 
land that he would show him, and there he would 
Bake of him a great nation. He would bless 
kin and make his name great, and he should be 
» blessing unto others. And such was his prov- 
idential care over him that in the midst of for- 
eigners zealous of his prosperity he continued to 
increase in wealth and power. God eutered into 

* compact with him, which was sanctioned by an 
Oath and the solemn rite of circumcision. It is 
•has described in the seventeenth chapter of Gen- 

'-tfii : " And when Abraham was ninety years, 
Wd and nine, the Lord appeared to Abraham, 
*"d said unto him, I am the Almighty God; 
*»lk before me and be thou perfect. And I 
•ill make my covenant between me and thee, 
* n <l I will multiply thee exceedingly. . . . And 
*»ill make nations of thee; and kings shall 
*»>e out of thee And I will establish my cot- 
•oant between me and thee, and thy seed after 
"toe. And I will give unto thee and to tby 
* e d after thee, the land wherein thou art a 
finger, all the land of Canaan, for an everlast- 
""g possession ; and I will be their God. And 
God said unto Abraham, thou shalt keep my cov- 
•"ant, therefore, thou, and thy seed after thee,"&c. 

The Almighty, afterwards, on account of the 
kith and obedience of Abraham, renewed the 
ttBle promises with an oath, in the following 
*Ms : By mjgcif, have I sworn saith the 
0f d, for because thou hast done this thing, and 
»« not withheld thy son, thine only son : that 

* Messing I will bless thee, and in multiplying 
multiply thy seed as the stars of the heav- 



en, and as the sand which i - upon the seashore ; 
and thy seed shall possess the gate of his ene- 
mies : and in thy seed shall all the nations of 
the earth be blessed." This covenant was con- 
firmed to Isaac and Jacob, wherefore God was 
not ashamed to be called their God. This com- 
pact with Abraham contained two parts ; the 
ono temporal, embracing the first gathering, the 
land of Canaan and the first advent of the Sa- 
viour ; the other the second advent, the second 
gathering, and the whole earth for their inheri- 
tance. See Romans 4 : 13. 

For, as this chosen people were to increase 
prodigiously, it pleased the Almighty in his wis- 
dom to remove Jacob and his family into the 
flourishing kingdom of Egypt, whero, without 
provoking the envy of the neighboring nations, 
this favored people might securely multiply for 
the space of about two hundred years. But lest 
they should adopt the usages and customs of the 
idolatrous Egyptians, and leave the remem- 
brance of the Divine promises, the patriarch Ja- 
cob, a little before his death, minutely explained 
the nature of these promises to his children, and 
foretold what would afterwards befall each of 
(hem in their generations ; how that their poster- 
ity should increase to a great and independent 
people, and that the sceptre should not depart 
from Judah until the Messiah came, the expec- 
tation of all nations. Moreover, in token of their 
future emigration from Egypt, and to impress it 
more deeply u[*>n thoir minds, Jacob, by his last 
will, enjoined his children to carry bis body to 
the sepulchre of their fathers. It was with the 
same design that Joseph also gave charge that 
they should carry his bones up from Egypt. 

After a lapse of about 215 years, when the 
increasing multitude of the Israelites had excit- 
ed the envy of the Egyptians, and they were 
now in a condition to occupy the land of Ca- 
oaan, God delivered his people from servitude, 
* ith an outstretched arm, under the guidance of 
Moses. In this deliverance and gathering to- 
gether of the people of God for the first time, 
•vith the view of settling them in their own land 
hs an independent nation, all nature was made 
obedient to the voice of man. It was then that 
the Almighty became the tutelar, and, as it were, 
the domestic God of his people. Also, he en- 
tered into a solemn compact with them in these 
words : " Thou hast chosen the Lord this day to 
be thy God, and to walk in his ways, and keep 
his statutes, and his commandments, and hia 
judgments, and to hearken unto his voice. And 
the Lord hath chosen thee this day to be bis pe- 
culiar people, as he hath promised thee, and thou 
shouldst keep his commandments. And to make 
thee high above all the nations which he hath 
made, in praise, and in name, and in honor." 

After a lapse of forty years from the time that 
the people of God gave a glad farewell to the 
1 md of their servitude in one universal shout 
and song of praise upon the shore of the Red 
Sea, they were permanently settled in their own 
land. A mighty nation, terrible from their be- 
ginning, more so than can be said of any other 
nation ; and the secret of all their greatness was 
this, " God teas with them, and the fear of them 
fell upon the nations. One, as it were, could 
chase a thousand, and two put ten thousand to 
flight." "For what nation is there so great, 
who hath God so nigh unto them, as the Lord 



our God is ? . . . And what nation is there so 
great, that hath statutes and judgments so righ- 
teous as all this law which I set before you this 
day ? Wherefore thou art great, 0 Lord God, 
for there is none like thee, neither is there any 
God beside thee." " And what one nation in the 
earth is like thy people, even like Israel, whom 
God went to redeem for a people to himself, mid 
to make him a name, and to do for you great 
things and terrible, for thy land, before thy peo- 
ple which thou redecmedst to thee from Egypt, 
from the nations and their gods?" "There is 
none like unto the Lord of Jeshurun, who rid- 
eth upon the heaven in thy help, and in his ex- 
cellency on the sky." " The eternal God is thy 
refuge, and underneath aro theeverlastiug arms; 
and he shall thrust out the enemy from before 
thee ; and shall say destroy them." " Israel, 
then, shall dwell in safety alone. The fountain, 
of Jacob shall become a land of corn and wine 
also his heavens shall drop down dew.'' " Hap- 
py art thou, 0 Israel ; who is like unto thee, 0 
people saved by the Lord, the shield of thy help, 
and who is the sword of tby excellency." 
| Thus did the Almighty, with an outstretched 
arm and by signs and wonders deliver his peo- 
ple from the nations, from their idols, and the 
abominations of the heathen, and bring them 
into the land of Canaan, which he gave unto 
their fathers and to them for an everlasting pos- 
session. Therefore, " rejoice not against me 0 
thou mine enemy, for if 1 fall I shall rise again." 
Thou hast trodden this pleasant land under fool 
these 1800 years, but thy time has come when 
iniquity shall have an end. And the people of 
God shall again come to their own land, which 
God, who cannot lie, gave to our fathers for an 
everlasting possession. 

Wo close this bright chapter, and with sad 
feelings turn over a dark page while we consid- 
er the apostacy and dispersion of this once pow- 
erful and happy people.

The Absurdities of the Bible,

" Because he hath appointed a day ia the 
which he will judge the world in righteousness, 
by that man whom he hath ordained ; whereof 
he hath given assurance unto all men, in that he 
hath raised him from the dead. And when they 
heard of the resurrection of the dead, some 
mocked." (Acts 17 : 81,{5£) "for the time 
will come when they will not endure sound doc 
trine." (2 Tim. 4 : 8.) 

In a February number of the N. Y. Chroni- 
cle, a religious newspaper of the Baptist denom- 
ination, we find an article entitled, " Christiani- 
ty a Soul Dominion." After relerring to the 
materialism of the Jewish nation, and marvelling 
at the " foolish ideas" of the disciples concern- 
ing the kingdom of the Messiah, the writer says : 
"This materialism remains to this day to dark- 
en the church and keep back the reign of heaven 

a nong men Even in anticipating the 

millennium, we are as fleshly as the Jews were 
in awaiting the Messiah's coming and kingdom. 
The gross ideas of a burning world, of an out- 
wardly restored earth, a newly-planted Eden, 
where all manner of beautiful trees grow, and 
bounding aniiualB disport themselves, of the righ- 
teous literally treading on the ashes of the wick- 
ed, and much more of the kind, equally absurd, 
still extensively prevail among very good but 
vory fleshly Christians, and are even set forth in 
books with much show of argument and any 
amount of perverted Bible imagery. It is lam- 
entable that Christians should so befool them- 
sehes, as to suppose that the reign of Christ, 
which he represents as within us, as spiritual, is 
to culminate in material changes, or in making 
the soil, atmosphere and elements of the outward 
world more favorable to prolonged life. Dr. 
Cumming, of London, and many of those abroad 
and at home, are melancholy victims of this ma- 
terial madness." 

Turning to the writings of " holy man of old, 
who spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost," the prophets and apostles, we find these 
" gross ideas" clearly enunciated. The Fathers 
and Reformers advocated the personal reign of 
Jesus Christ on the earth ; the restitution, the 
resurrection of the body. But the writer above 
quoted thinks " it is lamentable that Christians 
should so befool themselves" as to believe such 
things in this enlightened age of the world. In 
another number of the same paper, the editor 
while noticing one of Dr. Seiss' works, repudi- 
ates the doctrine of the resurrection of the body, 
saying that Jesus taught the Saddncees that 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob now enjoy the resur- 
rection life ; for " God is not the God of the 
dead, but the God of the living. 

When the men of Athens " heard of the res- 
urrection of the dead, Borne mocked." When 
the N. T( . Chronicle hears ot the resurrection it 
replies, " How lamentable that men should be 
such fools as to believe it." 

Let us examine the Bible concerning the other 
doetrines condemned as " absurd." In 2 Peter 
8 : 7 — 12, we read of the " burning world." 
The connection shows that it is to be a literal 
event ; that b, if the destruction of the world by 
water was literal. But the idea is too " gross" 
for our writer, and Peter was but a " melancholy 
victim of material madness." Mai. 4 : 1 — " For, 
behold, the day cometh that shall burn as an 
oven : and all the proud, yea, and all that do 
wickedly, shall be stubble : and the day that 
cometh shall burn them up, saith the Lord of 
hosts, that it shall leave them neither root nor 
branch." We dare not impeach the veracity of 
the " Lord of hosts." Does he mean that the 
burning day will come ; or do the words of Je- 
hovah have no meaning at all ? Is it true, that 
the wicked shall be stubble in that day, or is it 
only a bugbear to frighten them to repentance ? 
Does the Bible mean what it says, or is it a mys- 
tical book to be comprehended by none but the 
N. Y. Chronicle ? How would the " common 
people" understand the plain passages quoted ? 
Are not the elements to melt with fervent heat, 
the earth also, and the works therein to be 
•burned up? No! no! says modern theology, 



that is too gross an idea ; it is absurd ! Well, 
let it stand, theu, as one of the absurdities ot the 

Bible. 

" Nevertheless, we, according to his promise, 
look for new heavens and a new earth, wherein 
dwelleth righteousness? Is this literal lan- 
guage, or is Peter speaking in figures ? In the 
first part of the ohapter the apostle speaks of the 
deluge, arguing from that event the certainty of 
the fiery judgments at the coming of the Lord, 
because the " same word" declares both. Then, 
after speaking of the heavens dissolving, and the 
earth melting, Peter says, " We look for new 
heavens and a new earth." It is one connected, 
plain discounte. But, according to some^mod- 
ern theologians, it is a species of insanity to be 
looking for such things. How " lamentable that 
• we' should so befool" ourselves as to believe 
with Peter, the promise of God. This new earth 
is described by the Revelator, who says respect- 



ing it : " And there shall be no more curse." 
The " curso" is recorded in Gen. 3 : 14 — 19. It 
has never yet been removed. The preaching of 
the Gospel does not remove it ; death does not 
remove it. Does not its removal involve the 
resurrection of the body, the removal of all ef- 
fects of sin, and the restitution of creation ? 

Isa. 55 : 13— "Instead of the thorn shall come 
up tho fir tree, and instead of the brier shall 
come up the myrtle tree ; and it shall be to the 
Lord for a name, for an everlasting sign that 
shall not be cut off." The thorn is a sign of the 
curse ; the fir tree and the myrtle tree shall 
then be a sign of the removal of the curse forev- 
er. The promise given us in Ps. 37th, was re- 
iterated by our Saviour, that " the meek shall 
inherit the earth." In an obituary notice of a 
Christian lady, who, for twenty years, had been 
unable to leave her bed, the writer, speaking of 
her patience and resignation, said : " She inher- 
ited the earth to the fullest extent of the prom- 
ise." Butin Ps. 37 : 9, •' inheriting the earth" 
is put in opposition to being " cut off" as evil 
doers ; also in verse 1 Ith. Again, we are told 
that " their inheritance shall bo forever ; also, 
" the righteous shall inherit tho land, and dwell

therein forever." " When the 
off, thou shalt see it." 

God promised Abraham that he should have 
the land wherein he was a strauger for an ever- 
lasting possession. The promise that he should 
be " heir of the world" was made also to his 
seed, " which ia Christ." " If we be Christ's, 
we are Abraham's seed, and heirs according to 

' inheritance of 



the promise— i. c, hoirs of the 
the saints." Stephen says, that the promise to 
Abraham has not been fulfilled, and is still fu- 
ture. (Aots 7 : 5.) If Abraham is to possess 
the land forever, he must be immortal and the 
land eternal. If the " seed of Abraham" meant 
Christ, then Christ is to have the " uttermost 
parts of the earth for his possession." Christ is 
also heir to David's throne, which was " over- 
turned, overturned, overturned, until he should 
come, whose right it is." That throne yet re- 
mains overturned, therefore he " whose right it 
is," does not yet sit upon it. But the " Lord 
God shall give him the throne of his father 
David," and the inheritance of his father Abra- 
ham. In that day " the Redeemer shall come to 
Zioo, and unto them that turn from transgres- 
sion in Jacob, saith the Lord," and this covenant 
will God make with theiu. " My Spirit that is 
upon thee, and my words which I have put in 
thy mouth, shall not depart out of thy mouth, 
nor out of the mouth of thy seed, nor out of the 
mouth of thy seed's seed, saith tho Lord, from 
henceforth and forever." (Isa. 59: 20, 21.) 
For " the ransomed of the Lord shall return and 
come to Zion, with songs and everlasting joy 
upon their beads; they shall obtain joy and 
gladness, and sorrow and sighing shall Qee away." 
'• Then the moon shall be confounded, and the 
sun ashamed, when the Lord shall reign in mount 
Zion and in Jerusalem, and before his ancients 
gloriously." (Isa. 24: 23.) Then shall be 
heard the song of the redeemed who reign on the 
earth. (Rev. 5 : 9, 10.) 

The kingdom of God is not to " culminate in 
material changes," but is to begin with those 
" material changes." (Rev. 11 : 15— 18.) Not 
till Jesus comes, do the- saints " inherit the king- 



dom prepared for them from tho foundation of 
the world." Then will the prayer, " Thy king- 
dom come," cease to be offered. How harmoni- 
ous does the Word of God thus appear ; and 
how beautitul the plan of redemption and resti- 
tution. 

If the ideas of " a burning world, an outward- 
ly restored earth, the righteous treading on the 
ashea of the wicked, the resurrection of the body, 
and the personal reign of Christ on the earth, 
are absurd ideas," they stand as " absurdities ol 
the Bible." "Heaven and earth shall pass 
away," but the word of God "shall not pass 
away." Instead of being "melancholy," the 
Bible teaches us to " look up, and Jift up our 
heads and rejoioe," as our redemption draweth 
»'gh.

Conference al Morrisvillr, Pa. 

Bro. Litck : — I will give a brief sketch of 
Messiah's Conference, held at Morrisvillo, and 
horc, last week. Tho friends began to come on 
Tuesday, and we had a discourse from Dr. Litch, 
the President of the Conference, at three o'clock, 
and after a season of social worship the Confer- 
ence adjourned till nine o'olock, Wednesday 
morning.

The revision of the 
Bible Union renders it " bless." 

» To this verse the Septuagint adds the fol- 
lowing words: Much time having elapsed, his 
wife said unto him, Uow long dost thou stand 
(teadfast, saying, ' Behold, I wait yet a little 
longer looking for the hope of my salvation ?' 
Behold thy memorial is already blotted out 
from the earth, together with thy sons and thy 
daughters, the fruits of my pnins and labors, for 
whom with anxiety I have labored in vain, 
thyself also sittest in the rottenness of worms 
sight and day, while I am a wanderer from 
jlace to place, and from house to house, waiting 
for the setting of the sun, that I may rest from 
■y labors, and from the griefs which oppress 
me. Speak therefore some word against God, 
and die." 

We translate barech Elohim tamuth, Curse 
God, and die. The verb lareck is supposed to 
include iu it the ideas of cursing and blessing ; 
hat it is not clear that it has the former mean- 
ing in any part of the sacred writings, though 
we smoetimes translate it so. 

Here it seems to be a strong irony. Job was 
exceedingly afflicted, and apparently dying 
through sore disease ; yet his soul was filled 
with gratitude to God. His tcife, destitute of 
the salvation which her husband possessed, gave 
this ironical reproof. Bless God, and die— 
What ! bless him for his goodness, while ho is 
destroying all thou hast ! bless him for his sup- 
port, while he is casting thee down and destroy- 
ing thee ! Bless on, and die. 
, The Targum says that Job's wife's name was 
Dinah, and that tin words which she spake to 
him on this occasion were, berich meymera dayai 
umith. Bless the word of the Lord, and die."

Some will remember a touching tale mention- 
ed in one of the little periodicals published for 
the laboring classes.

It narrates how a poor man, on one 
of the rocky coasts of our country, that got his 
bread by gathering sea-fowls' eggs, went out one 
morning on his perilous adventure, and looking 
down a teriffic steep, he saw midway a ledge 
abutting from the rook, covered with a cluster 
of the sea-fowls' nests. He fastened his rope to 
a tree above the cliff, and lowered himself down 
till he trod upon the ledge. In bis eagerness to 
grasp the spoil, he unwitiogly dropped the noose 
of the rope by which he had descended, and it 
swung, as it appeared, far beyond his reaoh ; 
and there he stood on that narrow ledge, above 
him a fearful height he had no hope to scale, be- 
low him a tcrriffic precipico with the sea dishiog 
at its base. It was a moment of utterable an- 
guish. In intensity of dismay, by a desperate 
effort, he sprang upward. It pleased God he 
should grasp the rope. He drew himself np to 
the summit— trembling with transport and ter- 
ror. Every one of us can realize the peril of 
that fellow creature. But how akin to this, bat 
intensely more awful, the condition of every 
w iverer ! He stands on the narrow ledge of 
lire ; above him is the terrific mountain of bis 
guilt, that be has no power in himself to scale ; 
below him is the feaiful abyss of death, with tl e 
death that never dies. There is but the breath 
in his nostrils between him aid the bottomless 
pit. Oh ! awake, fellow sinner — awake to the 
true and perilous position ! It is late, but not 
t^o late. Thero is but the hope that hangs from 
the cross of Jesus, or rather from the throne qfi 
God; that hope can lift thee over the moment 
i of thy guilt, and land thee on the brink of f e 



Richard Collins was a poor man, uneducated, 
and with no great natural power of mind. His 
desires uevcr seemed to rise above the level of the 
condition of life in which ho was born. Yet he 
became, by virtue of his religious character, a 
mao«of influence and usefulness in the body of 
Christians to which he belonged ; and when he 
died, all who know him felt that a good man 
had passed away to his rest. 

I did not become acquainted with him till quite 
the latter part of his lifo, and after he had suf- 
fered from a severe attack of illness, which had 
rendered him very infirm, Life seemed, indeed, ! 
little more than a slow bnt certain decay ; yet 
he never regretted this decline of strength, 
though well knowing its end/ For more than 
three years before his death, he seldom answered 
a question as to the state of his health without 
adding " Waiting, ready to go." Death had no 
terrors for him, though all this while it seemed 
ever hovering near him. The natural shrinking 
from death, which is rarely entirely overcome, 
was with him, if he experienced it, but a mo- 
mentary feeling. In fact, he not only now and 
then, but constantly, desired " to depart and bo 
with Christ." To use another expression of his, 
he wished to be "swallowed up in Christ;" 
and so, with regard to him , death was swallow- 
ed up in victory. 

" Ready to go." How few can say so much 
as that, even of thoso who are rapidly going 
down the hill of life ! How few oan use theso 
words as expressing the habitual state of their 
minds ! Yot nothing less than this should bo 
the spirit of our lives. We know not what a 
day may bring forth, and tho message of our 
Lord should be continually remembered : "There- 
fore, be ye also ready ; for in snch an hour as ye 
think not, tho Son of Man oometh." (Matt, 
xxiv. 44.) 

" Ready to go." What does it mean? What 
is it to be ready ? What made Richard Collins 
ready to go? " Oh !"some will say, " he was 
old, and feeble, and weary of life, and did not 
care to live." Not so; his readiness to go 
meant a good deal more than this. It is true, 
he was sometimes disposed to say — 

" Fain would I quit this weary load, 

And sleep in death ■ " 

bat then (and this makes all the difference) he 
could add, " to rest with God." And besides, 
there were two things which, so far as I knew 
him, were never separated in his mind from this 
readiness to go, One thing was his simple, un 
wavering trust in Christ. He knew no other 
h..j e, nor ever dreamed that there could be any 
other, nor ever doubted the perfect sufficiency of 
this Christ, his Redeemer and Savior, whose 
atoning sacrifice is the only ground of a sin- 
ner's acceptance with God; Christ, in whose 
love he had ever abounded, was his only hope.

The Ongoing and Inroining Administrations. 

Every change of administration on earth has ever 
been attended with excitement and anxiety. The 
death or dethronement of a king, or the overthrow 
of a dynasty, the election of a governor or president, 
a new Legislature or Congress, affects to a great 
• tent the entire interests of a country or communi- 
ty more local living under that jurisdiction. So it 
W .9 in uncient times. Nations had grown up and 
matured, established their institutions and relation- 
ship to each other and to neighboring nations, when 
Jehovah sent his representative to the kingi«, us 
shown in our lust, to Bay to them that lie, the Cre- 
ator, had determined on a change of polity among 
them ull, and to make one great Gentile monarchy 
supreme, and all others subservient to it for a sea- 
s n. This great empire was the house of Nimrud, 
the founder ol Babylon and Nineveh. (Gen. 10 : 
8-11. 

The people whom he had chosen, of the house ol 
Abraham, and whom he had exalted to be the head 
of nations, were to be abased, but not forever — only 
until ho corn's, of that house, '• whose right it in," 
when God " will give it him." Bringing down 
Z:dekiah and sending him into captivity, Nebuch- 
adutrzar reigned supreme ; and wondering how 
long it should be that his empire should stand he 
fell asleep and dreamed, as is written in Daniel, 2d 
chapter, in which he was shiwn that his empire was 
not always to stand, but should g'rve place toothers, 
and in the latter days to another final, more glori- 
ous and everlasting administration. So plainly was 
this revelation ol the God of heaven made, and g 
clearly marked off were the times and seasons, with 
the order of events, that the entire body of histori- 
ans and expositors or succeeding ages have almost 
unanimously agreed as to its application. The king, 
having forgotten his strange dream, Daniel was 
called, by the Divine providence, to rehearse it to 
bim and tell its meaning. This he did in a manner 
so complete and satisfactory to the king, that he 
was constrained to say, " Ufa truth it is, that your 
God is a God of gods and a revmler of secrets, si e- 
ing that thou couldst reveal to me this secret." 
" This is the dream," said Daniel, " thou, 0 king, 
Biwcst, and behold a great iruige, whose bright- 
n ss was excellent, ctood before thee ; and the 
form thereof was terrible. This image's bead wa* 
of lino gold, his breast and his arms ol silver, his 
belly and his thighs of brass. His legs of iron, his 
feet part ol iron and part of clay. Thon Rawest till 
that a stone was cot out without hands, which 
emote the image upon his feet that were of iron and 
clay and brake them to pieces." (Dan. 2 : 31—35-) 
Having thus stated to the king his dream, and 
proved himself inspired ol God, and thus secured the 
• lofidence of the king and saved his own life and the 
lives ol hie friends, he said, " We will show the in 
terpretutinn thereol before the king." That inter- 
pretation is a most wonde: ful demonstration of the 
i lopiration of the prophet Daniel, and foreshadow- 
ing of the politics of earth for all coming time and 
through the annals of eternity. 

THE INTERPRETATION. 

" Thou, O king, art a king of kings : for the God 
of heaven hath given thee a kingdom, power, and 
strength, and glory. And wheresoever the children 




of men dwell, the beasts of the field and the fowls of 
the heaven hath he given into thine hand, and bath 
made thee ruler over them all. Thou art this head 
of gold. And after thee shall arise another king- 
dom infetior to thee, and another third kingdom of 
brass, which shall bear rule over all the earth. 
And the fourth kingdom shall be strong as iron ; 
forasmuch as iron breaketh in pieces and subdneth 
all things : and as iron breaketh all these, shall it 
break in pieces and bruise. And whereas thou saw- 
est the feet and toes, part of potters' clay, and part 
of iron, the kingdom shall bo divided ; hut there 
shall be in it of the strength of the iron, forasmuch 
as thou sawest the iron mixed with miry clay. And 
as the toes of the feet were part ol iron, and part of 
clay, so the kingdom shall be partly strong, and 
partly broken. And whereas thou suwest iron mixed 
with miry clay, they shall mingle themselves with 
the seed of men; but they shall not cleave ^ne to 
another, even as iron is not mixed with clay. And 
in the days of these kings shall the God of heaven 
set up a kingdom, which shall never be destroyed ; 
and the kingdom shall not he left to other people, 
but it shall break in pierus and consume all these 
kingdoms, and it shall stand forever." (Dan. 2: 
37-45.) 

This Babylonian empire, founded by Nimrod, as 
own in Gen. 10: 9, we know by Divine charter, 
Jer. 27th chapter^constituted for three generations 
the head of nations, and no power of earth should be 
able stieeesslully to resist them. " Thou art this 
head of gold." There is no mistaking this explicit 
application to Bshylon. ul this symbol. '• The God 
of lnaven has given thee a kingdom," said the 
prophet, in direct reference to the charter. (Jer. 
27.) This kingdom was to extend (compare Jer. 
27 and Dan. 2,) to men, beasts and fowls, the same 
as that given to Adam, Gen. 1 : 26, and Christ, 
Psa. 8, and Heb. 2. But this first empire was not 
to stand beyond its seventy years, nor over three 
generations, when another kingdom interior to Baby- 
lon was to arise. This was fulfilled by the Modes 
and Persians, in that night when Belshuuor was 
sluin, and Darius the Median took the kingdom. 
(Dan. 5 ; 2-1-31.) 

•• And another third kingdom of brass, which 
shall bear rule over all the earth." The Grecian 
conquest of Medo-Persia, under Alexander the Great, 
fulfilled this prediction, it being the third great rul- 
ing power from Nimrod's empire. 

" And thelourth kingdom shall bestrongasiron." 
The fourth in this chain uf ruling empires is that 
which at the time of our Lord's birth hud sent oat 
•'a decree that all the world should be tuxed." 
(Luke 2: 1,2.) This great Roman empire has an- 
swered the 'erms of the prediction, in subduing, 
treading down and breaking in pieces all the pre- 
ceding kingdoms, till it was a universal empire. 
But in unity was not always to last nor its strength 
always to endure. Bnt, said the prophet, " where- 
as thou snwest the leet and toes, part of potters 
clay and part of iron, the kingdom shall be divided : 
but there shall be in it the strength of the iron." 
This had its fulfillment in the division uf the empire 
after the days of Constantine, into the Eastern and 
Western empires. Rome and Constantinople being 
the two scats of empire, from which time subdivi- 
sions also were introduced, ub thus expressed by the 
prophet: •• And as the feet and toes were part of 
iron and part of potters clay, the kingdom shall be 
partly strong, and partly broken." The breaking 
up of the empire by the barbarian kings answered 
this prediction. But another change of this empire 
was foreshadowed, and is fulfilled before the eyes of 
this generation. " And whereas, thou sawest the 
the iron mix^d with miry clay, they [the people of 
this fourth empire] shall mingle themselves with the 
seed of men, but they shall not cleave one to anoth- 
er, even as the iron is not mixed [blended] with 
clay." 

The most striking political characteristic of the 
whole world to-day is, that Romans have mingled 
with all people of the earth, and yet nowhere so far 
forgetting their allegiance to tiie monarch of Rome 
is to completely blend with any people and become 
one. This is the lo^t feature of the image prior to 
its demolition ; sni relntes to the feet and toes, the. 
last extremity of this image. Who can doubt on 
comparing passing facts with prophecy, that the 
Gentile administration is soon to go out ol power? 
And every evidence indicating the end of Gentile 
rule is a solid proof that what is written in Dan. 2 : 
44, is soon to be accomplished. " And in the days 
if these kings shall the God of heaven set up a king, 
dom which shall never be destroyed. The kingdom 
shall not be left to other people but it shall bre ik 
in pieces and consume all these kingdoms, and it 
shall stand forever.'' 

The great question on which the ohurch is divid- 
ed in reference to this kingdom is. What manner of 
kingdom ahull it be, and by what agencies shall it 
be established ? To this point we propose next to 
address oorselvee.

The lack of piety shows itself in our day, in 
straining after popularity. One is truly popular 
by the lorce of his talents, and the fervor of his 
piety ; another because he seeks it as a main end. 

One is 
Bimple and solemn ; the other is magniloquent and 
affected. The one impressed by his thoughts ; the 
other by his manner and words. The one attracts 
by the solemnity and power with which he presents 
and applies Divine truth ; the other by his news- 
paper notices, his quaint subjects and texts, his odd 
illustrations. The one wins converts to Christ : 
the other, admirers of himself. The one preaches 
boldly the doctrines of the cross; the other with- 
holds or modifies them lest they should offend, and 
blunts every arrow leat it should penetrate, emulous 
only ol the reputation of a popular preacher! 

How many and sad are the lessons taught us by 
the history of the church, as the great evils aris- 
ing from on unconverted ministry ! How sadly the 
Jewish church suffered from false prophets ! It 
was an unconverted apostle that betrayed the Lord 
ol Glory ! For how many ages were the boosted 
successors of the apostles the vilest of men? And 
how, even now, in Germany, the lowest infidelity i- 
decked in the robes ol the ministry ; and in Eng- 
land, the merest worldiing, because second or sub 
sequent sons of the gentry, are promoted to church 
benefices ; and how, in communions regarded as 
evangelical, an unsanctified ministry are prostitut- 
ing the order and ordinances ol God's house to the 
purposes of superstition, and to the supplanting of 
a spiritual by a formal and ritual religion. 

Pieiy, then, is the first great, essential element ol 
a true minister of the Gospel. Without this, a 
preacher is but sounding brass and tinkling cymbal, 
lie is a minister only in the technical sense of the 
word.— fir.

THE LITEST SEWS. 

Army Movements. 

The war news of the week is of an encouraging 
character. If Gen. Grant has not yet taken Vieks- 
burg, he is taking it ; and the enemy's lailure to do 
anything for its relief, testifies to the decline of 
vbeir power everywhire 1n their country, and to 
the smallness of their numbers in the Southwest. 
Gen. Banks is scaling up Port Hudson, and means 
to have that place soon. It we uru to fail in the 
Southwest, it will only be because government baa 
failed to do its duty, and not supplied men enough 
for the work to be done. The latest news from 
that quarter is, that a small body of our troops at 
Sautasia, on tho Yaxoo, were met and attacked on 
the 5th by a portion of Johnston's forces, when we 
retired without loss to Haines' Bluff. It was an- 
ticipated that the rebels would attack that position, 
and ample preparations have been made to repel 
them. The rebels are known to be in a terrible 
position in Vicksburg. The weather is hot, but the 
health and spirits of our troops are good. 

Gen. Buford's cavalry action with Gen. Stuart's 
command was a very creditable piece of work, and 
it is believed that it has prevented or delayed a raid 
into Federal territory. 

West point Va., lias been abandoned by our 
forces, alter it had been strongly fortified, at great 
expense, and much expenditure in sweat. Oar 
Generals have to contract their linos, because gov- 
ernment has contracted the supplies of men. 

The Alabama has been again heard from, she 
haviog destroyed lour more ol our merchantmen, 
which is very moderate in hor, and shows perhaps, 
that Semmes is getting Burleited. The Boston 
Daily Travcllcrtayi of this matter: — "The patience 
with which the American people bear with the mis- 
doings of the head of the woodeuheads who is at the 
head ol the Navy Department, proves them to be 
either the greatest philosophers or the greatest fools 
that were ever known on earth, — we dou't know 
which."

From Parson Beov.nlow. — Parson Brownlow 
writes to the Philadelphia Press : — 

" 1 have seen and conversed with intelligent refu- 
gees frjin East Tennessee and North Georgia, who 
say that Union men and families suffer greatly, but 
stand firm. 

I made quite a long speech lust evening to three 
Tennessee regiments, in the beautiful grove about 
one mile tooth of the capital. 1 there met with a 
poor East Tennessean in Union uniform, who had 
beets driven from bis home and kindred on account 
of hisdevotion to the old Stars and Stripes, They 
were my old acquaintances and noighbora, ami 
I had not seen them for about two years. While I 
spoke of the death of some uf their relatives, fathers 
and brothers, by name, who bad died in prison, un- 
der the gallows, and at the point ol rebel bayonets, 
many of the poor fellows were bathed in tears, and 
evinced by their emotion their resolution and fixed- 
ness of purpose to see that the murderers of their 
friends should meet a similar fate. The East Ten- 
nessee Unionists are all coming out through the 



Foreign Affairs. 

England.— The British House of Commons as- 
sembled on the 2Sth of May, nnd on the 20th Mr. 
Roebuck gave notice of bis intention to move an ad- 
dress to the Crown in favor of negotiations with 
other European powers, with the view to the recog- 
nition of Jeffdavisdom , and Lord Montague gave 
notice tbat he should move an nmendment to Rue's 
motion. The debate will probably be a warm one, 
as matters here are bringing American matters in 
Europe to a crisis. The news of Gen. Grant's vic- 
tories, near Vicksburg, and the belief that he had 
taken that town, seem to hove put up the interven- 
tion iets, und may prove uselul to tbem and their 
friends the slaveholders. So long as Americans of 
the two parties shall be able to " use up" each 
other, with no very brilliant prospect of the North 
accomplishing its purpose, England can lie relied 
upon, pretty llrnly, not to intefere in the war. The 
English are more affected by the sudden death of 
Stonewall Jackson than they were by that of Lord 
Raglan, though the lormer was nothing more than 
a rebelious American, ard the latter was a long-de- 
scened noble, was the intimate friend and near con- 
nection of Wellingt/m, and had commanded in the 
only great battles in which Britons had fought West 
of the Indus lor well nigh forty years. England, 
supported by France, it is stated, has made propo- 
sitions to Russia, concerning Poland, which virtu- 
ally require, first tbat the Czar should surrender to 
the Poles, and secondly, that a Polish adminslra- 
tion should be immediately formed for Poland, which 
means the ultimate, and probably speedy, recon- 
struction of the old Kingdom of Poland as it stood 
a century ago, so far as should relate to territory; 
for no " Polish adniinistaation " Ci.uld be faithful to 
Russia. Russia cannot accept the terms proposed, 
unless she is prepared to de-Ruropeanize herself. 

France.— The French elections are moving the 
French people after a fashion that must rather 
alarm Napoleon III. ; for though he can have no 
doubt as to their result, it is not safe for him to 
have his subjects " stirred up " by political appeals 
and discussions. To prevent the election of M. 
Theirs is the chief object of the imperial govern- 
ment, which is acting with characteristic baseness 
to defeat him. 

Prussia.— Prussia's crisis is coming on fast. 
There is no room left lor compromise in thnt coun- 
try, it should i*m, but parties appear to be jus!

The Turks protest against such a piece of 
Itrbarum, but the; will not be hooded, unless their 
Western friends should agree to ho wl in chorus 
with them. Perhaps Russia means to bid defiance 
to the Mussvlmans, and has dropped them a line to 
that efTect. 

Austria — Austria is said to have sent an answer 
to Prince GortschukofTs note on the Polish revolu- 
tion, but its purport is unknown. France and 
England had answered the notes sent to them, but 
■otbing is reported of their contents. 

Italy — The Italian Parliament had reassembled, 
bat in his speech the King of Italy said nothing 
about the Roman question. 

' Pound. — The Polish insurrection is going on, 
and it is even asserted that it has extended to some 
parts ol Russia. 

Mexico — By the siege and fall ol Puobla, anoth- 
er extraordinary chapter is added to the extraordi 
nary history of Mexico. The last steamer from Ha- 
vana brought the official documents and circumstan- 
tial details relative to the termination of the siege 
tad the capitulation of Gen. Ortega, of which the 
following is an interesting extract : 

' ," On the lGih ult., women and children in Pue- 
Na were dying of hunger. The soldiers ol Ortega'-- 
army bad consumed their moles and cavalry horses. 
»nd even the dogs . starvation stared them in the 
hoe, and there was no hope of 6uecess through tin 
Mterpcsition of Comonlbrt. Worn out with pro- 
tracted effort, weak from the want of food, and des 
liti-t- of ammunition, Ortega, after counselling with 

FBfe officers, dispatched Gen. Mendazu to the French 
eommauder with a proposition to surrender the city 
on condition that the soldiers should be allowed to 
carry away their banners ; that the officers should 
take with them their side arms, and the whole fore 
be permitted to report to the Supreme Government 

' at the city of Mexico. 

| These conditions not being conceded hy Gen. Fo- 
. rey, tho Mexican commander immediately issued ait 
ywder that on the morning of the 17th ult., betweeii 
'the hours of four and five, the soldiers should burn 
Ftheir colors, break their arms, spike the cannon 
Mast them into the ditches, and destroy the carriages. 
This being accomplished, the entire Mexican arm) 
of 12,000 men resolved, by universal consent, to de- 
. Band no favors of their captors or make them any 
pledges, but to awuit their coming in silence. Then 
is a mural grandeur in this last act that exceeds even 
the heroic delcnce of their city. And then there it 
Siinothmg sublime n Gen. Ortega's note to Geo. 
Forey, announcing the surrender ol the city, and 
which concludes as follows : ' I cannot, General, 
continue defending myself any longer. If I could, 
do not doubt that I would do so. Please accept, 4c' 
But there is a dark line in this bright page ol 
'Mexican history, it appears that the professional 
brigand and butcher, Marquez, with his gang ol 
Mexiran traitors, allies of the French, were the first 
to enter Puebla, and to such an extent were thi-y 
carrying their excesses, that the French, full of ad- 
piration for the heroic delenders of the city, intci- 
posed by force and protected them Irom the murder- 
ous assaults ol their treacherous countrymen. 

It is stated that 18,000 of the French have taken 
up their line of march for the city of Mexico. But 
while there is nothing definite on this point, there 
unmistakable evidence of the determination of tho 
''Mexicans to defend their capital to the last extrem- 

to." 

General Newt. 

' The Boston Traveller very sensibly remarks, on 
lie ease of the Chicago Times, recently suppressed 
■i^Gen. Burnside'8 order, which was countermanded 
'ky the President: "The commendations tli.it are 
(freely bestowed upon Pres. Lincoln's course in this 
i Matter show that the American people are desiroi 8 
'that tbe freedom of the press should bo preserved, 
when it is used against their own cause, and 
"■at they believe that the law, properly administer- 
is strong enough for its own support. Their 
Wnduet, and that of government, is in absolute con- 
"*»t to that of the enemy. In the South, wherov- 
* ou r arms have not penetrated, no man or press is 
to say one word against the rebel cause. If 
"'"e were a journal in Savannah as well disposed 
*° 'be Union as the Chicago Times is to the Con- 
federacy, H would be suppressed the moment it 
•'"Wld exhibit its conductors' opinions. There would 
1t|* no governmental interference in its behalf, and 
k 1 " publishers would be hanged. The difference of 
*«tion in the two countries indicates the radical dif- 
r '" M ce that there is between the cause of slavery 
^•1 the cause of freedom. The rebels are oontend- 
,n 8 for the perpetuation and extension of slavery, 



and therefore they cannot afford to allow freedom of 
discussion in their territory. We are contending 
for liberty, and we cannot do that violence to our 
principles which would be involved in suppressing 
even journals that are conducted in the interest of 
slavery. It is one of the disadvantages under which 
the liberal party labors all over the world — if it be 
a disadvantage — that it cannot make that full use 
of power when it is possessed of it, which the de- 
spotic party can employ in its behalf where its rule 
is supreme. It is in perfect keeping for the latter 
party to be tyrannical, and regardless of all human 
rights ; but the former party must be more regard- 
ful of those rights. No onethinks it either irregu- 
lar or unnatural when Mr. Jefferson Davis or his 
lieutenants behave tyrannically, but such behavior 
in President Lincoln and his Generals would call 
forth hot condemnation. When a slaveholder sells 
one of his " people," the transaction moves no one 
hut tbe party sold ; but were an abolitionist thus to 
dispose of " a man and a brother," he wonld be 
black-balled forever. This may be all wrong, but 
we have to deal with facts, and with facts which no 
human power can alter or modify." 

Three months ago most men condemned the very 
thought of employing black soldiers. Now, the 
Governors of certain States aredisputing as to which 
States enlisted blacks shall be credited ! There is 
no discredit in the business, to-day.

Valuable Information. 

How to Raise Turnips.— First plough or spade 
about eight inches deep, and thoroughly pulveriz- 
the soil, applying at the same time a moderate 
dressing of well fixed manure. Plant seed as early 
in April as tbe land is ready, and have the plants 
ready to gather in about two month alter planting 
Dried Uedrs.— The best are dried in the shade 
and preserved in boxes that will bold their aroma- 
Cut while in bloom. 

Paste for Papering Walls — The following is 
said to be excellent paste, and adheres well on walls 
that have lieen white-washed for years ; Take the 
whites ol four csgs, well beaten, one qaart of cold 
water ; tbickeo with rye Sour to the consistency ol 
common paste. % 

Hard Soap.— Five gallons of solt water ; three 
pounds ol unslackcd lime ; six pounds of sal-soda ; 
toil'till dissolved ; let it settle over night ; drain it 
iff ; throw the dregs away : put in seven pounds ol 
elean grease ! boil twenty minutes; pour it out; 
let it cool ; cut it into cakes and set it out to dry. 

Lemon Pie. — Two cups of sugar, two cups ol 
warm water, two eggs, two lemons, three ounces 
if butter, one tablespoon of corn starch. Grate the 
rind of the lemons; use the juice of both lemons, 
but the rind of only one, or it will make it bitter ; 
beat tho sugar and o^gs together, then add the juice 
and rind, then tho butter and corn-starch, then add 
the warm water. This is sufficient for two pies. 
We consider this a very excellent pie — German- 
loan Telegraph. 

Jcxe. — You must not expect many leisure dajs 
this month ; Ihe industrious farmer will alwoys 
find something to do. Plant more cucumbers. Set 
out more cabbage plant*. Keep the hoc ii motion 
to destroy the weeds in the garden While the 
Sowers are in bloom, the inhabitants of the hive an 
all in motion ; with busy wing they sweep the 
field and garden in search of their melifluous treas- 
ure. Strangers to idleness, they suffer no opening 
blossom to pass unexplored, no sunny gleam to slip 
away unimproved. Water tender plants, if they re- 
quire it, in the morning and evening. —

Visit to Louisville, Kentucky — Laliors in the Chris- 
tian, and Baptist churches — discussion and con- 
ference on the prophecies with ministers and 
brethren interested in the Advent. 
I continued my lectures afternoon nnd evenings 
;n the week, on prophetic and practical themes, 
with the best interest, and large attendance. 

In the course of these lectures I was introduced 
to o Baptist minister, who hailed from Western New 
York, and was now preaching in New Albmy, Ind., 
who informed me that ho had heard Mr. Millet 
preach on the coming of Christ in 1843. And that 
Mr. Miller, among other things, on that occasion 
(in Rochester, N. Y.,) said, " that if Christ did 
not come in 1843, he should burn his Bible 
I replied, that I was with Mr. Miller at the time he 
refered to, and had no recollection of his saying any 
thing of the kind. And as this statement was so 
unlike Mr. Miller's whole conversation and preach- 
ing. I did not think it possible for him to utter so 
unwise, or wicked a thought. And that this charge 
against Mr. Miller was like another which had been 
mode against the Adventists every where ; that ol 
preparing " ascension robes," to " meet Christ in 
the air." 1 Thesg. 4:18. To this he replied, that 
they did prepare " ascension robes," and that he 
was knowing to it, in western New York. I said 
to him that such a thing could not be. It was im- 
possible. He replied, that it was really so, and he 
could give the proof. I told him that if he would 
give me the prool that any believer in the coming 
of Christ in 1843, ever prepared a garment called 
an " ascension robe," with a view to meet Christ 
at his coming, I would reward him with the very 
handsome sum of $1,000,000. I had offered it to 
many persons, but they had never given the prool 
or claimed the money ! He said he would do it. 
But I have heard nothing of him since. 

This is the way errors and lies are circulated 
through the community. Irresponsible men, ut- 
ter things about the Advont people with an airol 
confidence, and even sanctity, and the report is cir- 
culated nnd believed by others, among whom are 
many honest people who give credit to them. It 
was in this way that Sir George Lyell, th.- English 
geologist, heard the reports about "ascension robes," 
when in this country in 1844, and in his work on 
America, spoke of the Milleritea in Boston and 
Philadelphia, and elsewhere, making a great run 
on the dry goods merchants lor cotton cloth, for tl e 
manufacture of robes ! ! And this Btatemnet is 
printed by on educated man, for intelligent people 
to read in this country as well as Europe ! Could 
Sir G. Lyeel have known he was misled, and that 
there was not a pioce of cloth bought, or the thought 
of the purchase of a piece of oloth, for the purpote 
of making "ascension robes," could behave gub- 
lished Buoh slanders abont an intelligent and honest 
people? 

What is history ? AVhen I read so moch 
thut I know is false, I am sometimes greatly per- 
plexed about other things of which I have no means 
of knowing their truth. I do not wonder, that Sir 
Walter Raleigh abandoned the project of writing a 
history of the world, because •' he could not find 
two men who gave the same account of the transac 
tions happening at their very windows," to 
say nothing of the 6etions that had no foundation 
in fact. 

Sabbath, March 22. By invitation of Eld. Lori- 
mer, prenohed in the A. M., in the Walnut street 
Baptist Church. We had a large congregation, to 
whom I spoke on the kingdom of God. I gave the 
literal view, as the true view, instead of the mysti- 
cal. And that Christ would reign personally on 
tl a earth, with his saints.

Sub- 
ject, Daniel, " standing in his lot ;" in connection 
with the time of the event. The evening was 
stormy, but we had a good audience and good 
hearing. Brother Henderson, the pastor, made 
some very excellent remarks at the close. And 
though bo is not an Adventist in the technical 
sense, yet he jg a beliuver in the personal reign, and 
that it is near at hand. He also showed his Chris- 
tian liberality by calling on those who had been 
benefited by my lecture, to help me on my way as a 
missionary of tho Gospel of the Kingdom. A H> 
eral collection was given. 

Monday, March 23. Met with Bro. Henderson 
in their morning prayer-meetiog at 8, A. M., to 
take my final leave ot the brethren and Iriends, with 
whom I had been so pleasantly associated (or about 
two weeks. These prayer-meetings hud been very 
interesting and profitable to me. Bro. Henderson 
had kept them np daily for a year and more. And 
many ol God's people in the midst ol their troubles 
■ rising from the war, had found areluge here, and 
a resting place. At the close of this meeting and 
while singing an aprupriate hymn, Eld. H. said, 
while giving me his band, " now brethren and sis- 
t rs, give to Bro. Rimes theparting hand." So all 
followed bim in this act of fellowship and brotherly 
kindness. Nearly all were melted into tears.

But soon we shall meet where we shall part neter, 
It was pleasant to me to know that many dear 
brethren and sisters had been benefited by my labors 
among them. Some were specially blessed, by the 
reception of the promises in their literal sense. 
The Bible was like a new book to them. And the 
inheritance was placed before them in a new light, 
as literul new heavens and new earth.

From Sister Z. E. Wood. 

Dear Brother Litch:— When I gave yon the part- 
ing hand in Philadelphia to go a missionary to Can- 
ada, I little thought three years would elapse ere 
you would hear from me again. But I find an ac- 
tive, earnest missionary has but little time for 
dreaming or letter-writing. Every moment is filled 
with some duty in connection with their field, and 
they seemingly accomplish nothing then. 

Missionary life is so different from what wo think 
it is at home, from reading reports and journals. 
Tho things wbiob pain us most cannot be put on 
paper. We expect, having laid ourselves upon the 
altar, to be used in anjr way our Master directs ; to 
have no will but His ; to be dead to the world and 
free from temptation and almost from sin, and to 
find our colaborers the same. But experience teach- 
es us a different story. We find the world, the 
flesh nnd the devil the same everywhere, in ourselves 
as in our brethren. 

I have lived in the oldest house connected with 
the Grand Ligue Mission these three years, and have 
given my time to my profession — physician— filling 
up the intervals with labors in the house. I have 
learned the French language in this time, and try 
now to administer to the soul as well as to the body. 
But thoy are not so ready to receive my adminis- 
trations. " Yes, yes," they say when we press 
home the subject to them. " Your religion is good 
for you and ours for us. We know all these thing*. 
We have the priests who look after our souls. They 
are the successors of the apostles, and know all about 
it. They have the Bible and tell us all it is neces- 
sary to know. We don't want your books nor to 
hear you tell about your religion. Wo are not 
learned like you are, and cannot answer you ; but 
We know our religion is good because it is tho first. 
There are hundreds of different religions among tl • 
Protestants ; each claims to be the good one. But 
weureall one, have always been united, and can 
trace it back to the apostles, our priests being their 
direct successors, with the same power." 

It takes them a long time, subjected to Protest- 
ant influence, before they are so lenient as this. At 
first they think wo are devils, or nenrly so — get our 
money, our power and wisdom, from his satanic 
majesty, and hold daily intercourse with him. They 
have even seen him giving us money. But these su- 
perstitions give way before the light. They are 
generally as I described above. Alter living down 
their prejudices, we have next to overcome their in- 
difference, and try to make them act and think, and 
not loave it all for the priest. All aro being slowly 
overcome before the light of the Gospel, as shadows 
flee before the dawn. Hundreds in connection with 
our mission have received the truth, many of whom 
have fallen asleep leaving behind them the testimo- 
ny of a well ordered lile and godly conversation. 
The three years of my missionary life have done 
much to show roe what an extensive work is the 
evangelization of the French Canadian peotle, built 
as they are into the great Roman wall, the cement 
bard as tho original rock. All wecau do as instru- 
ments is, after years of pickingand blasting, to loosen 
nnd bring out occasionally a lively stono to build 
into the Master's temple. 

I was shut in ; my professional and domestic du- 
ties occupying all my time till we had a great lots 
by fire, and to rebuild it was necessary to have funds. 
I started, a self-appointed agent, and thus discover- 
ed our rich Canada townships filled with beautiful 
farms and villages and warm-hearted Christian peo- 
ple, some of them of the Berean stamp, who search 
the Scriptures to see if thtse things regarding 
Christ's second coming are so. The Herald occu- 
pies a prominent place among them, nearly tho first 
copy I saw being in the well kept Reynolds house, ol 
Waterloo, whose visitors as well as family receive 
its truths. 

I was much astonished to seo a well built, com- 
modious I10U8O of worship in the same village, 
built and occupied exclusively by the Advent church 
there, whose meetings I attended on the Lord's 
day I spent in their place, and was delighted to hear 
the whole council of God declared by theirable min- 
ister, brother Orrock, to whom they seem much at- 
tached. Their Sunday school is well attended, and 
has some novel features, of which I may speak again. 
Their prayer-meeting does not languish. They who 
fear the Lord speak oflen to one another as well as 
pray. 

I will draw this disconnected sketch to a close, 
and may at some time tell you more of our mission.

Labors in Ihe Soath-Wtttcni Amy. 

Mr. Howard, Superintendent of theChicago Agen 
cy, writes from Memphis, April 13, 1863 : 

"Dear Brother:— I started from Chicago » 
short timo since on my filth visit to the army 0 f tha 
West, with 18,000 publications of the Amorum, 
Tract Society, for the purpose of supplying some of 
the hungry souls in this vast organization with the 
bread of life. 

" Arriving at Memphis, I was not a little ear. 
prised at the dearth ot reading matter in the hotpi. 
tuls. About three thousand patientsare lying here I 
seventy or eighty of whom are doily passing into' 
eternity. But two of tho oleven hospitals aro sup- 
plied with chaplains, while the others ore almost 
wholly neglected. I was told in different hospital, 1 
of impenitent men who bad died there, earnestly | 
begging for some one to pray for them, and no one ' 
could be found who would do so. 

" These afflicted ones feel as if ' no man cared fur 
their souls. • O,' said one to me, ■ our friends don't 
think as much of us now, as they used to do when 
we first started out. They used to give us nice 
books to read, and came to see us when we were io 
the three months' service ; but now we hardly get 
anything.' ' It is so lonesome,' said another, ' ly. 
ing here without anything to rend.' Some paid 
they had lain there for months ; no books, no Chris, 
tian visit, and not a prayer offered in their hearing. 

" I was surprised to see so large a proportion of 
the sick in a condition to enjoy reading. Many 
would read all the time if they bud the books. The 
clear, distinct type of our books makes them very 
acceptable to the sick. I have placed a library of 
our publications in the different hospitals here, as-' 
sured that they will be well cared for and circulat- 
ed by the nurses. 

'• I thought when I started I had a good (apply 
ol books — but what are they among so many ? I 
need three or five times as many to supply then 
commodious and excellent hospitals, that have been 
fitted op here for permanent use, with nn adequate, 
amount of reading matter, besides a I. r.e amount! 
more to take down the river, where, 1 am told by 
the inspector ot the hospitals, the destitution '*' 
much greater than here. 

" In a hospital well supplied with religious read- 
ing, under the control of an efficient chaplain, we 
may, perhaps, expect more oonvcrsionB than among 
a like number of men under any other circumstar. 
ces. Said a hospital chaplain whom we hove fre- 
quently supplied with our publications : " We have 
had a continuous revival here for monthB ;' and it a 
an ort-repeuted remork of those connected with hos- 
pitals, ' I never saw so many happy deaths in all my 
lilo as I have seen here.' ' I thank Gud for the 
blessed influences of the hospital,' said a veteran 
ehnplain to me. God, in his providence prepare! 
the ground ; shall we dare to withhold the good 
seed of the kingdom 7"

[I were, seemed touched by a common sympathy. 

Her career was a singularly prosperous one. In 
liar youth she was brought up religiously, and in 
lot wholesome atmosphere of love ; — and so it was 
driered— in such she ever lived.

VN and well regulated love. Thus it proved in her 
use. The memories of her early teachings— those 
winds from home whose echoes never quite leave 
u>. followed her through life ; and, " like the van- 
ning sound of bells," as they grew fainter in the 
distance, they sunk deeper in the heart.

E Interesting from nn Indian Mission. 

1ITTER FROM SrSTER M. J. CROSBY, TEACHER. 

Pant Water, Indian Reservation, Oceana ) 
Co., Michigan, May 19, '03. \ 

Dear Bro. Litch :— Yours of March 30th 
was duly received. I should have replied be- 
fore but wanted to be better able to give some 
account of my labors in my new field. 

Please accept my hearty thanks for your 
kind and sympathizing letter. It came timely, 
and I adopted its precious encouragements and 
excellent councils and instructions, its heart- 
cheering consolation and promises, drawn from 
the Word of God : and coming from a heart alive 
Jo God and of like precious faith, was like an 
oasis in tho desert ; and then your last words, 
which in moments of despondency or coldness 
come to mind ; arousing me up to more ar- 
dent good, and stirs me to faithful, patient la- 
bor and increased devotion. " Get so near to 
God, dwell so much in bis pretence, and be so 
filled with the spirit that every word you say 
will reach the heart " all salutary. I can truly 
say that no communication received since I came 
here has afforded me the like real good. Your 
book I found quite interesting, and important 
in my pulpit labors ; differing widely from the 
theology of the day ; it is a great help. I need 
more Advent helps. May the Lord reward you, 
and make this book a blessing to some ministers 
here. 



We arrivod here in the dead of winter, Jan- 
uary 3d. When our teams left, to go back to 
Pent Water, we found ourselves alone in a set- 
tlement where not a white face could be seen ; 
•ot the glad " how do you do," oould be heard 
in English. Our house, built by government, 
was large and comfortable, connected with the 
•ohool-room, which is the most pleasant, and 
large enough to accommodate fifty scholars. 
'We soon set all right, and was prepared to 
receive numerous calls from our Indian neighbor?, 
*ho flocked to see the new teacher ; and truly, 
DM hearts were cheered with the warm and 
hearty reception we met, the shaking hands, and 
Wery gesture significant of kindness and good 
Will, and a welcome to our new homo, made us 
feel quite at ease. 

Sabbath, January 31, felt quite content and 
blessed, while myself, husband and little son, 
knelt before the Lord, to implore his gracious 
■Wiles, and especial presence, now strangers 
•fflong a strange people. We were now among 
P»gans; no worship of the true God could be 
found for many miles around us ; but I felt not 
•lone, but under the shadow of the Almighty. 
I only wanted the spirit of Paul when he went 
,to Athens to a people wholly given to idolatry. 
- Febuary, 1st, — commenced school ; opened 
-With prayer, commanding them all to kneel, to 
Which they readily assented, showing them by 
'•'gns lhat I was going to talk to the Great 
Spirit ; some few could talk a little English, 
•lid by their help I got my school in order. I 
n »d no interpreter, but it was surprising how 
**sily they understood, how quick of perception. 
* closed the labors of the first day with thanks 
"> God tor his aid. Three days passed — my 
thool numbered twenty-eight scholars, and all 
fiiles perfectly obeyed. I looked around with 



astonishment at my wonderful success, far be- 
yond what I had ever accomplished, in the same 
length of time in any white school. 

I can truly say, their gentle manners, their 
meek submission and confiding trust, broke up 
the fountain of my heart ; 1 began to love them 
with the most tender affection. Yes, dear 
friends, I loved these children with dark com- 
plexions with torn garments, with uncombed 
hair ; perhaps for weeks face and hands had not 
felt the wholesome power of water, except by ac- 
cident, hardly their life time ; and yet I could 
embrace every one of them. Oh, I never knew 
belore the love that brought a Savior down 
from heaven ! With streaming eyes I looked 
up with a faith that would not take denial, that 
seemed as though it would shake heaven ! I 
prayed and moved on, and every move seemed 
to be the propelling power of the Almighty. 
I began to enforce the wholesome law of neatness 
of apparel and person, which quickly took effect. 
In two weeks I had thirty-one scholars, and I 
could look around upon clean shirts, dresses, 
hands and faces. Many had no combs, this I 
provided in the school-room. 

, ,4 ,j SABBATH EXERCISES. 

I refer to this which I clip from the V/es- 
leyan, written by Bro. Powers, a Wesleyan 
Methodist missionary : — 

Brother Prindle : — Having been employed by 
the Agent of the Michigan Conference Mission- 
ary Society to labor on the Pere Marquette and 
Pent Water Mission, I am disposed to let the 
Iriends of missions know something about tacts 
and prospects connected with this work. 

In Oceana and Macon counties are four town- 
ships of land set apart by the government for 
ihe Indians exclusively. They contain a popu- 
lation of about ten hundred of these children of 
tho forest. They are divided into several bands, 
with a chief to each band. Although these have 
no legal authority, yet they exercise considera- 
ble influence over their people. There are two 
Wesleyan Methodist churches among them, three 
Methodist Episcopal societies, and one formed 
0y Roman Catholics. 

One of these bands of Indians are pagan. 
They have steadily refused Christianity. They 
have pagan, or medicine dances as their only re- 
ligion ; and these have reference to health and 
longevity. They have but a vague idea of the 
future state. They think they shall " go to the 
netting sun — to the far west." Various efforts 
have been made by different denominations to 
christianize them, but seemingly of no avail. 

Having learned that this band had had no 
preaching among them for a considerable time 
past, I resolved to try to do them good. Feb. 
Stb, a twelve mile walk, some of the way through 
deep snow without much track, brought me to 
Cob-moo-sah's, a chief ot the pagan band. His 
son who could interpret a little, introduced me 
to a tall, grey headed man, trembling with the 
infirmities of a hundred years.' (He says he is 
about one hundred.) My mission here was to 
induce him to favor the matter of preaching to 
his people. He made some objections, but did 
not finally refuse ; and sent me to the other 
chief. This band is made up of two bands, and 
has two chiefs. At the other chief's Shag-wah- 
L enah's, I spent some time talking with him and 



a company present ; sang and prayed with them, 
(in my own language this time for want of a 
good interpreter,) shook hands and parted, with 
h promise from them that I would have a con- 
gregation at the time appointed. 

Feb. 22d, preached to a foil congregation of 
pagan Indians. Both chiefs were present. The 
oldest one first took his seat on his folded blan- 
ket on the floor next the door. A chair being 
offered him, he occupied it, and was an attentive 
hearer, as were nearly all present. To human 
appearance their minds were impressed with the 
truth. Text—" Who 18 the Lord that I should 
obey him ?" May the Lord make the Gospel 
effectual here. Christian reader, will you ear- 
nestly ask God, for Christ's sake to bless his 
truth to the pagan band of Indians. 

Sister Crosby, with her husband, has moved 
here from Illinois. She is teaching the govern- 
ment school at this point, and is also deeply solic- 
itous for the spiritual welfare of thie people. 

March 8th. Again with the pagau band, and 
had evidence that some were interested in Gos- 
p=l truth. 

March 13th. On my way to Pere Mar. 
quette ; for several miles had an old Indian for 
my guide through the woods. Before starting 
out, we had a little conversation, in substance 

as follows r 

" How old a man are you T" 
" Eighty years — was in the war with the 
British." 

The war of 1812?" 
" Enindah, Enindah." (Which means yes, 
yes.) 

•• Did you fight for the British ?" 
" es. Indian not to blame — British make 
them think they are right— cc ax them— give 
them calico, and many things." 

I had not gone far before I found I must 
quicken my pace considerably, to keep up with 
one of eighty years, in moccasins. 

After refreshment at the table of Brother 
Shop-e-ko-ung, he was my guide for twelve 
miles, through what is a dense forest most of 
ihe way, we were well entertained at the homes 



result was an amount raised which added to that 
obtained at Pere Marquette, is $11 10, which I 
send you herewith. One man who subscribed, 
said, " This dollar I had intended to buy tobac- 
co with, but it shall go to tho Book Concern ' 
I am convinced that some, at least, of the Indian 
brethren and sisters are not only Christians, but 
really more consistent Christians than many are 
who practically ignore the difference between 
an anti-slavery church and a slaveholdiog church. 
They appreciate also our lay representative ele- 
ment, in church government. 

The Indian women propose to make some 
mats of rushes for the printing office, and wish 
to know if they would be acceptable.

Brother 
Smith is an Indian teaching tho government 
sohool at this point. He was educated in Can- 
ada, is my interpreter on this part of the mis- 
sion, and is well qualified, with the blessing of 
God, to labor for the elevation of this people. 

March 15ttM the good Spirit was present to 
bless the wordUnd refresh the hearts of his peo- 
ple. My soul was rejoiced to see and hear 
friends of Jesus in the persons of these natives. 
In class-meeting there were seventeen prcsew 
whose names are enrolled with us. One wai 
baptized. In the evening we had preaching, 
prayer-meeting, exhortation ; ono united with 
the church, and I proposed to them to contribute 
to th6 Book Concern. This was freely respond- 
ed to by a good number, whose names I send 
y«u. Some of our people are away on hunting 
excursions, and on this account were not present. 

March 22d. Had a precious season with the 
Pent Water Indians. Here, also, I proposed to 
them to contribute to buy the building and lot 



for the Book Concern, where, as I told them, 
good books and papers will be printed for this 
•bd future generations — for their children who 
«|e now learning, to read in after years. The

As they did not by their own power deliver 
themselves from bondage, " For they got not the 
land in posession by their own sword, neither 
did their own arm save them, bat thy right 
hand, and thine arm and the light of thy counte 
n nice, because thou ham had favor unto them. 
Thou art king, 0 God ; command deliverence for 
Jacob." Neither could they maintain their na- 
tional independence and prosperity, without the 
immediate presence of the Bame power that de- 
livered them from the land of Egypt j this was 
promised tbem upon the following conditions: — 
" Aid God said unto Abraham, Thou shalt keep 
my covenant therefore, thou, and thy seed after 
thee in their generations. And to Israel he said, 



voked him to anger, until the Lord said : — ' I 
will heap mischief upon them: I will spend 
mine arrows upon them, they shall be burnt 
with hanger, and devoured with burning heat, 
and with bitter destruction .... the sword 
without and terror within, shall destroy both the 
young man and the virgin, the suckling also, 
with the man of grey hairs." And he brought 
npen them all the curses written in the law, 
to do unto them as he said by the mouth of 
Moses his servant, and by the mouth of all his 
holy prophets, " to scatter them among all peo- 
ple from the one end of the earth, even unto tbe 
other, and there thou shalt serve other gods, which 
neither thou nor thy fathers have known, even 
wood and stone, and among these nations shalt 
thou find no ease, neither shall the sole of thy 
foot have rest, but the Lord shall give thee 
there a trembling heart, and failing ot eytt, 
and sorrow of mind, and thy life shall hang in 



And it shall come to pass if thou shalt hearken : doubt before thee, and thou shalt fear day and 



diligently unto the voice of the Lord thy God, 
to observe and do all his commandments which 
I command thee this day, that the Lord thy 
God will set thee on high above all nations of 
the earth. And these blessings shall come on 
thee and overtake thee, if thou shalt hearken 
unto the voice of the Lord thy God. Then will 
I cause you to dwell in this place, in the land 
that I gave to your fathers, for ever and ever." 
But they hearkened not unto the voice of the 
Lord their God to keep bis commandments, and 
to walk in all the ordinances of the Lord blame- 
less." For so it was, that the children of Israel 
had sinned against the Lord their God, which 
had bronght them out of the land of Egypt, from 
the hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and had 
feared other gods, and walked in the satutes of 
the heathen, whom the Lord oast out from be- 
fore the children of Israel, and the kings of Is- 
rael which they had made ; and the children of 
Israel did seoretly those things that were not 
right against the Lord their God, and built them 
high places in all their cities, from the tower of 
the watchman to tbe fenced city. And set them 
up images and groves in every high hill, and un- 
der every green tree ; and there they burnt in- 
cense in all the high places, as did the heathen 
whom the Lord carried away before them ; and 
wrought wicked things to provoke the Lord to 
anger; for they served idols, whereof the Lord 
had said to them : " Ye shall not do this thing." 
Yet the Lord testified against Israel, and against 
Judah, by all the prophets, and by all the seers, 
saying : " Turn ye from your evil ways, and 
keep my commandments aud my statutes, ac- 
cording to all the law which I commanded 
your fathers, and which I sent to you by my 
servants tbe prophets." Notwithstanding they 
would not hear, but hardened their necks like 
the necks of their fathers, that did not believe 
ia the Lord, and they rejected his statutes, and 
his covenant that he made with their fathers, 
and his testimonies which he testified against 
them ; and they followed vanity, and became 
viin, and went after the heathen that were 
round about them, concerning whom the Lord 
bad charged them, that they should not do like 
them. 

Also, "Judah did evil in the sight of the 
Lord, and they provoked him to jealousy with 
their sins which they had committed, above all 
that their fathers had done, for they also built 
them high places, anl images, and groves on 
every high hill, and under every green tree ; and 
t'lore were also Sodomites in the land, and they 
did accoid'Dg to all the abominations of the n 
tions which the Lord cast out before the ohil' 
dren of Israel. They provoked him to jealousy 
with strange Gods, with abominations provoked 
they bim to anger. 

'•They sacrificed unto devils, not to God; to 
gods whom they knew not, to new gods that 
came newly np, whom your fathers feared not; of 
the Rock that begat thee thpu art unmindful, 
and hath forgotten God that formed thee." 
Thus did the people of God apostatize, and con- 
tinued to sin more and more until the Lord saw 
it, then he abhorred them, and he said that he 
would hide his face from them, until he should 
see what their end whonld be. For they had 
moved the Lord God to jealousy, they had pro 




uight, and shalt have none assurance of thy life, 
in the morning thou shalt say, would God it 
were even, and at the even thou shalt say, would 
God it were morning. And the Lord shall 
bring thee into Egypt again with ships, by the 
way whereof I spake unto thee. Thou shalt 
see it (their own land) no more again, and there 
ye shall be sold unto your enemies for bondmen 
and lewd women, and no man shall buy you." 
Their enemies bo thoroughly detesting them, as 
to consider them unworthy a place among their 
slaves. Their land also was to be given to 
strangers. 

And Jerusalem, tbe glory of the kingdom, 
and the pride of Israel, should be trodden under 
foot of the Gentiles forever ; no ; not forever, 
but until the times of the Gentiles should be ful- 
filled, and when Gentile rule shall have an end, 
then will the streets of Jerusalem, the beloved 
city of God, be trodden again by her own peo- 
ple. 

And the people of God have great reason to 
rejoice, knowing that Gentile domination is at 
an end almost, and then another king shall reign 
in righteousness. 

But not all who came out of Egypt sinned 
against the Lord, there were a few, sometimes 
called a " remnant " who were of another spirit, 
who departed not from the Lord to serve other 
gods. As the Lord said unto Elijah, " I have 
left me seven thousand in Israel, all the knees 
which have not bowed unto Baal, and every mouth 
which hath not kissed him." And at the break- 
ing up of the nation, and their final dispersion, 
these were the few, the " little flock " who had 
not departed from serving the Lord, and to 
there belong the promises; these shall como 
again to Zion with songs of joy, whilst the sin- 
ners thereof shall see their land no more forever. 

This is of the Lord, for except he had left us 
a seed we should have been as Sodom and as Go- 
morrah. Notwithstanding there were a few who 
did not depart from the Lord, they also must 
of necsssity be made partakers of tho suffering, 
temporal suffering to come upon that people. 
They were to be scattered among all the nations 
of the earth : — " Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the Gospel to every creature," was the 
Savior's command. 

Again, " I will send those that escape of them 
(escape the sword and the pestilence, &c.,comiug 
upon the wicked of Israel, )jnto the nations, 
to Tarshish, Pul, and Lud, thapflraw the bow ; 
to Tubal, and Javan, to tho isles affar off. that 
that have not heard my fame, neither have seen 
iy glory ; and tbey shall declare my glory among 
[he Gentiles." 

Then the converts from the many Gentile na- 
tions, are adopted into the family of God, then 
are they the children of Abraham, and heirs ac- 
cording to promise. Thus fulfilling the promise 
made to Abraham that he should become the 
Tather of many nations. The father of the faithful. 

This being the condition ot the people of God 
during the present dispensation, we can readily 
understand such passages as the following : — 
•' Ye have heard that it hath been said, An eye 
for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth ; but I say 
unto you, that ye resist not evil ; but whosoever 
-hall finite thee on thy right cheek, turn to him 
the other also." Matt. 5 : 38-39. This law of 
an eye for an eye," &c, is set aside, not because

it was unjust, in any sense of the word, for it 
was given in the wisdom of God, and was just 
and good, for as much as it is right that the 
penalty should be of the same kind and equal to 
the offence. During the time that the people of 
God enjoyed their national independence it was 
necessary for them to make their own laws, or 
receive them from the great Legislator, that they 
might punish their own offenders. But the time 
has come that they must be scattered among the 
nations, consequently they can no longer legis- 
late, can no longer punnish the lawless, others 
are to have tho dominion, and rule over them, 
and the people of God must submit with meek- 
ness to the laws of the nations wherein they may 
reside. Hence, the Savior's abrogation of law 
which they are no longer able to enforce. 

During all the time of their dispersion they 
are to submit to every insult and indignity that 
the enemy can possibly heap upon them ; they 
Bhall suffer persecution, and be put to death, and 
in doing this many will think that they are verily 
doing God's service. They were to be trodden 
under foot, and literally worn out, " a people 
scattered and peeled," pillaged and robbed of all 
their goods, and their persons given to the sword, 
the wild beasts, or tho dungeon of the Inquisition ; 
" a nation (formerly, now) meeted out " to the 
nations, "and trodden under foot ; whose land 
the rivers have spoiled." This last sentence is 
somewhat obscure ; it may mean " the flood " of 
the enemy as in another scripture. But cer- 
tain it is, that the land of Palestine is spoiled by 
reason of the rivers failing. Since the blessings 
of God have been withdrawn the land in many 
parts has become quite sterile. And many 
fountains have dried, and the beds of streams 
are without water, except in the wet seasons, and 
it may be that the prophet has reference to the 
spoling of the land by reason of thedrying up of 
the rivers. And now we behold the people of 
God scattered amongthe nations of earth ; some 
in America, a "little flock in Europe, Asia, 
Africa, and the islands of the sea ; " little flock " 
in every age, in every nation, aud in every gen- 
eration ; some in the sea, and many sleeping in 
their cold and silent bed. Some in high life, 
some in low ; some among the rich, many among 
the poor, some in every town and village, some 
among every sect, we hope, little flocks in their 
dispersion, but mighty in the aggregate, 1 A 
great company which no man can number. 

It will be perceived that we have not followed 
the genealogy ot tbe people of God according to 
the flesh, tho people of God are not found there. 
But their genealogy is reckoned through Christ 
only. 

In our next we shall consider tho subjeot of 
their restoration to their own land, and liberty. 



Military Clothing. 
The question of uniform is ono of great im- 
portance, not only in a hygienical but also in a 
strategical point of view. The uniform ought to 
protect the soldier against atmospherical changes, 
at the same time that it should not intefere with 
freedom of movement, or interpose any obstacle 
to marching, running, leaping, and the free hand- 
ling of his arms. The fate of a battle, the char- 
acter of a retreat, the deat hlist of an army, may, 
to a certain extent, depend on tbe out of a coat 
or of a head gear. The soldier's clothing ought, 
like that of other citizens, to be modified accord- 
ing to season, climate, localities, &o. His equip- 
ment deserves particular attention. A soldier 
in the infantry, when on a march, in time of war, 
carries a weight equal to or within a few ounces 
of sixty pounds, to which must be added, under 
certain circumstances, nearly 4 1-2 pounds of 
provisions. All of this is borne chiefly on the 
shoulders and chest, whence follow impeded 
movements in expansion of the chest and in tho 
function of respiiation generally, profuse sweat- 
ing, muscular fatigue, and rapid exhaustion. 
The infantry being that arm of the service which 
has to endure the greatest fatigue, ought to be 
composed of strong and robust men. In select- 
ing men for infantry service, less attention should 
be paid to tho height than to the fullness of the 
chest and of the muscular system ; experi- 
ence having shown that individuals of short 
stature, but well formed aud endowed with a 
certain degree or muscular strength, are the 
least liable to suffer from fatigue and disease. 



Thoughts for Young Men. 
Costly apparatus and splendid oabinets have 
no magical power to make scholars. In all c i r . 
cuinstanccs as man is, under God, the master of 
his own fortune, so he is tbe maker of his o« n 
mind. The Creator has so constituted the bu- 
man intellect that it can grow only by its own 
action, and by its own action it most certainly 
and necessarily grows. Every man must, there- 
fore, in an important sense, eduoate himself. 
His books and teachers are but helps ; the work 
is his. A man is not educated until he has the 
ability to summon, in case of emergency, all his 
mental power in vigorous exercise to effect his 
proposed object. It is not the man who has 
seen the most, or who has read the most, who 
can do this; such a one is in danger of being 
borne down, like a beast of burden, by an over- 
loaded mass of other men's thoughts. Nor is it 
in the man that can boast merely of native vigor 
and capacity. The greatest of all the warriors 
that went to the siege of Troy had not the pre- 
eminence because nature had given him strength 
and he carried the longest bow, but because self, 
disoipline had taught him to bend it. 

Speaking the Truth in love. 
Some speak the truth indifferently, others 
with a spirit which is utterly opposed to the 
words which they express. Some speak it in 
madness, some in pity, some in jealousy, some 
in confusion and darkness. Indeed the spirit in 
which it may be Bpoken improperly may find 
vent in as many ways as their are evil passions 
in the human heart. It strikes me that the 
spirit which underlies almost all controversy is 
the spirit of self-will. Many are silent with their 
pens until their is an enemy to combat and de- 
molish. 

The only contest in which we are to ongage is 
for the faith ouco delivered to tho saints. We 
must be placed fully over on the side of Christ. 
Then we shall fight. But the weapon with 
which he furnishss us is the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God. This must always 
be weilded in love. The word and spirit will 
cut its way. The evil passions of the heart 
have an opposite effect. Do we wish to edify 
the church and convert sinners ? Let as heed 
Paul's advice. — Herald of Gospel Liberty 

Departed Spirits. 
Speaking of the question concerning tie 
spirit's returning to the earth after its separa- 
tion from the body, a writer in the Continental 
Monthly says : " It is a beautiful belief that the 
souls of our departed friends are permitted to 
hover around us here on earth, watching all onr 
outgoings and incomings, sympathizing in all our 
joys and sorrows, mourning over our transgres- 
sions, and rejoicing at our good deeds — in a 
word, acting the parts of guardian angels. And 
there are many, even in our day, who hold such 
a faith.

The strongest argument I have ever hoard 
against this belief is contained in the remark of

to the bad place, why God woan't let 'oni. 
The writer thinks there is sound philosophy in 
that remark.

first bursts on the sight that we began to feel the 
presence of those powerful associations which 
Bluster around this sacred ground. Our little 
column passed silently through the iron gateway. 
There was a momentary pause as we stood in the 
dark avenue of the cedars, looking dowu toward 
the mansion whioh stood on the further declina- 
tion of a gentle slope. From the gate to the 
«xtreme crown of the entrance, a half glimpse ol 
a balustrade and a window is to be seen. The 
heavy evergreen foliage shuts out the grand fea- 
tures of the building till you come quite upon 
it. Slowly, with cadenced step, came our little 
■band, filling the avenue as it approached ; ar- 
riving oo the circular carriage-way which sweeps 
around the foreground under the shadow of Nor- 
wegian pines, touching the steps of the portal 
and that is all, we filed to the right, halted, 
Stacked arms, and at the close of a few caution- 
ary words given to the men in a quiet way, the 
compauy broke ranks, and proceeded en masse 
to the entrance The lieutenant touched the sil- 
ver spring, and a little bell far in the chambers 
began to tinkle, tinkle, and a moment sped away 
and the great door swnng wide, a low bow from 
. the portly, good-natured man within, a brief sal. 
utation from us accompanied with a word explan- 
atory, and we stood in the halls of Gen. Jack- 
son — his furniture around us ; an original por- 
trait of Columbus on our left, Washington's state 
chair on our right, and busts of representative 
men hither and thither. We were now shown 
into the parlor to the left — a room of average 
size splendidly though not ostentatiously fur-, 
; Dished. On the walls we find a valuable collec- 
tion of family portraits ; three of the General, 
the latest taken eight days prior to his death ; 
one taken in his prime — a noble picture, the 
. other an equestrian portrait, placing vividly bo- 
fore the mind the old hero as he appeared ca- 
parisoned for battle. A portrait of Mrs. Jack- 
son taken in the bloom of early womanhood also 
graces the room. Other faces of less interest 
! here live upon the canvass, but our space forbids 
. their enumeration. In the same apartment is to 
be seen a novel relic in the shape of a wooden 
pitcher, fashioned from a tree shot through by a 
' British cannon ball on Long Island during the 
P Revolutionary War. The handle is perfect, 
being a stout twig which has grown horizontally 
from tho trunk the distance of four inches or 
more, and by a single freak of nature turned lat- 
erly, and found its way back again into the pa- 
tent stem. The most interesting spot was yet 
unseen — the tomb, to whioh we soon repaired. 
Passing out at the front entrance, we were con 
ducted round to tho east end of the mansion, 
through a wicker gate into the garden, and down 
the walks till we came upon the mausoleum 
■tending in the southeast corner. Ascending 
the three marble steps we stood up on the floor 
in which is inserted two tablets. On the left 
one we read — 

GENERAL ANDREW JACKSON, 

B0RX MARCH 15, 1767, 

Died June 8, 1845. 

And on the right : 

Here lies the remains of 
MRS. RACHEL JACKSON, 
Wife of President Jackson, 



men know something, we find no fairer one 
than this. Even the eloquent pen that traced 
these words of love and truth, palsied now for- 
ever in the catacombs of Paris, will hardly find 
one to tell his own sad history so well. It soft- 
ened the stern story of the warrior's days not a 
little when we reflect upon the angel of the Her- 
mitage who hovered round the proud form of the 
hero of old, in his palmiest days, making life a 
charm, a blessing — heaven itself. Farewoll.bright 
spirit ! Dust is on thy brow, and the dark clod 
presses heavy on thy gentle heart ; who can 
guess how much of beauty and of goodness has 
perished there ! We have learned to look no 
more for thy presence among the living, in the 
seraph-land where bliss imperishable, from ever- 
lasting to everlasting reigns, or faith is turned 
and hope points. No man, it is our belief, can 
stand above the bones of Andrew Jackson and 
not feel his love and veneration for fatherland 
strengthened, and his heart and hand braver and 
stronger in defence of its traditions, its institu- 
tions and its life.

We lingered at the tomb and was the last to 
leave it. Joining our companions again in front 
of the mansion, we found them " in line," in 
readiness to return to camp, but we were loth to 
depart, and re-entered the Hermitage to take a 
last look. A child, by the name of Donelson, 
was taken by the General as an adopted son, 
when a day and a half old, and his name changed 
to Andrew Jackson. That child is now living 
at the Hermitage quite an old man. We were 
shown into the room where the old hero died, 
the furniture, to the smallest item, remains the 
same as on the day of his death. Here is the 
great arm-chair where, in his last days, he sat 
facing the grate and the portrait of Mrs. Jack- 
son whioh hangs above the mantle. Here, also, 
two cases containing portions of the General's 
library is to be seen. None can tell who have 
not made their pilgrimage thither in these trou- 
bled times, how the spirit under the spell of na- 
tional disgrace and travail trembles to come into 
tho presence of things hallowed by the touch of 
this great advocate of liberty, — hater of despo- 
tism, and unconquerable foe of Calhoun and of 
treason, come from whatever source it might, 
[ stood in the private apartment — the scene of 
the lofty spirit's flight from earth, alone, tho si- 
lence was oppressively solemn, yet the dumb 
things around me seemed to have the tongue of 
angels as the thoughts they inspired of the past 
rushed through my soul. Never was my mind 
so burdened with the overwhelming prophecy of 
that mightiest of human utterance : " Our Fed- 
eral Union, it must and shall be preserved." I 
carried the great words in my mind as I passed 
the threshold, and I took my musket with a firm- 
er grip as the distant boom of cannon came to 
onr ears, warning us that the hour had come, and 
we must bo off. A visit to the Hermitage, as 
to that of any other place of national interest, 
will be of little avail, if one carries not with 
him the proper spirit. 

The farm of Gen. Jackson originally included 
one thousand acres of land, but portions of it 
have been sold at intervals, and fifty acres only, 
which includes the Hermitage, is contained in 
the plot owDed by the State of Tennessee. The 
grounds are sadly out of repair, and will'be for 
a decade — till the rebellion is crushed and the 
State rights herself and moves along in ber old

For if his kingdom is the church 
at now constituted, and is to fill the earth, and 
stand forever, there is no call for Christ to come 
and no rule for him to assume. Uis people reigning in 
glory, will never like the importuntae widow, cry 
day and night for him to avenge them of their ad- 
versaries. Again, its incongruities are wonderful 
in the light of prophesy. The prediction declares 
that the stone is to smile the image on its feet and 
toes. But this theory assumes that the kingdom 
was set up and begun its work of demolition and 
growth in the time of the iron legs, when the 
Roman empire was a unit, four or five hundred 
years nt least bolore the division of the empire into 
fragments. 

The theory assumes that the church smote 
image, when all the time Rome has persecuted 
saints of God, even unto death, till at one time a 
Roman emperor proclaimed Christianity extinct. 
But after all, here stands the inspired declaration 
that the stone is the kingdom which shall break in 
pieces and grind to powder all these kingdoms, and 
their elements shall be swept away like the ebafi 
of the summer's threshing-floor, and the wind shall 
carry them away and no place shall be found for 
them. " And the stone which smote the image be- 
came a great mountain and filled the whole earth.'' 
How could it smite the image on the feet before 
those feet existed ? 

But if Christ is the stone, and the kingdom is :■■ 
come with him at bis second appearing, be can 
smite the image on its last extremity, the feet anu 
tues. 
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But when did Christ teach hie disciples that the 
kingdom of God Ehould come? Luke, 18th chapter 
we read : — " Because he was nigh unto Jerusalem, 
and because they thought that the kingdom of God 
should immediately appear, he added and spake a 
parable." 

This parable, then, was designed to set that ques- 
tion at rest. What did it teach? were they cor- 
rect, or not, in their expectation oi its immediate ap- 
pearence? 

The parable was that of a " nobleman who went in- 
to a far country, toreoeive for himself a kingdom and 
to return." During his absence he left his business in 
the hands ol his servants, commanding them to " oc- 
cupy till I come." But his citizens hated him, and 
sent a message after him, saying, AVo will not 
have this man to reign over us." " When ho re- 
turned, therefore, having received the kingdom," he 
called his servants, with whom he left bis money, to 
know what they had done with it, and what profit 
bad accrued to him. One had gained ten pounds, one 
five pounds, and another nothing. They were re- 
warded according to their deeds. " But mine ene- 
mies," said he, " who would not that I should reign 
over them, bring hither and slay before me." 

Can we conceive anything more decisive than 
this parable in proof of the establishment of the 
kingdom being at the second advent of Christ and 
tho day of judgment? And how solemn the respon- 
sibility of those who receive their Lord's money 
to improve ! There is no excuse for non-improve- 
ment. And how abundant the reward for a faithful 
improvement. How dreadful the doom of open ene- 
emies and rebels. They are bis " citizens " and re- 
fuse obedience and submission. But the return of 
the nobleman with his kingdumis to adjust tho case 
of each class. And if Christ be that nobleman, ho 
is the heir to the throne and dominion of earth by 
the decree of bis Father from ancient time, who said, 
" I have set my king on my boly-bill of Zion. I 
will declare the decree ; The Lord hath said unto 
me. Thou art my son, this day have I begotten 
thee. Ask of me and I shall give thee the nations 
for thine inheritance and the uttermost parts oi the 
earth for thy possession." Psa. 2: 7,9. Christ 
has now gone to bis father's court to lay the peti- 
tion before him and receive the award of this king- 
dom. ' 

The case is like that of Gov. Reeder, a few years 
ago in Kansas. He was appointed Governor of that 
province or territory. Going there to assume his 
chair, he was repelled, he found the border ruffians 
in arms against him. He came to Washington and 
laid tho case before the President and asked lor au- 
thority and force sufficient to reign. But his citi- 
zens sent word to the President saying, " We will 
not have this man to govern us. You need not send 
him back." President Pierce, unlike the God and 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, yielded to the clam- 
or, and recalled the appointment. But our noble- 
man will be sustained and furnished with full au- 
thority and force to take the kingdom at any price 
or expenditure of blood and treasure Tben will 
come tho reckoning day for all. 

Every sinner who refuses to submit to Christ is 
one of those citizen eneuiios, who refuses to have 
our nobleman to reign over him. And all the gov 
ornments of earth are in the same condition. Not 
so much as one earthly government would be 
willing to yield and crown Jesus of Nasereth 
"Lord of all." And it is certain that sooner or 
later they or he must yield the right of dominion. 
We have the best and most tolerant of all earthly 
governments, but who believes that if Christ were 
to- ride into Washington as he did into Jerusalem, 
amid a nations aclamations, " Hosanna to the Son 
of David," that the whole army and navy would 
not if necessary to do it, be employed to assist and 
secure him, especially if be persisted as then that 
he was the rightful king? And what this govern- 
ment would do, all governments would do under 
like circumstances. 

But they have their chartereAights and times, 
the same as had the Jews before they were put un- 
der the yoke of Nebuohadnezzar, and tho people by 
ivine appointment must submit till their time ex- 
Sres. That time is called the " Times of the Gen- 
tiles," and when they are full, " In his times he 
shall show who is the blessed and only potentate, the 
King of kings and Lord of lords."

RICHTORD CONFERENCE. 

We had the pleasure of meeting the brethren of

Hutchinson, Elder Orrock, and some others revived 
and reorganized the Conference, enlarged its bound- 
aries so as to embrace Northern New York, and 
have ever since held regular sessions once a year. 
We cannot say precisely how many ministers they 
now number, but we judge some fifteen or sixteen, 
with corresponding numbers of ohurches. 

We bad the pleasure of greeting quite a number 
of old Iricnds whom we had not seen lor many years, 
forming acquaintance with others whom we had 
never seen before— of being cheered by their genial 
smiles and words ol encouragement. '

army, under Gen. Lee, has removed from Fredericks- 
burg toward the West ; and a part ol his forces 
made their way into Pennsylvania, causing the 
greatest apprehensions of the capture and destruc- 
tion of Hurrisburg. the capital of Pennsylvania. 

The President's proclamation, calling for 50 000 
militia from Pennsylvania, seconded by the efforts 
of Gov. Curtin, has resulted in the collecting of a 
large force of volunteers from that State, N ew j M . 
sey and New York, for the defence of the State 
agoinst rebel invasion. Thus far the rebels have 
only reached Chambersburg and vicinity. Finding 
the patriotism of the people fully aroused, they 
seemed to think discretion to be the better part of 
valor, and quietly retreated again into Maryland. 
But there remains a great deal of mystery connected 
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Elder C. Green, whom we had not before seen since 
that year. We met at the St. Albans Hotel, and 
such ore the changes time has wrought that neither 
at first recognized the other. But we were not 
long in solving the mystery and clasping glad hands. 

Elder Green, after the fatigues ol 1842 to 47-8, 
wus compelled Irom the failure of his health to re- 
tire from the field of his conflicts and victories, to 
private life, and has since then been unable to en- 
gage in the active duties of the ministry. But his 
heart is still in the work, and be stands fast in the 
faith. Ho was unable to attend the Conference on 
account of a nervous affection of the head. But 
we had the pleasure of visiting him at bis home, and 
spending two days in culling to remembrance the 
former times, and rejoicing in hope of coming de- 
liverance. 

Amidst many discouragements and trials, we 
think on the whole that the cause in Northern Ver- 
mont and C. E., is decidedly progressing, and that 
by patient perseverence it will be maintained to the 
end. The visit was to us a cheering and refreshing 
season ; and we trust not in vain to the disciples 
among whom we went.

A severe engagement has come off between a part 
of Gen. Hooker's forces and tbe rebels under Lee 
near Aldie, Va., in which the rebels were defeated 
ana driven before the Union troops. A great bat- 
tle seems now impending between Leo and Hooker. 

In the meantime, the Beige of Yicksburg, under 
Grant. and of Port Hudson, under Banks, are going 
steadily forward ; and little doubt remains but that 
each will, ere long, prove successful, and the Mis- 
sissippi valley and river bo freed from the presence 
of rebel forces, and be open to free navigation. 

A change in commanders has taken place in tbe 
department of the South, both by sea and land, 
which seems to indicate a determination on the part 
ol the government to vigorously prosecute the war 
in South Carolina, and make another attack on 
Charleston. 

The news from North Carolina is indicative of a 
great union movement on the part of the citizens of 
tbe State, especially among the mountains in the 
western portion ol the State, and in Eastern Tennes- 
see. It is said that twenty thousand insurgents 
have offered their services to the Union cause; aod 
also, that in Eistern Virginia there is more of a 
Union sentiment prevailing. The army of tbe Vir- 
ginia ,peninsula has advanced toward Richmond, 
causing the rebels, under Uon. Henry A. Wise, to 
beat a hasty retreat beyond the Chickahominy. 

The negro troops in the UnioD army have proved 
their fighting qualities to bs second to none in tbe 
service. The rebel government having outlawed 
them and refused to treat them as prisoners of war, 
but determined to execute and make examples of all 
taken in arms, they seem to have nceepted the con- 
dition and fight .with the desperation of men who 
know if taken alive, that their doom is scaled, and 
determined to die in the fight.

Foreign Correspondence. 

From Rev. R. Hitcuinsojj. 

Dear Brother hitch : — It is about time for me to 
write you again, as my last was dated April 2.1. 
On the 4th 1 weot to Leeds, and on Sunday, the 
5th, I met in the morning with the Advent hrethrei. 
to break bread, and being asked to speak, I dwelt 
on what was uppermost in my mind, viz., the death 
of brother Bliss. It was an affecting occasion, and 
there were few, if any, dry eye* in the house. Bui 
we tould look through our tears to the morning ol 
joy when we shall meet our lamented brother. He 
was greatly respected here. In the evening I preached 
from John 16 : 28, and dwelt on the pre-existence. 
of Christ— His incarnation and atoning death — His 
ascension to heaven and Ilia present work, and His 
coming again in glory, 

a) Sunday, 12th, I met with the brethren as usual, 
and in the evening preached lor the Rev. Mr. Tun 
nicliff, pastor oT the Baptist churoh, Call Lane 
Chapel. This chapel was built in the latter part ol 
the seventeenth century, shortly after the passing ol 
the " Act of Uniformity," in the reign of Charles 
the Second (1002,) by which act two thousand mini 
isters of religion were driven from the Established 
Church. The Rev. Christopher Nesso, M. A., who. 
before bis ejection, was lecturer before the parish 
church in this town, formed the first church, which 
met in bis house, and to whom he preached the Gos 
pel, until the passing of the " Five Mile Act" drove 
him from Leeds. Ilis successor, the Rev. Thomas 
\\ hi taker, M. A., continued for thirty -four years 
to minister to the church and congregation. At an 
early part of his ministry, Mr. Whitaker wus si- 
lenced by the magistrates of the town, and after- 
wards, being convicted of preaching contrary to law, 
he was committed to York Castle for eighteen 
months, from whence he wrote sermons to his flock, 
who met to read them weekly in secret. And in 
the erection of the chapel, a secret chamber was pre- 
pared in its roof where a number ol the congrega- 
tion might meet in secret, to escape the fines and 
penalties of those days, which fell on such as dared 
to worship God otherwiso than "as by law estab- 
lished ;" and a subterranean passage has also been 
discovered, leading from the pulpit to some outlet, 
it is supposed in the yard, for the escape of the min- 
ister if deteoted preaching in the chapel. 

This ancient chapel has recently undergone thor 
ough repairs, and is now a beautilul and pleasant 
placeof wo -ship. I preached from Col. 3:4; and 
though one person present, I was told, expressed his 
dislike, yet this was fully offset by some wishing to 
hear the sumo discourse in another chapel, on my 
return, 

Sunday, 10th, rested during the day, and in the 
evening preached in the Advent meeting place. 
Though I felt the weakness of the flesh, I had a re- 
freshing time in discoursing on the marriage of th 
Lamb. (Rev. 19 : 7— 9.) I believe the saints were 
specially comforted, and that all lelt the desirable 
nesa of being ready for the great day. During my 
stay in Leeds I made several visits, and hod sweet 
converse with many on the things of the kingdom 
of God. 

Tuesday, 21st, I left the kind family of one 
your subscribers, viz., brother Thomas Watson, and 
went to Ingleton — distance fifty miles — and stayed 
over night with a sister of mine. I was gratified to 
fiodatbat her husband had fully given his heart to 
God since I was there in September. The day fol- 
lowing I got to the place where my mother resided, 
and boing tired, and also taken sick, I remained till 
Tuesday, May 8th, and then instead of going north, 
as I had intended, I returned to Liverpool, hoping 
tliat the sea air might have a salutary effect. 

TDK AMERICAN WAR. ' 

The Chairman of tbe annual meeting of the "Con- 
gregational Union of England and Wales," in giv- 
ing the usual address, May 8th, spoke as follows on 
the awful struggle going on in your once happy 
country : 



" From tbe distress in Lancashire we pass by a 
natural transition to its chief cause, the American 
war. which as yet, with apparent abortiveness, is 
devoting its thousands And ten's of thousands to a 
fratricidal death. I say with apparent abortiveness, 
and yet one is reminded that on a matter so grave, 
so complex, and so vast in its proportions, silence 
is often wiser than speech. This sanguinary and 
protracted struggle is a mysterious cypher of which 
we may confidently affirm that no man possesses tbe 
key. It is a hyeroglyph which transcends the lore 
of the most profound and practiced statesmanship. 
Portions ol its meaoing may be guessed by every 
thoughtful man ; but its full import will unfold it- 
self gradually when tho smoke has cleared from the 
field and the 6Word has returned to its scabbard. 
Ue will not even venture to prophesy on which side 
the victory will eventually lie, or whether, instead 
of victory on either, exhaustion may not sink both 
into helpless collapse. But if prediction be beyond 
our province or our power, sympathy is not. And 
whatever may be our opinions as to the causes of the 
>var, or the spirit in which it bos been conducted, 
or the means which have been resorted to by the 
belligerents, or the rights confidently asserted by 
both — by the South to secede, and by the North to 
ooerco it buck to loyal allegiance — there surely can 
lie but ono opinion amongst us as to the principle 
of men who have avowed it to be their purpose and 
mission to ercot a constitution ol which slavery shall 
he the chief corner-stone. When sacred truth it- 
self can be travestied with a blasphemy that chills 
one's blood, and the language which should be re- 
served for Him alone who is tho foundation and 
Uinding-stone of all our hopes is applied to that Bys- 
'.em which is a curse both to those who maintain 
and those who endure it, our duty is thrust before 
mr eyes with a clearness and obtrusiveness whioh 
,nuke hesitation a sin. War may be wrong — sla- 
very is wrong. Doubts we may have about the 
former ; we have no doubt about the latter. Aad 
when we hear the purpose distinctly and categori- 
cally announced that slavery shall not be continued 
merely lor a season as an evil Which must be remov- 
ed little by little, but shall be established as the 
prime and distinctive support of a new federation, a 
stone of glory, elect and precious ; when we learn 
that not in some dark age, but in the latter half of 
ihe nineteenth century, amid the light of religion 
,nd science, and a superior civilization, as an essen- 
tial and even a heavenly element in a projected Re~ 
public ; that the golden rule of doing to others ns 
we would that they should do to us is to be violut- 
id, not in passion, but on principle; that bodies 
and souls are to be bartered and sold as heretofore, 
Dut under more deliberate and solemn sanctions 
than ever ; that the unity of our race as the descen- 
dants of a common pair, and that the privileges ol 
our race guaranteed to us by the one Lord, through 
the one faith, under the one Divine baptism of the 
Spirit, are to be practicully.discurded and trampled 
under foot, we are bound, as we contemplate so foul 
a conspiracy against reason, humanity and religion, 
to pray, " Forbid it. Almighty God.'' Whatever 
else may be the issue of the war, may this not be 
the issue. Be the result reunion or final and irre- 
mediable severance, may the chains be broken and 
the oppressed go free. Already on the continent of 
America have we seen polygamy carefully and reso- 
lutely laid as the foundation stone in the territory 
of Utah ; and now that we nre told the time has 
come for slavery to attain the same bad eminence, 
it might seem as if all the vices were about to be 
canonized in turn, and iniquity to be framed by law. 
II the Union, which has for a time at least been 
lirokon, should fail to be re-established, and the 
Northern States should eliminate from their consti- 
tution by fair and honorable m>ans the bitter drop 
of slavery, which has so fearfully dashed a cup oth- 
erwise so sweet, the .diminution of their territory 
need occasion them uo sorrow. Bulk is not always 
power, either in matter, or in organized life, or in a 
nation. If disease weakens a man, a monstrous in- 
iquity weakens a Republic ; and if, in the process 
of casting forth the evil, its area in miles and its 
in in real power is immeasurably greater than its 
». Tho stripling David, who represents the mor- 
al might of a pure and trustful heart, will always 
in the long run be more than a match for the tow- 
ering and massive Goliab, who thinks that, apart 
from God or goodness, size is strength. In view of 
the horrors of a war which is wasting so much 
Mood, treasure and territory — which is plunging 
families without number into inconsolable mourn- 
ing for the loss of husbands, brothers and sons, — 
which is palsying in tbe meantime to so great an ex- 
tent the energies of Christian institutions — a prayer 
for its speedy termination rises with instinctive force 
to our lips. And yet as war is sometimes sent to 
cure greater evils than itself, and as slight healing 
is always false peace, let us beseech Iliin whose are 
the shields of the earth and the swords of the mighty 
to terminate this conflict in a manner which, who- 



ever may bo the victors or the vanquished, shall seal 
slavery in a tomb over which no trumpet of resur- 
rection shall ever be blown." 

Brother Litch, I see no signs of the Millennium 
here, only in our sense of it. Four murders have 
occurred in this town within a few days. While 
the nations are io commotion, iniquity is abound- 
ing. May our souls be kept in peace and purity. 

The queen of our poets has gone at last .' Brother 
Orrock writing me of her death, says : " 0, it was 
a happy end." She has made her murk, and 
passed away. Some sweet moments I have spent 
with her and in the loving family circle she has left. 
Other precious ones whom I sincerely loved are also 
gone ; but tho resurrection morn is at band, and we 
shall soon meet on the shining shore.

Eirly in the last winter, a smnll coasting vessel 
landed a portion of her crew at an obscure village a 
It* miles from Halifax, N. S. These persons were 
,jok with the small pox, and the disease soon spread, 
(rtt among tbo cottagers, with whom the IWieriueu 
giied, and subsequently among those from the cap- 
ital, who resorted to the village for the purpose of 
Bade- Through the early weeks of spring rumor 
(Unstantly asserted that vast numbers of the seafar- 
ing population were attacked with the complaint ; 
but it was not until early in March, that the largo 
Oivil llospiul in Halifax, by the number of its ad- 
Bi*ions lor variola, began to corroborate the ru- 
ajor, aud to authenticate the justice ol public anx- 
iety. The disease, in process oi time, extended to 
the troops in the garrison. While certain portions 
of the inhabitants of llalitix were suffering from 
lie e| i lemic, alarmnig accounts reached that place, 
relative to the terrible ravages of the scourge among 
She Indians, and colored people generally. Variola 
fa the special plague of the IodianB, and when they 
am invaded by this pestilence, it sweeps them off by 
•cores. 

On this occasion, the most painful details were 
given ol whole families being carried off by this 
loathsome disease. Alter some time, it was said, 
that the diseuss was stayed. One ol the Indian 
.fate, it was asserted, had come into the disease 
thicken camp, possessed of a preparation, which 
.bad the cxtraordinajy power oi curing the kind ol 
cases which had hitherto proved so fatal. This 
jemedy was believed by the Indians to be so effici- 
aous, that if given to them when attacked with 
•mall pox, they looked forward with confidence to a 
needy aud effective cure. An old wierd Indian 
yomt'u was the lortunate possessor of the remedy in 
[.question. She had always been known aB tne Doc- 
bees of her tribe, and had enjoyed celebrity for 
■any years in consequence of her reputed knowl- 
edge of medicine and wonderful acquaintance with 
the herbs and roots of the woods. So well estab- 
lished was her lame among the Indians, that when 
faok they resorted to her in preference to the white 
I doctors, whom they considered to be ■' No good." 
Capt. Hardy of the Royal Artillery, an aecomplish- 
el and intelligent officer who has fur years been 
[toon;; the Indians, says that •' the old squaw V 
| Htnedy had long been known to them as an infalli 
file euro fur small pox," and that " the Indians be- 
lieved it to bo successful in every case." Fron. 
[the information gathered from among the Indiana, 
[the following observations have been carefully sifted : 

1. In the case of an individual suspected to be un. 
4er the influence of small pox, but with no dutinci 
eruption upon them, a large wineglass full of an in 
■fusion ol the root of the plant Sarcenia Purpurea," 
■ft pitcher plant is to be taken. The effect of thit 
dose is to bring out the eruption. Alter a aeconc 
and third dose, given at intervals of from four to 
sis hours, the pustules subside, apparently losing 
their vitality. The patient feels better at the enu 
[b.'e*ch dose, and, in the graphic expression of the 
Wicinac, " knows there is a great change in him 
at once." 

2. In a subject already covered with the eruption 
of small pox, in the early stage, a dose or two will 
dissipate the pustules and subdue the febrile symp- 
tom*. The urine, from being scanty and high col- 
ored, becomes pale and abundant, while from the 
|mt dose, the patient's feeling assure him that "the 
Bedicino is killing the disease." Under the influ- 
ence of the remedy, in three or lour days the promi- 
nent symptoms of the constitutional disturbante 
Mtbside, although as a precautionary measure, the 
•kick person is kept in the camp till the ninth day. 
i./Ko marks of the eruption, (as regards pitting, etc.,) 
,e»re been left in cases examined, if treated by the 
Jtonedy. 

p '-i. . With regard to the medicine acting, (us be- 
lieved by the Indians.) in the way of a preventive, 
•IB those exposed to the iufection.it is curious to 
Bote, that in the camps, where the remedy is used 
•he people keep a weak infusion of the plant pre- 
pared, and take a dose occasionally through the day, 
• «o as to " keep the antidote in the blood."— Drug- 
Hut's Circular.

From a Soldier. 
We publish below an extract of a letter 
written by a young officer in the U. S. 
service in the Slate of Missouri, to his lit- 
tle niece in this city, and a member of the 
Hudson st. Sabbath school, showing the 
state of things in that section of our coun- 
try. We thought it would be interesting 
to the children, and youth, and therefore 
have placed it in the youth"s department. 

' My Dear Niece : — I was over-joyed to 
receive a kind and affectionate letter from 
your pen a short time ago; please excuse 
me for delaying to reply so long, for I have 
been very busy killing Rebel Bushwack- 
ers. These notorious outlaws killed or 
murdered, two good union men, and mor- 
tally wounded another one, last week. 
We killed two of them, and we have sev- 
eral more in jail that must die. They took 
those two union men from their homes 
and shot them down like dogs, just be- 
cause they were union people and believed 
that the Government ought to be support- 
ed; it was a most horrible sight ; they are 
very wicked desperadoes; they hav'nt the 
fear of God or man before their eyes. It is 
my opinion that we will have to kill every 
Secesh in this state or drive them out, be- 
fore we wi'.l have peace, for we have diffi- 
culty with them every season just as soon 
as the leaves will help to hide them in the 

brush ; these men are murderercrs and rob*| 
bers and will fight until they die, for they 
know it is death if taken prisoner.

I am very glad — yes, indeed, happy — to 
kuow that your mother takes so mnch 
pains to send you to school, and that you 
have improved so fast; it is dreadful to 
think that in the State of Missouri there 
are 35,000 that can neither read nor write ; 
what a pitiful thing it is! but then, these 
poor peoplChere ain't to blame for it, for 
they hav'nt free schools here as they have 
in Massachusetts; everything is controlled 
by the rich and negro aristocracy. All the 
people here are compelled to be union ; they 
have to preach union sermons and teach 
union in the schools; even every while 

female above ihe age ot 18 years has to be 
sworn to support the government of the 
United States, or they are banished from 
the State. We have big union meetings 
all over the States ; we don't allow them 
even to talk half as much secesh as some 
do in the Northern States.

My dear children, I wish you would all 
come into my sitting-room to-night where 
the fire is burning brightly. Now I ai 
going to talk to you as though' you were 
with me, Sarah and Jane on my lap, John- 
nie and Frankie at my feet, and many 
Marys and Gracies, Freddies and Georgies, 
sitting around the fire. 

1 shall not be very long, notnear as long 
as the ministers are Sundays. I will not use 
' big ' words, either, so Mary and Freddie 
must listen, and I will tell them of a poor 
little French boy. 

Miles and miles from here, over water 
and over land, is the beautiful country 
called Palestine; the air is much milder 
and warmer than in our own dear Eng- 



land, it rains very seldom there during the 
spring or summer, the cold of winter is not 
severe, and the ground is uever frozen. I 
think the little boys and girls there never 
heard of ice and would open their eyes 
very wide if they should happen to alight 
in England on some very snowy day. 

Through the green valleys and over the 
hills the shepherds lead their sheep ; some- 
times the little U mbs they carry in their 
arms. Over these plains and valleys, long 
ago, there went a young shepherd by the 
name of David ; he tended his father's 
sheep, and we believe that he was very 
kind and gentle to them, as we ought al- 
ways to be to the creatures that our dear 
Father in heaven has made. 

David loved God very much, and God 
loved him. As David used to tend his 
dock by night, he would look up and see 
ihe little stars shining over him ; he would 
think of the good God, who is far beyond 
the stars, who had watched over him and 
loved him always.

Important Discover)' in Connection with the Bible, 

Much has been said of late concerning the 
Codex Sinaiticus, one of the oldest manuscripts 
of the Greek Scriptures, discovered a few years 
since by Prof Tischendorf, in the monasty of St. 
Catherine, on Mt. Sinai. A portion of it was 
published by htm, in lithographed fac simile, in 
1846. The whole has now been published under 
the patroago ot tho Emperor of Russia. A 
verbal far. simile of the New Testament, with the 
Epistle of Barnabas, and fragments of the Shep- 
herd Hermas, has been received at the rooms of 
the American Bible Union. It belongs to the 
age of the celebrated Vatican manuscript, with 
which it agrees in its esseutial characteristics. 

The famous Professor to whom the discovery 
of this valuable work is due is a Russian. He set 
out on a tour of philosophical discovery. He came 
to the Monastry of St. Catherine, and found in 
the possession of the monk, under tho shade of 
Mt. Sinai, this ancient and important manu- 



script. He tried in vain to get hold of it. On 
his return to Russia he enlisted the patronage 
of his illustrious master, the Emperor, on his be- 
half, and by his order made another tour, which 
was a successful one, for he brought away the 
long sought and valuable prize. It was immedi- 
ately put to press, and under the authority of 
the Emperor was printed word for word. It 
is one of the oldest versions in the world. It 
runs back to within two hundred years of the 
tiaoof oar Savior. It would seem to settle the 
question about tho Epistle of Barnabas, as that 
epistle makes a part of the New Testament as 
thus found, The form of the letters fix the time 
the book was written. 

This copy, which I have seen, is an exact re- 
print of the original. Fifty copies of the work 
are to be photographed with every blot, stain 
and mark found in the original, This will be 
sent by his Imperial Majesty to the principal 
libraries of tho world. The American Bible 
Union in New York expect a copy, which added 
to theiO present valuable library, will make ft 
the richest of the kind in the world. This li-

The vestibule of the Astor House is a spot ol 
great interest. It is the resort of our military 
and naval heroes. Officers off of duty or 
home from the seat of war oan be found here 
at high " noon." It has become quite the fash- 
ion to meet in the rotunda lately, and those who 
wish to know who is in town drift'in. Tester* 
day I saw quite a crowd of eminent men, naval 
officers and others together. I drew near and 
saw sitting in a chair a small, quiet looking man, 
who Beemed to be the centre of interest. He 
was of low stature, slightly built, modest in look, 
mild in speech. Anywhere else I should have 
taken him to be a respectable and kind clergy- 
man who would never break the peace nor lift 
his hand against any man. I knew from the de- 
ference paid him that he must be an officer of 
distinction. It was no less a person than Rear 
Admiral Foote, on his way to relievo Commodore 
Du Pont. He is the fighting man of the nation. 
Be is said to do more fighting and more praying 
than any man connected with the war. He is 
as modest and quiet in his personal intercourse 
as he is brave and heroic in his profession. His 
command over his men is marvelous, for he main- 
tains the same quiet and almost effeminate con- 
duct on board of his vessel. In speaking of dis- 
cipline he said it was a mystery to many bow 
he maintained order, as be never swore to hU 
men and used no loud words. One day one ot 
his brother officers came to him and said, " Foote, 
I have found out how you manage your men. 
You go on board tho first day with the temper- 
ance pledge in one band and the eat in the other, 
and give the men their choice. They generally 
take thi/ pledge and escape the cat." He laugh- j 
ingly said that he was called the chaplain of the 
Fleet, as there was more praying on board of his 
ship than where the chaplains were stationed. 
It sotBied incredible that such a quiet and un- 
assuming man could be the hope of the nation in 



the effectual arm of the service with which ho 
was connected. Naval men say that Du Pont is 
a g' od officer, but he is afraid to act ; he is 
afraid to risk anything, lest he should mar his 
good name. He reposes on the past. But Ad- 
miral Foote dashes in, does the work he thinks 
ought to be done, and lets fame and reputation 
take care of themselves. He leaves ou Friday 
for his new field of duty.— -N. Y. Cor. Boston 
Journal. 
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The President on Arbitrary Arrests. 

President Lincoln has written a reply to a 
series of resolutions passed by a meeting in Al- 
bany, New York, and forwarded to him for his 
consideration. Mr. Lincoln vindicates the right 
and the duty of the Government, under the Con- 
stitution, to make arbitrary arrests whenever 
and wherever, "in cases of rebellion or invasion, 
the public safety may require it." He shows 
that this right is not limited by any military 
lio©P<'-'il j»' not r«strjcl.'l to the camp or '.j* 
field ; it exists, end is to bo exercised, where- 
etcr the public safety may require it — and that 
is to be determined in the cxeroise ot a sound 
judgement, and upon the official responsibility 
of those to whom that trust may be confided. 
Fie shows that in the case of Mr. Vallanding- 
ham, according to the best of his information and 
belief, the public safety did requre his arrest, 
and that the action of the civil tribunals would 
not have been adequate to the emergency. At 
the same time, the President leaves no room for 
doubt of his profound anl unchangeable devo- 
tion to the great principles of freedom of speech 
and of personal liberty, and to the guarantees 
by which these rights are secured in the Consti- 
tution. " I, too," ho says, " am devotedly lor 
them after civil war, and before civil war, ai d 
at all times, except when, in cases of rebellion 
or invasion, the public safety may require their 
suppression." But in these cases he regards the 
public safety as, by the express terms of the 
Constitution, tho supreme law. The letter is 
highly creditable to tho President's ability, and 
will be aoeepted by the country at large as ad- 
ditional proof of the conscientious and single- 
hearted pratriotism which he brings to the dis- 
charge of duties and responsibilities which are 
without a parallel for magnitude in the history 
of the country. — Pittsburg Christian Adtocate-

Art. 8. The Work and Divinity of the Holy 
Spirit. 

The Holy Spirit, who, for Christ's sake, en- 
lightens, reproves, regenerates, comforts and 
sanctifies the soul, is very God. 
Art. 8. Free Will. 

The human will ia free in choosing and refus- 
ing good or evil, and this freedom is essential to 
man's responsibility. 

Art. 10. Man's Disobedience asd Sinfulness. 

Man was made upright, but disobeyed God's 
law, and became a sinner, and brought death 
upon himself and his posterity, and in conse- 
quence of this disobedience all his descendants, 
by natural generation, are at enmity with God, 
and have deceitful and wicked hearts, and arc 
inclined to evil continually, till they are born of 
the Spirit. 

Art. 11. The Sufficiency and Freeness of 
Salvation. 

The atouiDg sacrifice of Jesus Christ is suffi- 
cient for the sins of the whole world, and in the 
Gospel salvation is sincerely offered to all men. 
Art. 12. Regeneration. 

Except a man Be bom of tho Spirit ho cannot 
see the kingdom of God ; and every man who is 
in Christ Jesus is a new creature. 
Art. 13. Justification by Faith Only. 

Sinners are justified freely by God's grace, not 
for works of righteousness which they have done, 
but through faith only in the atoning merits of 
our Lord J esus Christ. 

Art. 14. Sanctificatios. 

The fruit of the Spirit in the believer is in all 
goodness, and righteousness, and truth, and every 
Christian is prepared for the perfect holiness of 
heaven only through sanctifioation of tho Spirit 
and belief of the truth. 
Art 15. The Church. 

The Church is divinely instituted, and Jesus 
Christ is its builder and head, and he loves it. 
and gave himself for it. In the church God's 
praises should be sung, and his Word read, 
prayer offered, the Gospel preached, and Bap- 
tism and the Lord's Supper administered. Every 
Christian should be a member of the visible 
Church, and endeavor to promote her purity, 
paace, unity, and prosperity, and to extend her 
influence. And the Church should exclude from 
her communion eveiy one who denies the faith 
or walks disorderly. 
Art. 16. Baptism. 

The Sacrament of Baptism was instituted by 
Jesus Christ in his Church, is of perpetual obli- 
gation, and is to be administered in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and the Holy Ghost. 
Art. 17. TrtR Lord's Supper. 

The Lord Jesus the same night in which he 
was betrayed instituted the Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper, which is to be observed till he 
comes. The elements to be used in this ordi- 
nance are bread and wine ; and it is the duty 
of Christians often to eat this bread and drink 
this cup in remembrance of their crucified Re- 
deemer. 

Art. 18. Tns Sabbath. 

The Sabbath was made for man throoghou' 
all generations, and all men should remember 
the Sabbath day to keep it Holy, not doing their 
own ways, nor finding their own pleasure, nor 
speaking their own words, but devoting its sa- 
1 cred hours to reading, meditation and prayor, to 



the worship of God in bis sanctuary, and to 
works of necessity and mercy. 
Art. 19. The Christian Mtnistry. 

Christ has appointed ministers in his Church 
to preach the Gospel, administer Baptism and 
the Lord's Supper, and to take heed to all the 
flock over which the Holy Ghost hath made 
them overseers to feed the Church of God 
Christian ministers must be blameless as the 
stewards of God, not self-willed, not soon angry 
not given to wine, no strikers, not given to In- 
ere, but lovers of hospitality, lovers of good 
men, sober, just, temperate, vigilant, apt to teach 
holding fast the faithful word. 
Art. 20. Christian Duties. 

It is the duty of every man to repent of his 
sins; to believe on the Lord Jesus Christ for 
salvation; to confess Christ before men; to be 
baptized ; to observe the Lord's Supper ; to 
pray in the name of Christ, and read the Scrip- 
tures daily ; to endeavor by his life, and words, 
and prayers, to bring the unconverted to Christ ; 
to obey the Ten Commandments ; to love God 
the Father, Son, and Holy Spirit with all his 
heart, and soul, and mind, and strength ; to do 
to all men whatsoever he would that they should 
do to him ; to minister to Christ's cause of his 
substanco as God has prospered him; to be 
meek, humble, and forgiving ; to take up his 
eross daily, and follow Christ ; to live soberly, 
righteously, and godly in this present world; 
to set his affections on things above, not thiup 
on the earth; to love his neighbor as himself; 
to love the brotherhood; and in all things to 
obey and adorn the Gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ 

Art. 21. Death, Resurrection, Judgment, 
and Eternity of Rewards and Punishments, 
After death the bodies of men return to dost, 
and their spirits to God who gave them, and at 
the last day their shall be a resurrection of the 
dead both of the just and unjust, when all men 
must appear before the jud^ineut-seat ot Christ, 
that every one may receive the things dona in 
his body according to that be bath done, whether 
it be good or bid ; and the wicked shall go 
•way into eternal punishment, but the righteoca 
into etornal life.

Letter from Elder S. rhopniiin. 
Dear Brother Litch : — It having been my 
practice for years to speak through the columns 
of the Herald once in two and a half months, to 
a day, I now take pen in hand to continue this 
uniform custom.

stive churches, and was especially interested

sage, addressed to the members of the Legisla- 
ture then just convened, all of which seemed ap- 
propriate and was quite interesting. I then de- 
cided to rest entirely from pulpit labor for a week 
or two, and spend the time in visiting the friends 
from house to house, and conversing a little with 
my children and other family connections, with 
a view of leaving them soon, and think the time 
was by no means lost. Then on Tuesday, the 
19th of May, took my leave of them, and en- 
tered on my present Western tour. Came direct 
to New York city, crossed the ferry, and bad a 
pleasant interview with my son, at the " Man- 
sion House," in Brooklyn. Visited several Ad- 
vent families, with whom I was intimately ac- 
quainted, and spent the night with Dr. Croffert 
and his interesting family. 

On Thursday morning crossed the ferry again, 
called on a few brethren there, and then went 
over to Jersey City, where I took the cars and 
came on the southern route to Binghamptou, 
(some 250 mile*,) and there left that route and 
took a northerly direction to Norwich, (40 miles,) 
but stopped on the way and spent twenty-tour 
hours very pleasantly with brother Benjamin 
Dudley and a few other precious jewels there. 
Brother D. is about eighty years of age, but re- 
tains his memory and activity remarkably well. 
He is a decided believer in the soon coming of 
the Lord, and is hoping to live to witness that 
glorious event. Brother Himes, myself and oth- 
ers, have shared liberally in his hospitalities, tor 
which he will, doubtless, be " recompensed at the 
resurrection of the just." (Luke 14 : 14.) Ar- 
rived at Norwioh on Saturday, May 23d ; came 
too late to notify the scattered friends and have 
a meeting the first Sabbath, but visited the fam- 
ilies in various directions, even those who had 
recently left and located in Otsego county, some 
thirty miles east of Norwich. And on the sec- 
ond Sabbath we bad a noble gathering at a com- 
modious school-house, (central place,) some three 
miles eaU of Norwich Village. In the morn- 
ing I gave them an exposition of Matt. 24th, 
using for a text tho third verse. For better at- 
tention to the word I could not ask. In the af- 
ternoon spoke from " Wherefore comfort one 
another with these words." (ITbess. 4: 18;) 
carefully considering the five preceding verses, 
and comparing them with kindred Scriptures. 
After preaching many of tho brethren and sis- 
ters spoke freely, and it was indeed a time of 
•' comforting one another with those words." 
We met in tbo village on Wednesday evening, 
when we used for a text Heb. 9 : 27, 28. All 
those of our faith were much comforted, and 
others acknowledged the truthfulness of tho doc 
trines we presented. That was two weeks prof- 
itably spent. 

On Friday, the 5th inst., I came to this place, 
(15 miles west of Norwich.) Found the Ad- 
vent church hero retaining her faith and main- 
taining meetings of social worship, as they re- 
solved to do when organized a few years since, 
although destitute of a pastor. Elder Holroyd, 
the Baptist minister in the village, (three miles 
south of us,) who embraced the Advent faith 
some two years Binco, remains steadfast, and by 
his faithfulness in preaching the doctrine to his 
people, many of his church-members have em- 
braced the faith, and a glorious revival of relig- 
ion has been the result. Many precious souls 
have been converted, more than forty of whom, 
he tells mo, have received baptism at his hands 
ind united with the church. He says to me : 
•' Brother C, I grow stronger and stronger in 
the faith. To my mind it is inspiring. To think 
,f seeing the King in his beauty, and of ' being 
ike Him,' and that that time is near, rejoices 
me," &c. Now this is encouraging and very 
•hearing to my own heart, and for which I most 
neartily thank God. As soon as our brethreu 
learned that " brother Chapman" had arrived 



here, they were animated and went through the 
neighborhood and gave notice that there would 
be preaching on the Sabbath ; and for this place 
we had a good gathering through the day and 
ovening. Although our evenings are now ex- 
ceedingly short, the brethren being hungry for 
the word, I have preached to respectable con- 
gregations every other evening during the past 
week, and on Sunday, (yesterday,) we had large 
congregations through the day and ovening. 
The word was gladly received, and the brethren 
acted their part well. I shall spend another 
week here and attend to the Lord's Supper next 
Sunday ; and when I leave hero shall go direct 
to Homer, twenty -five miles west, and so proceed 
to the west still further as the Spirit may seem 
to direct. Pray for me, dear brethren and sis- 
ters, that my steps may be ordered of the Lord, 
and do write to me occasionally.

The Outgoing and Incoming Administnitions. 

It may be thought by some that the remarks in 
our lost respecting the nations of airth and their 
disposition to reject Jesus Christ are more strong 
than facts will warrant. But what government is 
there on eurtb which would yield the scepter to him 
if he came in person and claimed it as his right? 

But it is said, and a large majority of his own 
disciples say it, — lie is not to be a personal king, 
and will only reign by his Spirit in the hearts of bis 
people. And that his kingdom is a spiritual one 
Let us analizc the promises concerning his throne 
and kingdom. 

Pj. 132 : II. " The Lord hutli sworn in truth 
unto David, he will not turn from it : Oi the Iruil 
of thy body will I eet upon tby throne." 

Is this a true or (also oath? 0, but it is said, 
it relates to David's temporal descendants, who 
did set on his throne. Let us see. Acts 2 : 30. 
" Therefore (David) being a prophet, and know 
ing that God bad sworn with un oath to him, 
that of the fruit of his loins according to the flesh, 
he would raise up Christ to sit on his throne," &c. 
Who best understands this passage, Peter, full ol 
the Holy Ghost, or our modern expositors ? But 
if God's oath is true and he swore concerning Christ, 
and if he has so far fulfilled it as to produce Christ 
and raise bim from the d;ad, will be not complete 
the oath and set bim on the throne of David. 

But explicit as is the oath of God to David, in- 
terpreted by Peter on the day of Pentecost, the an- 
gel Gabriel, at the annunciation of the birth ol 
Jesus, is, if possible, more pointedi " Then shah 
call his name Jesus." " And the Lord God shall 
give unto him the throne of bis lather David ; and 
he shall reign over th» house of Jacob forever, and 
of his kingdom there shall be no end.'' Luke 
1 : 31-33. Is be not then, Israel's glorious and 
everlasting King? 

But it is said, true, he is to have the throne of 
David, but then, it is " David's spiritual throne." 
And what kind of a throne is that 7 When did Da- 
vid ever have a spiritual throne Did he not reign 
on Mount Zion in Jerusalem ? Did he ever reign 
otherwise than littcrally over the Jewish tribes ? 
If not, why will not Jesus Christ reign in the same 
visible manner in the same place? Why must he 
not, in order to '.he fulfillment of the promises botb 
to David and to Christ? But tako Jiis own solemn 
testimony under oath, before the tribunal where he 
was tried lor his life. 

The bill of indictment against him read ns fol- 
lows : — Luke 23 : 2. "We lotmd this fellow per- 
verting the nation, and forbiding to give tribute to 
Cajsar, saying that himself is Christ, a king." 
Such was the charge on which be was to lie tried, 
di«tinctly stated. How did Jesus plead fc> it? 
'• Pilate asked him, saying, " Art thou the king of 
the Jews?" How did he reply? "And he an- 
swered him ani said, Thou nayeet it." Was not 
the issue fairly raised and as lairly met ? There 
was no equivocation on either side. They charged 
bim with setting up this claim, he confessed on trial 
that he did make it. In the course of the proceed- 
ings J*us wis asked again, "Art thou a king, 
then ?" John 18 : 3V. He answered, '• Thou say- 
eet that I am a king. To this end 1 wa< born, and 



for this cause came I into the world, that I should 
bear witness to the truth." 

This was that good confession which Jesus Christ 
•' witnessed before Pontius Pilate," and who " In 
his times shall show who is that blessed and only 
potentate, the Ringol kings and the Lord of lords." 
1 Tim. 0 : 13-15. Ho will then make good the con- 
fession he made. 

To all this it is answered, that Christ, when he 
made this good confession, declared that his king- 
dom is " not of this world." True ; and that is 
the very point we maintain with the apostle, that 
it is the " world to come of which we speak " which 
is to be " put in subjection under bim." 1Kb. 
2: 5-7. It is in the new earth, where he is to have 
his kingdom. Thus he said : — " Ye which have 
followed uie, in the regeneration when the Son of 
Man shall sit in the throne of his glory, ye also 
shall sit on twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes 
of the children of Israel." Earth, then, is to be re- 
newed, or regenerated, and then Christ will reign, 
not before. The fact is then established that Jesus 
Christ is to be a personal king. 

THE THEATER OF CHRIST'S SB ON A .'1 

Next demands attention. Some say it is in the 
churuh ; some, in the hearts of his people ; others 
say in heaven. But bis Father in heaven said ; — 
•' Yet have 1 set my king upon mv holy hill of Zion. 
I will declare the decree : the Lord lmth said unto 
me, thou art my Son, this day have I begotten thee. 
Ask of me, and I shall give thee the heathen (or 
nations) for thine inheritance and (he uttermost 
parts of the earth for thy possession." Ps. 2 : 7-9- 

II this is God's decree, who shall disannull it? 
It places the Son of God on the hill of Zion fur his 
throne, and the uttermost purls ol the earth for his 
possession and dominion. And this is in perfect ac- 
cordance with the 72 psluin, where it is also writ- 
ten: — "His dominion also, shall be from sea to 
sea, and Irum the river to the ends of the earth. 
All kings shall bow down befoic him and all nations 
sbail serve him." Is this to be believed ? 

Then, again, the prophet Isaiah hug foretold the 
same fact in chap, 9 : 0-7. "On the throne of 
David, and upon his kingdom, to order it and to es- 
tablish it, from henoelorth and forever. The seal 
of the Lord of hosts will perform this." 

And if we turn to Duuiel, 7 : 13-14, we read, 
"1 saw in the night visious, and behold one like 
unto the sun of Man came in the clouds of heaveu 
and came to the ancient of days, and they brought 
him near before him ; and there was given him do- 
minion and glory und a kingdom, that all people, na- 
tions and languages should serve bim. His domin- 
ion is an everlasting dominion which shall not pass 
away, and his kingdom is that which shall not be 
destroyed." 

As certainly, then, as the Gentile empires, begin- 
ning with Bablyoo, have bud dominion and ruled 
the earth, so certainly Cbrist is to have the kingly 
rule to everlasting ages. The kingdom and inheri- 
tance of earth are his by heirship as the only be 
gotten Son of God. He stands ulone in this respect 
as sole heir at law. But he is also heir by decree 
of God, as in the 2d Psalm. Also as the seed of 
Abraham to whom and to his seed it was given to 
inherit the earth and rule the world, he is heir to 
an everlasting inheritance and domnion. 

" Be wise then, 0 yekings,be instructed ye judges 
of the earth ; and kiss the Son, lest be be angry and 
ye perish from the way, when his wrath is kindled 
but a little." Who believing this docorino, that 
Jesus of Nazereth is the anointed King and appoint- 
ed ruler or all the earth, will dare oBend or neglect 
him. To us it is as i lear that Jesus Christ is to set 
up his throne and reign, as it is that Queen Victo- 
ria reigns ia England. Even so literally we expect 
to see him come in glory and be crowned Lord of 
all. Reader, have you secured his favor? 




The Eleventh Chapter of Daniel. 

A respected brother earnestly urges us to write 
for the Herald an exposition of the 11th chapter of 
Daniel, aid says that if wo will do so a clergyman 
of his acquaintance who holds the advent faith 
in general, but differs somewhat on the 11th of 
Daniel, will reply to us.

Where the liberty to leave 
at will exists, there could be no involuntary servi- 
tude Such a liberty always existed under God's 
law. American slavery violating both these laws is 
a sin.

J. Emerson, being Secre 
tary of Trustees, acted as Secretary of Stockholders. 

Voted, J. Litch ba a committee to ascertain the 
number of shares issued, also the number of sharw 
necessary for u choice of Trustee, and also the num- 
ber of shares represented by individuals prosent and 
by proxy. 

The number of shares found to be Issued, 311. 
Neces8ary _ lor a choice of Trustee, 15fr. The num- 
ber of shares represented by individuals and by 
proxy, 188. 

Voted, A. Hale be a committee to ascertain wheth- 
er the shares represented as present are legally rep- 
resented. 

Voted, J. Litch, President of the A. M. Associa- 
tion, be accepted as a representative of that Associ- 
ation in the transactions of the present meeting. 

A. Hale finds the number of «haras bolden by per- 
sons present to be 31. The A. M. Association holds 
30 shares, represented by proxy, 121 shares ; mak- 
ing as before reported present, 188 shares 

Voted, to proceed to the choice of a Trustee. 

On motion, the President appointed John D. 
Reiohard and Lutber Jackson a committee to col- 
lect and count the votes for Trus'.ee. 

Whole number of votes cost was 1S8. Necessary 
for choice, 156. Edwin T. Himes had 188, and 
was duly elected a Trustee. 

A motion was made by Luther Jackson, and sec- 
onded by John D. Reinhard, and carried, that A.

STATEMENT OF THE CONDITION Or THE BOSTON ADVENT 
ASSOCIATION.' 

In preparing a statement of the conditions and 
prospects of the Boston Advent Association, it will 
be necessary to state its condition as it was on Jan- 
unry 1, 1803, and also as it will probably stand on 
January 1, 18G4, should the favorable condition of 
the building continue until that time. The condi- 
tion of the Boston Advent Association on January 
1, 1863, stood as follows : 

The number of shares provided for the capital 
stock of the Association was 380, of $50 each, 
amounting to 819,000. There had been sold 311 
shares, at $50 each, amounting to §15,550. This 
sum deducted from the capital stock leaves a debt 
due of $3,450 on interest to be paid. And also 



left in the treasury sixty-nine shares or stock at a 
par value of $50, amounts to $3,450, being 
to the amount of the debt, which could they have' 
been sold would have canceled the debt. Not being 
able to sell, the Trustees voted lo apply the net ear 2 
ingsof the building alter 18G0, to the liquidation 
of the debt— which earnings in 1803, Jan. 1 M 
amounted to $2,406 23, leaving u debt then due of 
$1,043 77, and also the sixty-nine shares, which at 
par value, $50, amounts to $3,450, from which de- 
duct the debt then due, and it leaves $2,400 23 1. 
stock, which would then pay a dividend of $7 74 
on each share then issued, in stock. 

The standing of the Boston Advent Association 
on Jan. 1, 1864, will probably be, with the present 
prospect, as follows : The debt due lost January 
will have been paid, or so near as to be but trifling. 
Then dne, and the sixty-nine shares in the treason" 
will amount to $3,450, which will pay a dividend 
in Btook at par value of $50, eleven dollars on each 
share issued ; or equal to a dividend of two shirts 
on every nine shares of stock held by individual) 
and also leaving the building in good condition and 
repair, Or if the stockholders, after the debt is 
canceled, should conclude to fix the capital stuck at 
320 shares, at a par value ol $50, amounting to 
$16,000, making the cost of building that ami unt 
there would remain in the treasury nine shuns fir 
iisposal. And by lessening the number of shares, 
the dividend in future would be increased in the 
«une ratio, and also the value of the shares now is- 
sued, and consequently the nine shares would sell, 
and become funds for dividends. 

Our late Treasurer, S. Bliss, was in faror of this 
latter. By lessening the number of shares, he ar- 
gued, would be the better course. Therefore, in. 
stead of the stockholders receiving their money ia 
lividends, in regular order as they would have dona 
had there been no debt, they will bo entitled tea 
dividend ol about eleven dollars in stock ODeach 
ihnre so held by them on Jan. 1, 1804, unless the 
cipital is redaced to 320 shares, as our late Treas. 
urer suggested. rf «a'"b t mi^^H

The Fatigues of Soldiering.

A letter dated 
the 17th instant says :— " The roads were ankle 
deep with dust; and to cap tie climax the 
streams and springs along the way were all dry. 
Tho whole country was filled with stragglers. 
Men could not be kept in the rauks. Every 
pieoe of woods was filled with them, and no 
coaxing or threatening could prevail on them to 
move on. The ambulances were crowded with 
thoso who had completely given out. I presume 
there were as many as a thousand cases of coup 
de soliel, of which at least a hundred were in- 
stantly fatal. The open country was crowded 
with these poor fellows, dropping down by the 
roadside in all directions. But we have reached 
the end of this hasty march at last, and have had 
ono day's rest, with plenty of water, with which

To Prevent Kettles Rusting. — Dr. Osborn sayl 
that the crusty deposits wbieh gather on the inside 
if kettles used lor boiling water, may be prevented 
by placing a oommun clay marble in each kettle, 
the deposits having a greater affinity for the marble 
than ror the sides of the kettle, gather round the 
former and increases its bulk, while the latter are 
left as bright and clear as when new. 

A New Way to Destroy Stumps.— A correspon- 
dent of the Rural Register writes that journal that 
Mr. John Barnes, of Baltimoic, removed a trouble- 
some stump from near bis house in the following 
manner : " Last fall, with an inch auger, he bored 
a hole in the centre of the stump ten inches deep, 
and put into it about half a pound of sulphuric acid, 
or oil of vitriol, and corked the hole up tight. This 
spring the whole stump and roots extending through 
all their ramifications were so rotten that they were 
easily eradicated.'' 

Tansy Tea will keep off bugs from the vines ol 
•quashes, pumpkins, oucumbers and melons. Steep 
the tansy plants in a kettle of strong tea, and thru 
sprinkle it over the vinos with a brush. The bugs 
curl up aud drop oil' and cease to trouble the vines. 
A second or third dose should bo applied altera 
rain, or when a new crop of bugs comes out. A 
tubful of the tea can be prepared at one time, and 
kept on hand for use as wanted.

Foreign fomspondencf. 
From Rev. R. Hi-rcniNsoN. 

In London and Paris at Whitsuntide. 
Dear Brother Lilch : — I have been purposing not 
to write you much more ; hut perhaps the follow- 
ing sketch of travel and visit will be acceptable to 
some of your readers : 

On Wednesday, the 20th of May, I left Liverpool 
for Halifax, io order to commence my final visits. 
Saturday, 23d, being the day of Whitsuntide ex- 
cursions to London, I availed myself of the oppor- 
tunity of seeing my friends once more ; and wus 
warmly greeted at" 89 Grange Road, Bermbndsey." 
Sunday morning I wended my way over WaterUx 
Bridge, — crossed the Strand — passed Drury Lam 
Theatre— entered Crown Court, and, when the door* 
were opened where strangers are admitted, I weni 
iuto the chapel where the far-famed Dr. Cumoiinf 
preaches. The service began by singing a psalm — 
then prayer — then the singing of the •' Te Deum,' 
then reading as a lessou the third Epistle of John, 
with remarks— then the singing of another psalm — 
t ten the sermon from the third Epistle of John and 
second vers* : " Beloved, I wish above all things 
that thou mayest prosper and be in health, even as 
thy soul prospereth." The sermon was very good 
I much enjoyed it, and found it profitable. II- 
mentioned its proo's of health of soul 1. Trust in 
Christ for pardon. 2. The heart transformed by a 
Cilestial touch. 3. A growing sense of our own 
unworthiness. 4. A greater teachableness. 5. A 
greater pleasure in hearing the Gospel. C. A riehj 
i-r enjoyment in reading the Word. Dr. Gumming 
is a very chaste speaker, and interests the mind and 
reaches the heart. lie has a good congregation , 
but I noticed that several more might have found 
seats. lie has a sprinkling of the nobility in hit 
congregation. The Duke and Dutchess of Suther- 
land attend. They are young looking. It has been 
supposed that Earl Russell and family are members 
of the congregation, but I was told by one of the 
officials that they now eeldem or ever attend. 

In the evening Miss Robertson kindly accompa- 
nied me to the Metropolitan Tabernacle, to hea) 
Mr. Spurgeon. lie took for his text Rom. G : 17, 
and graphically dwelt on " the servants of sin"— 
the tranetormation which believers have experienced, 
and the thankfulness and praise to which this 
blessed change should give rise. When I heard Mr. 
Spurgeon last September, he evinced bis sympathy 
for the slave by praying that an empire of slavery 
might not arise out of the bloody struggle in Amer- 
im ; — this time ho illustrated his subject by the glad- 
ness which the slaves on the various plantations 
would feel, should ibe Federal arms be successful, 
so as to accomplish their freedom. 

The immense building was not only well seated, 
but every available place lor Btunding was densely 
occupied. Perhaps there might bo seven thousand 
assembled. Spurgeon uses great plainness of speech — 
gives life to his subjects by striking illustrations, 
and is eminently calculated to reach the great mas- 
sesof the people. His is, doubtless, the largest Pro- 
testant church and congregation in the world. 

THE WORLD'S CENTRE. 

The o insus develops the carious fact, that there 
are mora Scottish descendants in London than in 
Edinburgh ; more Irish than in Dublin ; 100,000 
more Romanists than in Rome, and more Jews than 
in Palestine. There are also in the same metropo- 
lis more than 60,000 Germans, 30,000 French, 
6.000 Italians, a very large number of Asiatics from 
all parts of the East, and many who still worship 
their idols. 

Ibis great city was once aroused by the cry that 
the Lord is at hand. Our friend, brother Robert- 
ton, took part in that movement, and he thinks that 
the cry will not be repeated. lie is probably cor- 
rect, but doubtless some of the Lord's " hidden 
ones" are in this modern Babylon, who will s;e Dim 
with joy at hie coming.

Dear Brother Liteh : — Accept my thnnkB for the 
hymn-books and tracts, which were duly received. 
Will make the best use of them possible. Have 
preached one discourse euoh Sabbath since I came 
here, with one exception, besides giving several brief 
addresses on Sabbath evening. 

Of the hundreds who comprise this garrison but 
very few appear to love God, or respect his worship. 
Among this class many can tell a thrilling experi- 
ence of horrors and hardships in our armies South. 
Alas! who show also in words and deeds the aw- 
ful demoralizing influences which prevail in that vast 
multitude. Like the children of Sodom they show 
'heir sins, and one may behold as in a mirror the 
I ea Iful sway of an enemy more to be feared than 
m army of rebels. I have been told hy several 
young men th t they were formerly, and some but 
recently, members of Sabbath schools and Bible 
.lasses. Kind and praying Iriends cared lor their 
immortal interests. Ministers of Christ bad long 
ind faithfully invited them to drink from salvation's 
free fountain. They were taught and inclined to 
espect the Sabbath and religion. Had rarely, if 
ever — and some never — taken the name of the Lord 
>ui God in vain. But how sad the change ! With 
deep pain of heart I name it. Through all the fre-' 
'[iient reproofs of the Spirit of Truth, by a coutinued 
resistance to his calls, they have become apparently 
hard and old in sin. Language, the most obscene 
ind profane, prevails alarmingly in this garrison. 
In the presence of our commissioned, officers, it is 1 
rue, that for brief intervals, the loul, blasphemous^ 
tongue is still, and one rests undvT these " men of; 
authority," and the execution of good discipline. 
While sometimes listening to the " filthy conversa- 
tion of the wicked," and seeing " their unlawfnl 
deeds," I am forcibly reminded of the descriptions 
^iven of such characters by the inspired apostles,, 
Peter and Jude. And the solemn enunciation ol 
Enoch's prophecy, nearly as old as the earth, comes 
home to my heart with a thrilling, comforting pow- 
er. 1 do not rejoice in view of the hastening judg- 
ments or an insulted God upon his foes, but I do 
and will rejoice in hope of that day, when the Son 
of David, our glorious king, shall "prosper and exe- 
cute justiceond judgment in the earth." For then will 
lie heal the sorrows and redress all the wrongs of the 
chosen of his love. Blessed be his name : Hear ye 
those gracious words, my dear brethren : " If any 
man serve me, him will my Father honor." "Fa- 
ther, I will that they also whom thou hast given me 
bo with mo where I am, that they may behold my, 
glory which thou bast given me." 

1 find much strength and comfort in committing 
all my cares and trials into his hands who rules the 
natior.8 and will " do all bis pleasure." My prayer 
ascends, I trust, with bis devout children through 
this bloody, mourning country, that in the " midst 
of wrath he will remember mercy, and keep alive 
his work during all this scene of coulusion and woe. 
I ask your prayers, my dear brothers and sisters in 
Christ, that God will guide me, bis unworthy ser- 
vant, to speak and act in that seasonable manner, 
in the long suffering of his infinite love, that I may 
do some good among this people, that at last when 
all his armies shine forth iu the beauteous dress of 
immortality in his own ransomed Zion, we may all 
be honored with that great multitude in sharing hit 
unspeakable glories, una join in the endless song of 
praise unto our precious Redeemes. ■ r- «• 

Although this letter contains some "bitter things," 
let no one suppose I am discouraged. No, blessed be 
God, he has a few names even here with whom I 
take sweet counsel, and find much enjoyment in hit 
service. I trust the banner of the cross will still be 
lifted up and borne on fearlessly in this and overt 
place where we may be called to go. I do notecase 
to feel the deepest interest in the prosperity ot my 
dear brethren, and the blessed hope of •' seeing the 
King in his beauty," and reigning with him forever 
and ever. Glory to his name, the " word ol our 
God is a tried word." The glory of man shall soon 
all lade as the flower of the field — the monuments of 
marble and brass melt away, with all their inscrip- 
tions of pride and power.

The condition of the cause in this neighborhood it 
encouraging.

In all pari? of 
tbe world society is perturbed, uneasy, revolu- 
tionary. The slumbering fires of human passion, 
like volcanic forces, are upheaving and modify- 
ing politics, philosophy, social order and vheolo- 
gy. Systems and habits ot thought and belief, 
that have commanded the veneration of ages, are 
visibly tottering upon their foundations. Socie- 
ty seems unwilling to tabernacle longer in an- 
cient forms. The old is rejected ; the new pur- 
sued with avidity. And everywhere the tide of 
human affairs seems run wild, reckless, tumultu- 
ary.^ 

Nylin- are convulsed. Governments are suf- 
fering modifications from social and political rev- 
olutions. There are visible all over the world 
uprisings of the people against established insti- 
tutions. Japan shows signs of agitation. China 
still suffers from a chronic revolution of years 
tandiug. India is uneasy beneath British rule. 
Turkey, even in the decrepitudes of old age, is 
subject to local agitations and upheavals. Greece 
is niakiug and unmaking kings. Italy yet rocks 
above the decaying fires of revolution. Austria's 
energies continue to be taxed with the question 
of Hungary and its uprisings. And Russia is 
grappliug afresh at the throat of downtrodden 
but liberty-loving Poland. The United States 
are upheaved by a rebellion exceeding in magni- 
tude anything made known in history. Mexico 
has exchanged civil commotions and dissensions 
>or foreign invasion. And the governnmels and 
nations ot Central and South America continue 
io suffer from chronic feuds and insurreciions. 
Such a picture of the world shows that we ha' 6 
fallen upon a revolutionary era, Nearly all peo- 
ples appear uneasy and wishful of change. Seme 
are impelled to their insurrectionary movements 
by the progress of the age. This is true of Po- 
land, Italy, Hungary, Greece, and perhaps of 
China and Japan. Some olhors may justly be 
regarded as reactions against the progress of the 
aje. Suoh is emphatically true of the rebellion 
in America. Its leaders were not driven into 
movement by oppression, or a restriction of the r 
rights. They originated it in «he interest of 
slavery. If they should succeed it would throw 
the nation back along eighty years of progress. 
But their success in such a cause is impossible. 

Art, 8cience, philosophy, have all felt the 
touch of change and improvement. The best 
test of their ingenuity is visible in the labor-sav- 
ing machinery with which they are filling and 
transforming the world. This is the true philos- 
opher's stone, fruitlessly sought after for ages, 
but brought to light by the inventions and dis- 
coveries of modern times. Its touch transmutes 
into gold the crudest substances. Science has 
entered upon her true mission in creating such 
labor-saving machinery. 

Theology is subjected to new and severe tests. 
The form of controversy between belief and skep- 
ticism through which our fathers passed related 
to the harmony subsisting between science and 
revelatioa. And efforts at its revival continue 
to be made in our day by adepts in science who 
would rejoice to bring into dis epute the teach- 
ings of Moses and Jesus. About twenty-two 
years ago, at Abbeville in France, flint imple- 
ments were found associated with the remains of 
mammals, that were supposed to belong to 
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very remote geological period — as far back, at 
least, as 30,000 years. Subsequent researches 
fcive discovered these flint implements at other 
places in the valley of theSomme, as at Amiens, 
St. Acheul and Menchecourt. They wore made, 
it was presumed by man. And hence it was 
concluded that man must have lived for at least 
80,000 years upon the earth. On the strength 
of such testimony we were required tosunender 
oo r faith in Moses a/id the Bible. But in the 
meantime geologists began to differ among them- 
selves in regard to these flints and their associat- 
ed mammal remains. Some were skeptical, and 
denied that there was any evidence furnished by 
these flints that man had a higher antiquity upon 
the earth than is allowed him in the commonly 
received chronology. Till they settlo the con- 
troversy among themselves the Christian world 
need give itself no uneasiness about the author- 
ity of .Moses and the Bible. 

But the controversy between theology and 
skepticism has assumed a new form. The op- 
ponents of the Bible dignify their views with the 
lofty name of the " higher criticism." Th\i 
higher criticism" began in Germany, and has 
prevailed there for years. It has now passed 
into England, and is threading its way into the 
channels of thought. It is a novel idea, too, 
that Christianity is now invaded from within — 
by its avowed friends. Former attacks were 
from without — from acknowledged foes. Bui 
soch mon as Bishop Colenso, of the English Es- 
tabli.-hed Church, are now engaged in leading 
the new onslaught upon the Bible and revealed 
Religion. The food furnished by the English 
market is but a rehash of the biblical criticisms 
found in Paine'a Age of Beason, and more elab- 
orately found in the works of the later German 
.geologists. Most of these have been refuted. 
\ oome of them show but moderate sagacity on 
the part of men with pretensions to the " highei 
, criticism." And some of them discuss actually 
' knotty points in Scripture, which were knowi* 
sto theologiaus from tho earliest Christian ages. 
All of them, however, admit of explanation con- 
sistent with the Divine originality of the Bible. 
" The world is changing its base. It is, noi 
what it was, and never will be again. Its tran- 
sitions arc effected by storm as well as ualm. 
Our days have fallen upon an era of convulsions. 
Dissolution and reconstruction are tho order of 
things. But as in the creation order arose ou 
of chaos, so will the present disorders of the! 
world give birth to enduring peace and prosper- 
ity. Wo do not, therefore, look altogether sad- 
ly upon the conflicts that are revolutionizing 
'flommunitios and nations. The highest spiritual 
good, like the most perfect animal form, can 
only rise into existence by birth-agonies. What 
befits us is to act well our part upon the stage 
►of strife. The GoFpel minister cannot certainly 
|'he excused, if he shall consent to be an ineffi- 
, eient workman in this era threatening to be so 
I stormy to religious belief. lie should familiar- 
ise himself with the latest phases of the contro- 
*Wrsy conducted by skepticism, that he may be 
'prepared with intelligent and sufficient safe 
^ards for the faith of bis people. — P'Utslury

In Newburyport, May 21, 1863, sister Mary Pear- 
son, wife of Dea. John Pearson, in the 67 tb year ot 
ler age. 

The solemn truth, that " in the midst of life we 
ire in death." is seldom more impressively brought 
home to the heart of the living than in the death of 
the sabjeot of this sketch. In her usual health, and 
while engaged in the duties of her household, she 
was stricken down in a moment by a fit of apoplexy, 
and never spoke again, and in two hours her spirit 
md fled, and her lifeless form only remained to her 
bereaved family. Her lifeless form, did I say? 
Nay, not that alone, but tho precious " memory of 
the just" was left with it, in which to embalm the 
lust and ashes she left behind. 

But if her death was to others sudden, it was ev- 
•iently not to her unexpected. Numerous little in- 
dents and remarks of the last few days of her life 
how that she was aware of her approaching end, 
And the necessity of doing with her might whatso- 
ever her hand found to do — such as writing letters 
to her friends immediately, lest it should be too 
late;— getting her photograph ,— having her age re- 
corded, and numerous other incidents of the kindV 
And while attending to these outward things, she 
.vas evidently getting nearer to Christ, and becom- 
ing transformed by the renewing of her mind, and 
ripening for the gurner. 

It is not olten that we find a brighter pattern of 
Chrk-tian life than in the caseof our departed sister. 
She was a native of Elliot, Me. In early life she 
4ave her heart to the Saviour, and exemplified her 
levotion by a life of obedience. In 1838, a little 
laimphlet entitled " The Midnight Cry, or a Review 
if Mr. Miller's Lectures on the Second Comiogof 
Jhrist about 1843," published by the writer of this 
iketch, eamo into tho family of brother Pearson and 
interested them in the great truths relnting to the 
-peedy coming of Christ. After tarcful and prajer- 
lul perusal of the book, and comparing it with the 
jeriptur s, the family embraced the doctrine and 
■wcarae its firm and consistent advocates. It has 
i>een the privilege of the writer to enjoy a personal 
acquaintance with tho family since the winter of 
1840-41, and to partake of the hospitalities of their 
home. And it affords him great pleasure to bear 
witness to the uniform Christian character of the 
leceased. It ever sc-emed to be her meat and dm k 
to do the will of her Heavenly Father. As a wife 
and mother she had few equals ; always studying 
tow to make all around her happy. As a disciple 
rf Jesus she learned of Uim who is meek und lowly 
in heart ; and, like her Master, went about doing 
;ood, ministering in the mos unostentatious way lo 
-he wants of the poor, the sick, the widow and the 
'athcrless. None knew but to love her. Her ho| e 
if seeing Christ as Ue is, wan bright ; and whi e 
(he felt that it was far better to be absent from tl e 
nidy and present with the Lord than to remain in 
the fi:ab, she none the less longed for the day when 
this corruptible shall put on incorruption, and this 
aortal put on immortality, and she should have a 
body like Christ's glorious body. 

The funeral serviceo were held on Saturday, May 
.'3d. The occasion was improved by the writer, by 
aiding and expounding the latter part of the 4th 
a id former part of tho 5th chapter of 2d CorintbU 
ans, and prayer by Elder Henry Plummer, an old 
and valued friend of the family. 

Those there called mourners, sorrowed not as 
those who have no hope. Notwithstanding the 
^reat bereavement, all felt " our loss is her gain." 
'* It is the Lord, let Him do as secmeth Him good."

Y.;S. W. Thurber, Hatlcy, C. E. ; C. P. Dow, 
Stanbridge, C. E. ; and S. S. Garvin, Richford, 
Vt. Elder Reynolds having moved to Canada 
West, and joined another conference, Elder H.

Elder S. S. Garvin made the following report 
of his labors : — My time is occupied as follows :

The 
church in West Dunham and East Stanbridge 
was organized in April last, and numbers eigh- 
teen members, while quite a number more, wo 
expect, will unite the first opportunity. They 
hive chosen Elder P. V. West and myself as 
pastors ; so I have the pastoral charge of four 
churches, and jointly with him the fifth. In the 
vicinity of the two last named churches, there 
has been during last fall, winter and spring, an 
extensive revival, which is still in progress. It 
seems like a thorough gleaning in the highways 
and hedges. , Bro. Jonas Sornberger has been 
the chosen instrument in the hand of the Lord 
in the work. He has held prayer-meetings in 
the different neighborhoods, and his hands have 
been stayed np by faithful brethren. I have 
baptized twenty, and Bro. West two, as the re- 
sult ot these labors ; and still others are stand- 
ing ready to go forward, there being about sev- 
enty in all who have professed to obtain an in- 
terest in Christ. 

These three churches have not been represent- 
ed in the Confeience. The reasca given is the 
division in the Conference on " the life and death

There are a few good and faithful brethren who 
do not believe in church organization, yet they 
cheerfully labor with us and pay according to 
their ability. There are a few non-professors 
who go to church and hear the word, and who 
contribute freely for the support of the minister. 
Average congregation about 70, and a prosper- 
ous Sunday-school with a library of about 2,50 
volumes. Salary — what can be raised. Prayer- 
meeting Sunday and Thursday evenings, and a 
covenant meeting once a month.

Damascus. 

Damascus is the oldest city in the world. Tyre 
and Sidon have crumbled on the shores Baalbee is 
a ruin ; Patmyra is buried in the sands of the des- 
est ; Nineveh and Babylon have disippeared from 
the Tigris and Euphrates ; Damascus remains what 
it was before the days of Abraham— a centre ol 

trade and travel — an island of verdure in a desert 

'• a predestinated capital," with martial and sacred 
associations extending through more than thirty 
centuries. It was " near Damascus" that Saul of 
Tarsus saw " the light from heaven above the bright- 
ness of the sun;" the "street which is called 
Strait," in which it was said " he prayetb," still 
runs through the city. The caravan comes and goes 
as it did a thousand years ago ; there are still the 
Bheik, tho ass, and the water-wheel ; the merchants 
of the Euphrates and of the Mediterranean still oc- 
cupy" these " with tho multitude of their wares." 

The city which Mahomet surveyed from a neigh, 
boring height, and was afraid to enter, because " it 
is given to man to have but one Paradise, and, for 
his part, he was resolved not to have his in this 
world," is, to this day, what Julian called it, " the 
eye of the East," as it was in the time of Isaiah, 
" the bead of Syria." 

From Damascus came the damson, our blue plum, 
and the delicious apricot of Portugal, called " Da- 
masco ;" damask, our beautiful fabric of cotton and 
silk, with vines and flowers raised upon a smooth 
bright ground ; the damask rose, introduced into 
England in the time of Henry VIII. ; the Damas- 
cus blade, so famous the world over for its keen 
edge and wonderful elasticity, the secret of whose 
manufacture was lost when Taraalane carried off 
the artists into Porsia ; and that beautiful art 
inlaying wood and steel with silver and gold, a kind 
of mosaic, engraving and sculpture united, called 
Damaskeening — with which boxes, and bureaus 
and swordB, and guns are ornamented. 

It is still a oity of flowers and bright waters ; the 
"rivers of Damascus," the "river of gold," still 
murmur and sparkle in a wilderness of "Syrian 
gardens."

Ilic Prussian Troubles. 

The answer which the King made to the Chamber 
of Deputies has come. Ho 6tands by his Ministers 
and thus defies the constitution and takes the posi, 
tion of an absolute monarch. He repeats the views 
presented in the provious royal message, and says : 

" The position of the country is known to the 
King. Tho Chamber, by its address, has cut away 
all iiope of community of action, f he attitude of 
the House in foreign questions has grieved the King 
deeply. Prussia is not more isolated owing to her 
foreign policy than other powers. Some ntembers of 
the House have threatened to refuse the supplies in 
the contingency of a war, but tho King will serious- 
ly oppose such unjustifiable endeavors to enlarge the 
constitutional rights of the Chamber. The King 
will maintain the power of the Crown undiroini 8 "" 
ed, and will not allow the foundation upon whioa 
it rests to be removed." 

That document, destined probably to be historic, 
is dated May 20th. Tbe Deputia heard if in pro- 
found silence. The session was then closed. 

We do not see how a collision is to be avoided. 
There can be no doubt that the sentiments of tb» 
great majority of the Prussian nation are entirely in 
harmony with those of the majority of the Chamber] 
What course they will take to assert their rights, 
we cannot conjecture. But it looks as thoog 
stormy days were in store for Prussia.

The Crowned Skull. 

Charlemagne gave instructions tbat when he died 
he should be buried in a royul position, not pros- 
trate as slumbering dust, but seated in the attitude 
of a ruling monarch. He had the mausoleum erect- 
ed after the model of the chapel which had been 
reared over the sepulchre of our Saviour at Jeru- 
ealem. Io a tomb within this chapel he was placed 
upon n throne. He directed the Gospels to be laid 
upon his knees before him ; by his side was his 
sword — his celebrated sword ; upon bis head was nn 
imperial crown ; and a royal mantle covered his' 
lifeless shoulders. 

Thus was his body placed, and thus did his body 
remain for about one hundred and eighty years ! 

One of his successors resolved he would see how 
Charlemagne looked, and what had become of the 
riches that adorned bis tomb. Nearly a thousand 
years after Christ, the tomb was opened by the Em- 
peror Otho. The skeleton form of the body was 
found there, dissolved and dismembered ; the vari- 
ous ornaments that we speak of were all there too ;

The Arabian Ilorse. 
Gen. Danmas, having addressed a letter to Abd

THE BLIND, 

Rev. Mr. Bowen, a blind preacher, occupied the 
pulpit of the Central Falls Congregational Church 
last Sunday alternoon. His discounts related to 
the benefits conferred upon those whose life from 
the cradle up had been one of darkness, by the in- 
stitutions for the blind, some fifteen or sixteen of 
which are now established in this country. By 
means of these, many ot the unfortunates had re- 
ceived an education and been skilled in handiwork 
so as to be able to maintain themselves and families. 
By the same agency they had learned to read the 
sacred Word, from which they had drawn a vast 
deal of consolation, and become not only resigned 
to their condition, but happier far than those who 
by a much greater misfortune were spiritually 
blind. 

It was estimated that there wero 1,000,000 blind 
persons in the world. In Egypt thero was one to 
about every one hundred persons. . In this country 
one to a fraction over 1500, or about 18,000 in the 
aggregate. The number of blind in proportion to 
the inhabitants increases as you approach the equa- 
tor. 

The first institution for this class was established 
in Paris during the lost century, by one Valentine 
Hoix, a city missionary, whose whole life was passed 
in doing good to his fellow-men. It was not until 
1832 that one of these institutions was located in 
th is country — in Boston — and the speaker was one 
ot the first who entered it. During the past few 
years he bad traveled pretty extensively about tho 
country, lecturing in behalf of this object. 

The discourse was highly interesting and instruc- 
tive, and at the close of the servioe* a handsome 
contribution was made up in aid of tho blind 
preacher.

Monument to John Huss. 
There is a tendency to awaken the memories of 
bygone days. In the provincejoi Bohemia they talk 
of reviving that-of John Huss and his worthy co- 
martyr. Tho Protestants ol Prague, and a large 
number of liberal Catholics, propose to raise a mon- 
ument to his memory. It will serve to remind the 
present generation of an act of Christian heroism, 
and, at the same time, of an aot of fearful intoler- 
ance. This monument will simply consist ot an 
enormoos block of granite, whioh has recently been 
dug up in the neighborhood of Constance while ex- 
cavating for a railroad. It will be raised on the 
very spot which tradition assigns as tbe place where 
John Huss was burnt on the 6th of July, 1415. 
Its only ornament will be, on one side the name of 
the martyr, with tbe date of his death, and ou the 
other the name of his co-martyr, Jerome of Prague. 



The Number of Jews in the World. 

The round number of 5,000,000 Jews is certainly 
a rough guess, a little too low of tho actual number, 
as Russia and Germany alone (includiug Prussia 
and Austria) count 2,000,000 of Hebrews among 
the 130,000,000 of total population. Italy, Greece, 
tho Ionian Islands, Portugal, France, the Nether- 
lands, the Scandinavian countries and England can- 
not have less than a million of Hebrews. Europe 
(Turkey excluded) has no less than 3,000,000 of 
these people. Turkey, it is admitted, counts 1,500,- 
000 Hebrews. Therefore, according to the above 
estimate, the other parts of the globe have only 500,- 
000 Jews. This, however, is far from the truth, 
as the two Anierkai continents alone have nearly 
that number of Hebrews. Besides, there are large 
congregations everywhere in North Africa and South 
Asia, tosay nothing of Central Africa, Central Asia, 
China and all the colonies in all parts of the world ; 
and probably 8,000,000 would come nearer the true 
number of known Jews. 



A New Life not a lew Birth. 

It is one of the great dangers of inquirers, (of 
those especially who are capable of the finer impul- 
ses,) that they are apt to mistake a now life (so 
called) for the new life ; they are apt to embark in 
a new life which involves and implies no new birth. 
There is no religiosity with which many minds are 
readily visited, wbioh includes aspirations after the 
good, the beautifnl, and the true, — admits many 
movements of graceful sentiment, and is capable of 
assimilating and embodying many moving and ele 
vating views of Jesus Christ. It may produce very 
considerable alterations upon the conduct, and throw 
a glow of elevated feeling over many passages of the 
history. Yet it may altogether fail to bring the 
man to God, and in particular may fail to bring his 
heart into harmony with tbe peculiar tone and spirit 
of the Scriptures. It proves, accordingly, transient, 
passing over by degrees into some other mood of 
life ; and even while it lasts it is not mighty to the 
casting down of strongh Ids. 

The Commerce or the World requires three mil- 
ion of able-bodied men to be constantly traversing 
the sea ; ot this number, probably 7,500 die every 
year. The amonnt of property annually mored on 
tbe water is from fifteen hundred to two thousai d 
millions of dollars ; and the amount lost by the 
casualties of the sea averages twenty-Eve millions of 
dollars.

TOE GREAT CHAN' OF ADMINISTRATION. 

If there is to be such a change, it is beyond all 
controversy to be a convulsion such as is unknown 
to h istory . All former changes have been broughi 
about by wars and conquests . and all the battle* 
have been" with confused noise and garments rolled 
in blood." But the convulsions have been compar- 
atively of a local character. But when ibis great 
change shall come, ull nations of the earth are to be 
involved in the .struggle, for our glorious King will 
claim the homage and subjection of every knee and 
erery tongue. Yes, all kings shall bow down before 
him, and all nations serve him. 

Nor is it reasonable to suppose that such a change 
is to be brought about without previous preparation 
and agitation of the. question ; and the language ol 
Scripture harmonizes with this reasonable supposi 
tiuu. " This Gospel of the kingdom shall be 
preaohed in all the world Tor a witness unto all na 
tiooe; and then shall the end come." (Matt. 24: 
14.) Likewise, also, the remark of 2 Peter 3 : 3, 
" That there shall come in the last days scoffers, 
w Uking after their own lust and saying, Where is 
t ie promise ot his coming?" shows the agitation ol 
this question. 

Thus the question is to be agitated pro and con, 
and txtend to all iiatioi* in all the world. Not on- 
ly will the question be agitated, but the human nice 
will take tides in reference to it. 

The preparation has been going on for six thou- 
sand years, and all this time Christ has been engag- 
ed io making his election of heirs and subjects, and 
is :■;':!! employed in the tame work, and will be to 
the end. But as thut end draws near, the plan will 
develop itself, and there will be a more distinct un- 
derstanding of the question at issue ; and the par- 
ties will flndc'rstaridingly range themselves on the 
one or the otlier side. - 

The Christ of the Christians will stand out to 
view as he wlio Is their Saviour and coming king. 
While his enemies will take ground against him as 
distinctly and formally as did the Jews in the days 
of his humiliation :— " WehnvcnokingbutCtcsar." 
And they will be as ready to go against him with 
" swords and stares," and dare his power. 

Such visions rose before the prophetic eye of the 
royal Psalmist nearly three thousand years ago. 
< Why," he said, " do the heathen rage, and the 



people imagine a vain thing? The kings of the 
earth set themselves, and the rulers take counsel to- 
gether, against the Lord, and against his AnoMlMi 
saying, Let as break their bonds asunder, and cast 
away their cords from ns." (Psa. 2 : 1,2.) 

If this had a partial or typical fulfillment in the 
I days when " both Herod and Pontius Pilate, with 
the Gentiles and the people of Israel" " stood up 
against the holy child Jesus," it is evident that it 
was not all accomplished, nor can it be till the de- 
cree of the Father isaccomplished, toset his" King" 
on his " holy hill ol Zion." 

The combined elements of opposition to the in- 
coming administration of" our Lord and his Christ" 
are more tully defined in the apocalypse. The lead- 
ing champion of earth's dominions in that great 
contest is designated as the " wild beast." He is 
genenil-in-chief of all the combined hosts which 
shall be arrayed against oor Lord and king in that 
great day of conflict. " 1 saw," says John, " the 
beast and the kings of the earth and their armies 
gathered together to make war against him that sat 
on the horse and against his armies." This beast 
is introduced to us in Rev. 13: l.and onward. 
L'here, it is said ot him, that he derived "his power, 
is seat and great authority" Irom the devil. Aud 
that " power was given him over all kindreds, and 
nationB and tongues." " And all that dwell upon 
he earth shall worship him whose names are not 
written in the book of life of the Lamb slain from 
he foundation of the world." The chief of his staff 
is described in the latter part of Rev. 13th, as " a 
beast having" two horns like a lamb," endowed with 
miracle working, power ; called in Rev. 16 : 13, 
and Rev. 10 : 20, the lalse prophet. 

With these are to be associated the kings of the 
e irth and of the whole world, as we read, Rev. 10 : 
13, 14—" And I saw time unclean spirits," ke. 
" For they are the spirits of devils working mira- 
cles, which go forth nnto the kings of the earth and 
f the whole world to gather them to the battle ol 
hat great day of G.id Almighty." The kings of 
the whole world, under demoniacal influence, are to 
'ie accompanied with their armies in the great 
struggle. 

The devil appears as the great presiding genius 
aIio directs the whole movement. He is "the prince 
>f the power of the air," and his location seems to 
be in the heavens : and there the first collision be- 
.wcen him and our all conquering prince is to take 
.dace, and Irom thence he is to be driven with kis 
Angels to earth, filled with great wrath. Rev. 12lh 
chapter. It would seem that his great busiuesswill 
be to raise, appoint und combine his forces against 
that coming day. Rev. 12 : 7 — 17. 



or duration have followed or attended great battles. 
Bnt this fact does not settle the question whether 
the immediate cause of those showers is the explo- 
sion of gunpowder.

It is 
observed, indeed, that extraordinary rains generally 
1 .11 alter great battles ; whether it be that some deity 
Closes to wash and purify the earth with water 
from above, or whether the blood and corruption, 
by the moist and heavy vapors they emit, thicken 
the air, which is liable to be altared by. the small- 
est cause."

Christ had entered Jerusalem io royal character, 
and had been proclaimed king of Israel, son of 
David, &c., and had been rejected by his nation. It 
was the turning-point, not only in their history, but 
also in the condition of tho world lor all coming 
time. The Jews might have then received bim as 
their king, and he would h ive delivered them from 
their enemies. But rejecting him, they were over- 
thrown and Jerusalem given to the Gentiles till the 
timeB of the Gentiles should be fulfilled. (Luke 
21 : 24. 

The raiNcii of this world who was to be cast out, 
then, was Christ; by beiig rejected of both Jews 
and Gentiles, and crucilied. This appears evident 
from the next verses : " And I, if I be lifted up from 
the earth will draw all men unto me. This hesa'id, 
signifying what death he should die." 

By " drawing," io., he meant the extension of 
the Gospel call und Spirit's influence to the whole 
world, drawing them to himself.

Admiral Foote was one of a small class of men in 
this country, and it is not dishonoring him to say 
that he was of the Stonewall Jaokson type. The 
two men were very much alike in many respects, 
but unlike in one— the Admiral was luyal to bis 
heart's oore, while Jackson was a rebel. But they 
both were brave and religious. Foote's courage was 
not principally physical but was moral. Although 
lor years a Captain in the navy, he has long been 
known as an enthusiastic advocate of temperance 
indeed of total- abstinence. The moral courage re- 
quired of a navy Captain to be a consistent temper- 
ance advocate is not small, lout Foote carried him- 
self in the most trying circumstances like a Chris- 
tian gentleman, and compelled the respect of hj, 
erews. The men under him ndored bim as a com- 
mander, for although a strict disciplinarian, be was 
one of the most kind-hearted of men. It is the lack 
of men like Admiral Fuota to-day which puts the 
national cause in such danger. We seem to have 
few great leaders in the army or out of it,— Corres- 
pondence of the Boston Traveller.

Poisonous Plant. 

Among the best known poisonous plants are eno- 
merated the poison sumach, poison elder, or poison 
log-wood (Rhus venenata) poison ivy, or poison 
mk, (Runs toxicodendron,) and the climbing ivy 
(Rhus radicans.) 

These plants have a milky juice of a poisonous 
aorid property, which may bo neutralized and made 
harmless by almost any alkali. 

When one has been exposed to being poisoned by 
ither of these plants, the parts exposed should be 
w ished as soon as possiLle in weak ley, or a solution 
of saleratus, soda, or ammonia wxter. 

A piece of hard soap carried in the pocket to be 
used as occasion demands may save a great deal of 
pain from poisoning, 

L"y lormB a very simple, and very complete pro- 
tection from the poison of ivy or dogwood. 

Tojnake ley for a preventive of poison, put two 
shovelluls of bard wood ashes into a pail of wattf 
and stir it up and leave it to settle. 

Before going out to work among ivy we' jjj 
hands, arms, legs, face and neck with the ley, • na 
let it dry on the skin, and it is said you may wo™ 
among it without harm. 

The ley must not be too strong, il it is it will in- 
jure the skin. — Farmington Chronicle.

The movement was to 
Pennsylvania, to meet the rebel invaders. A great 
battle was commenced on Wednesday, at Gettys- 
burg, and continued day alter day, with the most 
determined bravery on both sides, till FVidny night, 
when, after tbe most desperate assaults on the lines 
of Gen. Meade, the rebels were repulsed at all 
points and fell back beyond their chosen battle-field, 
disheartened and discomfited, and at lost accounts 
were in full retreat, and the forces of Gon. Meade 
in hot pursuit. Tbe number of prisoners which 
lave fallen into the hands of oar forces are various- 
ly" reported at Iroin 15,000 to 20,000, with corres- 
ponding arms, ammunition, provisions, baggage 
"trains, Ao. It has been the most terrific of all the 
fcattlts of the war, and the carnage on both sides 
lias been dreadful. 

The chances for Lee's army to escape again across 
we Potomac into Virginia seem to be small, as 
heavy rains fell on Sunday and the river was rising, 
tad his pontoon bridges have been destroyed, so that 
possibly the greater portion of the rebel army mny 
Bill into our hands. Tbe President, on the recep- 
tion of the report of Gen. Meade, on the 4th issued 
tte following congratulatory address to the country : 
TVashinqton, D. C, July 4, 1863. ) 

10.30, A.M. $ 
■ The President announces to the country that newt 

-from the army of the Potomac up to 10, P. M., ol 
(■the 3d, is such as to cover the army with the high- 
' eat honor, to promise a great success to the cause ol 
-the Union, and to claim the condolence of all lor 
tbe many gallant fallen ; and that for this, he es- 
pecially desires that on this day lie, whose will, not 
i dors, should ever be done, be everywhere remember- 
ed ai.d reverenced with profoundest gratitude. 
• (Signed) Abraham Lincoln. 

' • Richmond, at last accounts, was seriously threat- 
ened by Gen. Dix, but the probabilities were that it 
can only be taken by regular siege. 

The news from Vicksburg continues encouraging, 
and to appearance must soon fall iuto our hands ; 
and the same is trne of Port Hudson. 

Thi pirata Tacony, which made such devastations 
'among onr fishermen, was destroyed by her own 
crew, who afterward went into Portland harbor, 
eefaed a revenue cutter and departed. Tho steam- 
boats at Portland immediately started in pursuit, 
and finding their inability to escape, and having no 
ammunition for defence, the pirates set firo to tb< 
cutter and escaped in boats, but were picked up and 
prisoners. 

Gen. Rosecrans is reported to have made an ad 
vance upon Bragg's army which has been u decide*' 
success ; the enemy fleeing before him in every di. 
lection, so that Tennessee is now nearly cleared ol 
rebel forces. 

Among the killed at Gettysburg are Generals 
Reynolds and Paul, with a large number of other 
officers. The victories of tbe past week have been 
dearly purchased by the blood of thousands of oui 
fallen brave, with mutilations and agonies beyond 
computation. So that while the country rejoices 
in its successes, it leaves the head in profoundest 
sorrow of those who weep. 

Baltimore, July 5. Eight hundred and fifty 
rebel prisoners, largely composed of Alabama trooj a, 
captured from Longstreet's corps in Wednesday's 
fight arrived here this morning. More prisoners 
are annouccd at the depot, and accounts from np 
the roads say there are largo trains at various points 
On their way down, whilst there are sjiid to la 
acres of them awaiting transportation. I 

Official dispatches from Vicksbnrg to the 20th of 
June have been received. Everything is guing on 
^cheerfully. 

Nsw York, July 6. Commodore Wilkes arrived 
in tbe Roanoke, Com. Lardner having arrived at 
St Thomas. The West India Squadron isrepor'.el in 
,» crippled condition, owing to defective boilers, &c 

Wjsuinoton, July. The recant rains have swollen 
tin- Potomac, thus making tbe river unfordable, at> 
important fact in view of tbe military operations. 
The water in some places in the upper Potomac is 
said to be 8 or 9 feet deep. The city is jubilant to 
Bight over tbe latest war intelligence from Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Later. — Monday, 3 o'clock, P. M. A dispatch 
from Washington gays :— " We have captared 25- 
000 rebels, and 118 pieces of artillery. The Poto- 
mac is impassible. Heavy rainstorms. Lee cannot 
get any reinforcements 1 It is believed that he will 
surrender the whole army ; a rebel force being un- 



able to cross the Potomac to reinlorce him. It is I 
said oue whole rebel division was captured by Gen. 
Meade's army at one time." 

Still Later.— The following is the New York 
Herald's dispatch up to noon, July 6th : " If my 
news last night was glorious, I do not know what to 
call it now. Prisoners are coming in here by the 
thousand. Over 8000 have already arrived here, 
and Gen. Schenck has orders to prepare to receive 
20,000 more already captured. The road along tbe 
line of the rebels' retreat is strewn with wagons, 
cannon, small arms and camp equipage abandoned 
by the enemy. The rebels unhitched the horses and 
mules from their loads of cannon and stores, and 
mounting them, pushed for the river. Couch has 
formed a juncion with Meade, and the fresh militia 
are slaughtering and capturing the greybacks by 
regiments and brigades. Not one-tenth of Lee's 
army can possiby get back to Dixie by tbe route 
they came. 1/ is not a defeat for Lee, but it is a 
total and perfect rout. The following is the bulletin 
jubt issued at headquarters : 

Eriday night the enemy commenced to retreat 
apidly towatd Greencastlo and Hugeretown. Gen. 
Meade following rapidly in pursuit, and having the 
entire cavalry force operating in tbe enemy's rear. 
Up to twelve o'clock on Saturday many thousands

General News. 

The Louisville Journal, in the course ol some 
comments on tbe recent escape of, the prisoners on 
board the steamer Maple Leaf, gives tbe following 
illustration of tbe carelessness with which our pris- 
oners are guarded :— " A few weeks ago we had 
occasion to go from Columbus, Ohio, to Pittsburg, 
upon a train on wbiob were upwards of 200 Confed- 
erate officers with a guard of, we presume, not 
more than seven or eight men. The car we sat in 
contained probably fifty persons and only two 
guards, and. those two were more than once asleep 
or apparently , with their guns standing near 
them. Repeatedly the prisoners around us called 
:ncb other's attention to the fact, remarking that 
tliey could, if they chose, disarm the guardsmen and 
escape as cosily as they could step from one scat to 
another. . And unquestionably they would have 
Jone so if they had not been on their way to be ex- 
changed. Wo were surprised they did'nt choose to 
.'Scape even as the case was, and thus save their 
government the necessity ol giving Federal prison- 
ers in exchange for them." 

Gloucester fishing vessels have entered into a cov- 
nant with each other lor mutual insurance against 
any and all losses to vessels that may happen by the 
hazards of war. Tho business has been put in the 
hands of the Directors of the Gloucester Mutual 
Fishing Insurance Co., and meets with general sat- 
isfaction.

Ex-Congressman McPherson, Deputy Commis- 
sioner ol Internal Revenue, judges that the field o> 
battle nt Gettysburg embraces a part of his farm, 
and tint the stone- wall so prominent an object ol 
contest, is one which divides bis premises from a 
neighbor's. 

The authorities at Washington have the names 
of ten citizens of Carlisle, Pa., who out copperbeud- 
ed copperheads in abasing themselves before the 
nbel Gen. Jenkins. They assured him that they 
w:re friends to the Southern Confederacy, and beg- 
ged him to parole 'them, that they might not be 
drafted to fight against it. Gen. Jenkins welcomed 
them to bis bosom, but remarked that, since they 
were friends to the Siuthern cause, they were of 
cjurse willing to fight for it, and actually put some 
ol them into his ranks. Before the joke was played 
through they began to repent of their cowardice. 

The Washington Republican, which often pro- 
es»es to speak for llie Administration says, in rela- 
tion to the change of commanders of the army of the 
Potomac : — " Many Click thisan extraordinary pro- 
ceeding in tho face of the enemy, in the midst of ac- 
tive operations, and on the eve of a supposed battle. 
That's what's the matter ! . Nothing but an eilia- 
ordinary military necessity, over which the Wash : 
iigton authorities have had no control, has com- 
pelled thi< act on their part. They did not create 
the necessity, but hating been compelled to meet it, 
havo done it promptly and done it well."

Dear Bro. Litch :— The last time I had the 
pleasure of seeing you, I was tbe pastor of tho Mo- 
ravian church, at the comer of Houston and Mott 
St., New York. I remember with pleasure the 
profitable interviews I was privileged to enjoy with 
you. Yon will recollect the attempt we made in 
conjunction with Bro. Adams, of the Antioci church, 
to get up a weekly conference of ministers, (irrespect- 
ive of denomination) to interchange views on the 
subjects of unfulfilled prophecy. I hear that since 
then our excellent Bro. Adams has seen his way 
clear, and opeoly avows himself a millennarian. I 
trust my informant was not mistaken. The time 
s not yet ripe for such a conference. The number 
of seivauts who, in view of our Lord's near coming, 
are " giving meat to the household in due season," 
is as yet small — far smaller than the number who 
are seriously debating in their minds, or else con- 
vinced where the truth lies, but afraid of the cross 
that is connected with an open confession. Tbe 
wise virgins are sot yet translated , and until that 
time the unwillingness will possibly remain. 

Last fall I called at your bouse in Philadelphia, 
and got from sister Liteh a copy of your pamphlet 
on the " sleep "question, for a friend whom I highly 
esteem, and who bad been recently arguing it with 
a great deal of acumen. I think sister Litch told 
me you were in Canada. 

It has pleased God to place me at present in this 
obscure town.

Having represented the case to him in its 
true light, but in vain, I told him that, seeing that 
we cannot be " partakers of the Lord's table and of 
the table of devil's," I requested bim to abstain 
from tbe fellowship of the church at the holy com- 
munion. For this, having, in the sickly churchli- 
ness of these Laodician days, sufficient influence, he 
cast me out. At the spiritualist headquurters of 
A. J. Davis 4 Co., in Canal street, New York, I 
learnt that, two years ago, there were 90,000 pro- 
fessed spiritualists in that city. But very few, oven 
among good people, understand these things, nor 
comprehend, as yet, that tho contest of the last 
great tribulation will be between spiritualism de- 
veloped to its full extent, and Adventisni, pure and 
simple. During those fearful three and a half years, 
there will he none in the world but such as cry, 
" Come, Lord Jesus, come quickly," and those 
whom Peter describes, viz., " scoffers, walking after 
their own lusts, and saying, Where is the promise 
of his coming ?" Can you not expound tbis idea in 
the forthcoming numbers of tbe Herald? 

I had not the pleasure of being acquainted with 
with Bro. Bliss, but do not doubt that be served 
his generation according to the will of God. Allow 
me to say, however, that 1 rejoiced greatly to hear 
that the editorial mantle had, almost necessarily 



fallen on you ; firstly, because of the insight which I 
believe the Lord has vouchsafed unto you, into va- 
rious parts of the Word, which at present are as 
yet not generally understood, and partly because of

Answer. — Our friend's questions must be answer- 
ed in the affirmative. It is evidently before or at 
the time of the binding of Satan, that the beast and 
false prophet are cast into tho lake of fire burning 
with brimstone. It is also clear that tbo devil is 
shut up a thousand years after this event, before be 
is cast into tbe lake of fire " where the beast and 
falBe prophet are ; and they, the devil, tho beast, 
and the false prophet, are to be " tormented day 
and night forever and ever. 

When onr friend asks what kind ol fire U is, we 
can only answer as God has spoken. That it is a 
fire which will torment without consuming the sub- 
jects, is evident from the Divine declaration. " They 
shall be tormented." Rev. 20: 10, and 14:10; 
" and ho shall be tormented with fire and brimstone," 
4c. ; "and they have no rest day nor night." 
But how such fire is to " burn tbe sinner right up, 
and that is his end," is as difficult a problem for ob 
to solve, as for our aged friend.

them. 



TEXT SEBMOSS.. 

Some writer tbu3 describee tbe rise of the modern 
system of preaching in the sixteenth century : 

The spirit of the school divinity, which now reign- 
ed in all the famous universities of Europe, also 
took possession of the pulpit, in this period, and a 
new mode of preaching was introduced, much mora 
artificial than those methods of public instruction, 
which had been used in former times. 

The preacher, at the beginning of his discourse 
read a text out of some book and chapter of the 
Old or New Testament (which bad lately been di- 
videlinto chapters and verses by Cardinal Lungdon), 
as the theme or subject of his sermon. This text be 
divided into several parts, by the help of that subtle 
logic and divinity which were so much in vogue- 
aud the greater dexterity he discovered in splitting 
his text into many parts, be waa.osteemed tbe greater 
divine and the better preacher. Having thus divid- 
ed his text, he formed several heads of discourse on 
each of these divisions ; on which he descanted, one 
after another, subdividing them into many particu- 
ulars. 

This now and artificial method of preaching was 
greatly admired, and generally praetued, by tbe 
younger clergy of those times. But it was no less 
warmly opposed and condemned by t 6omo of the 
most learned men of this period, who represented it 
to be a childish playing upon words ; destructive of 
true eloquence ; tedious and unaffecting to the 
hearers, and cramping tbe imagination of the 
preacher. Roger Bacon, in particular, Bpeaks of it 
with great contempt and aversion ; and iissigns a 
very singular reason for its gaining ground in his 
lime. " The greater part of our prelates (says he) 
having but little knowledge of divinity, and hav- 
ing been little used to preaching in their youth, 
when they become Bishops, and are sometimes oblig- 
ed to preach, are under the necessity of begging and 
borrowing the sermons of certain novices, who have 
invented a new way of preaching, by endless divis- 
ions and quibblings ; in which there is neither sub- 
limity of stylo nor depth of wisdiun, but much 
childish trifling and folly. May (Jod (adds the 
zealous Bacon) banish Ibis conceited and artifioial 
way of preaching out of his Churoh ; lor it will 
never do any good, nor elevate the hearts of the 
hearers to anything that is great or" excellent." 

The opposition to this new method of preaching 
continued through tbe whole of the fourteenth and 
part of the fifteenth centuries. Dr. Thomas Gas- 
coigno, Chancellor of the University of Oxford, tells 
us that he preached a sermon in St. Martin's Church, 
A.I'., 1450 without a text, and without division, 
declaring such things as he thought would be useful 
to tbe people. Amongst other things, he told them 
in vindication of this ancient mode of preaching, 
" that Dr. Augustine had preached four hundred 
sermons to the clergy and the people, without read- 
ing a text at the beginning of the discourse ; and 
t lat the way of preaching by a text, and by divi- 
sions, was invented only about A. D. 1200, as ap- 
peared from the authors of tbe first sermons of that 
kind." 



Sura-mo in Rule Pits— A letter from Yicks- 
burgeayB that many men stay in tho rifle pits day and 
night. There is one that extends nearly half a mile, 
which is only three feet wide, but about ten feet 
deep. In the aide of this they have out bunks like 
those npon a ship. A man measures himself and 
makes a recess about his size, spreads his India-rub- 
ber blanket in it, and sleeps as quiet as at. home. 
In the forts where tho artillerists are at work, I 
have seen men sleep beside the guns that fairly shook 
the hills, and Bleep as soundly and sweetly as though 
peace still spread her kindly mantle o'er us and si- 
lence reigned supreme.

Internal Evidence of the Scriptures.

the pipes proportioned and voiced, the stops with 
Hair couplings ; and the first time the instrument 
was played, it was in tune, and has been so ever 
■face. 

Hero is a book, written in part by herdsmen and 
flaheruien, the parte which they wrote, as well as 
the others written by kings and prophete, having a 
•Jjle which belong to no other writings. There is 
something in the language of the Bible which affects 
every mind unlike any other language. Let a sec- 
ular orator quote a passage of Scripturo ; what 
force it gives to speech ! and how entirely different 
in its effect, in everything, from bis own style, eves 
though ha be the most eloquent of men ! No won- 
der that the human mind, weighing and pondering 
the words of different writings claiming to be in- 
Iplred, sifted out those which were uninspired, and 
jave at last its irrevocable suffrage to thoso which 
<M hold to be of Divine origin. When we compare 
Uw books of the Apocrypha and the Canon, we are 
not surprised that the common mind retired from 
snch pastures and streams as the " Wisdom of Solo- 
Man" and " Eoclesiastieus," to the book of Proverbs 
and Ecclesinstes. 

Statistics of the Globe 

" The following eurious facts are stated on high 
Mthority :— The earth is inhabited by 1,288,000 ,- 
000 of inhabitants, namely, 360,000,000 of the 
Caucasian race; 532,000,000 of the Mongolian 
nee; 190,000,000 of the Ethiopian ; 1,000,000 ol 
U>e American Indian ; 200,000,000 of the Malay 
races. All these respectively speak 3,064 languages, 
and profess 1,000 different religions. ' The number 
of deaths per annum is 333,333,333, or 01,954 per- 
daji J.730 per hour, 60 per minute, or 1 per sec- 
ond ; so that at every pulsation of our heart a hu- 
man being dies.

Pfc. 29". artists, 28 ; professors, 27; and physi- 
•kns, 24 ; so that those who study the art of pro- 
fcnging the lives of others ore most likely to die 
•Uly, probably on account on the effluvia to which 
"ley are constantly exposed. 

There are in the world 335,000,000 Christians, 
5.000,000 Jews, 600,000,000 professing some of the 
AiJatio religions, 160,000,000 Mohammedans, and 
200,000,000 Pagans. Of tho Christians, 170,000,- 
"08 profess the Catholic, 76,000,000 the Greek,. 
80,000,000 the Protestant creeds.

"Bob the Cabin Boy." 

The following, written by Rev. C. J. 
Jones, pastor of the Mariner's Church, N. 
Y. shows what little " Doers " can do, if 
they do it in the name of the Lord.

After diligent search through 
the town, our youthful missionary succeed- 
ed in finding, in the language of the stran- 
ger, a little unpretending eight-paged tract. 
How came it there ? he who saw the end 
from the beginning, sent that little winged 
messenger into a town where no one un- 
derstood its strange characters, and suffer- 
ed it to lie there, until he came for whose 
soul's salvation it was prepared. Little 
Mary secured her treasure, and bore it joy- 
fully to her home, big with the intent to do 
her Master's work. She had learned, 
young as she was, that duty is ours and 
results are God's ; and she waited with 
trembling anticipation the providence that 
was to throw her in the way of the man to 
whom it would become intelligible. 

The opportunity \va* not long in present- 
ing itself. The Sabbath came again, and 
with it the sailor came to church. As the 
throng of worshipers were leaving the sanc- 
tuary, Mary threw herself into the current, 
and was soon beside the bronzed sailor, in- 
to whose horny hand she timidly thrust the 
silent messenger, and then hastened to her 
home, in the consciousness of having made 
one effort for the salvation of a soul, and 
prayed to her Father in heaven to give ef- 
ficacy to the simple means.
